HE Vision of Isaiah the Sonne of Amoi, which iBniahoom- 
hee sawe concerning ludah and lerus^ilem, '" f ''i^w "5 
the dayes of Uzziah, lotham, Ahaz, and Heze- relKlIion. 
Itiah kings of ludah. Heare, O heavens, and 
give eare, O earth : for the Lord hath spoken ; 
I have nourished and brought up children, 
and they have rebelled against me. The oxe 
knoweth his owner, and the asse his masters 
cribbe : but Israel doeth not know, my people 
doeth not consider. Ah stiinefull nation, a people laden with 
iniqoitie, a seede of eviU doers, children that are corrupters: they 
have forsaken the Lord, they have provoked the Holy one of Israel 
unto ftoger, they are gone away backward. 

Why l^ould yee be stricken any more ? yee will revolt more and He Umentoth 
more : the whole head is sicke, and the whole heart faint. From tBriudgemenii. 
the sole of the foote, even unto the head, there is no soundnesse 
in it ; but wounds, and bruises, and putrifying sores ; they have 
not beene dosed, neither bound up, neither mollified with oynt- 
mcnt. Y'our countrey is desolate, your cities are burnt with fire : 
your land, strangers devoure it in your presence, and it is desolate 
as overthrowen by strangers. And the daughter of Zion is left as 
a cottage in a vineyard, as a lodge in a garden of cucumbers, as « 
besieged citie. Except the LoHn of hostes had left unto us a very 
small reomant, we should have beene as Sodom, and we should 
have bene like unto Gomorrah. 

Heare the word of the Loan, ye rulers of Sodom, give eare unto He njibnudoth 
the Law of our God, yee people of Gomorrah. To what purpose is J2^c" 
the multitude of your sacrifices unto me, sayth the Lohd ? 1 am 
full of the burnt oBerings of rammes, and the fat of fcdde beasts, 
and I delight not in the blood of bullockes, or of lajnbes, or of hee

fioDB; ijie^se-is a'n, aKtnnmation unto me : the new Moones, and 
iiqbbiit&ii 'the* calling of assemblies 1 cannot away with ; it is 
'iblljiiitie, even the solemne meeting. Your new Moones, and your 
appointed Feasts my soule huteth : they are a trouble unto me, 1 
am weary to beare them. And when ye spread foorth your bandes, 
I will hide mine eyes from you^ yea, when yee make many prayers 
I will not hearc : your hands are full of blood. 
BeaxhoTtatlito Wash yee, make you cleane, put away the eviU of your doings 
le.wlth from before mine eyes, cease to doe evill, learne to doe well, seeke 
judgement, relieve the oppressed, iudge the fatherlesse, plead for 
the widow. Come now and let us reason together, saith the LoRn: 
though your sinnes be as scarlet, they shall be as white as snow ; 
though they be red like crimsin, they shall be as wooll. If yee be 
willing and obedient, yee shall eate the good of the land. But if 
yee refuse and rebell, yee shalbe devoured with the sword: for 
the mouth of the Lotio hath spoken it. 

Howe is the falthfull citie become an harlot.' it was full ot 
iudgement, righteousnesse lodged in it ; but now murtherers. Thy 
silver is become drosse, thy wine mixt with water. Thy princes 
ore rebellious and com|)anjans of theeves ; every one loveth gifts, 
and followeth after rewards : they iudge not the fatherlesse, neitlier 
(ioth the cause of the widowe come unto them. Therefore, saith 
the Loni, the Ixinn of hostes, the mighty one of Israel ; Ah, I will 
ease me of mine adverearies, and aveuge me of mine enemies. 

And I will tunie my hand upon thee, and purely purge away thy 
drosse, and take away all thy Hnne- And I will restore thy iudgi-s 
as at the first, and thy counselters as at the beginning : afterward 
thou shalt be called the citie of righteousnesse, the faithfull citie. 
Zion shall be redeemed with iudgement, and her converts with 
rigfateousDesse. 

And the destruction of the tronsgressours and of the sinners 
shall be together ; and they that forsake the Loud shall be con- 
sumed. For they shall be ashamed uf the okes which yee have 
desired, and yee shnlbe confounded for the gardens tliat yee have 
chosen. For yee shall be as an oke whose leafe fadeth, and as a 
garden that both no w.-iter. And the strong shall be as towe, and 
the maker of it as a sparke, and they shall both bume together, 
and none shall quench them.

CHAPTER II CHAPTER 

THE word that Isaiah, the Sonne of Amoz, sawe concerning imuh pro- 
ludah and lerusalem. And it shall come to passe in the pteoieih tlie 
last dayes, that the mounuine of the Lords house shall be cilriTta * 
established in the top of the mountaines, and shall be exalted kiugdumc. 
flbove the hilles; and all nations shall flow unto it. And many 
people shall goe and say; Comeyee and let us go up to the moun- 
taine of the Lord, to the house of the God of lacob, and he will 
teach us of his wayes, and we will walke in his pathes : for out of 
Zion shall goe forth the lawe, and the word of the Lonn from 
lerusalem. And hee shall iudge among the nations, and shall 
rebuke many people ; and they shall beate their swords into plow- 
shares, and their speares into pruning hookes : nation shall not lift 
up sword against nation, neither shall they leame warre any more. 
O house of lacob, come yee, and let us walke in the light of the 
Lord. 

Therefore thou hast forsaken thy people the house of lacob ; Wickedneiw !■ 
because they be replenished from the East, and are soothsayers Jj"* ™"" "f 
like the Philistines, and they ptea=e themselves in the children of ^""^ I"™"""*- 
strangers. Their land also is full of silver and gold, neither is 
there any end of their treasures : their land is also full of horses ; 
neither is there any end of their charets. Their land also is full 
of idoles : they worship the worke of ibeir owne hands, that which 
their owne fingers have made. And the meane man boweth 
downe, and the great man humbleth himselfe ; therefore forgive 
them not. 

Enter into the rocke, and hide thee in the dust, for feare of the Hee eihortetb 
Lord, and for the glory of his Maiestie. The loftie lookes of man [" ^^"^ . 
shalbe humbled, and the hautines of men shalbe bowed downe : ti,e poworfall 
»nd the Lord alone shalbe exalted in that day. For the day of effeets of Godi 
the LoRP of hostes shall bee upon every one that is proud and S^^entie. 
loftie, and upon every one that is lifted u]), and he shalbe brought 
low; and upon all the Cedars of Lebanon, that are high and lifted 
up, and upon all the okes of Bashan, and upon all the high moun- 
taines, and upon all the hilles that are lifted up, and upon every 
high tower, and upon every fenced wall, and upon all the ships of 
Tarshish, and upon all pleasant pictures. And the loftinesse of 
man shall be bowed downe, and the hautinesse of men shalbe 
made low : and the LoRn alone shalbe exalted in that day. And 
the idoles hee shall utterly abolish. And they shall goe into the 
holes of the rocks, an<l into the caves of the earth for fearc of 
the Lord, and for the glory of his Nfaiestie ; when hee ariscth to

CHAPTER shake terribly the earth. In that day a man shall cast his idoles 
U of silver, and his idoles of golde which they made each one for 

bimselfe to worship, to the moulcs and to the battes ; to go into 
the clefts of the rocks, and into the tops of the ragged rockes, for 
feare of the Lord, and for the glorie of his Maiestic ; wlien bee 
ariseth to shake terribly the earth. Cense ye from 
breath is in his nostrels : for wherein is hee to be acco 
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CHAPTER III 



FOR behold, the Lord, the Lohd of bostes doeth take away 
from lenisalem, and from ludah, the stay and the staffe, 
the whole slay of bread, and the whole stay of water, the 
mighty man, and the man of warre ; the ludge and the I'rophet, 
and the prudent, and the ancient, the captalne of iiftie, and the 
honourable man, and the counseller, and the cunning artificer, and 
the eloquent oratour. And I will give children to bee their 
Princes, and babes shall rule over them. And the people shall be 
oppressed, every one by another, and every one by his neighbour ; 
the childe shall behave htmselfe proudly against the ancient, and 
the base against the honourable. When a man shall take hold of 
his brother of the house of his father, saying, TIiou liast clothing, 
be thou our ruler, and let this mine bee under thy hand : in that 
day shall he swearc, saying, I will not be an healer : for in my 
house is neither bread nor clothing : make me not a ruler of the 
people. For lerusnlem is ruined, and ludah is fallen : because 
their tongue and their doings are against the Lord, to provoke 
the eyes of his glorie. 

rio The shew of their countenance doeth witnesse against them, 
and they declare their sinne as Sodom, they hide it not : woe unto 
their soulc, for they have rewarded evill unto themselves. Say 
yee to the righteous, that it shall be well witli him ; for they shall 
eate the fruit of their doings. Woe unto the wicked, it shall be 
ill with him : for the reward of his handes shalbe given him. 

n As for my people, children are their oppressours, and women 
rule over them : O my people, they which lead thee, cause thee to 
erre, and destroy the way of thy paths. The I..ORD standeth up to 
plead, and standeth to iudge the people. The Lord will enter 
into lodgement with the ancients of his people, and the Princes 
thereof: for ye have eaten up the Vineyard; the spoile of the 
poore is in your houses. What meane yee that yee beat my 
people to pieces, and grinde the faces of the poore, saitb the 
Lord God of hosts ?

Moreover the Lord saith ; Because the daughters of Zion are CHAPTER 
hautie, and walke with stretched forth necks, and wanton eyes, III 

ivaJking and mincing as they goe, and making a tinkeling with Theiudgementt 
their feet : therefore the Lord will smile with a scab the crowne ("j!'°^e'''Hde'^f 
of the head of the daughters of Zion, and the Lord will discover ni^ gromen. 
their secret parts. In that day the Lord will take away the 
bravery of their tinckling ornaments about their feete, and their 
caules, and their round tyres Kke the Moone, the ehaines, and the 
bracelets, and the mufflers, the bonnets, and the ornaments of the 
legges, and the headbandft, and the tablets, and the earerings, the 
rings, and nose-iewels, the changeable sutes of apparel), and the 
mantles, and the wimples, and the crisping pinnes, the glasses, and 
the fine linnen, and the hoods, and the vailes. And it shall come 
to passe, that in steade of sweete smell, there shall bee stinke ; 
and in stead of a girdle, a rent ; and in stead of well set haire, 
baldncsse ; and in stead of a stomacher, a girding of sackecloth ; 
and burning, in stead of beautie. Thy men shall fall by the sword, 
and thy mightie in the warre. And her gates shall lament and 
mourue ; and she being desolate, shall sit upon the ground. 

CHAPTER nil 
AND in that day seven women shall take hold of one man, la the __ 
/\ saying. We will eate our owne bread, and weare our owne ^tS ktof" 
-*- -■■ apparell : onely let us be called by thy name, to take dome ihaU he 
away our reproch. In that day shall the Branch of the Lohd be » Sauctimrie. 
beautiful] and glorious, and the fruit of the earth shalbe excellent 
and comely for them that are escaped of Israel. And it shall come 
to passe, that hee that is left in Zion, and hee that remaineth in 
Icrusalem, shall be called Holy, even every one that is written 
among the living in leruaalem, when the Lord shall have washed 
away the filth of the daughters of Zion, and shall have purged the 
blood of Icrusalem from the middest thereof, by the spirit of iudge- 
ment, and by the spirit of burning. And the Lord will create upon 
every dwelling place of mount Zion, and upon her assemblies a 
cloude, and smoke by day, and the shining of a flaming fire by 
night ; for upon all the glory shall be a defence. And there shalbe 
a tabernacle for a shadow in the day time from the heat, and for a 
place of refuge, and for a covert from storme and from raine.

CHAPTER V 

NOW will I sing to my welbeloved, a song of my beloved 
touching Ilia vineyard : my wellbeloved hath a. vineyard in 
a very fruitfull hill. Ami hee fenced it, and gathered out 
the stones thereof, nnd planted it with the choicest vine, and built 
a towre in the middeat of it, and abo made a winepresse therein : 
and he looked that it should bring foorth grapes, and it brought 
foorth wilde grapes. And now, O inhabitants of lerusalem, and 
men of ludah, ludge, I pray you, betwixt me and my Vineyard. 
What could have beene done more to my Vineyard, that I have 
not done in it ? wherefore when I looked that it should bring foorth 
grapes, brought it foorth wilde grapes ? And now goe to ; 1 will 
tell you what I will doe to my Vineyard, 1 will take away the 
hedge thereof, and it shall be eaten up ; and breake downe the 
wall thereof, and it shall be troden downe. And I will lay it waste; 
it shall not be pruned, nor digged, but there shall come up briars 
and thomes : 1 will also command the cloudes, that they raine no 
raine upon it. For the Vineyard of the Lord of hostes is the house 
of Israel, and the men of ludah his pleasant plant ; and he looked 
for iudgement, but beholde oppression; for rig hteousn esse, but 
behold a crie. 

Woe unto them that ioyne house to house, that lay field to field, 
till there be no place, that they may be placed alone in the midst of 
the earth. In mine eares said the Lord of hostes. Of a trueth many 
houses shall be desolate, even great and faire without inhabitant. 
Yea ten acres of vineyard shall yeeld one Bath, and the seed of an 
ihallyeeld an Kphah. 

Woe imto them that rise up earely in the morning, that they 
may follow strong drink, that continue untill night, till wine 
enijame them. And the harpe and the viole, the tabret and pipe, 
and wine are in their feasts: but they regard not the worke of 
the Lonn, neither consider the operation of his hands. 

Therefore my people are gone into captivitie, because they have 
ledge : and their honourable men are famished, and their 
multitude dried up with thirst. Therefore hell hath enlarged her 
selfe, and opened her mouth without measure ; and their glory, 
and their multitude, and their pompe, and hee that reioyceth, 
shall descend into it. And the meane man shall bee brought 
downe, and the mightie roan shall be humbled, and the eyes of the 
loftie shall be humbled. But the Lord of hosts shalbe exalted in 
iudgement, and God that is holy, shall bee sanctified in righteous- 
Then shall the lambes feed «fter their maner, and the 
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ISAIAH 

waste places of the fat ones shall strangers eate. Woe unto them CHAPTER 1 
that draw injquitie with cords of vanitie, and sinne, as it were with V 

a cart Tope : that say, Let him make speede, and hasten his worke, 
that we may see it: and let the counsell of the holy one of Israel 
draw nigh and come, that wee may know it. 

Woe unto them that call evill good, and good evill, that putandnpon 
darkenes for hght, and light for darkenesse, that put bitter for '»'"»"'*■ 
sweete, and sweete for bitter. Woe unto them that are wise in 
their owne eyes, and prudent in their owne sight. Woe unto 
them that are mightie to drinke wine, and men of strength to 
mingle strong drinke. Which iustifie the wicked for reward, and 
take away the righteousues of the righteous from him. Therfore 
as the fire devoureth the stubble, and the flame consumeth the 
chafFe, so their root shall be rottennes, and their blossome shall goe 
up as dust : because Ihey have cast away the Lawe of the Lohd 
of hosts, and despised the worde of the Holy One of Israel. 
Therefore in the anger of the Lord kindled against his people, and 
he hath stretched foorth his hande against them, and hath smitten 
them : and the hilles did tremble, and their carkeises were tome in 
the midst of the streets ; for all this, his anger is not turned away, 
but his hand is stretched out still. 

And be will lift up an ensigne to the nations from fnrre, and wil The exeou- 
hisse unto them from the end of the earth : and behold, they shall ^°^^^°l^°^ 
come with speed swiftly. None shalbe weary, nor stumble amongst 
them : none shall slumber nor sleepe, neither shall the girdle of 
their loynes be loosed, nor the latchet of their shooes be broken. 
Whose arrowes are sharpe, and all their bowes bent, their horses 
hoofs shall bee counted like flint, and their wheeles like a 
whirlewind. Their roaring shalbe like a lyon, they shall roare like 
yong lions : yea they shal roare and lay hold of the pray, and shall 
carie it away safe, and none shall deliver it. And in that day 
they shall roare against them, like the roaring of the sea : and if 
one Jooke unto the land, behold darkenesse and sorrow, and the 
light is darkened in the heavens therof. 

CHAPTER VI 

IN the yeere that King Uzziah died, I saw also the Lord sitting baUh in . 
upon a throne, high and lifted up, and his traine filled the "'j™. "*'''* 
Temple. Above it stood the Seraphims: each one had sixe hig giorj, 
wings, with twaine he covered his face, and with twaine hee 
covered his feete, and with twaine hee did flie. And one cried 
unto another, and sayd ; Holy, holy, holy, is the Lord of hostes, 
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ISAIAH 

the whole earth is full of his gloiy. And the posts of the doore 
moved at the voyce of hiin that cryed, and the house wu filled 
with smoke. 

Then sayd 1 : Woe is me ; for I am midone, because I am a 

' man of uncteane lippes, and 1 dwell in the midst of » people of 
uncleane lippes: for mine eyes have seene the king, the Lord of 
hostes. Then flew one of the Seraphims unto mee, having a live- 
cole in his hand, which hee had taken with the tongs from off the 
altar. And he laide it upon my mouth, and sayd, Loe, this hath 
touched thy lippes, and thine iniquitie is taken away, and thy siime 
purged. Also I heard the voyce of the Lord, saying ; Whom shall 
I send, and who will goe for us? Then I saide; Heere am I, 
send me. 

1 And he sayd, Goe and tell this people; Heare yee indeede, 
hut understand not : and see yee indeed, but perceive not. Make 
the heart of this people fat, and make their eares heavy, and shot 
their eyes : lest they see with their eyes, and heare with their 
eares, and understand with their heart, and convert and be healed. 
Thea sayd 1 ; Lord, how long? And hee answered, Untill the 
cities be wasted without inhabitant, and the houses without man, 
and the land be utterly desolate, and the Lord have removed men 
farre away, and there be a great forsaking in the midst of the land. 

I But yet in it shalbe a tenth, and it shall retume, and shall be 
eaten : as a Teyle tree, and as an Oke whose substance is in them, 
when they cast their leaves : so the holy seede shall be the sub- 
stance thereof. 

CHAPTER VII 
A ND it came to passe in the dayes of Ahae the Sonne of lotham 
/-\ the Sonne of Uzziah king of ludah, that Rezin the king of 
■^ ■*■ Syria, and Pekah, the Sonne of Kemaliah king of Israel, 
went up towards lerusalem to warre against it, but could not pre- 
vaile against it. And it was told the house of David, saying ; 
Syria is confederate with Ephraim : and his heart was moved, and 
the heart of his people as the trees of the wood are mooved with the 
wind. Then sayd the Loud unto Isaiah ; Goe forth now to meete 
Ahaz, thou, and Shear-iashub' thy sonne,at the end of the conduit of 
the upper poole in the high way of the fullers field. And say unto 
him ; Take heede and be quiet : feare not, neither be faint hearted 
for the two tailes of these smoking firebrands, for the fierce ange; 
of Reiin with Syria, and of the sonne of Kemaliah. Because Syria, 
Ephraim, and the sonne of Remaliab have taken evill counsel! 
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ISAIAH 

against thee, saying; Let ua goe up against ludah and vexe it, and CHAPTER 
let us make a breach therein for us, and set a king in the midst of VII 

it, even the sonne of Tabeal. Thus saith the Lord God ; It shall 
not stand, neither shall it come to passe. For the head of Syria is 
Damascus, and the head of Damascus is Rezin, and within three- 
score and 6ve yeeres, shall Ephraim be broken, that it be not a 
people. And the head of Ephraim is Samaria, and the head of 
Samaria is Kemaliahs sonoe; if yee will not beleeve, surely yee 
shall not be established. 

Moreover the Lonn spake agsine unto Afaaz, saying ; Aske thee Abu, having 
a signe of the Loho thy God ; aske it either in the depth, or in the 'jj^"? to 
height above. But Ahaz sajd, I will not aske, neither will I tempt ^j^f^'^ti. 
the Lord. And he sayd ; Heare yee now, O house of David ; Is it tttb for » 
a small thing for you to wearie men, but will yee wearie my God "*'S^"'* 
also ? Therefore the Lord himselfe shal give you a signe : Behold, 
a Virgine shall conceive and beare a Sonne, and shall call his name 
Immaouel. Butter and hony shall he eat, that hee may know to 
refuse the evill, and choose the good. For before the childe shall 
know to refuse the evill and choose the good ; the land that thou 
abhorrest, shalbe forsaken of both her kings. 

The Lord shall bring upon thee and upon thy people, and upon His indgBment 
thy fathers house, dayes that have not come, from the day that '^P^^™'^ 
Ephraim departed from ludah ; even the King of Assyria, And it amjt^ 
shall come to passe in that day, that the Lord shall hisse for the 
flie, that is tn the uttermost part of the rivers of Egypt, and for 
the Bee that is in the land of Assyria. And they shall come, and 
shall rest all of them in the desolate valleys, and in the holes of 
the rockes, and upon all thornes, and upon all bushes. In the 
same day shall the Lord shave with a rasor that is hired, namely 
by them beyond the river, by the king of Assyria, the head, and 
the haire of the feet : and it shal also consume the beard. And it 
shall come to passe in that day, that a man shal nourish a yong 
cow and two sheepe. And it shall come to passe, for the abun- 
dance of milke that they shall give, he shal eate butter; for butter 
and hony shall every one eate, that is left in the land. And it 
shall come to passe in that day, that every place shalbe, where there 
were a thousand Vines at a thousand silverlings, it shall even be 
for briers and thomes. With arrowes and with bowes shall men 
come thither; because all the land shall become briars and thomes. 
And on all hilles that shalbe digged with the mattocke, there 
•hall not come thither the feare of briars and thomes ; but it shall 
bee for the sending foorth of oxen, and for the treading of lesser 
cattell.

CHAPTER Vin 

MOREOVER the Lord said unto mee, Take thee a great 
Toule, and write in it with a raans peune, concerning 
Maher-shalal-hash-baz.' And I tooke unto mee faithfull 
witnesses to record, Uriah the Priest, and Zechariah the soniie of 
leberechiah. And 1 went unto the Proph e less e, and shee conceived 
and bare a sonne, then said the Loan tu mee, Call his name Moher- 
shalal-hash-baz. For before the childe shall have knowledge to 
cry, My father and my mother, the riches of Damascus, and the 
spoile of Samaria shalbe token away before the king of Assyria. 

Tlie Lord Epahe also unto me againe, saying, For so much as 
this people refuseth the waters of Shiloah that goe softly, and 
reioyce in Rezin, and Itemaliahs sonne : now therefore behold, the 
Lord bringeth up upon them the waters of the river strong and 
many, even the king of Assyria, and all his glory : and be shall 
come up over all his chanoels, and goe over all his bankes. And 
bee shall passe through ludah, he shall overflow and goe over, he 
shall reach even to the necke; and the stretching out of his wings 
shall hll the breadth of thy land, O Immanuel. 

Associate your selves, O ye people, and yee shalbe broken in 
pieces ; and give eare all ye of farre countreys : gird your selves, and 
ye shalbe broken in pieces ; gird your selves, and ye shalbe broken 
in pieces. Take counsell together, and it shall come to nought : 
speake the word, and it shall not stand ; for God is with us. 

For the Lonn spake thus to me with a strong hand, and in- 
structed me that I should not walke in the way of this people, 
saying. Say ye not, A confederacie to all them, to whom this 
people shall say, A confederacie ; neither feare yee their fcare, 
nor be afraid. Sanctifie the Lord of hostes himselfc, and let him 
bee your feare, and let him be your dread. And he shalbe for a 
sanctuary ; but for a stone of stumbling and for a rocke of offence 
to both the houses of Israel, for a ginne, and for a snare to the 
inhabitants of leriisalem. And many among them shall stumble 
and fall, and be broken, and be snared, and be taken. Binde up 
the Testimonie, scale the Law among my disciples. And I wil 
wait upon the Lord that hideth his face from the house of lacob, 
and I will looke for him. Behold, I, and the children whom the 
Lord hath given me, are for sign es, and for wonders in Israel: 
from the Lonn of hostes, which dwelleth in mount Zion. 

And when they shall say unto you ; Seeke unto them that have 
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familiar Bpirits, and unto wizards that peepe and that mutter: 
should not a people seeke unto tlieir God ? for the living, to the 
dead ? To the Law and to the Testimonie : if they speake not 
according to this word, it is because there is no light in them. 
And they shall passe through it, hardly bestead and hungry : and 
it shall come to passe, that when they shall be hungry, they shall 
fret themselves, and curse their King, and their God, and looke 
upward. And they shall looke unto the earth ; and behold trouble 
and darkenesse, dimnesse of anguish ; and they shall be di 
darkenesse. 

CHAPTER IX 

NEVERTHELESSE the dimnesse shaU not be such as was in 
her vesation ; when at the first he lightly afflicted the 
land of Zebulun, and the land of Naphtali, and afterward 
did more grievously alHict her by the way of the Sea, beyond 
lordan in GaUle of the nations. I'he people that walked in dark- 
neise, have scene a great light : they that dwel in the land of the 
shadow of death, upon them hath the light shined. Thou hast 
multiplied the nation, and not increased the ioy : they ioy before 
thee, according to the ioy in harvest, and as men reloyce when 
they divide the spoile. For thou hast broken the yoke of his 
burden, and the staffe of his shoulder, the rod of his oppressour, as 
in the day of Midian. For every battell of the warriour is with 
confused noise, and garments rolled in blood; but this shall be 
with burning and fewell of fire. For unto us a. chUd is borne, unto 
us a Sonne is given, and the government shalbe upon his shoulder: 
and his name shalbe called. Wonderful!, Counsetler, The mightie 
God, The everlasting Father, The Prince of peace. Of the in- 
crease of his government and peace there shall be no end, upon 
the throne of David and upon his kingdome, to order it, and to 
Btabhsh it with iudgement and with iustice, from henceforth even 
for ever : the zeale of the Lord of hostes will performe this. 
The Lord sent a word into lacob, and it hath lighted upon I: 
And all the people shol know, even Ephraim and the inhabitant 
of Samaria, that say in the pride and stoutnesse of heart ; The 
brickes are fallen downe, but we will build with hewen stones : 
the Sycomores are cut downe, but we will change them into 
Cedars. Therefore the Lord shall set up the adversaries of llesin 
against him, and ioyne his enemies together. The Syrians before, 
and the Philistines behindc, and they shall dcvoure Israel with 
open mouth: for all this his anger is not turned away, but his 
id is stretched out still. 
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ISAIAH 

For the people tumeth nol unto him that smiteth them, neither 
doe they seeke the Lord of hostes. Therefore the Lord will cut 
off from Israel head and taile, branch and rush in one day. The 
ancient and honourable, hee is the head : and the prophet that 
teacheth bes, he is the taile. For the leaders of this people cause 
them to erre, and they that are ledde of them, are destroyed. 
Therfore the Lord shall have no ioy in their yong men, neither 
shal have mercy on their fatherlesse and widowes : for every one 
is an hypocrite, and an evil doer, and every mouth speaketh folly : 
for all this his anger is not turned away, but his hand is stretched 
out still. 

For wickcdnes bumeth as the fire : it shall devoure the briers 
and thomes, and shall kindle in the thickets of the forrest, and 
they shall mount up like the lifting up of smoke. Through the 
wrath of the Lord of hosts is the land darkened, and the people 
shall be as the fuell of the fire : no man shall spare his brother. 
And he shall snatch on the right hand, and be hungry, and he 
shall eute on the left hand, and they shall not bee satisfied : they 
shall eate every man the flesh of his owne arme. Mannsseh, 
Ephraim : and Ephraim, Manasseh : and they together shalbe 
against ludah; for all this his anger is not turned away, but his 
hand is stretched out still. 
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CHAPTER X 
OE unto them that decree unrighteous decrees, and that 
write grievouanesse which they have prescribed ; to 
turne aside the needy from iudgement, and to take 
away the right from the poore of my people, that widdowes may 
be their pray, and that they may robbe the fatherles. And what 
wil ye doe in the day of visitation, and in the desolation which 
■hall come from farre ? to whom wil ye flee for heipe ? and where 
will yee leave your glory ? Without mee they shall bowe downe 
under the prisoners, and they shall fall under the slaine : for all 
this his auger is not turned away, but his hand is stretched 
out still. 

O Assyrian, the rod of mine anger, and the stafTe in their hand 

indignation. 1 will send him against an hypocriticall 

nd against the people of my wrath will I give him a 

iharge to take the spoile, and to take the praye, and to tread them 

donne like the mire of the streets. Howbeit he meaneth not so, 

neither doth his heart thinke so, but it is in his heart to destroy, 

and cut otT nations not a few. For he saith. Are not my princes 
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altogether kings ? Is not Calno, as Carchemish ? is not Hamath, CHAPTER 
as Arpad ? is not Samaria, as Damascus ? As my hand hath found X 

the kingdomes of the idoles, and whose graven images did excell 
them of lerusalem and of Samaria : shall I not, as I have done 
unto Samaria and her idoles, so doe to lerusalem and her idoles ? 
Wherefore it shall come to passe, that when the Lord hath per- 
formed his whole worke upon mount Zion, and on lerusalem, I will 
punish the fruit of the stout heart of the king of Assyria, and the 
glory of his high lookes. For hee saith. By the strength of my 
hand I have done it, and fay ray wisedome, for I am prudent: and 
1 have remooved the bounds of the people, and have robbed their 
treasures, and I have put downe the inhabitants like a valiant man. 
And my hand hath found as a nest the riches of the people ; and 
as one gathereth egges that are left, have I gathered all the earth, 
and there was none that moved the wing, or opened the mouth, or 
peeped. Shall the axe boast it selfe against him that heweth 
therewith ? or shal the sawc magnifie it selfe against him that 
ahaketh it ? as if the rod should shake it selfe against them that 
lift it up, or as if the statTe should lift up it selfe, as if it were no 
wood. Therefore shall the Lord, the Lord of hosts, send among 
his fat ones leannesse, and under his glory hee shall kindle a burn- 
ing, like the burning of a tire. And the light of Israel shall bee for 
■ fire, and his Holy One for a flame : and it shall burne and devoure 
his thomes and his briers in one day : and shall consume the glory 
of his forrest, and of his fruitful! field both soule and body : and 
they shall bee as when a standerd bearer fainteth. And the rest 
of the trees of his forrest shall be few, that a child may write 
them. 

And it shal come to passe in that day, that the remnant of A ntnnuit of 
Israel, and such as are escaped of the house of lacob, shall no more J'™^'**'" 
againe stay upon him that smote them ; but shall stay upon the 
Lord, the HolyOneof Israel in trueth. The remnant shall retume, 
even the remnant of lacob, unto the mightie God. For though 
thy people Israel be as the sand of the sea, yet a remnant of them 
shall retume ; the consumption decreed shall overflow with right- 
eousnesse. For the Lord God of hostes shall make a consumption, 
even determined in the middest of all the land. 

Therfore thus saith the Lord God of hostes, O my people that lanwl ii 
dwelleat in Zion, be not afraide of the Assyrian: he shall smite *°"^""*^j"'''' 
thee with a rod, and shall Uft up his staffe against thee, after the J^ivemaw 
maner of Egjpt. For yet a very litle while, and the indignation tnm Aujria. 
shall cease, and mine anger in their destruction. And the Loan of 
hostes shall stirre up a scourge for him, according to the slaughter 
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of Midian at the rocke Oreb : and as his rod was upon the Sea, so 
shall he lift it up after the manner of Egypt. And it shall come 
to passe in that day, that his burden shalbe taken away from ofT thy 
shoulder, and his yoke from off thy necke, and the yoke shalbe 
destroyed because of the anointing. He is come to Aiath, hee is 
passed to Migron ; at Michmash he bath laid up his cariages. 
They are gone over the passage : they have taken up their lodging 
at Geba, Ramah is afraid, Gebeah of Saul is fled. Lift up thy 
voice, O daughter of Gallim : cause it to bee heard unto Laish, 
O poore Anathoth. Madmenah is remooved, the inhabitants of 
Gebim gather themselves to flee. As yet shall hee remaine at Nob 
that day : he shall shake his hand against the mount of the 
daughter of Zion, the hiU of lerusalcm. Behold, the Lord, the 
Lord of hostes shall top the bough with terrour .- and the high 
ones of stature shal be hewen downe, and the haughtie shalbe 
humbled. And he shall cut downe the thickets of the forresta with 
yron, and Ijebanon shall fall by a mightie one. 

CHAPTER XI 

A ND there shall come forth a rod out of the stemme of lesse, 
/•\ and a branch shal grow out of his rootes. And the Spirit 
■^ •*■ of the Lord shall rest upon him, thespirit of wisedomesnd 
understanding, the spirit of counsell and might, the spirit of know- 
ledge, and of the feure of the Loan : and shal make him of quicke 
understanding in the feare of the Lord, and he shall not iudge 
after the sight of his eyes, neither reprove after the hearing of his 
eares. But with righteousncsse shall he iudge the poore, and 
reproove with equitie, for the meeke of the earth: and he shall 
smite the earth with the rodde of his mouth, and with the breath 
of his lips shall he slay the wicked. And righteousnesse shalbe 
the girdle of his loines, and faithfulnesse the girdle of his reines. 
The wolfe also shall dwell with the lambe, and the leopard shall 
lie downe with the kid : and the calfe and the yong lion, and the 
fatling together, and a litle child shall lead them. And the cow 
and the beare shall feed, their yong ones shall be downe together : 
and the lyon shall eate straw like the oxe. And the sucking childe 
shall play on the hole of the aspe, and the weaned chtlde shall put 
his hand on the cockatrice denae. They shall not hurt nor destroy 
in all my holy mountaine : for the earth shall bee full of the know- 
ledge of the LoHD, as the waters cover the sea. 

And in that day there shall bee a roote of lesse, which shall 
stand for an ensigne of the people ; to it shall the Gentiles secke. 
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&nd his rest shall bee glorious. And it shall come to passe in that CHAITElt 

day, that the Lord Bhall set his hatide againe the secood time, to XI 

recover the remoant of bis people which sbalbe left, from Assyria, The YioioriouB 

and from Egypt, and from Pathros, and from Cush, and from Elam, ' 

and from Sbinnr, and from Hamath, and from the ylands of the i^^tioi^of 

Sea. And he shall set up an ensigne for the nations, and shall thn Uentilut. 

assemble the outcasts of Israel, and gather together the dispersed 

of ludah, from the foure comers of the earth. The envie also of 

Ephraim shai depart, and the adversaries of ludah shalbe cut off; 

Ephraim shall not envie ludah, and ludah shall not vexe Ephraim. 

But they sball fly upon the shoulders of the Philistines toward the 

West, they shall spoile them of the East together : they shall lay 

their hand upon Edom and Moab, and the children of Ammon 

shall obey them. And the Lonu shall utterly destroy the tongue 

of the Egyptian sea, and with his mighty wind sball hee shake his 

hand over the river, and sball smite it in the seven streames, and 

make men goe over dry-shod. And there shalbe an high way for 

the remnant of his people, which shalbe left from Assyria ; like as 

it was to Israel in the day that bee came up out of the land of 

Egypt. 

CHAPTER XII 
ND in that day thou shalt say, O Lonn, 1 will praise thee : A iuyfall 
though thou wast angrie with mee, thine anger is turned th»n^»py'n8 
away, and thou coinfortedst me. Behold, God is my (g, tbo mmiU 
salvation: I will trust, and not be afraid ; forthe Loro lEHOVAH of Ood. 
is my strength and ray song, he also is become nty salvation. 
Therefore with ioy shall yee draw water out of the wels of salvation. 
And in that day shall yee say ; Praise the Lonn, call upon his 
name, declare bis doings among the people, make mention that his 
name is exalted. Sing unto the Loan ; for hee hath done excellent 
things : this is knowen in all the earth. Cry out and shout thou 
inhabitant of Zion : for great is the holy one of Israel in the midst 
of thee. 

CHAPTER Xni 

THE burden of Babylon, which Isaiah the sonne of AmoK did God musioroUi 
see. Lift yee up a banner upon the high mountaine, exalt f^" ""^ "' 
the voice unto them, shake the hand, that they may goe "^ ' 
into the gates of the nobles. 1 have commanded my sanctified 
ones : I ba?e also called my mightie ones for mine anger, even 
them that reioyce in my highnesse. The aoite of a multitude 
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in the moimUiiies, like as of s great people : a tumultuous noise of 
the lungtlomes of natioDs gathered together: the Lord of hostes 
muatereth the hoste of the battelL They come from a farre 
countrey from the end of heaven, even the Lobd and the weapons 
of his indignation, to destroy the whole land. 
Be UtnMneth Howie yee ; for the day of the Lord is at hand ; it shall eome 
^*"^r as a destruction from the Almighty. Therefore shall all hands 

L Su^adaf bee faint, and every mans heart shall melt. And they shalbe 
afraid : pangs and sorrowes shall take hold of them, they shalbe 
in paiue as a woman that travclleth : they shalbe amazed one at 
another, their faces shalbe as flames. Behold, the clay of the 
Lord commeth, cruell both with wrath and fierce anger, to lay 
the land desolate ; and he shall destroy the sinners thereof out of 
it. For the starres of heaven, and the constellations thereof shall 
not give their light : the sunne shalbe darkened in his going forth, 
and the moone shall not cause her light to shine. And 1 will 
punish the world for their evill, and the wicked for their iniquitie ; 
and 1 will cause the arrogancie of the proud to cease, and will lay 
low the hautinesse of the terrible. I will make a man more 
pretious then fine gold ; even a man then the golden wedge of 
Ophir. Therefore I will shake the heavens, and the earth shall 
remove out of her place in the wrath of the Lord of hostes, and in 
the day of his fierce anger. And it shalbe as the chased Roe, and 
as a sheepe tliat no man taketh up : they shall everj- man tume 
to his owne people, and flee every one into his owne land. Every 
one that is found shall be thrust through : and every one that is 
ioyned unto them, shall fall by the sword. Their children also 
shalbe dashed to pieces before their eyes, their houses shalbe 
spoiled, and their wives ravished. Beholde, I will stirre up the 
Medes against them, which shall not regard silver, and as for gold, 
they shall not delight in it Their bowes also shall dash the yong 
men to pieces, and they shall have no pitie on the fruit of the worobe ; 
their eye shall not sjwre children. 

And Babylon the glory of kingdomes, the beau tie of the Chaldees 
excellencie, shall be as when God overthrew Sodom and Gomorrah. 
It shall never be inhabited, neither shall it be dwelt in from 
generation to generation : neither shall the Arabian pitch tent 
there, neither shal the shepheards make their fold there. But 
wilde beastes of the desert shall lye there, and their houses shalbe 
full of dolefull creatures, and owles shall dwell there, and Satjres 
shall daunce there, And the wilde beastes of the Hands shal cry 
in their desolate houses, and dragons in their pleasant palaces: and 
her time is neere to come, and her dayes shall not be prolonged. 
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CHAPTER XIIII ^^^™ 

FOR the Lord wil have mercie on lacob, and wil yet choose Gods mereifiUl 
Israel, and set them in their owne land : and the strangers reatauntioti 
shalbe ioyned with them, and they shal cleave to the house "' *"**^ 
of lacob. And the people shall take them, and bring them to 
their place : and the house of Israel shall possesse them in the 
land of the Lokd, for servants and handmaides: and they shall 
take them captives, whose captives they were, and they shall rule 
over their oppressours. And it shall come to passe in the day that 
the Loud shai give thee rest from thy sorrow, and from thy feare, 
and from the hard bondage wherein thou wast made to serve. 

That thou shalt take up this proverbe against the king of Babylon, Th«i 
and say ; How hath the oppressour ceased ? the golden citie ''i""'?''*''' 
ceased ? The Lord hath broken the stflffe of the wicked, and the ^„ bSS. 
scepter of the rulers. He who smote the people in wrath with a. 
continuall stroke ; hee that ruled the nations in anger, is perse- 
cuted and none hindereth. The whole earth is at rest and is 
quiet : they breake foorth into singing. Yea the firre trees reiuyce 
at thee, and the cedars of Lebanon, saying. Since thou art layd 
downc, no feller is come up against us. Hell from beneath is 
mooved for thee to meet thee at thy comming : it stirreth up the 
dead for thee, even all the chiefe ones of the earth; it hath 
raised up from their thrones, all the kings of the nations. All 
they shall speake and say unto thee ; Art thou also become weake 
as we ^ art thou become like unto us ? Thy pompe is brought 
downe to the grave, and the noyse of thy violes : the worme is 
spread under thee, and the wormes cover thee. How art thou 
fallen from heaven, O Lucifer, sonne of the morning ? how art 
thou cut downe to the ground, which didst weaken the nations ? 
For thou host said in thine heart ; I wil ascend into heaven, I wil 
esalt ray throne above the starres of God : I wil sit also upon the 
mount of the congregation, in the sides of the North. I wil 
ascend above the heights of the cloudes, I wil bee like the most 
High. Yet thou shalt he brought downe to hel, to the sides of 
the pit. They that see thee shal narrowly looke ujxin thee, and 
consider thee, saying ; Is this the man that made the earth to 
tremble, that did shake kingdomes .' That made the world as 
a wildemesse, and destroyed the cities thereof that opened not 
the house of his prisoners.' All the kings of the nations, even all 
of them he in glory, every one in his owne house. But thou art 
cast out of thy grave, Uke an abominable branch : and as the 
raiment of those that are daine, thrust through with a sword, that 
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: poe [lowne to the stones of tlie pit, as a carkeis troden under fcete. 
Thou shalt not he ioyned with them in buriall, hecause thou bast 
destroyed thy land, and slaJne thy people : the seede of evil) doers 
shall never he renowmed. Prepare slaughter for his children for 
the iniquitie of their fathers, that they doe not rise nor possesse 
the land, nor fill the faee of the world with cities. For I will rise 
up against them, sayth the Lord of hostes, and cut off from Babylon 
the name, and remnant, and sonne and nephew, sayth the Lord. 
I will also make it a possession for the Bitterne, and pooles of 
water : and I will sweepe it with the besome of destruction, sayth 
the Loud of hostes. 

The LoitD of hastes hath swome, saying; Surely as I have 
i*- thought, so shall it come to passe ; and as 1 have purposed, so 
shall it staDd : that 1 will breake the Assyrian in my land, and 
upon my raountaines tread him under foote ; then shall his yoke 
depart from off them, and his burden depart from off their 
shoulders. This is the purpose, that is purposed upon the whole 
earth : and this is the hand that is stretched out upon all the 
nations. For the Lord of hostes hath purposed, and who shall 
disanull it ? and his hand is stretched out, and who shall tume it 
backe .' In the ycere that king Ahaz died, was this burden. 

Reioyce not thou whole Palestina, because the rod of him that 
smote thee is broken : for out of the serpents roote shall come 
foorth a cockatrice, and his fruite shall be a fierie flying serpent. 
And the first borne of the poore shall feed, and the needy shall lie 
downe in safetie : and I will kill thy root with famine, and he shall 
slay thy remnant. Howie, O gate, crie, O citie, thou whole 
Palestina art dissolved, for there shal come from the North a 
smoke, and none shall bee alone in his appointed times. What 
shall one thenanswere the messengers of the nation f that the Lord 
bath founded Zion, and the poore of his people shall trust in it. 

CHAPTER XV 

lo r I IHE burden of Moab r because in the night Ar of Moah is 

I laide waste and brought to silence ; hecause in the night 

-^ Kir of Moab is laide waste, and brought to silence : hee is 

gone up to Baijth, and to Dihon, the high places, to weepe : Moab 

shall howie over Nebo, and over Medeba, on all their heads shalbe 

baldnesse, and every heard cut off. In their streetes they shall 

girde themselve.t with sackecloth : on the toppes of their houses, 

and in their streetes every one shall howle, weeping abundantly. 

And Heshbon shall cry, and Elealeh : their voice shalbe heard 
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even unto lahaz : therefore the armed souEdiers of Moab shall crie CHAPTE 

out, his life shall be grievous unto bim. My heart shall cry out for XV 

Moab, his fugitives shall flee unto Zoar. an heifer of three yeeres 

olde : for by the mounting up of Luhith with weeping shall they 

goe it up : for in the way of Horonaim, they shall raise up a crie 

of destruction. For the waters of Nimrim shall be desolate: for 

the hay is withered away, the grasse faileth, there is no greene 

thing. Therefore the abundance they have gotten, and that which 

they have laide up, shall they cary away to the brooke of the 

willowes. For the cry is gone round about the borders of Moab : 

the howling thereof unto Eglaim, and the howling thereof unto 

Beer-Elim. For the waters of Dimon shalbe full of blood : for I 

will bring more upon Dimon, lyons upon him that escapeth of 

Moftb, and upon the remnant of the land. 

CHAPTER XVI 

SEND ye the lambe to the ruler of the land from Sela to the Moab Is ex- 
wildemesse, unto the mount of the daughter of Zion. For fawwd toyeeld 
it shalbe that as a wandering bird cast out of the nest ; so to Chri»t8 
the daughters of Moab shalbe at the fordes of Arnon. Take kiDgdome. 
counsell, execute ludgement, make thy shadow as the night in the 
roiddest of the nooneday, hide the outcastes, bewray not him that 
wandereth. Let mine outcasts dwel with thee, Moab, be thou a 
covert to them from the face of the spoiler : for the extortioner is at 
an end, the spoiler ceaseth. the oppressours are consumed out of 
the land. And in mercy shall the throne be established, and hee 
shal sit upon it in trueth, in the tabernacle of David, iudgiog and 
Reeking iudgement, and hasting righteousnesse. 

We have heard of the pride of Moab (hee is very prond) even of Mo»bi« 
his hautines, and his pride, and his wrath : but his lies shall not be J^^^t^^, 
so. Therefore shall Moab howle for Moab, every one shal howle : 
for the foundations of Kit^hareseth shall yee moume, surely they 
are stricken. For the fieldes of Heshbon languish, and the vine 
of Sibmah, the lords of the heathen have broken downe the princi- 
pall plants thereof, they are come even unto lazer, they wandred 
through the wildemesse, her branches are stretched out, they are 
gone over the sea. 

Therefore I wil bewaile with the weeping of lazer, the Vine of TbePro^iat 
Sibmah; I wil water thee with my teares, O Heshbon, and '"'"l™'''''- 
Elealeh ; for the shouting for thy Summer fruits, and for thy 
harvest, is fallen. And gladnesse is taken away, and ioy out of 
the plentifull field, and in the Vineyards there shalbe no singing, 
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neither shal there be shouting: the treAders shall tread out no 
wine in their presses ; I have m&de their vintage-shouting to cease. 
Wherefore my bowels sha] sound like an harpe for Moab, and mine 
inward parts for Kir-haresh. 
t And it shal come to passe, when it is seene that Moab is weary 
on the high place, that hee shall come to his Sanctuary to pray : 
but hee shall not preraile. This is the word that the Lord hath 
spoken concerning Moab since that time. But now the Loro hath 
spoken. Baying, Within three yeeres, as the yeeres of an hireling, 
and the glory of Moab shalbe contemned, with all that great 
multitude ; and the remnant shall be very small and feeble. 

CHAPTER XVII 

il r I iHE burden of Damascus : Behold, Damascus is taken away 
I from being a citie, and it shalbe a ruinous heape. The 
cities of Aroer are forsaken : they shall bee for flockes, 
which shall lye downe, and none shall make them afraid. The 
fortresse al.so shall cease from Ephraim, and the kingdome from 
Damascus, and the remnant of Syria : they shall bee as the glorie 
of the children of Israel, saith the Lonn of hostes. And in that 
day it shall come to passe, that the glory of lacob shall bee made 
thinne, and the fatnesse of his flesh shall waieleane. And it shall 
be as when the harvest-man gathereth the come, and reapeth the 
eares with his arme ; and it shalbe as he that gathereth eares in 
the valley of Rephaim. 

(Vet gleaning-grapes shall be left in it, as the shaking of an 
Olive tree, two or three berries in the toppe of the uppermost 
bough : foure or Ave in the out-most fruitfull branches thereof, 
■aith the Lord Ood of Israel. At that day shall a man looke to 
his Maker, and his eyes shall have respect to the Holy one of 
Israel. And hee shall not looke to the altars, the worke of his 
handes, neither shall respect that which his fingers have made, 
either the groves or the images.) 

in that day shall his strong cities be as a forsaken bough, and an 
uppermost branch, which they left, because of the children of 
Israel : and there shalbe desolation. Because thou hast forgotten 
the God of thy .salvation, and hast not beene mindfull of the rocke 
of thy strength : therefore shalt thou plant pleasant plants, and 
shall set it with strange slips. In the day shalt thou make thy 
plant to grow, and in the morning shalt thou make thy seede to 
flourish : but the harvest shall be a heape in the day of griefe, and 
of desperate sorrow. 
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Woe to the multitude of many people, which make a noiae, like CHAPTER 
the noise of the seas ; and to the rushing of nations, that make a XVII 

rushing, like the rushing of mighty waters. The nations shall rush Tho woo of 
Uke the rushing of many waters: but God shall rebuke them, li>r»el*eiiemiB». 
and they shall flee farre off, and shalbe chased as the chafie of the 
mountaines before the wind, and like a rolling thing before the 
whirlewind.

they that arc the stay of the tribes thereof. The Lord hath 
mingled a perverse spirit in the midst thereof; and they have 
caused Bgypt to erre in every worke thereof, as a drunken man 
ttaggereth in his vomit.

affrighted me : the night of my pleasure hath he turned into feare 
unto me. Prepare the table, watch in the watch-tower, eate, 
drinke : arise yee princes, and anoint the shield. For thus hath 
the Lord sayd unto me ; Goe, set a watchman, let him declare 
what he seeth.

Who hath taken this counsell 
against Tyre the crowning citie, whose merchants are princes, 
whose trartiquers are the honourable of the earth ? The Lobd of 
hostes hath purposed it, to statne the pride of all glory, and to 
bring into contempt all the honorable of the earth. Passe through 
thy land as a river O daughter of Tarshish : there is no more 
strength. He stretched out his hand over the sea, hee shooke 
the kingdomes: the Lord hath given a commandement against the 
merchant citie, to destroy the strong holdes thereof.

Take an harpe, goe about the city thou harlot, that hast 
beene forgotten, make sweet melody, sing many songs, that thou 
may est be re mem bred, 
ie And it shaU come to passe after the ende of seventie yeeres, that 
the Lord will visite Tyre, and shee shall tume to her hire, and 
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fihslt commit fornication with all the kingdomes of the world upon CHAPTER 
the face of the earth. And her merchandize and her hire shall XXIII 

be holinesse to the Lord : it shall not be treasured nor laid up : for 
her nierchandJEe shalbe for them that dwell before the Lord, to 
eate sufficiently, and for durable clothing. 

CHAPTER XXim 

BEHOLD, the Lono maketh the earth emptie, and maketh it The <Iolef ull 
waste, and turneth it upside downe, and scattercth abroad q^""™*!!!^ 
the inhabitants thereof. And it shall be as with the people, land. 
BO with the priest, as with the servant, so with his master, as with 
the maid, so with her mtstresse, as with the buyer, so with the 
seller, as with the lender, so with the borower, as with the taker 
of usurie, so with the giver of usurie to him. The land shall be 
utterly emptied, and utterly spoiled : for the Lord hath spoken 
this word. The earth moumeth and fadefh away, the world 
languisheth and fadeth away, the haughtie people of the earth doe 
languish.

They shall not 
drinke wine with a song, strong drinke shall bee bitter to them 
that drinke it. The city of confusion is broken downe ; every 
house is shut up, that no man may come in. There is a crying for 
wine in the streets, all ioy is darkened, the mirth of the land is 
gone. In the citie is left desolation, and the gate is smitten with 
destruction. 

When thus it shalhe in the midst of the land among the people : A rtmnuit 
there shall be as the shaking of an olive tree, and as the gleaning ■•"^^ 'i^^' 
grapes when the vintage is done. They shal lift up their voice, 
they shai sing, for the maiesty of the Lobd, they shall crie aloud 
from the sea. Wherefore, glorifie ye the Lord in the fires, even 
the Name of the Loho God of Israel in the yies of the Sea.

The way of the 
iust is uprightnesse : thou most upright, doest weigh the path of 
the iust. Vea in the way of thy ludgements, O Lord, have we 
waited for thee ; the desire of our soule is to thy Name, and to the 
remembrance of thee.

Wee have beene with childe, wee baTe beene in paine, we 
have as it were brought foorth wiode, wee have not wrought any 
deliverance in the earth, neither have the inhabitants of the world 
fallen. Thy dead men shall live, together with my dead body shall 
they arise : awake and sing yee that dwell in dust : for thy dewe is 
u Uie dewe of herbes, and the earth shall cast out the dead. 

Come, my people, enter thou into thy chambers, and shut thy 
doores about thee; hide thv selfe as it were for a little moment, untill 
the indignation be overpast. For behold, the Loro commeth out 
of hit place topunish the inhabitants of the earth for their iniqoitie:

CHAPTER XXVII

and ye shall bee gathered one by one, O ye children of Israel. XXVII 

And it Bhall come to passe in that day, that the great trumpet The Church 
shall bee blowen, and they shall come which were ready to perish o' Ic*™ and 
in the land of Assyria, and the outcasts in the land of Egypt, *^'^'i'*^ 
and shall worship the Lord in the holy mount at lerusalem. 

CHAPTER XXVIII 
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WOE to the crowne of pride, to the drunkards of Ephraim, The Prophet 
whose glorious beauty is a fading flowre, which are on threatnech 
the head of the fat valleys of them that are overcome f(Pir'p"do''Ind 
with wine. Behold, the LoRO hath a mightie and strong one, dninkeimiiae. 
which as a tempest of haile and a destroying storme, as a flood 
of mightie waters overflowing, shall cast downe to the earth with 
the hnnd. The crowne of pride, the drunkards of Ephraim shall 
be troden under feete. And the glorious beautie which is on the 
head of the fat valley, shall bee a fading flowre, and as the 
hastte fruite before the summer: which when he that looketh 
upon it, seeth it, while it is yet in his hand, he eateth it up. 

In that day shall the Lord of hosts be for a crowne of glory, and The reniduB 
for a diaUeme of beautie unto the residue of his people: and fo'' 'I'^^L* . 
fl spirit of judgement to him that sitteth in iudgement, and for tho KingdOTo 
strength to them that tume the battel! to the gate. of Chrint. 

But they also have erred through wine, and through strong Hb robukaUi 
drinke are out of the way : the priest and the prophet have erred thoir mronr. 
through strong drinke, they are swallowed up of wine : they are 
out of the way through strong drinke, they erre in vision, they 
Btumble in iudgement. For all tables are full of vomite and (ilthi- 
nesse, so that there is no place cleane. 

Whome shall he teach knowledge ? and whom shall he make to Their tin- 
understand doctrine? them that are weaned from the milke, and towirdn™ 
dmwen from the breasts. For precept must be upon precept, pre- '" "™^' 
cept upon precept, line upon line, line upon line, here a. litle, and 
there n litle. For with stammering lips and another tongue will 
he speake to this people. To whom he said, This is the rest wher- 
with ye may cause the weary to rest, and this is the refreshing, 
yet they would not heare. But the word of the Lord was unto 
them, precept upon precept, precept upon precept, line upon line, 
line upon line, here a litle and there a litle : that they might goe 
and fall backward, and be broken, and snared, and taken. 

Wherefore heare the worde of the LoHo.yee scomefuU men, that And their 
rule this people which is in lerusalem. Because ye have said, Wee •eooritis. 
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have made a covenant with death, and with hell are we at agree- 
ment, when the overflowing scourge shall passe thorow, it shall 
not come unto us : for wee have made lies our refuge, and under 
falsehood liave we hid our selves: 

Therefore thus saith the Lord God, Beholde, I lay in Zion for a 
foundation, a stone, a tryed stone, a pretioua comer stone, a sure 
foundation : hee that beleeveth, shall not make haste. ludgement 
also will I lay to the line, and righteousnesse to the plummet: 
and the haile shall sweepe away the refuge of lyes, and the waters 
shall overflow the hiding place. 

And your covenant with death shalbe disanuUed, and your agree- 
ment with hell shall not stand; when the overflowing scourge 
shall passe thorough, then yee shalbe troden downe by it. From 
the time that it goeth forth, it shall take you ; for morning by 
morning shall it passe over, by day and by night, and it shalbe a 
vexation, onely to understand the report For the bed is shorter, 
then that a man can stretch himselfe on it : and the covering 
narrower, then that he can wrap himselfe in it. For the Loru 
shall rise up as io mount Pcraaim, he shalbe wroth as in the valley 
of Giheon, that he may doe his worke, his strange worke ; and 
bring to passe his act, his strange act. Now therefore he yee not 
mockers, lest your bands be made strong : for I have heard from 
the Lord (!od of hostes a consumption even determined upon the 
whole earth. 

Give yee eare, and heare my voyce, hearken and heare my 
speach. Uoth the plowman plow all day to sow ? doth he open and 
breake the clods of his ground ? When hee hath made plaine the 
face thereof, doth he not cast abroad the fitcheSj and scatter the 
cummin, and cast in the principall wheate, and the appointed barly 
and the rye in their place? For his God doth instruct him to 
discretion, and doth teach him. For the fitches are not threshed 
with a threshing instrument, neither is a cart wheele turned about 
upon the cummin : but the fitches are beaten out with a stalfe, and 
the cummin with a rodde. Bread corne is bruised ; because he 
will not ever be threshing it, nor breake it with the wheele of his 
cart, nor bruise it with his horsemen. This also commeth forth 
from the Lord of hostes, which is wonderful! in counsell, and 
excellent in working. 
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WOE to Ariel, to Ariel the citie where ' David dwelt : adde Goda ho»Tj 
yee yeere to yeere; let them kill sacrifices. Yet I will iicigemant up 
distresse Ariel, snd there sfaalbe heavinesse and sorrow ; '*''"'™™- 
and it shall be unto raee as Ariel. And I will canipe against thee 
round about, and will lay siege against thee with a mount, and I 
will raise forts agaiast thee. And thou shalt bee brought downe, 
and sbalt spealce out of the ground, and thy speacli shall be low 
out of the dust, and thy voice shalbe as of one that huth a familiar 
spirit, out of the ground, and thy speach shall whisper out of the 
dust. Moreover the multitude of tby strangers shalbe hke small 
dust, and the multitude of the terrible ones shalbe as chaB'e, that 
passeth away; yea it shalbe at an instant suddenly. Thou shalt 
bee visited of the Lonn of bostes with thunder, and with earth- 
quake, and great noise, with storme and tempest, and the flame of 
devouring fire. 

And the multitude of ail the nations that flght against Ariel, The onutiBbl 
even all that fight against her and her munition, and that distresse ""•".of *"" 
her, shalbe as a dreame of a night vision. It shall even be as when 
a hungry man d ream eth, and behold heeateth; but he awaketh, 
and his soule is emptie : or as when a thirstie man dreameth, and 
behold he drinketh ; but hee awaketh, and behold he is faint, and 
his aoule hath appetite : so shalt the multitude of all the nations 
bee, that fight against mount Zion. 

Stay your selves and wonder, cry yee out, and cry : they arc The scnoc- 
drunken, but not with wine, they stagger, but not with strong '™"™«^ 
drinke. For the Lord hath powred out upon you the spirit of 
dcepe sleepe, and hath closed your eyes : the Prophets and your 
rulers, the Seers hath hee covered. And the vision of all is be- 
come unto you, as the wnrdes of a booke that is sealed, which men 
deliver to one that is learned, saying, Ueade this, I pray thee ; and 
hee saith, 1 cannot, for it is sealed. And the booke is debvered 
to him that is not learned, saying, Reade this, I pray thee : and he 
saith, I am not learned. 

Wherefore the Lord said. Forasmuch as this people draw neere aod dwpo 
mee with their mouth, and with their lips doe honour me, but ''/F?*^"'" 
have removed their heart farre from me, and their feare towanls 
mee is taught by the precept of men : therefore behold, I will 
proceed to do a marveiluus worke amongst this people, even a 
marvellous worke and a wonder: for the wisedome of their wise 
men shall perish, and the understanding of their prudent men 
shall be hid. Woe unto them that seeke deepe to hide their 
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eounsell from the Lord, and their workes are in the darVe, and 
they say, Who aeeth us ? and who knoweth us ? Surely your 
turning of tilings upside dowue shall be esteemed as the potters 
clay : for shall the worke say of him that made it. He made me 
not ? or shall the thing framed, say of hira that framed it. He had 
no understanding ? Is it not yet a very litle while, and Lebanon 
shall be turned into a fruitful field, and the firuitfull field shall be 
esteemed as a forrest? 

And in that day shall the dcafe heare the words of the boake, 
and the eyes of the blind shall see out of obscuritie, and out of 
darkenesse. The meeke also shall inerease their ioy in the Lord, 
and the i>oore among men shall reioice in the holy One of Israel. 
For the terrible one is brought to nought, and the scomer is con- 
sumed, and all that watch for iniquitie are cut off: that make a 
man an offendourfora word, and lay a snare for him that reproveth 
in the gate, and turne aside the iust for a thing of nought. There- 
fore thus saith the LoRU wlio redeemed Abraham, concerning the 
house of lacob : lacob shall not now be ashamed, neither shall his 
face now wane pale. But when hee aeeth his children the worke 
of mine hands in the midst of him, they shall sanctifie my Name, 
and sanctifie the Holy One of lacob, aud shall feare the God of 
Israel. They also that erred in spirit shall come to understanding, 
and they that murmured, shall leame doctrine. 
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CHAPTER XXX 

^OE to the rebellious children, sayth the Loan, that take 

eounsell, but not of mee ; and that cover with a 

confiJcDce ' covering, but not of my Spirit, that they may adde 

loEgj-pt, sinne to sinne: that waike to goe downe into Egypt, (and have 

not asked at my mouth) to strengthen themselves in the strength 

of Pharaoh, and to trust in the shadow of Egypt. Therefore shall 

the strength of Pharaoh be your shame, and the trust in the 

shadow of Egypt, your confusion. For his princes were at Zoan, 

and his ambassadors came to Hancs. They were all ashamed of a 

people that could not profit them, nor be an hetpe nor profile, but 

a shame and also a reproch. The burden of the beastes of the 

South : into the lande of trouble and anguish, from whence come 

the yong and old lyon, the viper, and fieric flying serpent, they 

will carie their riches u|hiii the shoulders of yong asses, and their 

treasures upon the bunches of camels, to a people that shall not 

profite them. For the Egyptians shall helpe in vaine, and to do

purpose : Therefore have I cried concerning this : Their strength CHAPTER 
is to sit still. XXX 

Now goe, write it before them in a table, and note it in a booke, and oantempt 
that it may bee for the time to come for ever and ever : thiit this "^ *^°^ "^"^ 
is a rebellious people, lying children, children that will not hesre 
the Law of the Lobd : which say to the seers. See not ; and to the 
prophets, Prophecie not unto ua right things: speake unto us 
smooth things, prophecie deceits. Get ye out of the way : tume 
aside out of the path : cause the Holy one of Israel to cease from 
before us. Wherefore, thus saith the Holy one of Israel : Because 
ye despise this word, and trust in oppression and perversnesse, 
and stay thereon ; therefore this iniquitie shaihe to you as a breach 
ready to fall, swelling out in a high wall, whose breaking commeth 
suddenly at an instant. And he shall hreake it as the breaking of 
the potters vessell, that is broken in pieces, he shall not spare ; so 
that there shall not be found in the bursting of it, a sheard to take 
fire from the hearth, or to take water withall out of the pit. For 
thus saith the Lord God, the Holy one of Israel, In returning and 
rest shall ye be saved, in quietnesse and in confidence shalbe your 
strength, and ye would not : but ye said ; No, for we will flee 
upon horses ; therefore shall ye flee. And we will ride upon the 
swift ; therefore shall they that pursue you, be swift. One 
thousand shall flee at the rebuke of one ; at the rebuke of five, 
shaU ye flee, till ye be left as a beacon upon the top of a 
mountaine, and as an ensigne on a hill. 

And therefore wil the Lord wait that he may be gracious unto Gods merdes 
you, and therefore wil he be exalted that he may have mercy upon J?^"^ '''* 
you : for the I^rd is a God of ludgmcnt. Blessed are all they 
that wait for him. For the people shall dwel in Zion at lenisalem: 
thou shalt weepe no more : hee will be very gracious unto thee, at 
the voice of thy cry; when he shall heare it, he will answere thee. 
And though the Lord give you the bread of adversitie, and the 
water of affliction, yet shall not thy teachers be remooved into a 
comer any more; but thine eyes shall see thy teachers. And 
thine earea shall heare a word behinde thee, saying; This is the 
way, walke ye in it, when ye tume to the right hand, and when 
ye tume to the left. Ve shall defile also the covering of thy 
graven images of silver, and the ornament of thy moulten images 
of gold : thou shalt cast them away as a menstruous cloth, tbou 
■halt say unlo it, Get thee hence. Then shall he give the raine 
of thy seed that thou shalt sow the ground withall ; and bread of 
the increase of the earth, and it shalbe fat and plenteous : in that 
dav shall thy cattell feed in large pastures. The oxen likewise 
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CHAPTER Mid the yoDg asses that eare the ground] shall eate cleane pro- 
XXX vender which hath bene winnowed with the shovell and with the 

fanne. And there shall be upon every high niountaine, and upon 
every high hill, rivers and streanies of waters, in the day of the 
great slaughter when the towers fall. Moreover the light of the 
Moone shaibe as the light of the Sunne, and the light of tlie Sunne 
shall be sevenfold, as the light of seven dayes, in the day that the 
LoHn bindeth up the breacli of his people, and healeth the stroke 
of their wound. 

Oods wratfa, fieholde, the Name of the Lonn commeth from farre, burning 

^^i'''" P*??'" with his anger, and the burden thereof is heavy ; his lips are full 
if indignation, and his tongue as a devouring fire. And his breath 

AMjria. as an overflowing streame. shall reach to the midst of the necke, 

to sift the nations with the sieve of vanitie : and there shaibe a 
bridle in the iawes of the people causing them to erre. Yee shall 
have a song as in the night, when a holy solemnitie is kept, and 
gladnesse of heart, as when one goeth with a pipe to come into 
the mountaine of the Loan, to the mighty one of Israel. And the 
LoRn shall cause his glorious voice to be heard, and shall shew tbe 
lighting downe of his arrae, with the indignation of his anger, and 
with the flame of a devouring fire, with scattering and tempest 
and hailestones. For through the voyce of the Lord shall the 
Assyrian be beaten downe, which smote with a rod. And in every 
place where the grounded staffe shall passe, which the Lord shall 
lay upon him, it shall be with tabrets and harpes : and in battels 
oF shaking will he ^ght with it. For Tophet is ordained of olde ; 
yea, for the king it is prepared, he hath made it deepe and large : 
the pile thereof is fire and much wood, the breath of the Lord, 
like a streame of brimstone, doeth kindle it. 
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■he Prophet T TT TOE to them that f 
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rOE to them that goe down to Egypt for heipe, and stay 

1 trust in charets, because they are many; 

1 horsemen, because they are very strong : but 

Egypt, ftnd for- they looke not unto the Holy one of Israel, neither seeke the 

■akiug of God. Lo^^ Yet he also is wise, and will bring evill, and wll not call 

backe his words : but wilt arise against the house of the eviil doers, 

and against the helpe of them that worke iniquitie. Now the 

Egyptians are men and not God, and their horses flesh and not 

spirit : when the Lord shall stretch out his hand, both he that 

helpcth shall fall, and hee that is holpen shall fall downe, and 

they all shall faile together. For thus hath the Lord spoken unto 
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me; Like as the Ijon and the yong lyon roaring on his pray, CHAPTER 

when a multitude of shepheards is called foorth against him, he XXXI 

will not be afraid of their voice, not abase himselfe for the noyse 

of them : so shall the Lord of hoates come downe to fight for 

mount Zion, and for the hill thereof. As birds flying, so wil the 

Lord of hostes defend Jerusalem, defending also bee will deliver 

it, and passing over, he will preserve it, 

Tume yee unto him from whom the children of Israel have He eihorteth 
deeply revolted. For in that day every man shall cast away his *" oonTersign. 
idoles of silver, and his idoles of gold, which your owne hands have 
made unto you for a sinne, 

Then shall the Assyrian fall with the sword, not of a mightie Hee ihawath 
man; andthesword, not of a meane man, shal devoure him: but hee '*"" '»l'»f 
shall flee from the sword, and his young men shall be discomfited. ^ 
And hee shall passe over to his strong holde for feare, and his 
princes shall be afraid of the ensigne, sayth the Lord, whose fire 
is in Zion, and his fomaoe in lerusalcm. 

CHAPTER XXXII 

BEHOLD, a King shal reigne in righteousnes, and princesThet 
shal rule in iudgement. And a man shall be as an hiding ?^.^Y' 
place from the winde, and a covert from the tempest : as 
rivers of water in a drie place, as the shadow of a great rocke in a 
wearie land. And the eyes of them that see, shall not be dinune; 
and the eares of them that heare, shall hearken. The heart also 
of the rash shall understand knowledge, and the tongue of the 
stammerers shall bee rcadie to speake plainely. The vile person 
shall be no more called liberall, nor the churle sayd to be bountj- 
fulL For the vile person wil speake viUenie, and his heart will 
worke iniquitie, to practise hypocrisie, and to utter errour against 
the Lord, to make emptie the soule of the hungry, and hee will 
cause the drinke of the thirstie to faile. The instruments also of 
the churle are evill : he deviseth wicked devices, to destroy the 
poore with lying wordes, even when the needie speaketh right. 
But the liberall deviseth liberall things, and by liberall things 
shall hee stand. 

Rise up ye women that are at ease: heare my voice, ye carelesse DetoUtion i* 
daughters, give eare unto my speech. Many dayes and yeeres tortahowcn. 
shall ye be troubled, yee carelesse women : for the vintage shall 
faile, the gathering shall not come. Tremble yee women that are 
nt ease : be troubled, ye carelesse ones, strip ye and make ye bare, 
and gird sackecloth upon your loynes. They shall lament for the 
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teats, for the pleasant Reldcs, for the fruitfull vine, Upon the 
land of my people shall conte up thomes, and briars, yea upon all 
the houses of ioy in the joyous citie. Because the palaces shall be 
forsaken, the multitude of the citie shall be left, the forts and 
towres shall be for dennes for ever, a toy of wild asses, a pasture 
of flockes; untill the spirit be powred upon us from on high, and 
the wildernesse be a fruitfull field, and the fruitfull tield be 
counted for a forrest. Then iudgement shall dwell in the wilder- 
nesse, and righteousnesse reraaine in the fruitfull field. And the 
worke of righteousnesse shalbe peace, and the effect of righteous- 
nesse, quietnesse and assurance for ever. And my people shall 
dwell in a peaceable habitation, and in sure dwellings, and in 

Siuiet resting places : when it shall haile, comming downe on the 
orrest ; and the citie shall be low in a low place. Blessed are yee 
that sow beside all waters, that send forth thither the feete of the 
oxe and the asse. 

CHAPTER XXXIII 
^OE to thee that spoilest, and thou wast not spoiled ; and 
dealest treacherously, and they dealt not treacherously 
with thee : when thou shalt cease to spoile, thou shalt 
bee spoiled ; and when thou shalt make un end to deale treacher- 
ously, they shall deale treacherously with thee. O LoRn, be 
gratious unto us, we have waited for thee : be thou their arme 
every morning, our salvation also in the time of trouble. At the 
noise of the tumult the people fled : at the lifting up of thy selfc 
the nations were scattered. And your spoile shall be gathered 
like the gathering of the caterpiller; as the running to and fro 
of Locusts shall he runne upon them. The Lord is exalted : for 
hee dwetleth on high, he hath filled Zion with judgement and 
righteousnesse. And wisedome and knowledge shall be the stabil- 
itie of thy times, and strength of salvation ; the feare of the Lord 
is his treasure. Behold, their valiant ones shall cry without : the 
ambassadours of peace shall weepe bitterly. The high wayes lye 
waste ; the way faring man ceaseth : he hath broken the covenant, 
he hath despised the cities, he regardeth no man. The earth 
moumeth and languisheth ; Lebanon is ashamed and hewen downe : 
Sharon is like a wildemes, and Bashan and Carmel shake olf their 
fruits. Now will I rise, saith the Lord : now will I be exalted, now 
will I lift up my selfe. Yee shall conceive chatfc, yee shall bring 
forth stubble: your breath as fire shall devoure you. And the 
people shalbe as the burnings of lymc: as thomes cut up alinll 
they be burnt in the fire, 
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Heare yec that are farre off, what I have done ; and yee that CHAPTER 
ftre Qecre, acknowledge my might. The sinners in Ziun are afraid, XXXIII 
fearefulnesse hath surprised the hypocrites : who among us shall The pririledgM 
dwell with the devouring fire f who amongst us shall dwell with of "^e P^J- 
everlasting burnings ? He that walketh righteously, and speaketh 
uprightly, hee that despisetb the gaine of oppressions, that shaketb 
his hands from holding of bribes, that stoppeth his eares from 
hearing of blood, and shutteth hb eyes from seeing evill : he shuU 
dwell on high : his place of defence shalbe the munitions of rocks, 
bread shalbe given him, his waters shall be sure. Thine eyes shall 
see the king in his beauty : they shall behold the land that is very 
farre off. Thine heart shall meditate terrour ; Where is the scribe ? 
where is the receiver ? where is he that counted the towres ? 
Thou shalt not see a fierce people, a people of a deeper speech 
then thou canst perceive ; of a stammering tongue, that thou canst 
not understand. Looke upon Zion, the city of our solemnities : 
thine eyes shall see lerusalem a quiet habitation, a tabernacle that 
shall not be taken downe, not one of the stakes thereof shall ever 
be removed, neither shall any of the coardes thereof be broken. 
But there the glorious Lord will be unto us a place of broad rivers 
andstreames ; wherein shall goe no galley with oares, neither shall 
gallant ship passe thereby. For the Lono is our ludge, the Lord 
is our Lawgiver, the Lonn is our King, he wil save us. Thy tack- 
lings are loosed : they could not well strengthen their mast, they 
could not spread the saile : then is the praye of a great spoile 
divided, the lame take the praye. And the inhabibint shall not 
say; I am lickc: the people that dwel therein shalbe forgiven 
their Iniquitie. 

CHAPTER XXXIIII 

COME neere ye nations to heare, and hearken ye people : let The iudgemanU 
the earth heare, and all that is therein, the world, and all wherewith God 
things that come forth of it For the indignation of the "^^''' ^ 
Lord is upon all nations, and his fuHe upon all their armies : 
hee hath utterly destroyed them, he hath delivered them to the 
slaughter. Their slaine also shalbe cast out, and their stinke shall 
come up out of their carkeises, and the mountaines shalbe melted 
with their blood. And all the hoste of heaven shalbe dissolved, 
and the heavens shalbe rouled together as a scrole: and all their 
hoste shall fall downe as the leafe falleth off from the Vine, and as 
• falling Sgge from the Ggge tree. For my sword shall bee bathed 
in heaven : bebolde, it shall come downe upon Idumea, and upon 
the people of my curse to iudgement. The sword of the Lord is 
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filled with blood, it is roade fat with fatnesse, and with the blood 
of Inntbea and goatcs, with the fat of the kidneys of rarames : for 
the Lord hath a sacrifice in Bozrah, and a great slaughter in the 
land of Idumea.

There shall the great owle make her nest, and lay and 
hatch, and gather under her shadow : there shall the vultures also 
be gathered, every one with her mate. 

Sceke ye out of the booke of the Lord, and reade : no one of 
these shall fade, none shall want her mate ; for my mouth, it hath 
commaunded; and his spirit, it hath gathered them. And he 
hath cast the lot for them, and his hand hath divided it unto them 
by line : they shall possesse it for ever, from generation to genera- 
tion shall they dwell therein. 
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CHAPTER XXXV 

THE wildemesse and the solitarie place shall be glad for 
them : and the desert shall reioyce and blossome as the 
rose. It shall blossome abundantly, and reioyce even with 
ioy and singing: the glory of Lebanon shal be given unto it, the 
excellencie of Carmel and Sharon : they shall see the glory of the 
Lord, and the excellencie of our God.

recompence, he will come and save you. Then the eyes of the XXXV 

blind shall be opened, aod the eares of the deafe shalbe unstopped.

the defenced cities of ludah, and tooke them. And 
the king of Assyria sent Rabshakeh, from Lachish to lerusalem, 
unto king Hezekiah, with a great armie : and he stood by the 
conduit of the upper poole in the high way of the fullers Geld. 
Then came forth unto him Eliakim Hilkiahssonne, which was over 
the house, and Sbebna the scribe, and loah Asaphs sonne the 
Recorder. 

And Rabshakeh sayd unto them; Say yee now to Hexekiah ; Rahehakoh sent 
Thus saith the great king, the king of Assyria ; What confidence ^^ ^^''mo^ 
is this wherein thou trustest? 1 say, {sayest thou) (but they are nerawMtoiu 
but vaine words) I have eounsell and strength for warre ; Now on sollidtBth the 
whom doeat thou trust, that thou rebellest against me? L^e, P<"P'"'""'''°* I 
thou tnistest in the stafie of this broken reede, on Egypt ; 
whereon if a man leane, it will goe into his hand and pierce it : so 
is Pharaoh king of Kgypt to all that trust in him. But if thou say 
to me ; We trust in the Lord our God ; Is it not he, whose high 
places and whose altars Hezekiah hath taken away, and sayd to 
[udah and to Jerusalem; Vee shall worship before this altar? 
Now therefore give pledges, I pray thee, to my master the king of 
Assyria, and 1 will give thee two thousand horses, if thou be able 
on thy part to set riders upon them. How then wilt thou tume 
awsy the face of one captaine of the least of my masters servants : 
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and put thy trust on Egypt for charets and for horsemen ? And 
ain 1 now come up without the Lord against this land to destroy it? 
the Lord sayd unto me ; Goe up against this land and destroy it. 

Then sayd EHakim and Shebnu and loah unto Rabshakeh ; 
Speake, 1 pray thee, uoto thy servants in the Syrian language ; for 
we uDderstand it : and speake not to us in the lewes languagCj in 
the eares of the people that are oit the wall. 

But Rabshakeh sayd ; Hath my master sent me to thy master and 
to thee, to speake these words ? Hath he not sent me to the men 
that sit upon the wall, that tbey may eate their owne dounge, and 
' drinke their owne pisse with you ? Then Rabshakeh stood, and 
cryed with a loud voice in the lewes language, and sayd ; Heare 
ye the words of the great king, the king of Assyria, Thus saith 
the king ; Let not Hezeklah deceive you, for he shall not be able 
to deliver you. Neither let Hezekiah make you trust in the Lord, 
saying; The Lord will surely deliver us: this citie shall not be 
delivered into the hand of the King of Assyria. Hearken not to 
' Hczekiah : for thus sayth the King of Assyria, Make an agreement 
with mee by a present, and come out to mee : and eate yee every 
one of his vine, and every one of his figge-tree, and drinke yee 
every one the waters of his owne cisteme : until 1 come and take 
you away to a land like your owne land, a land of come and wine, 
a land of bread and vineyards: Beware test Hezekiah perswade 
you, saying ; The Lord will deliver us. Hath any of the gods of 
the nations delivered his land out ofthe hand ofthe king of Assyria? 
Where are the gods of Hamath, and Arphad ? where are the gods 
uf Sepharvaim ? and have they delivered Samaria out of my hand ? 
Who are they amongst all the gods of these landes, that have 
delivered their land out of my hand, that the Lord should deliver 
lerusalem out of my band ? But they held their peace, and 
answered him not u word : for the Kings commandement was, 
saying; Answere him not. 

Then came Eliakim the sonne of Hilkiah, that was over the 
houshold, and Shebna the Scribe, and loah the sonne of Asaph 
the Recorder, to Hezekiah with their clothea rent, and tolde him 
the wordes of Rabshakeh. 

CHAPTER XXXVII 

A NO it came to passe when King Hezekiah heard it, that hee 
rent his clothes, and covered himselfe with sackecloth, and 
went into the house of the Lord. And hee sent Eliakim, 
) was over the houshold, and Shebna the Scribe, and the 
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Elden of the Pricstes covered with sackecloth, imto Isaiah the CHAPT 

Prophet the Sonne of Amoz. And they sayd unto himi Thus XXXV 

sayth Hezekiah, This day is a day of trouble, and of rebuke, and 

of blasphemie : for the children are come to the birth, and there 

is not stretigth to bring foorth. It may be the Lord thy God 

will heare the words of Rabshakeh, whom the king of Assyria 

his master hath sent to reproch the living God, and will reproove 

the words which the Lord thy God hath heard : wherefore lift up 

thy prayer for the remnant that is left. So the servants of 

King Hezekiah came to Isaiah. 

And Isaiah sayd unto them ; Thus shall yee say unto your laai&h corn- 
master. Thus sayth the Lord, Be not afraid of the wordes that '"'"'*' "^ 
thou hast heard, wherewith the servants of the king of Assyria 
have blasphemed me. Behold, I will send a blast upon him, and 
bee shall heare a rumour, and retume to his owne land, and I will 
cause him to fall by the sword in his owne land. 

So Rabshakeh returned and found the king of Assyria warring Sennasherib 
against Libnah : for hee had heard that he was departed from'"'*'? 
Lachish. And he heard say concerning Tirhakah king of Ethiopia, Tiihkkftb. 
Hee is come foorth to make warre witli thee : and when he heard <endeth a 
it, he sent messengers to Hezekiah, saying ; Thus shall ye speake \^^r^^'"" 
to Hexekiah King of ludah, saying. Let not thy God in whom Qciddkh. 
thou trustest deceive thee, saying, lerusalem shall not bee given 
into the hand of the king of Assyria. Behold, thou hast heard 
what the kings of Assyria have done to all lands by destroying 
them utterly, and shalt thou be delivered f Have the gods of 
the nations deUvered them which my fathers have destroyed, as 
Gozan, and Haran, and Rezeph, and the children of Eden which 
were in Telassar i Where is the king of Hamath, and the king of 
Arphad, and the king of the citie of Sepharvaim, Hena and Ivah? 

And Hezekiah received the letter from the hand of the Hmold»hi 
messengers, and read it, and Hezekiah went up unto the house of P™*'*'" 
the Lord, and spread it before the Lord. And Hezekiah prayed 
unto the Lord, saying, O Lord of hostes, God of Israel, that 
dwellest betweene the Cherubinis, thou art the God, even thou 
alone, of all the kingdomes of the earth, thou hast made heaven 
and earth. Encline tliine eare, O Lord, and heare, Open thine 
eyes, O Lord, and see, and heare all the wordes of Sennacherib, 
which hath sent to reproch the living God. Of a trueth. Lord, 
the kings of Assyria have laid waste all the nations and their 
countreys, and have cast their gods into the fire ; for they were no 
gods, but the work of mens hands, wood and stone : therfore 
they have destroyed them. Now therefore, O Lord out God, save 
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m from his hand, that all the kingdomes of tfae earth may Icnowe, 
that thou art the Lord, even thou onely. 

Then Isaiah the soaae of Amos sent unto Hesekiah, saying. 
Thus saith the Lord Cod of Israel, Wheras thou hast praved to 
roe against Sennacherib king of Assynn : this is the worde which 
the Lord hath spoken concerning him : The vir^D, the daughter of 
Zktn hath despised thee, and laughed thee to sconie, the daughter 
of lerusalem hath shaken her head at thee. Whom hast thou 
reproched and blasphemed ? and against whome hast thou exalted 
thy voice, and lifted up thine ejes on high ? even against the Holy 
One of IsraeL By thy servants hast thou reproched the Lord, 
and hast said. By the multitude of my charets am I come up to 
the height of the roouotaincs. to the sides of Lebanon, and 1 wil 
cut downe the tall cedars therwjf, and the choise firre tites 
thereof: and I will enter into the height of his border, and the 
foirest of his Carmel. I have digged and drunke water, and with 
the «ole of my feete have I dried up all the rivers of the b«ieged 
places. Hast thou not heard long agoe, bow I have done it, and 
of ancient times, that I have formed it ? now have I brought it to 
pNssc, that thou shoutdest be to lay waste defenced cities into 
ruinous heapes. Therefore their inhabitants were of small power, 
they were dismayed and confounded : they were as the grasse of 
the field, and as the grceiie herbe, as the grasse on the house 
tops, and as come blasted before it be growtn up. But I know 
thy abode, and thy going out, and tfay comming in, and thy rage 
against me. Because thy rage against me, and thy tumult is come 
Dp into mine eares : therefore will I put my hooke in thy nose, 
and my bridle in thy lips, and I will tume thee backe by the way 
by which thou earnest. And this shall be a signe unto thee. Ye 
shall eate this yeere such as groweth of it selfe : and the second 
yeere that which springeth of the same : and in the third yeere 
sow ye and reape. and plant vineyards, and eate the ft^t thereoC 
And the reoinant that is escaped of the house of ludah, sha! 
againe take roote downeward, and beare fruite upward. For out 
of lerusalem shall goe forth a remnant, and they that escape out 
of mount Zion : the zeale of the Loan of hostes shall doe this. 
Therefore thus saith the Lono concerning the king of Assyriii, He 
shall not come into this citie, nor shoot an arrow there, nor come 
before it with shields, nor cast a banke against it. By tfae way 
that he came, by the same shall he retume, and shall not come 
into this citie, saith the Loan. For I will defend this citie to save 
it, for mine owne sake, and for my servant Davids sake. Then 
the Angel of the Lord went forth, and smote in the campe of the

they arose earely in the morning, behold, they were all dead XXXVU 
corpses.

And it came to passe as hee was JJ''*"'! ^^ v- 
worshipping in the house of Nisroch his god, that Adramelech ^^^ Kinne>. 
and Sharezer his sons smote him with the sword, and they escaped 
into the land of Armenia; and Esarhaddon fajs sonne reigned in 
bis ctead. 

CHAPTER XXXVIII

AT that time Merodach Baladan the sonne of Balarlan king of

And Hezekiah was glad of them, and shewed them the house of 
his precious things, the silver, and the gotde, and the spices, and 
the precious oyntment, and all the house of his armour, and all 
that was found in his treasures : there was nothing in his house, 
nor in all his dominion, tliat Hezekiah shewed them not. 

Then came Isaiah the Prophet unto King Hezekiah, and sayde 
unto him.

And Lebanon is not 

sufficient to bume, nor the beasts thereof sulGcient for a burnt 

oHVing. All nations before him are as nothing, and they arc 

counted to him lesse then nothing, and vanitie. 

To whom then will ye liken God? or what likenesse will ye 
compare unto him ? The workeman melteth a graven image, and 
the goldsmith spreadeth it over with golde, and castetb silver 
chiunes. (le that is so impoverished that he hath no oblation, 
cliooseth n tree that will not rot ; he seeketh unto him a cunning 
workeman, to prepare a graveii image that shall not be mooved. 
Have yce nut knowcn ? have yee not heard ? hath it not beene 
tolde you from the beginning ? have yee not understood from the 
foundations of the earth ? It is he that sitteth upon the circle of 
the earth, and the inhabitants thereof are as grashoppers; that 
atrotcheth out the heavens as a curtainc, and spreadeth them out 
as a tent to dwel in : that bringeth the princes to nothing ; bee 
maketh the ludges of the earth as vanitie.

The Lord is well pleased for his I 

righteousnessake.he will magnilie the Law, and make it honourable. I 

But this is a people robbed and spoiled, they are all of them snared I 

in holes, and they are hid in prison houses : they are for a praye, I 

and none delivercth ; for a spoile, and none saith.

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CHAPTER XLIII

Who hath formed a God, or moulten a graven image that is 
profitable for nothing ? Behold, all his fellowes shall be ashamed : 
and the workemen, they are of men : let them all be gathered 
together, let them stand up ; yet they shal feare, and they shalbe 
ashamed together. The amith with the tonges both worketh in 
the coales, and fashioneth it with hammers, and worketh it with 
the strength of his armes : yea he is hungric, and his strength 
faileth ; hee drinketh no water, and is faint.

Should I 
receive comfort in these I Upon a loftie and high mountaine 
hast thou set thy bed : even thither wentest thou up to offer 
sacrifice. Behinde the doores also and the posts hast thou set 
up thy remembrance : for thou hast discovered thy selfe to an 
other then mee, and art gone up: thou hast enlarged thy bed, 
and made a covenant with them : thou lovedit their bed where 
thou sawest it. And thou wentest to the king with oyntment, 
and didst increase thy perfumes, and didst send thy messengers 
farre off, and didst debase thy selfe even unto hell, lliou art 
wearied in the greatnesse of thy way ; yet saydst thou not. 
There is no hope : thou hast found the life of thine hand ; 
therefore thou wast not grieved. And of whom hast thou bene 
afraid or feared, that thou hast lyed, and hast not remembred 
me, nor layed it to thy heart.* have not I held my peace even 
of old, and thou fearest me not ? I will declare thy righteousnes ; 
and thy workes, for they shall not profit thee. 

When thou criest, let thy companies deliver thee : but the Qc« gtvetb 
windc shall cary them all away ; Vaiiitie shall take them : but Evangelioall 
hee that puttcth his trust in me, shall possesse the land, and Ke'^™ic'l!t. 
■hall inherit my holy mountaine, and shall say. Cast yee up, 
cast yee up ; prepare the way, take up the stumbling bloeke out 
of the way of my people. For thus saith the High and loftie 
One that inhabiteth etemitie, whose Name is Holy ; I dwell in 
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contrite and 
hiunble spirit, to revive the spirit of the humble, and to revive 
the heart of the contrite ones. For 1 will not contend for ever, 
neither will I be alwayes wroth : for the spirit should faile before 
me, and the soules which 1 have made. For the iniquitie of his 
covetousnesse was I wroth, and smote him : 1 hid me, and was 
wroth, and hee went on frowardly in the way of his heart.

Behold, yee fast for strife and 
debate ; and to smite with the fist of wickednesse, yee shall 
not fast as yee doe this day, to make your voice to be heard on 
high, Is it such a fast that I have chosen } a day for a man to 
afflict his soule ? Is it to bow down his head as a bulrush, and 
to spread sackecloth and ashes under him? wilt thou call this 
a fast, and an acceptable day to the Lord? Is not this the fast 
that I have chosen ? to loose the bandes of wickednesse, to undoe 
the heavie burdens, and to let the oppressed goe free, and that 
ye breake every yoke? Is it not, to deale thy bread to the 
hungry, and that thou bring the poore that are cast out, to thy 
house ? when thou seest the naked, that thou cover him, and 
that thou hide not thy selfe from thine owne flesh ? 

Then shall thy light breake foorth as the morning, and thine 
health shall spring foorth speedily : and thy righteousnesse shall 
goe before thee, the glory of the Lonn shall be thy rercwaid.

And they shall bring all your brethren for an offering 
unto the Lord, out of all nations, upon horses and in charets, and 
in litters, and upon mules, and upon swift bea-sts to my holie 
mountaine lerusalem, saith the Lord ; as the children of Israel 
bring an offering in a cleane vessell, into the house of the Lord. 
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And I will also take of them for Priestes and for Levites, saith 

the Lord. For as the new heavens, and the new earth which I 

wil make, shall remaine before me, saith the Lord, so shall your 

seed and your name remaine. And it shall come to passe, that 

from one new Moone lo an other, and from one Sabbath to an 

other, shall all flesh come to worship before me, saith the Lord. 

And they shall goe foorth, and looke upon the carkeises of the w 

men tJiat have transgressed against me : for their worme ^ 

shall not die, neither shall their fire be quenched, and 

they shall be an abhorring unto all Hesh. 
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CHAPTER I 
Ji|HE wordes of leremiah the aonne of Hilkiah, of The time, 
the Priests that were in Anathoth in the land 
of Beniamin ; to whom the word of the Lord 
came in the dayes of losiah the sonne of Amon 
king of ludah, in the thirteenth yeere of his 
reigne. It came also in the dayes of lehoiakini waA the calling 
the Sonne of losiah king of ludah, unto the o*'"^"'"''" 
ende of the eleventh yeere of Zedekiah the 
Sonne of losiah king of ludah, unto the carry- 
ing away of lerusalem captive in the fift moneth. Then the word 
of the Lord came unto me, saying, Before 1 formed thee in the 
bcUie, 1 knew thee ; and before thou earnest forth out of the 
wonibe, 1 sanctified thee, and I ordeined thee a Prophet unto the 
nations. Then said 1, Ah Lord God, behold, 1 cannot speake, fur 

But the Lord sayd unto me. Say not, I am a childe : for thou 
■halt goe to all that 1 shall send thee, and whatsoever I command 
thee, thou shalt speake. Be not afraid of their faces: for I am 
with thee to deliver thee, sayth the Lord. Then tlie Lord put 
L foorth bis band, and touched my mouth, and the Lord said unto 
De, Behold, I have put my words iu thy mouth. See, 1 have this 
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le nations, and over the kingdomes, to roote | 
vne, and to destroy, and to throw down, to 1 
build and to plant. 

Moreover, the word of the Lord came unto me, saying ; 
lereiniah, what seest thou P And I said, I see a rodde of an 

,' almond tree. Then said the Lord unto me. Thou hast well 
scene : for I will hasten my word to performe it. And the worde 
of the Lord came unto mee the second time, saying; What seest 
thou ? And 1 said ; I sec a seething pot, and the face thereof 
was towards the North. Then the Lord said unto me ; Out of 
the North an evill shal breake foorth upon all the inhabitants of 
the land. For loe, I will call all the families of the kingdoms 

'* of the North, saith the Lord, and they shall come, and they shall 
set every one his throne at the entring of the gates of lerusalem, 
and against all the walles thereof round about, and against all the 
cities of ludah. And I will utter my iudgements against them 
touching oil their wickednesse, who have forsaken me, and have 
burnt incense unto other gods, and worshipped the workes of 
their owne hands. 

Thou therefore gird up thy loynes, and arise and speake unto 
them all that I commaund thee : be not dismayed at their faces, 
lest I confound thee before them. For behold, I have made thee 
this day a defenced citic, and an yron pillar, and brasen walles 
against the whole land, against the kings of ludah, against the 
princes thereof, against the Priests thereof, and against the 
people of the land. And they shall fight against thee, but they 
shall not prevaile against thee: for I am with thee, saytb the 
Lord, to deliver thee. 
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CHAPTER H 

"OREOVER, the word of the Lord came to me, saying; Goe, 
and crie in the eares of lerusalem, saying ; Thus sayth 
the Lord, I remember thee, the kindnesse of thy youtfaj 
the love of thine espousals, when thou wentest after me in the 
wildemesse, in a land that was not sowen. Israel was holinesse 
unto the Ijjrd, and the first fruites of his increase ; all that 
devoure him, shall offend ; evill shall come upon them, sayth the 
Lord. Heare ye the word of the Lord, O house of lacob, and 
all the families of the house of Israel. 

Thus sayth the Lord, What iniquitie have your fathers found 
in me, that they are gone farre from mee, and have walked after 
vanitic, and are become vaine f Neither sayd they. Where ia 
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osD th&t brought us up out of the land of Egypt ? that led us CHAPTER 
through the wildernesse, through a laud of deserts and of pittes, JI 

through a land of drought, and of the shadow of death, through 
a land that no man passed thorow, and where no man dwelt. 
And I brought you into a plentifujl countrey, to eate the fruit 
thereof, and the goodnesse tliereof; but when ye entred yee 
defiled my land, and made mine heritage an abomination. The 
Priests said not. Where is the Lord ? and they that handle the 
Law knew^ me not : the pastours also tran.igressed against mee, 
and the Propbets prophecied by Baal, and walked after things 
that doe not profit. 

Wherefore, I will yet pleade with you, sayth the Lord, and beyond mj 
with your childrens children will 1 pleade. For passe over the eia^p'o. 
yies of Chittini, and see ; and send unto Kedar and consider 
diligently, and see if there be such a thing. Hatb a nation 
changed their Gods, which are yet no Ciods ? but my people have 
changed their glory, for that which doth not profit Be astonished, 
O yee heavens, at this, and be horribly afraid, be yee very 
desolate, sajtb the Lord. For my people have committed two 
evils: they have forsaken me, the fountaine of living waters, and 
hewed them out cisternes, broken cistemes that can hold no 
water. 

Is Israel a servant ? is he a home-bome slave ? why is he Thoy ate 
spoiled ? The young lyons roared upon him and yelled, and they Jho cftUBos of 
made his land waste : his cities are burnt without itdiabitant. calunitie*. 
Also the children of Noph and Tahapanes have broken the crowne 
of thy head. Hast thou not procured this unto thy selfe, in that 
thou hast forsaken the Lonr thy God, when he led thee by the 
way ? And now what hast thou to doe in the way of Egypt, to 
drinke the waters of Sihor.^ Or what hast thou to doe in the 
way of Assyria, to drinke the waters of the river.' Thine owne 
wickednesse shall correct thee, and thy backslidings shall reprove 
thee : know therefore and see, that it is an evill thing and bitter 
that thou hast forsaken the Lord thy God, and that my feare is 
not in thee, saith the Lord God of Hostes, 

For of old time 1 have broken thy yoke, and burst thy bands, Tiic eianea 
and thou saidst ; I will not transgresse : when upon every high °f ludah. 
bill, and under every greene tree thou wandrest, playing the 
harlot. Yet I had planted thee a noble vine, wholy a right seede : 
How then art thou turned into the degenerate plant of a strange 
vine unto me ? For though thou wash thee with nitre, and take 
thee much sope, yet thine initjuitie is marked before me, saith the 
Lord God. How canst thou say, I am not polluted, I have not 
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gone after Baalim ? see tKy way in the valley, know what thou 
hast (lone ; thou art a swift dromedarie traversing her wayes. A 
wild asse used to the wildernesse, that snuffeth up the wind at 
her pleasure, in her occasion who can turne her away ? all they 
that seeke her will not wearie themselves, in her moneth they 
shall find her. Withhold thy foote from being unshod, and thy 
throte from thirst : but thou saidst. There is no hope. No, for 
I have loved strangers, and after them will 1 goe. As the thiefe 
is ashamed, when he ie found : so is the house of Israel ashamed, 
they, their kings, their princes, and their priests, and tJieir 
prophets, saying to a stocke; Thou art my father, and to a stone; 
Thou hast brought me forth : for they have turned their backe 
unto me, and not their face ; but in the time of their trouble, 
they will say ; Arise and save us. But where are thy Gods that 
thou hast made thee? let them arise if they can save thee in the 
time of thy trouble : for according to the number of thy cities, 
are thy Gods, O ludah. Wherefore will yee plead with me? 
yee all have transgressed against me, saith the Lord. In vaine 
have I smitten your children, they received no correction : your 
owne sword hath devoured your prophets, like a destroying lyoQ. 

O generation, see yee the word of the Loitn : have 1 beene a 
wildernesse unto Israel ? a land of darkenesse ? wherefore say my 
people ; We are Lords, we will come no more unto thee ? Can a 
mnide forget her ornaments, or a bride her attire ? yet my people 
have forgotten me dayes without number. Why trimmest thou 
thy way to seeke love ? therefore hast thou also taught the wicked 
ones thy wayes. Also in thy skirts is found the blood of the 
soules of the poore innocents : I have not found it by secret 
search, but upon all these. Yet thou sayest ; Because I am 
innocent, surely his anger shall turne from me : behold, I will 
plead with thee, because thou sayest, 1 have not sinned. Why 
gaddest thou about so much to change thy way ? thou also shall 
bee ashamed of Egypt, as thou wast ashamed of Assyria, Yea 
thou shalt goe fortli from him, and thine hands upon thine head : 
for the LoHD hath reiected thy eonfldences, and thou shalt not 
prosper in them. 

CHAPTER III 
Godi gretA r | iHEY say ; If a man put away his wife, and she goe from 
r'^iL™! I hiiii and become another mans, shall hee retume unto 

vhoredoml her againe? shalt not that land be greatly polluted? but 

thou hast played the harlot with many lovers; yet retume againe 



to roe, Boith the Lord. 
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and see where thou hast not bene lien with : in the wayes hast CHAPTER 

thou sate for them, as the Arabian in the wildemesse, and thou 

hast polluted the land with thy whorcdomes, and with thy 

wickcdnes. Therefore the showres have bin withholden, and 

there hath bene no latter raine, and thou haddcst a whoi 

forehead, thou refusedst to be ashamed. Wilt thou not from 

this time cry unto me; My father, thou art the guide of my 

youth? will he reserve his anger for ever? wil he keepe it to 

the end ? Behold, thou hast spoken and done evill things as 

thou couldest. 

The Lord said also unto me, in the dales of losiah the king, ludoh is wotm 
Hast thou scene that which backsliding Israel hath done? she »■>«" ■»™"'- 
is gone up upon every high mountaine, and under every greene 
tree, and there hath plaied the harlot. And I said afler she 
had done all these things ; Tume thou unto me : but she returned 
not, and her treacherous sister Judah saw it. And I saw, when 
for ail the causes whereby backsliding Israel committed adulterie, 
I had put her away and given her a bill of divorce : yet her ■ 

treacherous sister ludeh feared not, but went and played the 
harlot also. And it cume to passe thorow the lightues of her 
whoredome, that shee defiled the land, and committed adultery 
with stones and with stockes. And yet for all this her treacherous 
sister ludah hath not turned unto mee with her whole heart, but 
fainedly, saith the Loud. And the LoRn said unto mee. The 
backesliding Israel hath iustified her selfe more then treacherous 
ludah. 

Go and proclatme these words toward the North, and say. The promiiei 
Itetume thou backesliding Israel, sayeth the Lord, and I will ^ J^" ^f^^^ 
not cause mine anger to fall upon you ; for I am merciful], saith 
the Loan, and I will not kcepe anger for ever. Only acknowledge 
thine iniquity that thou hast transgressed against the Lord thy 
God, and hast scattered thy wayea to the strangers under every 
greene tree, and ye have not obeyed my voice, saith the Lord. 
Tume, O backesliding children, saith the Lord, for I am maried 
unto you : and I will take you one of a city, and two of s family, 
and 1 wil bring you to Zion. And 1 will give you Pastours 
according to mine heart, which shall feede you with knowledge 
and understanding. And it shall come to passe when yce bee 
multiplied and increased in the land; in those dayes, saith the 
Lord, they shal say do more ; The Arke of the Covenant of the 
Lord : neither ahal it come to minde, neither shall they remember 
it, neither shall they visit it, neither shall that be done any more. 
At that time they shall call lerusslem the Throne of the Lord, 
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and ah the nations shalbe gathered unto it, to the Name of the 
LoBo, to lerusalem ; neither shall they walke any more after the 
ima^nation of their evill heart. In those dayes the house of 
ludah shall walke with the house of Israel, and they shall come 
together out of the land of the North to the land that I have 
given for an inheritance unto your fathers. But I said ; How 
shall I put thee among the children, and give thee a pleasant 
land, a goodly heritage of the hostes of nations .' and I said ; 
Thou shalt call me ; My father, and shalt not tume away 
from me. 

Surely as a wife treacherously departeth from her husband : 
so have you dealt treacherously with roee, O house of Israel, saith 
the Lord. A voice was heard upon the high places, weeping 
- and supplications of the children of Israel : for they have per- 
' verted their way, and they have forgotten the Lord their God, 
Retume ye backshding children, and I wil heale your back- 
slidings: Beholde, wee come unto thee, for thou art the Lord 
our God, Truely in vaine is salvation hoped for from the hilles, 
and from the multitude of mountaines: truely in the LoRn our 
God is the salvation of Israel. For shame hath devoured the 
labour of our fathers from our youth : their floekcs and their 
heards, their sonnes and their daughters. We lie downe in our 
shame, and our confusion covereth us : for we have sinned against 
the Lord our Cod, wee and our fathers from our youth even unto 
this day, and have not obeied the voice of the Lord our God. 

CHAPTER Iin 

IF thou wilt retume, O Israel, saith the Lord, retume unto 
mee : and if thou wilt put away thine abominations out of 
my sight, then shalt thou not remove. And thou shalt 
sweare. The Lord liveth, in Trueth, in lodgement, and in 
Righteousnes, and the nations shall blesse themselves in him, 
and in him shall they glorle. 

For thus saith the Lord to the men of ludnh and lerusalem, 
Breake up your fallow ground, and sow not among thomes, 
, Circumcise your selves to the Lord, and take away the fore- 
skinnes of your heart, ye men of ludah, and inhabitants of 
lerusalem, lest my furie come forth like fire, and burne that 
none can quench it, because of the evill of your doings. Declare 
ye in ludnh, and publish in lerusalem, and say. Blow yee the 
Trumpet in the land: cry, gather together, and say. Assemble 
your selves, and let us goe into the defenced cities. Set up the 
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Gtandnrds toward Zion; retyre, stay not; for 1 wil bring evil CHAPTEH 

from the North, and a great destruction. The Lion is come up IllI 

from his thicket, and the destroyer of the Gentiles is oa his way ; 

hee is gone foorth from his place to make thy land desolate, and 

thy cities shall be layed waste, without an inhabitant. Fur this 

gird you with sackcloth ; lament and howle : for the fierce anger 

of the Lord is not turned backe from us. And it shall come to 

passe at that day, saith the Lord, that the heart of the King shall 

perish, and the heart of the Princes : and the Priests shal- 

be astonished, and the prophets shall wonder. Then said I, 

Ah Lord God, surely thou hast greatly deceived this people, 

and lerusalem, saying. Ye shall have peace, whereas the sword 

.cheth unto the soule. At that time shall it bee said to this 
people, and to lerusalem ; A dry winde of the high places in the 
wildernes toward the daughter of my people, not to fanne, nor 
to cleanse, even a full winde from those places shall come unto 
mee : now also will 1 give sentence against them. Behold, hee 
shall come up as clouiles, and his charets shall bee as a whirle- 
winde : his horses are swifter then Eagles ; woe unto us, for wee 
are spoiled. O lerusalem, wash thine heart from wickednesse, 
that thou mayest bee saved : how long shall thy vaine thoughts 
lodge within thee? For a voice declareth from Dan, and 
pubUsheth aUtiction from mount Ephraim. Make ye mention to 
the nations, behold, publish against lerusalem, that watchers 
come from a farre countrey, and give out their voice against the 
cities of ludah. As keepers of a fielde are they against her round 
about; because shee hath bene rebellious against mee, saith the 
Lord. Thy way and thy doings have procured these things unto 
thee, this is thy wickednes because it is bitter, because it reacheth 
unto thine heart. 

My bowels, my bowels, I am pained at my very heart, my a grieToni 
heart maketh a noise in mee, I cannot hold my peace, because UmeuiaU™ 
thou hast heard, O my soule, the sound of the Trumpet, the ofVuXT"" 
aUrme of warre. Destruction upon destruction is cried, for the 
whole land is spoiled: suddenly are my tents spoiled, and my 
curtaines in a moment. How long shat 1 see the standard and 
heare the sound of the Trumpet? For my people is foolLsh. they 
have not knowen me, they are sottish children, and they have 
none understanding: they are wise to doe evill, but to doe good 
they have no knowledge. 1 beheld the earth, and loe, it was 
without forme and void : and the heavens, and they had no light. 
I beheld the mountaines, and loe tbey trembled, and all the hiUes 
mooved lightly. 1 behelde, and loe, there wag no man, and all 
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the birdes of the be&vens were fled. I beheld. Mid loe, the 
fruitfoll place was a wildemesse, and all the cities thereof were 
broken downe at the presence of the Lord, and by his fierce 
anger. For thus hath the Lord said ; The whole land shall be 
desolate ; yet will I not make a fuU ende. For this shall the 
earth ouMirae, and the heavens above be blacke : because I have 
■pokcD it, I hare purposed it, and will not repent, neither will 
I tume backe from it. The whole cttie shall flee, for the Doase 
of the horsemen and bowmen, they shall goe into thickets, and 
climbe up upon the roekes: every city shall be forsaken, and 
not a maa dwell therein. And when tlioD art spoiled, what wilt 
thou doe ? thongh thou clothest thy selfe with crimsin, though 
thou deckest thee with onuments of golde, though thou rentcst 
thy face with painting, in vaine shalt thou make thy selfe faire, 
thy lovers will despise thee, they will seeke thy life. For I have 
heard a voice as of a woman in travel, and the anguish as of her 
that bringeth foorth her first childe, the voice of the daughter of 
Zion, that bewaileth her selfe, that spreadeth her hands, sayii^; 
Woe is me now, for my soule is wearied because of moiderers. 

CHAPTER V 

RUSNE yee to and fro thorow the streetes of lerusalem, and 
see now and knowe, and seeke in the broad places thereof, 
' if ye can finde a man, if there be any that exeeutefh 
lodgement, that seeketh the truelb, and I will pardon it. And 
though they say. The Lord llveth, surely tliey sweore £alsely. O 
Lord, are not thine eyes upon the trueth ? thou hast stricken 
them, but they have not grieved ; thou hast consumed them, bat 
they have refused to receive correction; they have made tbeir 
faces harder then a rocke, they have refused to retume. There- 
fore I said. Surely these are poore, they are foolish : for they 
know not the way of the Lord, nor the judgement of their Goil. 
1 wil get me unto the great men, and will speake uuto them, for 
they have knowen the way of the Lord, and the iudgcment of 
their God : but these have altogether broken the yoke, and burst 
the bondes. ^Vherfore a lyon oat of the forrest shall sUy them, 
and a wolfe of the evenings shall spoile them, a leopard shall 
watch over their cities : every one that goeth out thence ihalbc 
tome in pieces, because their tnosgrcssions are many, and their 
backeslidings are increased. 

How shall 1 pardon thee for this ? thy chddren hare forsaken 
mee, and swome by them that are no gods: when I had £ed 
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them to the full, they then committed adulterie, and assembled CHAPTER 
themselves by troupes in the harlots houses. They were as fed V 

every one neighed after his neighbours 
wife : Shall 1 not visit for these things, sayth the Lord, and shall 
not my soule bee avenged on such a nation as this ? 

Goe yee up upon her walles, and destroy, btit make not a full for tbeii 
ende : take away her battlements, for they are not the Lohds, ""1''*''*' 
For the house of Israel, and the house of ludah have dealt very 
treacherously against me, saith the Lord. They have belyed the 
Lord, and said ; It is not he, neither shall evill come upon us, 
neither shal we see sword nor famine. And the prophets shall 
become wind, and the wortl is not in them : thus shall it be 
done unto them, Wherfore thus saith the Lord God of Hostes ; 
Because yee speake this word, behold, I will make my words in 
thy mouth, tire, and this people wood, and it shall devoure them. 
L.oe, I will bring a nation upon you from farre, O house of Israel, 
saith the Lord : it is a mighty nation, it is an ancient nation, a 
nation whose language thou knowest not, neither understnndeat 
what they say. Their quiver is as an open sepulchre, they are all 
mighty men. And they shall eate up thine harvest and thy bread, 
which thy soimes and thy daughters should eate : they shall eate 
up thy flockes and thine heards: they shall eate up thy vines and 
thy fig-trees : they shall impoverish thy fenced cities wherein thou 
tnistedst, with the sword. Neverthelesse in those daies, saith the

answere them ; Like as ye have forsaken me, and served strange 
Gods in your land; so shall yee serve strangers in a land that is 
not yours. Declare this in the house of lacob, and publish it in 
ludah saying; Heare now this, O foolish people, and without 
understanding, which have eyes and see not, which have eares 
and hcare not. Feare yee not mee, saith the Lord ? will yee not 
tremble at my presence, which have placed the sand for the bound 
of the sea, by a perpeluall decree that it cannot passe it, and 
though the waves thereof tosse themselves, yet can they not 
prevaile, though they roare, yet can they not passe over it .' But 
thb people hath a revolting and a rebellious heart : they are 
revolted and gone. Neither say they in their heart ; Let us now 
feare the Lord out God, that giveth raine, both the former and 
the later in his season ; he reserveth unto us the appointed 
weekea of the harvest. 

Your iniquities have turned away these things, and your sinnes 
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CHAPTER have withholden good things from you. For among my people 

V are found wicked men : tliey lay waite as hee that setteth snaxes, 

KDd for theif they set a trap, they catch men, As a cage is full of birds, so are 

gro«t cornip- their houses full of deceit : therefore they are become great, and 

waxen rich. They are waxen fat, they shine ; yea they overpasse 

the deedes of the wicked : they iudge not the cause, the cause 

of the fatherlesse, yet they prosper : and the right of the needy 

doe they not iudge. Shall 1 not visit for these things, saith the 

Lord P shall not my soule be avenged on such a nation as this } 

A wonderfull and horrible thing is committed in the land. 
The prophets prophecie falsely, and the priests beare rule by 
, and my people love to have it so : and what will 
a the end therof ? 
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YEE children of Beniamin, gather your selves to flee out 

of the middest of lerusalem, and blow the trumpet ia 

Tekoa ; and set up a signe of lire in Beth-haecerem : for 

evill appeareth out of the North, and great destruction. I have 

likened the daughter of Zion to a comely and delicate woman. 

The shepheards with their Hocks shall come unto her: they shall 

pitch their tents against her round about ; they shall feede, ever; 

enoonngB one in bis place. Prepare yee warre against her: arise, and let 

ttMnuelTce. yj g^g yp gj noone : woe unto us, for the day goeth away, for the 

shadowes of the evening are stretched out. Arise, and let us goe 

by night, and let us destroy her palaces, 

OodMtteth For thus hath the Lord of hostes said ; Hew yee downe trees 

Jj™ "" "Tjf''^ and cast a mount against lerusalem : this is the citie to be visited, 

■iimes. she is whoUy oppression in the midst of her. As a fountaine 

easteth out her waters, so she casteth out her wickednesse: 

violence and spoile is heard in her, before me continually is griefe 

and wounds. Be thou instructed, O lerusalem, lest my soule 

depart from thee : test I make thee desolate, a lande not 

inhabited. 

The prophet Thus saith the Lord of hosts, They shall throughly gleane the 

UmcDicih Che remnant of Israel as a vine : turne backe thine hand as a grape 

God becBuio of gatherer into the baskets. To whome shall I speake and give 

their liaiiea. warning, that they may hcare? Behold, their eare is uncircum- 

ciaed, and they cannot hearken : beholde, the word of the Lord 

is unto them a reproch : they have no delight in iL Therefore 

I am full of the furie of the Lord ; I am weary with holding in : 

I wilt powre it out upon the children abroad, and upon the 
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assembly of yong men together : for even the husband with the CHAPTER 
wife shall be taken, the aged with him th«t is full of dayes. And VI 

their houses shall be turned unta others, with their fields and 
wives together: for I wil stretch out my hand upon the in- 
habitants of the land, saith the Lord, For from the least of 
them even unto the greatest of them, every one is given to 
covetousnesse, and from the prophet even unto the priest, every 
one dealeth falsly. They have healed also the hurt of the 
daughter of my people sleightly, saying. Peace, peace, when 
there is no peace. Were they ashamed when they had com- 
mitted abomination ? nay they were not at all ashamed, neither 
could they blush : therefore they shall fall among them that fall :

Therefore hearc ye nations, and know, O Congregation what Bo proolaimvth 
is among them. Heare, O earth, behold, I will bring evill upon Godsimth. 
this people, even the fruit of their thoughts, because they have 
not hearkened unto my wordes, nor to my law, but reiected it. 
To what purpose commeth there to me incense from Sheba ? and 
the sweet cane from a farre countrey ? your burnt offerings are 
Dot acceptable, nor your sacrifices sweet unto me. Therefore 
thus saith the Lord, Behold, I will lay stumbling blockes before 
people, and the fathers and the sons together shall fall upon 
1 ; the neighbor and his friend shall perish. Thus saith the 
Lord, Behold, a people commeth from the North countrey, and 
a great nation shall bee raised from the sides of the earth. They 
shall lay hold on bowe and speare : they are eruell, and have no 
mercie: their voice roareth like the Sea, and they ride upon 
horses, set in aray as men for warre against thee, O daughter of 
ZioR. We have heard the fame thereof, our hands waie feeble, 
anguish hath taken hold of us, and paine as of a woman in travalle. 
Coe not forth into the field, nor walke by the way ; for the sword 
of the enemie and feare is on every side. 

O daughter of my people, gird thee with sackcloth, and H« oaJletb Iha 
wallowe thy selfe in ashes : make thee mourning, as for an onely P<"P'* *" 
aonne, most bitter lamentation : for the spoiler shall suddenly ih^ mdgcment 
come upon us. I have set thee for a towre, and a fortresse on Lheir ainaei. 
among my people : that thou mavest know and trie their way, 
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CHAPTER They are alt grievous revolters, walking with slanders : they are ' 
VI brosse and yron, they are all corrupters. The bellowes are burnt, 

the lead ia consumed of the fire : the founder melteth in 
for the wicked are not plucked away. Reprobate silver shall 
men call them, because the Lord hath reiected them. 

CHAPTER VII 

THE word that came to leremlah from the Lord, saying. 
Stand in the gate of the Lords house, and proclaJme there 
this word, and say, Heare the word of the Lord, all ye 
of ludah, that enter in at these gates to worship the Lord. 
Thus saith the Lord of hostes the God of Israel ; Amend your 
wayes, and your doings, and I will cause you to dwell in this 

Kce. Trust ye not in lying words, saying. The Temple of the 
HD, the Temple of the Lord, the Temple of the Lord are these. 
For if ye throughly amend your waies and your doings, if you 
throughly execute Judgement betweene a man and his neighbour : 
if ye oppresse not the stranger, the fatherlcsse and the widow, 
and shed not innocent blood in this place, neither walke after 
other gods to your hurt ; then will 1 cause you to dwell in this 
place, in the land that I gave to your fathers, for ever and ever. 
reiMteth Behold, ye trust in lying words, that cannot proRt. Will ye 

m"'"* Steele, murther, and commit adulterie, and sweare falsly, and 
' burne incense unto Baal, and walke after other gods, whom ye 

know not; and come and stand before me in this house, which 
is called by my Name, and say. We are delivered, to do all these 
abominations ? Is this house, which is called by my Name, 
become a denne of robbers in your eies ? Behold, even 1 have 
tha oiamplB seen it, saith the Lord. But goe yee now unto my place which 
ShQoh. „j,s jn shiloh, where I set ray Name at the first, and see what I 

did to it, for the wickednesse of my people Israel. And now 
because ye have done all these workes, saith the Lord, and I 
spake unto you, rising up earely, and speaking, but ye heard 
not ; and I called you, but ye answered not : therefore will I doe 
unto this house, which is called by my Name, wherein yee trust, 
and unto the place which I gave to you, and to your fathers, &b 
I have done to Shiloh. And I will cast you out of my sigh^ 
as 1 have cast out all your brethren, even the whole seed of 
nphraim. Therefore pray not thou for this people, neither lift 
up cry nor prayer for them, neither make intercession to me, 
for I will not heare thee. 

Seest thou not what they doe in the cities of ludah, and in 
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the streets of lerusalem ? The children gather wood, and the CHAPTER 
fathers kindle the fire, and the women knead their dough to VII 

make cakes to the Queene of heaven, and to powre out drinke He threktneth 
offerings unto other gods, that they may provoke me to anger. t'Jeni for their 
Doe they provoke mee to anger, saith the Lonn f doe they not ™"'''"°' 
provoke themselves to the confusion of their owne faces ? There- 
fore thus saith the Lord God, Behold, mine anger and my furie 
shalbe powred out upon this place, upon man and upon beast, and 
u])oa the trees of the field, and upon the fruit of the ground, and 
it shall bume, and shall not be quenched. 

Thus saith the Lord of hosts the God of Israel, Put your burnt Bee rdPOt«Ui 
olfrings unto your sacrifices, and eate flesh. For I spake not unto *5°th*^'*'*' 
your fathers, nor commanded them in the day that 1 brought obedient' 
them out of the land of Egypt, concerning burnt offerings or 
sacrifices. But this thing commaunded 1 them, saying. Obey my 
voice, and I wil be your God, and ye shalbe my people ; and 
walke ye in all the wayes that I have commanded you, that it 
may be well unto you. But they hearkened not, nor inclined 
their eare, but walked in the counsels and in the imagination of 
their evill heart, and went backward, and not forward. Since 
the day that your fathers came forth out of the land of Egypt 
unto this day, I have even sent unto you all my servants the 
Prophets, daily rising up early, and sending them. Yet they 
hearkned not unto me, nor inclined their eare, but hardened 
their neck, they did worse then their fathers. Therefore thou 
shall speakc all these wordes unto them, but they will not 
hearken to thee: thou shalt also call unto them, but they will 
not answere thee. But thou shalt say unto them ; This is a 
nation, that obeyeth not the voyce of the Lord their God, nor 
receiveth correction : trueth is perished, and is cut off from their 
mouth. 

Cut off thine haire, O lerusalem, and cast it away, and take Heeihorteth 
up a lamentation on high places, for the Lord hath rejected, Jhc'S"'bomfH' 
and forsaken the generation of his wrath. For the children of tiona jn i-oiihet, 
ludah have done evill in my sight, saith the Lord : they have 
set their abominations in the house which is called by my Name, 
to pollute it. And they have built the high places of Tophet 
which is in the valley of the sonne of Hinnom, to bume their 
■onnes and their daughters in the fire, which I commanded them 
not, neither came it into my heart. 

Therefore behold, the dayes come, saith the Lord, that it shall ui<l the ladEe- 
no more be called Tophet, nor the valley of the sonne of Hinnom, °'«°" '•" ""' 
but the valley of slaughter: for they shall bury in Tophet. till 
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' CHAPTER there be no place. And the carketses of this people ebtH be 
meate for the fowles of the heaven, and for the beasts of the 



earth, and i 



shall fray them away. Then will 1 cause to 
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cease from the cities of ludah, and from the streets of lerusalem, 
the voice of mirth and the voice of gladnesse, the voice of the 
bridegroome, and the voice of the bride : for the land shall be 
desolate. 

CHAPTER VIII 
AT that time, sayeth the Lord, they shall bring out the bones 
AA of the kings of ludah, and the bones of his princes, and 
■^ ■*■ the bones of the Priests, and the bones of the Prophets, 
and the bones of the inhabitants of lenisalem out of their graves. 
And they shall spread them before the Siuine, and the Moone, 
and all the hoste of heaven whom they have loved, and whom 
they have served, and after whom they have walked, and whom 
they have sought, and whom they have worshipped : they shall 
not be gathered, nor be buried, they shall be for doung, upon the 
face of the earth.

ImpEnitoDde. Why then is this people of lerusalem slidden backe, by a per- 

Fetual backesliding .' they hold fast deceit, they refuse to retume. 
hearkened and heard, but they spake not aright; no man re- 
pented him of his wickednesse, saying, What have I done ? every 
one turned to his course, as the horse rusheth into the battell. Yea 
the Storke in the heaven knoweth her appointed times, and the 
turtle, and the crane, and the swallow observe the time of their 
comming ; but my people know not the iudgement of the Lord. 
How doe ye say, We are wise, and the Law of the Lord is with 
us ? Loe, certainly, in vaine made he it, the pen of the scribes 
is in vaine. The wise men are ashamed, they are dismayed and 
taken ; toe, they have reiected the word of the Lord, and what 
wisedome is in them ? Therfore will I give their wives unto 
others, and their fields to them that shall inherite them : for 
every one from the least even unto the greatest is given to 
covetousnes, from the Prophet even unto the priest, evety one 
dealeth falsly. For they have healed the hurt of the daughter of 
my people slightly, saying. Peace, peace, when there is no peace. 
Were they ashamed when they had committed abomination? 
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nay, they were not at all ashamed, neither could they blush; CHAPTER 
therefore shall they fall among them that fal, in the time of their VIII 

visitation they shall be cast downe, saith the Lord. 

I will surely consume them, saith the Lord : there shalbe no h«> sheweth 
grapes on the vine, nor figges on the figtree, and the leafe shall ^^"'^ gnevoun 
fade, and the things that I have given them, shall passe away '""Sni^°*> 
from them. Why doe wee sit still .* assemble your selves, and 
let us enter into the defenced cities, and let us be silent there : 
for the Lord our God hath put us to silence, and given us waters 
of gall to drink, because we have sinned against the Lord. We 
Inoked for peace, but no good came : and for a time of health, 
and behold trouble. The snorting of his horses was heard from 
Dan : the whole land trembled at the sound of the neighing of 
his strong ones, for they are come and have devoured the land, 
and all that is in it, the citie, and those that dwell therein. For 
behold, 1 wU send serpents, cockatrices among you, which wilt 
not be charmed, and they shall bite you ; saith the Lord. 

When I would comfort my selfe against sorrow, my heart is and bvw&ilotli 
faint in me. Behold the voice of the crie of the daughter of my ^^J^'''""'*""*' 
people because of them that dwei in a farre countrey : Is not the 
Lord in Zion i is not her king in her ? why have they provoked 
me to anger with their graven images, and with strange vanities ? 
The harvest is past, the summer is ended, and we are not saved. 
For the hurt of the daughter of my people am I hurt, I am 
blocke : astonishment hath taken hold on roe. Is there no balnie 
in Giteod ? is there no physician there? why then is not the 
health of the daughter of my people recovered. 

CHAPTER IX 

OH that my head were waters, and mine eyes a fountaine of lenuiiuli 
teares, that 1 might weepe day and lught for the slaine '""'i'*''' 
of the daughter of my people. Oh that i had in thefoMh^r 
wildemesse a lodging place of wayfaring men, that I might leave muuToid 
my people, and goe from them : for they be all adulterers, an ■"""^ 
assembly of treacherous men. And they bend their tongue like 
their bow for lies ; but they are not valiant for the trueth upon 
the earth : for they proceed from evil to evill, and they know not 
me, saith the Lord. Take yee heedc every one of his neighbour, 
and trust yee not in any brother: for every brother will utterly 
aupplant, and every neighbour will walke with slanders. And 
y will deceive every one his neighbour, and will not speake 
trueth, they have taught their tongue to speake lies, and 
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weary themselves to cammit iiiitjuity. Thine habitation is in the 
midJest of deceit, through deceit they refuse to know me, sayth 
the Lord, Therfore thus saith the Loud of hostes ; Behold, I 
will nieft them, and trie them : for how shall 1 doe for the 
daughter of my people ? Their tongue is as an arrowe shot out, 
it speaketh deceit ; one speaketh peaceably to his neighbour with 
his mouth, but in heart he layeth his waite. 

Shall I not visit them for these things, saith the Lord ? shall 
not my soule be avenged on such a nation as this ? For the moun- 
taines will I take up a weeping and wayling, and for the habita- 
tions of the wililemeBse a lamentation, because they are burnt 
up, so that none can passe through them, neither can men heare 
the voyce of the cattell, both the foule of the heavens, and the 
beast are fled, they are gone. And I will make lerusalem heapes, 
and a dcnne of dragons, and I wil make the cities of ludab 
desolate, without an inhabitant. 

Who is the wise man that may understand this, and who is he 
' to whom the mouth of the Lord hath spoken, that hee may 
declare it; for what the land perisheth, and is burnt up like a 
wildemesse that none passeth through P And the Lord saith ; 
Because they have forsaken my law, which I set before them, and 
have not obeyed my voyce, neither walked therein ; but have 
walked after the imagination of their owne heart, and after 
Baalim, which their fathers taught them: therefore thus saith 
the Loud of hosts, the God of Israel, Behold, I will feed them, 
even this people with wormewood, and give them water of gall 
to dririke. I will scatter them also among the heathen, whome 
neither they nor their fathers have knowen : and I wil send a 
sword after them, til 1 have consumed them. 

Thus saith the Lord of hosts, Consider yee, and call for the 
mourning women, that they may come, and send for cunning 
women, that they may come. And let them make haste, and take 
up a wailing for us, that our eyes may run down with teares, and 
our eyelids gosh out with waters. For a voyce of wayling is heard 
out of Zion, How are we spoiled? wee are greatly confounded, 
because wee have forsaken the land, because our dwellings have 
cast us out. Yet heare the word of the Lord, O ye women, and 
let your eare receive the word of his mouth, and teach your 
daughters wailing, and every one her neighbour lamentation. 
For death is come up into our windowes, and is entred into our 
palaces, to cut off the children from without and the yong men 
from the streetes. Speake, Thus saith the Lord, Even the 
carkeises of men shall fall as dung upon the open field, and u 
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Thus saith the Lord, Let not the wise man gloiy in his wisdom, ami to inut, 
neither let the mighty man glory in his might, let not the rich "ot i 
man giory in his riches, But let him that glorieth, glory in this, ^^^'"" 
that hee understandeth and knoweth me, that 1 urn the hoRD 
which exercise loving kindnesse, iudgement and right eousneise 
in the earth : for in these things 1 delight, saith the Lord. 

Behold, the dayes come, saith the Lord, that 1 will punish all Ho thrMtnetli 
them which are circumcised, with the uncircumcised, Egypt, and bottlosfe* 
luJah, and Edom, and the children of Ammon, and Moab, and all ""^ t^"i»- 
that are in the utmost comers, that dwell in the wildeniesse : for 
all these nations are uncircumcised, and all the house of Israel 
are undrcumcised in the heart. 

CHAPTER X 

HEARE ye the word which the Lord speaketh unto you. The unci]iwU 
O house of Israel. Thus sayeth the Lord, Leame not compariNni of 
the way of the heathen, and be not dismayed at the *^ """'*°''»- 
signes of heaven, for the heathen are dismayed at them. For 
the customes of the people are vaine : for one cutteth a tree out 
of the forrest (the worke of the handes of the workeman) with 
the axe. They decke it with silver and with golde, they fasten 
it with nayles, and with hammers that it raoove not. They are 
upright as the patme tree, but speake not : they must needes 
bee borne, because they cannot goe : be not afraid of them, for 
they cannot doe evil, neither also ts it in them to doe good. 
Forasmuch as there is none like unto thee, O Lord, thou art 
great, and thy Name is great in might. Who would not feare 
thee, O K.ing of nations ? for to thee doeth it appertaine : foras~ 
much as among all the wise men of tlie nations, and in all their 
kingdom es, there is none like unto thee. But they are altogether 
brutish and foolish ; the stncke is a doctrine of vanities. Silver 
spread into plates is brought from Tarshish, and gold from Uphaz, 
the worke of the workeman, and of the hands of the founder : 
blue and purple is their clothing : they are all the worke of 
cunning men. But the Lord is the true God, he is the living 
God, and an everlasting King : at bis wrath the earth shal tremble, 
and the nations shall not be able to abide his indignation. Thus 
sbal ye say unto them. The Gods that have not made the heavens, 
mad the earth, even they shall perish from the earth, and from 
under these heavens. Hee hath made the earth by his power, 
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he hftth established the world by his wiiedome, and hath stretched 
out the heavens by his discretion. When he uttereth his voice, 
there is a multitude of waters in the heavens, and hee causeth 
the vapours to ascend from the ends of the earth ; hee maketb 
lightnings with raine, and bringetb forth the wind out of bit 
treasures. Evei^ man is brutish in his knowledge, every founder 
is confounded by the graven image : for his moulten image is 
falsehood, and there is no breath in them. They are vanity, and 
the worke of errours : in the time of their visitation they shall 
perish. The portion of lucoh is not like them : for he is the 
fourmer of alt things, and Israel is the rod of his inheritance: 
the Lonn of hostes is his Ni 

Gather up thy wares out of the land, O inhabitant of the 
fortresse. For thus saith the Lord, Behold, i will sling out the 
inhabitants of the land at this once, and will distresse them, that 
they may find it so. 

Woe is mee for my hurt, my wound is grievous : but I sayd, 
Truely this is a griefe, and 1 must beare it. My Tabernacle !> 
spoyled, and all my cordes are broken : my children are gone 
foorth of me, and they are not : there is none to stretch foortli 
my tent any more, and to set up my curtaines. For the Pastouis 
are become brutish, and have not sought the Lord : therefore 
they shall not prosper, and all their tlockes shall be scattered. 
Behold, the noise of the bruit is come, and a great commoHoD 
out of the North countrey, to make the cities of ludah desolate, 
and a denne of dragons. 

O Lord, i know that the way of man is not in himselfe : it is 
not in man that walkcth, to direct his steps. O Lord, correct 
mee, but with judgement, not in thine anger, lest thou bring 
me to nothing. Powre out thy fury upon the heathen that know 
thee not, and upon the families that call not on thy Name: for 
they have eaten up lacob, and devoured him, and consutned him, 
and have made his habitation desolate.

■ will I marre the pride of ludah, 
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and tbe great pride of lerusalem. This evill people which 
refuse to heare my words, which walke in the imagination of 
their heart, and walke after other Gods to serve them and to 
worship them, shall even be as this girdle, which is good for 
nothing. For as the girdle cleaveth to the loines of a man : so 
have 1 caused to cleave unto me the whole house of Israel, and 
the whole house of ludah, saith the Lord; that they might bee 
unto me for a people, and for a name, and for a praise, and for a 
glory ; but they would not heare. 

Therefore thou shalt speake unto them this word ; Thus saith 
the Lord God of Israel; Everie botle shalbe filled with wine: 
and they shall say unto thee ; Doe we not certainly know, that 
ir every botle shall be filled with wine ? Then shall thou say unto 
them; Thus saith the Lord; Behold, I will fill all the in- 
habitants of this land, even the kings that sit upon Davids 
throne, and the priests and the prophets, and all the inhabitants 
of lerusalem with druukennesse. And I will dash them one 
against another, even the fathers and the sonnes together, saith 
the Lord : I wil not pitie nor spare, nor have mereie, but destroy 
them. 

Heare ye and give eare, bee not proud: for the Lord hath 
it spoken. Give glory to the Lord your God before he cause 
darknesse, and before your feet stumble upon the darke moun- 
taines, and while yee looke for light, he tume it into the shadowe 
of death, and make it grosse darkenesse. But if ye will not 
heare it, my soule shall weepe in secret places for your pride, 
and mine eye shall weepe sore, and run downe with teares, 
because the Lords llocke is caried away captive. Say unto the 
king, and to the queene. Humble your selves, sit downe, for your 
priQcipalities shall come downe, even the crowne of your glory. 
The cities of the South shall bee shut up, and none shall open 
them, ludah shall be caried away captive all of it, it shall bee 
wholly caried away captive. Lift up your eyes, and beholde 
them that come from the North, where is the flocke that was 
given thee, thy beautifull flocke ^ What wilt thou say when he 
shall punish thee (for thou hast taught them to be captaines and 
as chiefe over thee) shall not sorrowes take thee as a woman in 

And if thou say in thine heart, Wherefore come these things 

- upon me ? for the greatnesse of thine iniquitie are thy skirts 

discovered, and thy heeles made bare. Can the Ethiopian change 

his skinne ? or the leopard his spots ? then may ye also doe good, 

that are accustomed to doe evill. Therefore wiU I scatter them 
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fts the Stubble that passeth away by the wicde of the wildemcBse. 
This is thy lot, the portion of thy measures from me, saith the 
Lord, because thou hast forgotten mee, and trusted in falshood. 
Therefore will I discover thy skirts upon thy face, that thy shame 
may appeare. I have scene thine adulteries, and thy neighiogs, 
the lewdnesse of thy whordome, and thine abominations on the 
bils in the fields : woe unto thee, O lerusalem, wilt thou not bee 
made deane ? when shall it ooce be ? 



CHAPTER Xmi 

THE word of the Loud that came to leremiah concerning The griovo 
the dearth. ludah mourneth, and the gates thereof fMoino 
languish, they are blacke unto the ground, and the crie 
of lerusalem is gone up. And their nobles have sent their title 
ones to the waters, they came to the pits and found no water, 
they returned with the vessels emptie : they were ashamed and 
confounded, and covered their heads. Because the ground is 
chapt, for there was no raine in the earth, the plowmen were 
ashamed, they covered their heads. Yea the hinde also calved 
ill the field, and forsooke it, because there was no grasse. And 
the wilde asses did stand in the hie places, they snufied up 
the winde like dragons: their eyes did faile because there was 
no grasse. 

O Lord, though our iniquities testiGe against us, doe thou it oaiuiith loic- 
for thy Names sake : for our back-slidings are many, we have ""^ *^ P"^y- 
sinned against thee. O the hope of Israel, the Saviour thereof 
in time of trouble, why shouldest thou be as a stranger in the 
land, and as a wayfaring man, that tumeth aside to tarie for a 
night ? ^^'by shouldest tbou bee as a man astonied, as a mightie 
man that cannot save.' yet thou, O Lono, art in the midst of 
us, and we are called by thy Name, leave us not. 

Thus saith the Lord unto this people. Thus have they loved The Lord will 
to wander, they have not refrained their feete, therefore the """jf '°*'*"'*<* 
Lord doeth not accept them, hee will now remember their ^"^ "" P^"^"" 
iniquitie, and visite their sinnes. Then said the Lord unto mee, 
Pray not for this people, for their good. When they fast 1 will 
not heare their crie, and when they offer burnt offering and an 
oblation I wit not accept them ; but I will consume them by the 
sword, and by the famine, and by the pestilence. 

Then said I Ah Lord God, behold, the prophets say unto them; Lying pi 
Ye shall not see the sword, neither shall ye have famine, but I * 
will give you assured peace in this place. Then the Lord said 
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unto me, The prophets prophecie lies in my Name, I sent them 
not, neither have I commaDded them, neither spake unto them : 
they prophecie unto you a false vision and divination, and a thing 
of nought, and the deceit of their heart. Therefore thus saith 
the Lord cuncerning the prophets that prophecie in my Name, 
and I sent them not, yet they say. Sword and famine sha)] not 
be in this land. By sword and famine shall those prophets be 
consumed. And the people to whom they prophecie, shall be 
cost out in the streets of Jerusalem, because of the famine and 
the sword, and they shall have none to burie them, them, their 
wives, nor their sonnes, nor their daughters ; for 1 will powre 
their wickednesse upon them. 

Therefore thou shalt say this word unto them. Let mine eies 
runne downe with teares night and day, and let them not cease, 
for the virgin daughter of my people is broken with a great 
breach, with a very grievous blow. If I goe forth into the field, 
then behold the slaine with the sword, and if I enter into the 
citie, then behold them that are sicke with famine, yea both the 
prophet and the priest goe about into a land that they know not. 
Hast thou utterly reiected ludah ? hath thy soule loathed Zion i 
why hast thou smitten us, and there is no healing for us ? we 
looked for peace, and there is no good, and for the time of 
healing, and behold trouble. We acknowledge, O Lord, our 
wickednes, and the iniquitie of our fathers : for wee have sinned 
against thee. Do not abhorre us, for thy Names sake, doe not 
disgrace the Throne of thy glorie : remember, bre&ke not thy 
Covenant with us. Are there any among the vanities of the 
Gentiles that can cause raine ? or can the heavens give showres ? 
Art not thou he, O Loud our God ? therefore we will waite upon 
thee : for thou host made all these things. 

CHAPTER XV 

THEN said the Lord unto me. Though Moses and Samuel 
stood before me, yet my mindc could not be toward this 
people, cast them out of my sight, and let them goe 
foorth. And it shiil! come to passe if they say unto thee. Whither

Shall yron breake the Northren yron, and the Steele ? uid a chrctit- 
Thy substance and tliy treasures will I give to the spoile without ■""" '"' ''"=■■'• 
price, and that for aJI thy sinnes, even iu all thy borders. And 
I will make thee to passe with thine enemies, into a land which 
thou knowest not : for a fire is kindled in mine anger, which 
■hall burne upon you. 

O LoRu, thou knowest, remember me, and visit me, and He prucUi, 
revenge me of my persecutors, take mee not away in thy long 
■uUering : know that for thy sake I have suffered rebuke, Thy 
wordes were found, and I did eate them, and thy word was 
unto mee, the ioy and reioycing uf mine heart : for I am called 
by thy Name, O Lord God of hostes. 1 sate not in the assembly 
of the mockers, nor reioyced : I sate alone because of thy hand :

rfiell moi teaie themodfes far them i 
them for the dead, neither diall men give them tikc cappe of 
oNMoUtkn) to drinke for their fiUher, sr for their mother. Thon 
riteJt Dot also goe into the hoaae of CcMting, ta nt with them 
to cat and to drinke. For tbas njrtfa tfac Loeo of bostes, the 
God of Israel ; Behold, I will cause to cease oat of this pUce 
in year eyes, and in yoor dayea, the Toice of miith, and the 
roice of gladnesse, Lbe voice of the bvidegrooeae, aed the mice 
of the bride. 

And it abal come to pa»e when tiiOD sbalt sbcwe this people 
all thcae wordes, ead they »ball uy unto thee ; Wlterefore hath 
the Loao prooooBced all this grest evill against as? or what 
is oax iniqaitie ? or what is ooi' ticine, that we have committed 
^(ainst the Load our God? then shaJt thoa say unto them; 
P ee aaa e year bthetx have foesakea me, saith the Loan, and have 
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walked after other Cods, and have served them, and have 
worshipped them, and have forsaken mee, and have not kept' 
my law ; and yee have done worse then your fathers, (for behold, 
yee waike everie one after the imagination of his evill heart, 
that they may not hearken unto me.) Therefore will I cast 
you out of this land into a land that yee knowe not, neither yee, 
nor your fathers, and there shall yee serve other Gods day and 
night, where I will not shewe you favour. 

Therefore behold, the dayes come, saith the Lord, that it 
shall no more be said; The Lohd liveth that brought up the 
children of Israel out of the land of Egypt ; but. The Lord liveth, 
that brought up the children of Israel from the land of the 
North, and from all the lands whither hee had driven them: 
and 1 will bring them againe into their land, that 1 gave unto 
their fathers.

THE sinne of ludah is written with a pen of yron, and with T 
the point of a diamond; it is graven upon the table of"| 
their heart, and upon the homes of your altars: whllest 
tbeir children remember their altars and their groves by the 
greene trees upon the high hilles. O my mountaine, in the 
field 1 will give thy substance, and all thy treasures to the 
tipoile, and thy high places for sinne, throughout all thy borders. 
And thou, even thy selfe shalt discontinue from thine heritage 
that I gave thee, uid I will cause thee to serve thine enemies 
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in the Und which thoD knowest not : for jee have kindled ft fire 
in mine anger, which shall bume for ever. 

Thus saith the Lord ; Cursed be the man that trusteth in 
man, sod nuketfa flesh his arme, and irbose heart departeth from 
the Lord. For bee shall be like the heath in the desert, and 
shall not see when good commeth, bnt shall inhabite the parehed 
places in the wildemesse, in a salt land and not inhabited. 
Blessed is the man that trusteth in the Lord, and whose hope 
the Lord is. For he shall be as a tree planted by the waters, sod 
that spreadeth out her rootes by the river, and shall not see when 
heste eommeth, but her leafe shall be p-eene, and shall not be care- 
full in the yeere of drought, neither shall cease from jeelding fruit. 

The heart is deceitful! above all thin^, and desperately wicked, 
who can know it? I the Lord search the heart, I try the reines, 
even to give every man according to his waies, and according to 
the fruit of his doings. As the partrich sitteth on egges, and 
hatcheth them not : so he that getteth riches and not by right, 
shall leave them in the midst of his dayes, and at his end shall 
be a foole. 

A glorioDs high throne from the beginning, is the place of 
our Sanctuarie. O Lord, the hope of Israel, all that forsake thee 
shall bee ashamed, and they that depart from me shall bee 
written in the earth, because they have forsaken the Lord the 
fountaine of living waters. Heale me, O Lord, and I shall be 
healed ; save me, and I shalbe saved : for thou art oiy praise. 

Behold, they say tuito mee. Where is the word of the Lord? 
let it come now. As for me, I have not hastened from being a 
pastour to follow thee, neither have I desired the wofull day, 
thou knowest : that which came out of my lips, was right before 
thee. Be not a terrour unto me, thou art my hope in the day 
of evill. Let them bee confounded that persecute roe, but let 
not me be confounded : let them be dismayed, but let not me 
be dismayed : bring upon tbem the day of evil), and destroy them 
with double destruction. 

Thus said the Lord unto me. Go and stand in the gate of the 
children of the people, whereby the kings of ludah come in, and 
by the which they goe out, and in all the gates of lerusalem. 
And say onto them, Heare ye the word of the Lord, ye kings of 
ludah, and all ludah, and all the inhabitants of lenisalem, that 
enter in by these gates. Thus saith the Lord, Take heed to 
your selves, and beare no burden on the Sabbath day, nor bring 
it in by the gates of lerusalem. Neither carie forth a burden 
out of your houses on the Sabbath day, neither doe ye any worke, 
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but hallowe ye the Sabbath day, as I commanded your fathers. 
But they obeyed Dot, neither inclined their eare, but made their 
neeke stiffe, that they might not heare nor receive instruction. 
And it shall come to pssse, if yee diligently hearken unto me, 
Eaith the Lord, to bring in no burden through the gates of this 
citie on the Sabbath day, but hallow the Sabbath day, to doe no 
worke therein : then shall there enter into the gates of this citie 
kings and princes sitting upon the throne of David, riding in 
charets and on horses, they and their princes, the men of ludah 
and the inhabitants of lerusalem : and this citie shall remaine for 
ever. And they shall come from the cities of ludah, and from 
the places about lerusalem, and from the lande of Beniamin, and 
from the plaine and from the mountaines, and from the South, 
bringing burnt offerings, and sacriUces, and meate offerings, and 
incense, and bringing sacrifices of praise unto the house of the 
Lord. But if you will not hearken unto me to hallow the Sabbath 
day, and not to beare a burden, even entring in at the gates of 
lerusalem on the Sabbath day: then will I kindle a tire in the 
gates thereof, anil it shall devoure the palaces of lerusalem, and 
it shall not be quenched. 
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CHAPTER XVIII 

HE word which came to Icremiah from the Lord saying, TTnder the 
Arise and go downe to the potters house, and there I type of b 
will cause thee to heare my words. Then 1 went downe ^jwed"Goil» 
to the potters house, and behold, hee wrought a worke on the ■bBolnto power 
wheeles. And the vcssell that he made of clay, was marred in nm!'^ "' 
the hand of the potter ; so he mudu it againe another vessel! as 
seemed good to the potter to make it. Then the word of the 
Loan came to me, saying, O house of Israel, cannot 1 doe with 
you as this potter, saith the Loud P behold, as the clay is in the 
potters hand, so are ye Id mine hand, O house of Israel. At 
what instant 1 shall speake concerning a nation, and concerning 
a kingdome, to plucke up and to pull downe, and to destroy it. 
If that nation against whom 1 have pronounced, tume from their 
evill, i will repent of the evill that 1 thought to tloe unto them. 
And at what instant I shall speake concerning a nation, and 
concerning a kingdome to build and to plant it ; if it doe evill in 
my sight, that it obey not my voice, then I will repent of the 
good, wherewith t saide I would benefite them. 

Now therefore goe to, speake to the men of ludah, and to the 
inhabitants of lerusalem, saying. Thus saith the Lord; Behold, 
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I frame evill agsinst you, and devise a device against you : 
retume ye now every one from his evill way, and make your 
waies oud your doings good. And they said. There is no hope, 
but wee will walke after our owne devices, and wee will every 
one doe the imagination of his evil heart. Therefore thus ssith 
the Lord, Aske ye now among the heathen, who hath heard 
such things ? the Virgin of Israel hath done a very horrible thing. 
Will a man leave the snow of Lebanon which commeth from the 
rocke of the fielde ? or shall the colde flowing waters that eonne 
from another place, be forsaken ? Because my people hath for- 
gotten mee, they have burnt incense to vanitie, and they have 
caused them to stumble in their waies from the ancient paths, 
to walke in paths, in a way not cast up, to make their land 
desolate and a perpetual! hissing : every one that pssseth thereby 
shall bee astonished, and wagge his head. I will scatter them ss 
with an East winde before the enemie : I will shew them the 
b.tcke, and not the face, in the day of their cslamitie. 

Then said they, Come, and let us devise devices against 
lereraiah : for the Law shall nut perish from the Priest, nor 
counsell from the wise, nor the word from the prophet : Come 
and let us smite him with the tongue, and let us not give heede 
to any of his wordes. Give heed to me, O Lord, and hearken to 
the voice of them that contend with me. Shall evill bee recom- 
pensed for good ? for they have digged a pit for my soule : 
remember that I stood before thee to speake good for them, and 
to turne away thy wrath from them. Therefore deliver up their 
children to the famine, and powre out their blood by the force 
of the sword, and let their wives be bereaved of their children 
and be widowes, and let their men be put to death, let their 
yong men be slaine by the sword in battell. Let a crie bee 
hetad from their houses, when thou shall bring a troupe suddenly 
Dpon them, for they have digged a pit to take me, and hid snares 
for my feet. Yet Lord thou knowest all their counsell against 
me to slay mee : forgive not their iniquitie, neither blot out their 
ainne from thy sight, but let them bee overthrowen before thee, 
deale thus with them in the time of thine anger. 

« CHAPTER XIX 

THUS saith the Loiin, Goe and get a potters earthen bottell, 
and take of the ancients of the people, and of the ancients 
of tlie Priests. And goe forth unto the valley of the 
■. Bonne of Hinnom, which is by the entrie of the Eastgabe, and 
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proclaime there the words that I shall tell thee : nnd say, Heare 
jK the word of the Lokd, O kings of ludah, and inhabitants of 
lerusalem ; Thus saith the Lord of hostes, the God of Israel ; 
fiehold, I will bring evill upon this place, the which whosoever 
heareth, his earea shall tingle. Because they have forsaken mee, 
and have estranged this place, and have burnt incense in it unto 
other gods, whom neither they, nor their fathers have kaowen, 
nor the kings of ludah, and have filled this place with the blood 
of innocents. They have built also the high places of Baal, to 
hume their sonnea with fire for burnt offerings unto Baal, which 
I commanded not, nor spake it, neither came it into my minde. 
Therefore behold, the daies come, saith the Lord, that this place 
shall no more bee called Tophet, nor the valley of the sonne of 
Hinnom, but the valley of slaughter. And I will make void the 
counsell of ludah and leru.salem in this place, and 1 will cause 
them to fall by the sword before their enemies, and by the hands 
of them that seek their lives ; and their carkeises will I give to 
be meat for the foules of the heaven, and for the beasts of the 
earth. And 1 will make this citie desolate and an hissing : every 
one that passeth thereby shalbe astonished and hisse, because of 
all the plagues thereof. And I will cause them to eate the flesh 
of their sonnes and the flesh of their daughters, and they shal 
eate every one the flesh of his friend in the siege and straitnesse, 
wherewith their enemies, and they that seeke their lives, shall 
straiten them. Then shalt thou breake the bottle in the sight 
of the men that goe with thee, and shalt say unto them ; Thus 
saith the Lord of hostes. Even so will 1 breake this people and 
this citie as one breaketh a potters vessell that cannot bee made 
whole againe, and they shall bury them in Tophet, till there be 
no place else to bury. Thus will I doe unto this place, snyth the 
Lord, and to the inhabitants thereof, and even make their citie 
as Tophet. And the houses of lerusalem, and the houses of the 
kings of ludah shall bee defiled as the place of Tophet, because 
of all the houses upon whose roofes they have burnt incense unto 
all the hoate of heaven, and have powred out drinke offrings unto 
other gods. Then came leremiiih from Tophet, whither the 
Lord had sent him to prophecie, and hee stood in the court of 
the Lords house, and said to nit the people. Thus saith the Lord 
of hostes the God of Israel, Behold, i wil bring upon this city, 
and upon all her towncB all the evill that 1 have pronounced 
against it, because they have hardened their neckes, that they 
ought not heare my wordes.

yOW Pashur the Sonne of Immer the Priest, who was also 
cbiefe governor in the house of the Lord, heard that 
leremiah prophecied these things. Then Pashur smote 
leremiah the Prophet, and put him in the stiickes that were in 
the high gate of Ueniamin, which was by the house of the Lord. 
And it came to passe on the morrow, that Pashur brought foorth 
leremiah out of the stockes. Then sayd leremiah unto him. The 
Lord hath not called thy name Pashur, but Magor-missabib.'^ For 
thus sayth the Lord, Behold, I will make thee a terrour to thy 
selfe, and to all thy friends, and they shall fall by the sword tn 
their enemies, and thine eyes shall behold it, and 1 will give all 
ludah into the hand of the king of Babylon, and hee shall cary 
them eaptive into Babylon, and shall sluy them with the swurd. 
Moreover, 1 will deliver all the strength of this city, and all the 
labours thereof, and all the precious things thereof, and all the 
treasures of the kings of ludah will 1 give into the hand of their 
enemies which shal spoile them, and take them and cary them to 
Babylon. And thou Pashur, and all that dwell in thine house, 
shall goe into captivitie, and thou shalt come to Babylon, aiid 
there thou shalt die, and shalt be buried there, thou and all thy 
friends to whom thou hast prophecied lies. 

O Lord, thou hast deceived me, and 1 was deceived, thou art 
stronger then 1. and hast prevailed : 1 am in derision daily, every 
one mocketh me. For since I spake 1 cryed out, I cried violence 
and spoyle ; because the word of the Lord was made a reproch 
unto me, and a derision daily. Then 1 said ; I will not make 
mention uf him, nor speake any more in his name. But his word 
was in mine heart, as a burning fire shut up in my bones, and I 
was weary with forbearing, and 1 could not stay. 

For 1 heard the defaming of many, feare on every side. Report, 
say they, and wee will report it : all my familiars watched for my 
baiting, saying ; Perailventure he wiU be enticed : and we sbaJl 
prevajle against him, and we shall take our revenge on him. But 
the Lord is with me as a mighty terrible one : therefore my per- 
secutours shall stumble, and they shall not prcvaile, they shall 
be greatly ashamed, for they shall not prosper, their everlasting 
confusion shaU never be forgotten. But O Lord of bostes, that 
tryest the righteous, and scest the reines and the heart, let me 
see thy vengeance on them : for unto thee have I opened my 
■ Thai it, feare round about. 
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cause. Sing unto the Lord, praise yee the LoitD : for hee hath CHAPTER 
delivered the soule of the poore from the hand of evdl doers. XX 

Cursed be the day wherein I was borne : let not the day wherein &ndof liiBbirtb. 
my mother bare mee, be blessed. Cursed be the man wiio brought 
tidings to my father, saying ; A man child is borne unto thee, 
making him very glad. And let that man be as the cities which 
the Lord overthrew and repented not ; and let him heare the cry 
in the morning, and the shouting at noonetide, because he slew 
me not Irom the wombe ; or that my mother might have beene 
my grave, and her wombe to be alwaies great with me. Where- 
fore came I forth out of the wombe to see labour and sorrow, that 
my daies should be consumed with shame ? 

CHAPTER XXI 

THE word which came unto leremiah from the Lord, ZwickiaU 
when king Zedekiah seat unto him Pashur the sonne ««^i"lttli to 
of Melcbiah, and Zephaniah the sonne of Maaseiah the j^Iu^ the 
priest, saying; Enquire, 1 pray thee, of the Lord for us (for8Tonto( 
Nebuchad-rezzar king of Babylon maketh warre against us) if so Nobuobid- 
be that the Lord will deale with us, according to all his wondrous 
workes, that he may goe up from us. 

Then saide leremiah unto them ; Thus shall yee say to Zedekiah, leremiah tore- 
Thus saith the LoRn God of Israel; Behold, I will tume backe J*"** » ^^ 
the weapons of warre that are in your hands, wherewith yee fight ftUVo«pCivitio. 
against the king of Babylon, and against the Caldeans, which 
besiege you without the walles, and I will assemble them into the 
middcst of this citie. And 1 my selfe will Rght against you with 
SQ out stretched hand, and with a strong arme, even in anger, 
■nd in furie, and in great wrath. And i will smite the inhabitants 
of this citie both man and beast : they shall die of a great 
pestilence. And afterward, saith the Lord, I will deliver Zedekiah 
king of ludah, and his servants, and the people, and such as are 
left in this citie from the pestilence, from the sword, and from 
the famine, into the hand of Nebuchad-rezzar king of Dabylon, 
and into the hand of their enemies, and into the hand of those 
tliat seeke their life, and he shall smite them with the edge of 
the sword : bee shall Dot spare them, neither have pitie, nor have 
mercy. 

And unto this people thou shalt say ; Thus saith the Lord ; Ho oomuelleth 
Behold, I set before you the way of life, and the way of death. ^^^ P"^'° *" 
He that abidetb in this citie, shall die by the sword, and by the c^y^ni,* 
fiunine, and by the pestilence : but he that goeth out, and falleth 
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CHAPTER to the Caldcans, that besiege jrou, he shsll lire. And his life duU 
XXI be unto bim, for m pnty. For I lutve set my t»ee agunst tlnm 

citie, for eoili and not for good, saith the Lo«d; it th&ll be given 
into the hand of the king of Babjioo, and he thall bninc it 
with fire. 
u>d npbnidMh And touching the house of the king of lodah, ut ; Heare jree 
tlukneilMaM. the ,oid of the Lord. Ob house of David, thus saith the Loui, 
Execute iudgement in the morning, asd deliver bint that is spoiled, 
oat of the hand of the opprestour, lest aty furie goe out like fire, 
and borne, that none can quench it, because of the ctiII of jour 
doings. Behold, 1 am against thee, O inhabitant of the nJl^, 
and roeke of the plaine, saith the Loan, which saj, Wha ibiU 
come downe against us ? or who shall enter into our babitatioiis ? 
But I will punish you according to the &uit of jour doings, nitk 
the Lord : and 1 will kindle a Gre in the foirest thereof, and it J 
shall devoore all things round about it. I 

CHAPTER XXII 

THUS saith the Loan, Goe downe to the boose of the kii^ 
of ludab, and spcake there this word, and say, Reare 
the word of the Lord, O king of Indafa, that stttest npoo 
the throne of David, thou, and thy senrants, and thy pec^e th^t 
enter in by these gates. Thus saith the Lofui, Execute ye iodge- 
ment and righteoosnesse, and deliTer the spoiled out of the hand 
of the oppressour : and doe no wrong, doe no Tiolence to the 
■tfanger, the fatfaerlesse, nor the widow, neither shed innocent 
blood in this [dace. For if ye doe this thing iodeede, then ^taQ 
there enter in by the gates of this bouse. Kings stttiag upatx the 
thnme of David, riding in charets and on bones, he, nod liii 
servants, and his people. But if jee will not beave these wordi^ 
I sweare hj my selfe. saith the Lou>, that tins home ilwll becMse 
a descdation. For thus saith the Loan onto tbe kings heaac at 
Indafa, Thoa art Gilead onto me, and the bead of LebHioa : jeC 
■HTcly I will make thee a wildemesse, and cities which are not 
inhabited. And I will prepare destroyers against tb«e, everj one 
with his weapons, and tbey shall cnt downe thy choisc cedars, 
and cast them into tbe fire. And many nations shall passe by 
this citie, and they shall say evety man to his neightmur, Whei«- 
fbre hath tbe Lobo done thus ntto this great citie ? Then they 
shall answere. Because they hare forsaken the eoremiit of the 
Loan their God, and worshipped other gods, and serve d them. 
Weepe ye not for the deMl, neither bemoaDe him, but wtepe 
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iorc for him that goeth away : for he shall retume no more, nor CHAPTER 
■ee hifl native countrey. For thus sailh the Lord touching XXII 

Shaltum, the sonne of losiah king of ludah which reigned in 
ttead of losiah his father, which went forth out of this place. He 
shall not returne thither any more. But he shall die in the place 
whither they have led him captive, and shal see this land no 

Woe unto him that buildeth his house by un right eousn esse, and Of leboiftkim, 
his chambers by wrong : that useth his neighbours service without 
wages, and giveth him not for his worke : that saith, I will build 
mee a wide house and large chambers, and cutteth him out 
windowes, and it is lieled with cedar, and painted with vermilion. 
Shalt thou reigne because thou closest thy selfe in cedar? did 
Dot thy father eate and drinke, and doe iudgment and iustice, 
and then it was wcl with him .' He iudged the cause of the poore 
and needy, then it was well with him : was not this to know me, 
saith the 1.ord ^ Eiut thine eyes and thine heart are not but for 
thy covetousncsse, and for to shed innocent blood, and for oppres- 
sion, and for violence to doe it. Therefore thus saith the LoRn 
concerning lehoiakim the sonne of losiah king of ludah, They 
shall not lament for him, saying, Ah my brother, or ah sister : 
they shall not lament for him, saying, Ah Lord, or ah his glory. 
He shall be buried with the buriall of an asse, drawen and cast 
forth beyond the gates of lerusalem. 

Goe up to Lebanon, and crie, and lift up thy voice in Bashan, and of Coiiikb. 
and crie from the passages ; for all thy lovers are destroyed. I 
spake unto thee in thy prosperitie, but thou saidest, 1 will not 
heare: this bath bin thy maner from thy youth, that thou 
obeyedst not my voice. The winde shall eate up all thy pastors, 
and thy lovers shall goe into captivitie, surely then shalt thou be 
ashamed and confounded for all thy wickednesse. O inhabitant 
of Lebanon, that makest thy nest in the Cedars, how gracious 
shalt thou bee when pangs come upon thee, the paine as of a 
woman ia travell ? As I live, kbUH the Lord, though Coniah the 
Sonne of lehoiakim king of ludah were the signet upon my right 
hand, yet would 1 plucke thee thence. And 1 will give thee into 
the hand of them that seeke thy life, and into the hand of them 
whose face thou fearest, even into the hand of Nebuchad-reziar 
king of Babylon, and into the hand of the Caldeans. And I will 
cast thee out, and thy mother that bare thee, into another 
countrey where ye were not borne, and there shall ye die. But 
to the land whereunto they desire to returae, thither shall they 
not retunie. Is this man Coniafa a despised broken idole? is bee 
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a vesaell wherein is no pleasure ? wherefore are they cast out, he 
and his seed, and are cast into a land which they know not ? 
O earth, earth, earth, heare the word of the Lord: Thus gaith 
the Lord, Write ye this man childlesse, a man that shall not 
prosper in his dayes ; for no man of his seed shall prosper, sitting 
upon the throne of David, and ruling any more in ludah. 
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CHAPTER XXIII 
TOE bee unto the pastors that destroy 
sheepe of my pasture, saith the Lord. 
saith the Loito God of Israel against the pastors that 
feed my people ; Yee have scattered my flocke and driven them 
away, and have not visited them ; behold I will visile upon you 
the evill of your doings, saith the Lord. And I wil gather the 
remnant of ray flocke, out of all countreis whither I have driven 
them, and will bring them againe to their foldes, and they shalbe 
fruitfuU and increase. And I will set up shepheards over them 
which shall feed them, and they shal feare no more nor be 
dismaied, neither shall they bee lacking, saith the Lord. 

Behold, the dates come, saith the Lord, that I wil raise unto 
David a righteous branch, and a King shall reigne and prosper, 
and shall execute judgement and iustice in the earth. In his 
dayes ludah shalbe saved, and Israel shall dwell safely, and this 
is his Name whereby hee shall he called, The Lord Our Right- 
EOUSNEs. Therefore behold, the dayes come, saith the Loan, 
that they shall no more say ; The Lord liveth, which brought up 
the children of Israel out of the land of Egypt ; but. The Lord 
liveth, which brought up, and which led the seed of the house of 
Israel out of the North countrey, and from all countreis whither I 
had driven them, and they shall dwell in their owne land. 

Mine heart within me is broken because of the prophets, all my 
hones shake : 1 am like a drunken man (and like a man whom 
wine hath overcome) because of the Lord, and because of the 
words of his Holinesse. For the land is full of adulterers, for 
because of swearing the land moumeth : the pleasant places of 
the wildernes are dried up, and their course is evil, and their 
force is not right. For both prophet and priest are prophane, 
yea in my house have I found their wickednesse, saith the Lord. 
Wherefore their way shalbe unto them as slippery wayes in the 
darkenes : they shalbe driven on and fall therein : for I will bring 
evill upon them, even the yeere of their visitation, saith the Lori>, 
And I have seene folly in the prophets of Samaria; they propbeciecl 
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in Baal, ajid caused mj people Israel to erre, I have seene also CHAPTER 
in the prophets of lemaalem an horrible thing: they commit XXIII 
adultery, and waike in lies : they strengthen also the hands of 
ev-ill doers, that none doeth retume from his wickednesse : they 
are all of them unto me as Sodom, and the inhabitants thereof as 
Gomorrah. Therefore thus saith the Lord of hosts concerning 
the Prophets ; Behold, I will feedc them with wormewood, and 
make them drinke the water of gall ; for from the Prophets of 
Jerusalem is profanenesse gone forth into all the land. Thus 
saith the Lord of hosts. Hearken not unto the wordes of the 
prophets that prophecie unto you ; they make you vaine : they 
speake a vision of their owne heart, and not out of the mouth of 
the Lord. They say still unto thera that despise me ; The Lord 
hath sayde, Yee shall have peace ; and they say unto every one 
that WHJketh after the imagination of his owne heart. No evill 
shall come upon you. For who hath stood in the counsell of the 
Lord, and hath perceived, and heard his word ? u'ho hath marked 
his word, and heard it ? Behold, a whirlewinde of the Lord is 
gone foorth in furie, even a grievous whirlewinde, it shall fall 
grievously upon the head of the wicked. The anger of the Lord 
shall not retume, untill hee have executed, and til he have per- 
formed the thoughts of his heart : in the latter dayes ye shall 
consider it perfectly. I have not sent these prophets, yet they 
ranne: I have not spoken to them, yet they prophecied. But if 
they had stood in my counsell, and had caused my people to heare 
my worries, then they should have turned them from their evil 
way, and from the evil) of their doings. Am I a God at hand, 
sayth the Lord, and not a God afarre off? Can any hide himselfe 
in secret places that I shall not see him, saith the Lord .' doe not 
I fill heaven and earth, sayth the Lord? I have heard what the 
; prophets said, that prophecie lyes in my Name, saying ; I have 

^L dreamed, I have dreamed. How long shall this bee in the heart 
^H of the prophets that prophecie lies ? yea they are prophets of the 
^V deceit of their owne heart ; which thinke to cause my people to 
^* forget my Name by their dreames which they tell every man to 
his neighbour, as their fathers have forgotten my Name, for Baal. 
The prophet that hath a dreame, let him tell a dreame ; and hee 
that hath my word, let him speake my word faithfully : what ia 
the chatfe to the wheat, sayth the Lord ? Is not ray word like as 
a ftre, saith the Lord ? and like a hammer that breaketb the roeke 
in pieces? Therefore, behold, I am against the prophets, sayth 
1^^ the Lord, that steale my worde every one from his neighbour. 
^^L Itcholde, I am against the prophets, saith the Lord, that use their 
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toQguea, and say; He sayth. Behold, 1 am against them that 
prophecie false dreames, saycth the Lord, and doe tell them, and 
cause my people to eire by their lyes and by their ]ightnesse, yet 
1 sent them not, nor commanded them : thererore they shall not 
profite this people at all, sayth the Lord. 

And when this people, or the prophet, or a priest shall aske 
thee, saying ; What is the burden of the Lord ? thou shalt then 
say unto them ; What burden ? I will even forsake you, saith the 
Lonn. And as for the prophet, and the priest, and the people 
that shal say, The burden of the Lord, I will even punish that 
man and his bouse. Thus shall yee ssy every one to his neighbour, 
and every one to his brother. What hath the Lord answered ? and 
what hath the Lord spoken? And the burden of the Lord shall 
yee mention no more : for every mans word shall be hjs burden : 
for yee have perverted the words of the living God, of the Lord 
of hostes our God. Thus shalt thou say to the prophet. What 
hath the Lord answered thee ? and what hath the Lord spoken ? 
But sith ye say. The burden of the Lord ; therefore thus sayeth 
the Lord, Because you say this word, The burden of the Lord, 
and I have sent unto you, saying ; Ye shall not say. The burden 
of the Lord: therefore bebolde, I, even I will utterly forget 
you, and I will forsake you, and the citie that 1 gave you 
and your fathers, and cast you out of my presence. And I will 
bring an everlasting reproch upon you, and a perpetuall shame, 
which shall not be forgotten. 
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CHAPTER XXIIII 
IHE Lord shewed mee, and behold, two baskets of (igges 
were set before the temple of the Lord, after that 
Nebuchad-rezzar king of Babylon had caried away 
captive leconiah the sonne of lehoiakim king of ludnh, and the 
princes of ludab, with the carpenters and smiths from lerusalem, 
and had brought them to Babylon. One basket had very good 
flgges, even like the Hgges that are first ripe ; and the other 
basket had very naughty figges, which eould not be eaten, they 
were so bad. Then said the Lord unto me^ What secst thou 
leremiah ? and I said ; Figges : the good figges, very good ; and 
the evill, very evill, that cannot be eaten, they are so evill. 

Againe, the word of the Lord came unto me, saying; Thus 

saith the Lord, the God of Israel, Like these good figges, so will 

I acknowledge them that are caried away captive of ludah, whom 

1 have sent out of this place into the land of the Caldeans for 
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their good. For I will set mine eyes upon them for good, and I CHAPTER 
will bring them againe to this land, and I will build them, and XXllIl 
not pull them downe, and I will plant them, and not plucke them 
up. And I will give them an h(^art to know me, that I am the 
Lord, and they shall lie ray people, and I will be their God ; for 
they shall retume unto me with their whole heart. 

And OS the evill figges which cannot be eaten, they are so evill ; »nd tl 
(Surely thus saith the Lord) so will I give Zcdekiah the king of J|] ' 
ludah, and his priDces, and the residue of lerusalem, that remaine r, 
in this land, and them that dwell in the land of Egypt And I 
will deliver them to be removed into all the kingdomes of the 
earth for their hurt, to be a reproeh and a proverbe, a taunt and 
a curse in all places whither I shall drive them. And 1 will send 
the sword, the famine, and the pestilence among them, till they 
be consumed from off the land, that I gave unto tbem, and to 
their fathers. 

CHAPTER XXV 

THE word that came to leremiah concerning all the people leremiah ro- 
of I udah, in the fourth ycere of lehoiakim the sonne "f f"''"5'''L 
losiah king of liidah, that was the first yeere of Nebuchad- hqcb u> the 
rezzar king of Babylon : the which leremiah the prophet spake P™phoi^ 
unto all the people of ludah, and to all the inhabitants of leru- 
salem, snying ; From the thirteenth ycre of losiah the sonne of 
Amon king of ludah, even unto this day (that is the three 
and twentith yeere) the word of the Lord hath come unto me, 
and I have spoken unto you, rising early and speaking, but yee 
have not hearkened. And the Lord hath sent unto you all his 
servants the prophets, rising early and sending them, but yee 
have Dot hearkened, nor inclined your care to heare. They sayd, 
Tume yee againe now every one from his evill way, and from the 
evil of your doings, and dwell in the land that the Lord hath 
given unto you, and to your fathers for ever and ever. And goe 
not after other Gods to serve them, and to worship them, and 
provoke mee not to anger with the workes of your bands, and I 
will doe you no hurt. Yet yee have not hearkened unto mc, 
saith the Lord, that yee might provoke me to anger with the 
workes of your hands, to your owne hurt. 

Therefore thus saith the Lord of liostes ; Because yee have not foretelleth 
heard my words : behold, I will send and take all the families of ''"' '=""''J 
the North, saith the Lord, and Nebuchad-reizar the king of^ntij^ 
Babylon my servant, and will bring them against this luid, and 
against the inhabitants thereof, and against all these nations 
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rER roimd about, and will utterly destroy them, and make them &d 
V astonishment, and an hissing, and perpetuoll desolations. More- 

over, 1 will take from them the voyce of myrth, and the voice of 
ghidnes, the voite of the bridegrome, and the voice of the bride, 
the sound of the milstones, and the light of the candle. And this 
whole land shall be a desolation, and an astonishment, and these 
nations shal serve the king of Babylon seventie yeeres. 
irthtti, And it shall come to passe when seventie yeeres are accom- 
ruotion plished, that I will punish the king of Babylon and that nation, 
saith the Lord, for their iniquitie, and the land of the Caldcans, 
and will make it pcrpetuall desolations. And 1 will bring upon 
that land all my words which I have pronounced against it, even 
all that is written in this booke, which leremiah hath prophecied 
against all the nations. For many nations and great kings shall 
serve themselves of them also : and I will recompense them accord- 
ing to their deeds, and according to the workes of their owae 
hands. 
CndorthoT^pB For thus saith the Loud God of Israel unto me. Take the wine 
hefoHaheweth^ ''"P '^^ '''^'^ furie at my hand, and cause aU the nations, to whom 
the deiiruotion I send thee, to drinke it. And they shall drinke, and be moved, 
of all DALions, and be mad, because of the sworde that I will send among them. 
Then tooke I the cuppe at the Lords hand, and maJe all the 
nations to drinke, unto whom the Lord had sent me : to wit 
lerusalem, and the cities of ludah, and the kings thereof, and the 
princes thereof, to make them a desolation, an astonishment, an 
hissing, and a curse (as it is this day :) Pharaoh king of Egypt, 
and his servants, and hiu princes, and all his people : and all the 
mingled people, and all the kings of the land of Uz : and all the 
kings of the land of the Philistines, and Ashkclon, and AzKah, and 
Ekron, and the remnant of Ashdod : Edom, and Moab, and the 
children of Ammon : and all the kings of Tyrus, and all the kingis 
of Zidon, and the kings of the yles which are beyond the sea : 
Dedan, and Tema, and Buz, and all that are in the utmost 
corners ; and all the kings of Arabia, and all the kings of the 
mingled people that dwell in the desert: and all the kings of 
Zimri, and all the kings of Elam, and all the kings of the Medes : 
and all the kings of the North, farre and neere, one with another, 
and all the kingdomes of the world, which are upon the face of 
the earth, and the king of Sheshach shall drinke after them. 
Therefore thou shatt say unto them. Thus saith the Lord of hosts, 
the God of Israel, Drinke ye and bee drunken, and spue and fall, 
and rise no more, because of the sword which I wil send among 
you. And it shall bee, if they refuse to take the cup at thine 
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hand to (Irinkc, then shall thou say unto them. Thus saith the CHAPTER 

Lord of hosts, Yee shall certainely drinke. For loe, I begin to XXV 

bring evi]l on the citie, which is called by my name, and should 

yee be utterly unpunished ? ye shall not be unpunished : fur 1 

will cal for a sword upon all the inhabitants of the earth, saith the 

Lord of hosts. Therefore prophecie thou against them all these 

wordes, and say unto them, The Lord shall roare from an high, 

and utter his voice from his holy habitation, he shall mightily 

roare upon his habitation, hee shall give a shout, as they that 

treade the grapes, against all the inhabitants of the earth. A 

noise shall come even to the ends of the earth ; for the Lord hath 

a controversie with the nations : hee will pleade with all flesh, he 

will give them that are wicked to the sword, saith the Lord. 

Thus saith the Lord of hosts. Behold, evill shall goe forth from 

nation to nation, and a great whirlewinde shall be raised up from 

the coasts of the earth. And the slaine of the Loru shall be at 

tliat day from one end of the earth even unto the other ende of 

the earth : they shall not be lamented, neither gathered nor 

buried, they shall be doung upon the ground. 

Howie yee shepheards and cry, and wallow your selves in the Tho boolins 
ashes ye principall of the flocke : for the dayes of your slaughter, "* "■* Sbep. 
and of your dispersions are accomphshed, and yee shall fall like a 
pleasant vessell. And the shepheards shall have no way to flee, 
nor the principall of the flocke to escape. A voyce of the cry of 
the shepheards, and an howling of the principall of the flocke 
shall be heard: for the Lord hath spoiled their pasture. And 
the peaceable habitotions are cut downe because of the fierce anger 
of the Lord. He hath forsaken his covert, as the Lyon : for 
their land is tlesolate, because of the fierceaesse of the oppressour, 
and because of his Herce anger. 

CHAPTER XXVI 

IN the beginning of the reigne of lehoiakim the sonne of losiah lercmiali hy 
king of ludah, came this word from the 1<ord, saying ; Thus prf"ni"C" •"■' 
saith the Lord, Stand in the Court of the Lords house, and ^^i^ttiih'to 
spe&ke unto alt the cities of ludah, which come to worship in the i 
Lonns house, all the wordes that I command thee to speake unto 
them : diminish not a word ; if so bee they will hearken, and 
tume every man from his evill way, that I may repent me of the 
evil which I purpose to doe unto them, because of the evil of 
their doings. And thou shalt say unto them. Thus saith the 
Lord; If yee will not hearken to mee to waike in my Law, which 
4 : Q 121 
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I have set before you, to hearken to the wordes of my servants the 
Prophets, whom [ sent unto you, both rising' up early and sending 
them, {but ye have not hearknetl :) then wil I make this house 
like Shiloh, and wil make this city a curse to all the nations of the 
earth. So the priests and the prophets, and all the people heard 
Jeremiah speaking these wordes in the house of the Lord. 

Now it came to passe when leremiali had made an ende of 
speaking all that the Lonn had commanded him to speake unto all 
the people, that the priests and the prophets, and all the people 
tooke him, saying; Thou shalt surely die. Why hast thou pro- 
pbecied iti the Name of the Lord, saying. This house shalbe like 
Shiloh, and this city shalbe desolate without an inhabitant ? and 
all the people were gathered against leremiah in the house of 
the Lord. 

When the Princes of ludah heard these things, then they came 
up from the kings bouse unto the house of the 1<ord, and sate 
downe in the entrie of the new gate of the Lohds house. Then 
spake the priests and the prophets unto the Princes, and to all 
the people, saying ; This man is worthy to die, for he hath pro- 
phecied agaiust this citie, as yee have heard with your eares. 

Then spake leremiah unto all the Princes, and to all the people, 
saying. The Lord sent me to prophecie against this house, and 
against this citie, all the wordes that yee have heard. Therefore 
□owe amend your wayes, and your doings, and obey the voice of 
the Lord your God, and the Lord wiU repent him of the evill 
that he hath pronounced against you. As for mee, behold, I am 
in your hand ; doe with mee as seemeth good and meet unto you. 
But know ye for certaine, That if ye put mee to death, ye shall 
surely bring innocent blood upon your selves, and upon this eitie, 
and upon the inhabitants thereof : for of a trueth the Lord hath 
sent mee unto you, to speake all these words in your eares. 

Then said the Princes, and all the people, unto the priests, and 
to the prophets; This man is not worthy to die: for bee hath 
spoken to us in the Name of the Lord our God. Then rose up 
certaine of the Elders of the land, and spake to all the assembly 
of the people, saying; Micah the Morashite prophecied in the 
dayes of Hezekiah king of ludah, and spake to alt the people of 
ludah, saying ; Thus saith the Lord of bostes, Zion shall be plowed 
like a field, and lerusalem shall become heapes, and the mountaine 
of the house, the hie places of a forrest. Did Hezekiah King of 
ludah and all ludah put him at all to death ? did hee not feare 
the Lord, and besought the Lord, and the Lord repented him of 
the evill which be had pronounced against them } thua might wee 
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procure great evill against our soulcs. And there was also a man CHAPTER 

that prophecied in the Name of the Lord, Urijah the Sonne of XXVI 

Shemaiah of Kiriath-iearim, who prophecied against this cttie and tad of Urijab, 

against this land, according to aJl the words of leremiah. And 

when lehoiakim the king with all his mightie men, and all the 

princes heard his wordes, the king sought to put him to death ; 

but when Urijab heard it, he was afraid and ned, and went into 

Egypt. And lehoiakim the king sent men into Egypt, namely 

Etnathan the sonne of Achbor, and certeine men with him, into 

Egypt. And they fet foorth Urijah out of Egypt, and brought 

him unto lehoiakim the king, who slewe him with the sword, and 

cast his dead body into the graves of the common people. Never- and by tba 

thclesse, the hand of Ahikam, the sonne of Sbaphan, was with ""oo'Al"!""- 

leremiah, that they should not give him into the hand of the 

people, to put him to death. 

CHAPTER XXVII 

IN the beginning of the reigne of lehoiakim the sonne of losiah nnder the tvp* 
King of ludah, came this worde unto leremiah from the '''^■"^'"" 
Lord, saying. Thus sayth the Lonn to me. Make thee bonds pbe^u, Uie 
and yokes, and put them upton thy necke. And send them to •ubduingof 
the king of Edora, and to the king of Moab, and to the king of ^«''3^'' 
the Ammonites, and to the king of Tyrus, and to the king of Nebucbui- 
Zidon, by the hand of the messengers which come to lerusalem hbmot. 
unto Zedekinh king of ludah. And command them to say unto 
their masters, Thus saith the Luhu of hosts the God of Israel, 
Thus shall ye say unto your masters .- 1 have made the earth, the 
man and the beast that are upon the ground, by my great power, 
and by my outstretched arme, and have given it unto whom it 
seemed meet unto me. And now have 1 given all these landes 
into the hand of Nebuchadnezzar the king of Babylon my servant, 
and the beasts of the field have I given bim also to serve him. 
And all nations shall serve him and his sonne, and his sonnes 
Sonne, untitl the very time of his land come : and then many 
nations and great kings shall si-rve themselves of him. And it HHexhortsth 
shall come to passe, that the nation and kJngdome which will not ^d"j,J|J J^^ 
serve the same Nebuchad-ue^czar the king of Babylon, and that bciMistha 
will not put their necke under the yoke of the king of Babylon, ttite prophcl*. 
that nation will I punish, sayth the Loud, with the sword, and 
with the famine, and with the pestilence, untill 1 have consumed 
them by his hand. Therefore hearken not ye to your prophets, 
nor to your diviners, nor to your dreamers, nor to your inchanters, 
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nor to your sorcerers, which speak unto you, saying; Ye shall not 
serve the king of Babylon ; for they prophecie a lie unto you, to 
reinoove you faire from your land, and that I should drive you 
out, and ye should perish. But the nations that bring their necke 
under the yoke of the king of Babylon, and serve him, those will 
I let remaine still in their owne land, sayth the Lord, and they 
shall till it, and dwell therein. 

1 spake also to Zedekiah king of ludah according to all these 
wordes, saying. Bring your neckes under the yoke of the king of 
Babylon, and serve him and his people, and live. Why will yee 
die, thou and thy people, by the sword, by the famine, and by 
the pestilence, as the Lord hath spoken against the nation that 
wilt not serve the king of Babylon f Therefore hearken not unto 
the words of the prophets, that speake unto you, saying ; Yee 
shall not serve the king of Babylon : for they prophecie a lie 
unto you. For I have not sent them, saith the Lord, yet they 
prophecie a lye in my name, thkt 1 might drive you out, and that 
yee might perish, ye, and the prophets that prophecie onto you. 
Also I spake to the priests, and to all this people, saying ; Thus 
saith the Loro, Hearken not to the words of yoiir prophets, that 
prophecie unto you, saying ; Behold, the vessels of the Lords 
house shall now shortly be brought againe from Babylon ; for they 
prophecie a lie unto you. Hearken not unto them: serve the 
king of Babylon, and live : wherefore should this citie be laid 
waste ? But if they be prophets, and if the word of the Lord be 
with them, let them nowe make intercession to the Lord of 
hostes, that the vessels which are left in the house of the Loan, 
and in the house of the king of ludah, and at lerusalem, goe not 
to Babylon. 
He foretelleth For thus saith the Lord of hostes concerning the pillars, and 
^0 remimnt of concerning the sea, and concerning the bases, and concerning the 
be o&ried to residue of the vessels that remaine in this citie, which Nebuchad- 
Bkbylon, and nCKKar king of Babylon tooke not, when he caried away captive 
nntS «i8 d°T I^*'^'*'"'^ ^^^ Sonne of lehoiakim king of ludah, from leru^em 
of vlBiiatioD. to Babylon, and alt the nobles of ludah and lerusalem : vea thus 
saith the Lord of hostes the God of Israel, concerning the vessels 
that remaine in the house of the Lord, and in the house of the 
king of ludah and of lerusalem ; They shall be caried to Babylon, 
and there shall they be until! the day that I visit them, saith the 
Lord : then will 1 bring them up, and restore them to this place. 
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CHAPTER XXVIII 

A ND it came to passe the same yeere, in the begioning of the 
/-\ reigne of Zedekiah king of ludah, in the fourth yeere, 
■^ ■*■ and in the fift moneth, that Hananiah the sonne of Azur 
the prophet, which was of Gibeon, spake unto mee in the house 
of the Loud, in the presence of the priests and of all the people, 
saying; Thus speaketh the Lord of hostes, the God of Israel, 
saying ; I have broken the yoke of the king of Babylon. Within 
two full yeeres will I bring againe into this place all the vessels 
of the Lords house, that Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon tooke 
away from this place, and caried them to Babylon. And I will 
bring againe to this place leconiah the sonne of lehoiaktm 
king of ludah, with all the captives of ludah, that went into 
Babylon, saith the Lord, for I will breake the yoke of the king 
of Babylon. 

Then the prophet leremiah said unto the prophet Hananiah in 
the presence of the priests, and in the presence of all the people, 
that stood in the house of the Lord, even the prophet leremiah 
said; Amen: the Lord doe so, the Lord performe the words 
which thou hast prophecied, to bring againe the vessels of the 
Lords house, and all that is caried away captive from Babylon into 
this place. Neverthelesse, heare thou now this word that I 
spcake in thine eares, and in the eares of all the people. The 
prophets that have beene before mee, and before thee of old, pro- 
phecied both against many countries, and against great kingdoms, 
of warre, and of evill, and of pestilence. The prophet which 
prophecieth of peace, when the word of the prophet shall come 
to passe, then shall the prophet be knowen, that the Lord bath 
trucly sent him. 

Then Hananiah the prophet tooke the yoke from off" the prophet 
leremiahs necke, and brake it. And Hananiah spake in the 
presence of all the people, saying ; Thus saith the Lord, Even so 
will I breake the yoke of Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon from 
the nccke of all nations within the space of two full yeeres : and 
the Prophet leremiah went his way. 

Then the word of the IjOHD came unto leremiah the Prophet 
(after that Hananiah the prophet had broken the yoke from 
off the necke of the Prophet leremiah) saying, Goe, and tell 
Hananiah, saying, Thus saith the Lord, Thou hast broken the 
yokes of wood, but thou shalt make for them yokes of yron. For 
thus saith the L0R.0 of hosts, the God of Israel, I have put a yoke 
of yron upon the neck of all these nations, that they may serve 
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afCKout the Lord. So Hananiah the prophet died the ikbc J 
jeere, in the KTCntb nMoeth. I 

CHAPTER XXIX

departed from lerusalem) by the hand of Ela&ah the sonne <d 

Sbaphan, and Gemariah the soime of Hilkiah, whome Zedekiafa 

king of ludah sent unto Babylon to Nebuchad-nexxar king of 

Babylon, saying. Thus saith the Lord of hosts the God of Israel 

unto all that are caried away captives, whom 1 have caused to be 

caried away from lerusalem onto Babylon ; Build ye houses mad 

dwell in them, and plant gardens, and eate the fruit of them. 

Take ye wives, and beget sonnes and daughters, and take wives 

for your sonnes, and give your daughters to husbands, that they 

may beare sonnes and daaghters, that ye may bee increased there, 

and not diminished. And seeke the peace of the citie, whither 

I have caused you to be caried away captives, and pray unto the 

Loan for it : for in the peace thereof shall yee have peace. 

aadaotto For thus saith the Loan of hosts, the God of Israel, Let not 

bdwva ^ )"">r prophets and your diviners, that bee in the midst of yon, 

tlwir propheu, deceive you, neither hearken to your drcames which yee cause 

to be dreamed. For they prophecie faUly unto you in my name ; 

I have not sent them, saith the Lord. 

and that tlicy For thus saith the LoHD, That after seventie yeeres be aceora- 

■haU rMonu pUshed at Babylon, 1 will visite you, ami performe my good word 

Ztm'^nmtie t'*wards you, in causing you to retume to this place. For I 

yatrta. knowe the thoughts that 1 thinke towards you, saith the Lord, 

thoughts of peace, and not of evill, to give you an expected end. 

Then shall ye call upon me, and ye shall goe and pray unto mee, 
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and I will hearken unto you. And ye shall seeke me, and finde CHAPTER 
me, when ye shall search for me with all your heart. And I will XXIX 

be found of you, saith the Lonu, and I will turne away your 
captivitie, and I will gather you from all the nations, and from 
all the places whither 1 have driven you, saith the Lord, and 1 
will bring you againe into the place whence i caused you to be 
caried away captive. 

Because yee have said, The Lonu hath raised us up prophets in He forctelleth 
Babylon : know that thus saith the Lord, of the king that sitteth tbe^Mtni^ion 
upon the throne of David, and of all the people that dweUeth in Siair diBobodT- 
this citie, and of your brethren that are not gone foorth with you eaoe. 
into captivitie. Thus sailh the Loho of hosts, Deholde, I will 
send upon them the sword, the famine, and the pestilence, and 
will make them like vile f^gges, that cannot be eaten, they are 
GO evilL And I will persecute them with the sword, with the 
famine, and with the pestUence, and will deliver them to be 
remooved to all the kingdomes of the earth, to be a curse and 
an ast3msbmentj and an hissing, and a rcproch among all the 
nations, whither I have driven them. Because they have not 
hearkened to my words, saith the Lord, which 1 sent unto them 
by my servants the Prophets, rising up early, and sending them, 
but ye would not heare, saith the I/onn. 

Heare yee therefore the word of the Lord, all ye of the Be ihcweih 
captivitie, whom I have sent from Jerusalem to Babylon. Thus '^"'^™J'"[' 
saith the Lord of hosts the God of Israel, of Ahab the sonne of ^^ Zedektih, 
Kolaiah, and of Zedekiah the sonne of Maaseiali, which prophecie two lying 
a lye unto you in my Name, Behold, I will deliver them into the P"P'>"«t 
hand of Nebuchad-rezzai" king of Babylon, and bee shall slay 
them before your eyes. And of them shall bee taken up a curse 
by all the captivitie of ludah which are in Babylon, saying, The 
Lord make thee like Zedekiah, and like Ahab, whom the king 
of Babylon rosted in the fire. Because they have committed 
villanie in Israel, and have committed adutterie with their 
Dei);hbor3 wives, and have spoken lying wordes in my Name, 
which [ have not commanded them, even I know, and am a 
witnease, saith the Lord. 

Thus shalt thou also speake to Shemaiah the Nehelamite, shomaifch 
saying; Thus speaketh the Ijohd of hostes the God of Israel,"''""'*, 
saying. Because thou hast sent letters in thy name unto all the ig^^i^"''' 
people that are at lerusalem, and to Zephaniah the sonne of 
Maaseiali the Priest, and to all the priests, saying ; The Lord 

tb made thee Priest iu the stead of lehoiada the Priest, that 
■faould be OSicen in the house of the Lord, for every man 
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that is madde, and niaketh himselfe a Prophet, tliat thou shouldest 
put him JD prison, and in the stockes : now therefore why hast 
thou not reproved leremiah of Anathoth, which miikcth himselfe 
a Prophet to you? For therefore he sent onto ub in Babylon, 
saying, This captivitie is long, build ye houses and dwell in them, 
and plant gardens, and cate the fruit of them. And Zephaniah 
the Priest read this letter in the eares of leremiah the Prophet. 

Then came the word of the Lord unto leremiah, saying ; Send 
to all them of the captivitie, saying. Thus saith the Lord, con- 
cerning Shemaiah the Nehelamite, Because that Shemaiah hath 
prophesied unto you, and 1 seat him not, and he caused you to 
trust in a lye. Therefore thus saith the Lord, Behold, I will 
punish Shemaiah the Nehelamite and his seed : he shall not have 
a man to dwell among this people, neither shall hee behold the 
good that I will doe for my people, saith the Lord, because he 
hath taught rebellion against (he Lord. 

CHAPTER XXX 

THE word that came to leremiah from the Lord, spying. 
Thus speaketh the Lord God of Israel, saying ; Write 
thee all the wordes that I have spoken unto thee, in a 
booke. For loe, the dayes come, saith the Lonn, that 1 will 
bring againe the captivitie of my people Israel and ludah, saith 
the Lord, and 1 wil cause them to returne to the land, that I 
gave to their fathers, and they shall possesse it. 

And these are the words that the Lord spake concerning Israel, 

itSof'^ve^' and concerning ludah. For thus sayth the Lord, Wee have heard 
delivenmop. * voice of trembling, of feare, and not of peace. Aske yee now 
and see whether a man doeth travaile with child ? wherefore doe 
I see every man with his handes on his loynes, as a woman in 
travaile, and all faces are turned into palenesse f Alas, for that 
day is great, so that none is like it : it is even the time of lacobs 
trouble, but he shall be saved out of it. For it shall come to 
passe in that day, saith the Lord of hostes, that I will breake his 
yoke from off thy necke, and will burst thy bondes, and strangers 
shall no more serve themselves of hira. But they shall serve the 
Lord their God, and David their King whom 1 will raise up unto 
them. 

Therefore feare thou not, O my servant lacob, saith the Lord, 
Deither be dismayed, O Israel; for loe, I will save thee from 
afarre, and thy seede from the land of their captivitie, and lacob 
shall retume, and shall be in rest, and be quiet, and none shall 
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make him afraid. For I am with thee, sayeth the Lord, to save CHAPTER 

thee : though 1 make a full end of all nations whither 1 have XXX 

scattered thee, yet will 1 not make a full ende of thee : but I 

will correct thee in measure, and will Dot leave thee altogether 

unpunished. For thus saith the Lohd, Thy hniise is incurable, 

and thy wound is grievous. There is none to pleade thy cause, 

that thou mayest bee bound up : thou hast no healing medicioea. 

All thy lovers have forgotten thee : they seeke thee not, for I 

have wounded thee with the wound of an enemy, with the 

chastisement of a crueil one, for the multitude of thine iniquitie : 

because thy sinnes were increased. Why cryest thou for thine 

affliction ? thy sorrow is incurable, for the multitude of thine 

iniquitie : because thy sinnes were increased, I have done these 

things unto thee. Therefore all they that devoure thee shalbe 

devoured, and all thine adversaries every one of them shall goc 

into captivitie : and they that spoile thee shall be a spoile, and 

all that pray upon thee, will 1 give for a pray. For I will restore 

health unto thee, and 1 will heale thee of thy wounds, sayth the 

LuHD, because they called thee an outcast, saying ; This is Zion 

whom no man seeketh after. 

Thus saith the Lord, liehold, I will bring againe the captivitie Tbeir roturno 
of lacobs tenU, and have mercie on his dwelling places : and the "■^'^ ktmioub. 
citie shall be builded upon her owne heape, and the palace shall 
remaine after the manner thereof. And out of them shall pro- 
ceede thankesgiving, and the voice of them that make merry ; and 
I will multiply them, and they shall not be few : 1 will also 
glorifie them, and they shall not be small. Their children also Wmth ihall 
shall be as aforetime, and their congregation shalbe established '^J'",'!'^ 
before me, and I will punish all that oppresse them. And their 
nobles shall be of themselves, and their governour shall proceede 
from the raidde.st of them, and I will cause him to draw neere, 
and bee shall approch unto me : for who is this that engaged his 
heart to approch unto me, sayth the Luiio? And yce shall be 
my people, and I will be your God. Behold, the whirlewtnde of 
the Lonn goeth foorth with furie, a continuing whirlewinde, it 
shall fall with paine upon the head of the wicked. The fierce 
anger of the Lord shall not retume, untiil hee have done it, and 
untill he have performed the intents of bis he*rt: in the latter 
dayes ye shall consider it. 
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CHATTER XXXI 
T the same time, saith the Lord, wil I be the God of all 
the families of Israel, and they sbalbe my people. Thus 
saith the Lord ; The people which were left of the sword 
found grace in the wildernesse, even Israel, when 1 went to cause 
him to rest. The Lord hath appeared of old unto mee, saying ; 
Yea I have loved thee with an everlasting love : therefore with 
loving kindnesse have I drawen thee. Againe 1 will build thee, 
and thou shalt be built, O virgine of Israel, thou shall againe be 
adorned with thy tabrets, and shalt goe forth in the daunces of 
them that make merry. Thou shalt yet plant vines upon the 
inouiituiiies of Samaria, the planters shall plant, and shall eate 
them as common things. For there shall be h day, that the 
watchmen upon the mount Ephrairo shall cry ; Arise yee, and let 
us goe up to Zion unto the Lord our God. For thus saith the 
LoRu, Sing with gladnesse for lacob, and shout among the chiefe 
of the nations : publish yee, praise yee, and say ; O Lord save thy 
people the remnant of Israel. Behold, I will bring them from 
the North countrey, and gather them from the coasts of the earth, 
and with them the blind and the lame, the woman with child, 
and her that travelleth with child together, a great company shall 
retume thither. They shall come with weeping, and with sup- 
plications will I leade them; I will cause them to walke by the 
rivers of waters, in a straight way wherein they shall not stumble : 
for I am a father to Israel, and Epiiraim is my first borne. 

Heare the word of the Lord, O yee nations, and declare it in 
the lies afarre off, and say ; Hee that scattered Israel will gather 
him, and keepe him as a shepheard doth his flocke. For the 
Lord hath redeemed lacob, and ransomed him from the hand of 
him that was stronger then bee. Therefore they shall come and 
sing in the height of Zion, and shall flow together to the good- 
nesse of the Lord, for wheate, and for wf 
the young of the docke and of the herd : 
as a watered garden, and they shall not 
Then shall the virgine reioyce in the daui 

old together : for I will turne their mourning into ioy, and ' 
comfort them, and make them reioyce from their sorrow. And 
I will satiate the soule of the priests with fatnesse, and my people 
shall be satisfied with goodnesse, saith the Lord. 

Thus saith the Lord ; A voyce was heard in Itamah, lamenta- 
tion and bitter weeping : Kahel weeping for her children, refused 
to be comforted for her children, because they were not. Thus 
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saith the Lord ; Re&aine thy voice from weeping, and thine eyes CHAPTE 
from teares ; for thy worke shall be rewarded, saith the Lord, and XXXI 

they shall come againe from the land of the enemie. And there 
is hope in thine end, saith the LonD, that thy children shall come 
Bgaine to their owne border. 

I have surely heard Ephraim bemoaning himselfe thus. Thou Ephraim r^ 
hast chastised me, and I was chastised, as a bulloeke unaccustomed P*"""!^ VJ 
to the yoke : tume thou me, and I shall be turned ; thou art the .^"n^. 
LonD my God. Surely after that I was turned, I repented ; and 
after that 1 was instructed, I smote upon my thigh : 1 was 
ashamed, yea even confounded, because I did beare the reproch 
of my youth. Is Ephraim my deare sonne ? is he a pleasant 
child ? for since I spake against him, ] doe earnestly remember 
him still : therefore my bowels are troubled for him ; I will surely 
have mercy upon him, saith the Lord. Set thee up way-markes ; 
make thee high heaps : set thine heart toward the high way, 
even the way which thou wentest : tume againe, O virgine of 
Israel, tume againc to these thy cities. 

How long wilt thou go about, O thou backsliding daughter FCbrlBt la 
for the Lord hath created a new thing in the earth : A woman P'""^"^- 
shall compaHse a man. Thus saith the Lord of hosts the God of 
Israel, As yet they shall use this speech in the land of ludah, and 
in the cities thereof, when I shall bring againe their captivitie, 
The Lord blesse thee, O habitation of iustice, and mountaine of 
bolinesse. And there shall dwell in ludah it selfe, and in all the 
cities thereof together, husbandmen, and they that goc forth with 
flocks. For 1 have satiated the wearie soule, and I have re- 
plenished every sorowfull soule. Upon this I awaked and beheld, 
and my sleepe was sweete unto me. 

Behold, the dayes come, saith the Lord, that I will sow the Hii oare cm 
house of Israel, and the house of ludah with the seed of man, and "■• Cl>i"b. 
with the seed of beast. And it shall come to posse, that like as I 
have watched over them, to plucke up and to breake downe, and 
to throw downe, and to destroy, and to afflict ; so will 1 watch 
over them, to build and to plant, saith the Lord. In those dayes 
they shall say no more. The fathers have eaten a sowre grape, and 
the childrens teeth are set on edge. But every one shall die for 
his owne iniquitie, every man that eateth the sowre grape, his 
teeth shall be set on edge. 

Behold, the dayes come, saith the Lord, that 1 will make a Hi* new 
newe covenant with the house of Israel, and with the house of™**"'"'* 
tudah. Not according to the covenant that I made with their 
fathers in tlie day that I tooke them by the hand, to bring them 
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I CHAPTER out of the land of Egypt, which my covenant they brake, although 
XXXI I was an husband unto them, saith the Lord. But this shall be 

the covenant, that 1 will make with the house of Israel, Aft«r 
those dayes, saith the Lord, I will put my law in their inward 
parts, and write it in their hearts, and wil be their God, and they 
shall be my people. And they shall teach no more every man his 
neighbour, and every man his brother, saying, Know the Lord : 
for they shall all know mee, from the least of them unto the 
greatest of them, saith the Loan ; for I will forgive their iniquitie, 
and I will remember their sinne no more. 
ThoiUbility, Thus saith the Lord which giveth the Sunne for a light by day, 
and the ordinances of the moone and of the starres for a light by 
night, which divideth the sea when the waves thereof roare, the 
Lord of hosts is his name. If those ordinances depart from before 
me, saith the Lord, then the seed of Israel also shall cease from 
being a nation before me forever. Thus saith the Lord, If heaven 
above can bee measured, and the foundations of the earth searched 
out beneath. 1 will also cast off all the seed of Israel for all that 
they have done, saith the Lord. 
■ad amplitudo Behold, the dayes come, saith the Lord, that the citie shall be 
of the Ohnnih. built to the LoRD from the tower of Hananeel unto the gate of the 
comer. And the measuring line shall yet goe forth over against 
it, upon the hill Gareb, and shall compasse about to Goath. And 
the whole valley of the dead bodies, and of the ashes, and all the 
fields unto the brooke of Kidron, unto the comer of the horse 
gate towards the East, shalbe holy unto the Lord, it shall not be 
plucked up, nor throwen downe any more for ever. 

CHAPTER XXXn 

, ' I iHE worde that came to leremiah from the Lord in the 

I tenth yeere of Zedekiah king of ludah, which was the 

eighteenth yeere of Nebtichad-rezzar. For then the king 

of Babylons armie besieged lerusalem ; and leremiah the prophet 

was shut up in the court of the prison which was in the king of 

ludahs house. For Zedekiah king of ludah had shut him up, 

saying, Wherefore doest thou prophecie and say. Thus saith the 

Lord, Behold, I will give this citie into the hand of the king of 

Babylon, and hee shall take it? And Zedekiah king of ludah, 

shal not escape out of the hand of the Caldeans, but shall surely 

be delivered into the hand of the king of Babylon, and shal speake 

with him mouth to mouth, and his eyes shall behold his eyes. And 

he shall lead Zedekiah to Babylon, and there shall he be untill f 
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visit him, saith the Lord ; though ye light with the Caldeans, yee 
■h&Il not prosper. 

And leremiah said; The word of the Lord came unto me, bi 
uying ; Behold, Hanameel the sonne of Shallura thine uncle, shall '^ 
come unto thee, saying ; Buy thee my field that is in Anathoth : 
for the right of redemption is thine to buy it. So Hanameel mine 
uneles aonne came to me in the court of the prison, according to 
the word of the Lord, and said unto me ; Buy my field, I pray 
thee, that is in Anathoth, which is in the countrey of Beniamin : 
for the right of inheritance is thine, and the redemption is thine, 
buy it for thy selfe. Then I knew that this was the word of the 
Lord, And 1 bought the field of Hanameel my uncles aonne, that 
was in Anathoth, and weighed him the money, even seventeene 
shekels of silver. And I subscribed the evidence, and sealed it, 
and looke witnesses, and weighed him the money in the ballaiices. 
So I tooke the evidence of the purchase, both that which was 
sealed according to the law and custome. and that which was open. 
And I gave the evidence of the purchase unto Baruch the sonne 
of Neriah, the sonne of Maaseiah, in the sight of Hanameel mine 
uncles Sonne, and in the presence of the witnesses, that subscribed 
the booke of the purchase, before all the lewes that sate in the 
court of the prison. 

And I charged Baruch before them, saying, Thus saith the Lobd B 
of hosts the God of Israel ; Take these evidences, this evidence of 
the purchase, both which is sealed, and this evidence which is ' 
open, and put them in an earthen vesscll, that they may continue 
many daies. For thus saith the Lord of hostes the Cod of Israel ; 
Houses and fields, and Vineyards shalbe possessed againe in this 

Now when 1 had delivered the evidence of the purchase unto 
Baruch the sonne of Neriah, I prayed unto the LoRn, saying. Ah ' 
Lord God, beholde, thou hast made the heaven and the earth by 
thy great power and stretched out arme, and there is nothing too 
hard for thee. Thou shewest loving kindnesse unto thousands, 
and recompensest the iniquitie of the fathers into the bosome of 
their children after them : the great, the mightie God, the Lord 
of hosts is his Name, great in counsell, and mightie in worke, (for 
thine eyes are open upon all the waves of the sonnes of men, to 
give every one according to his wayes, and according to the fruit 
of his doings) which hast set signes and wonders in the land of 
Egypt, even unto this day, and in Israel, and amongst other men, 
and hast made thee a Name, as nt this day, and hast brought 
foorth thy people Israel out of the land of Egypt, with signes and 
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with wonders, aod with a strong hand, and with a stretched exit 
arme, and with great terrour, and hast given them this land which 
thou didst sweare to their fathers to give them a land flowing; with 
niillce and honie. And they came in and possessed it, but they 
obeied not thy voice, oeitber walked in thy Law, they have done 
nothing of all that thou conunaundedst them to doe : therefore 
thou hast caused all this evill to come upon them. Beholde the 
mount!, they are come unto the citie to take it, and the citie if 
given into the hand of the Caldeans that fight against it, because 
of the sword, and of the famine, and of the pestilence, and what 
thou hast spoken is come to passe, and behold, thou seest it. And 
thon hast said unto mee, O Lord Goo, buy thee the field for money, 
and take witnesses : for the citie is given into the hand of the 
Caldeans. 
Ood eondrmetfa Then came the word of the Lord unto leremiah, saying, Behold, 
thoMptiTltJ« I an, the Lord, the God of all flesh ; Is there any thing too hard 
BC ? Therfore thus saith the Lord, Behold, I will give this 
citie into the hand of the Caldeans, and into the hand of Nebuchad- 
rezzar king of Babylon, and he shall take it. And the Caldeans 
that fight against this citie, shall come and set fire on this dtie, 
and bume it with the houses upon whose roofes they have offered 
incense unto Baal, and powred out drinke oSerings unto other Gods 
to provoke me to anger. For the children of Israel, and the 
children of ludah, have onely done evill before me from tbeir 
youth: for the children of Israel have onely provoked mee to 
anger with the worke of their hands, sayth the Lord, For this 
citie hath beene to me, as a provocation of mine anger, and of my 
furie, from the day that they built it, even unto this day ; that I 
should remoove it from before my face : because of all the evill ot 
the children of Israel, and of the children of ludah, which they 
have done to provoke mee to anger, they, their kings, their 
Princes, their Priestes, and their Prophets, and the men of ludah, 
and the inhabitants of lemsalem. And they have turned unto 
mee the backe, and not the face, though I taught them rising up 
early, and teaching them, yet they have not hearkened to receive 
instruction, but they set their abominations in the house (which 
is called by my Name) to defile it. And they built the high places 
of Baal, which are in the valley of the sonne of Hinnom, to cause 
their sonnes and their daughters to passe through the fire unto 
Molech, which 1 commanded them not, neither came it into my 
minde, that they should doe this abomination, to cause ludah 
to sinne. 

And now therefore, thus sayth the Lord the God of Israel 
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concenuDg this citie, whereof je say, It shall be delivered into CHAPTER 

the hand of the king of Babylon, by the sword, and by the XXXII 

famine, and by the pestilence : behold, I wil gather them out uid promueth 

of all countreys, whither I have driven them in mine anger, and • s™oiou« 

in my furie, and in great wrath, and 1 will bring them ogaine '*'''""■ 

uuto this place ; and I will cause them to dwell safely. And 

they shalbe my people, and I will be their God. And 1 will 

give them one heart, and one way, that they may feare mee for 

ever, for the good of them, and of their children after them. 

And 1 will make an everlasting covenant with them, that I will 

not tume away from them, to doe them good, but I will put my 

feare in their hearts, that they shftll not depart from mee. Yea, 

I will reioyce over them to doe them good, and I will plant them 

in this land assuredly, with my whole heart, and with my whole 

soule. For thus sayth the Lord, Like as 1 have brought all this 

great evilt upon this people, so will 1 bring upon them all the 

good that I have promised thetu. And fields shalbe bought in 

this land whereof ye say. It is desolate without man or beast, it 

is given into the hand of the Caldeans. Men shall buy fields 

for money, and subscribe evidences, and scale them, and take 

witnesses in the land of Beniamin, and in the places about 

lerusalem, and in the cities of iudah, and in the eities of the 

mountaines, and in the cities of the valley, and in the cities of 

the South : for 1 wiU cause their captivitie to retume, saitb the 

Lord. 

CHAPTER XXXIII 

MOREOVER, the word of the Lord came unto leremiah God promlHth 
the second time (while hee was yet shut up in the court *°. "" wpH*- 
of the prison) saying; Thus saith the Lord the maker i^J^J^""" 
thereof, the Lord that formed it. to establish it, the Lord is his 
Name. Call unto me, and I will onswere thee, and shew thee 
peat and mightie things, which thou knowest not. For thus 
Ktyth the Lord the God of Israel concerning the houses of this 
citie, and concerning the houses of the kings of Iudah, which arc 
throwen downe by the mounts, and by the sword. They come to 
fight with the Caldeans, but it is to fill them with the dead bodies 
of men, whome I have slaLne in mine anger, and in my fury, and 
for all whose wickednesse I have hid my face from this citie. 
Behold, 1 will bring it health and cure, and I will cure them, and 
wil reveale unto them the abundance of peace, and truetfa. And 
^ J will cause the captivitie of Iudah, and the captivitie of Israel to 
^L retume, and will build them as at the first And I will dense 
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them from all their iniquitie, whereby they have siimed 
mee : and I will pardon all their iniquities whereby they have 
sinned, and whereby they have transgressed against me. 
, And it Bhall be to me a name of ioy, a praise and an honour 
before all the nations of the earth, which shall heare all the good 
that I doe unto them : and they shall feare and tremble for all 
the goodnesae, and for all the prosperitie that I procure unto it. 
Thus salth the Lord ; Againe there shall be heard in this place 
(which yee say shaJbe desolate without man and without beiwt, 
even in the cities of ludah, and in the streetes of lerusalem that 
are desolate without man and without inhabitant, and without 
beast.) The voyce of ioy and the voyce of gladnesse, the voyce 
of the bridegroome, and the voyce of the bride, the voyce of them 
that shall say ; Praise the Lord of hostes, for the Ltntn is good, 
for his mercy endureth for ever, and of them that shall bring the 
sacrifice of praise into the house of the Lord ; for 1 will cause to 
retume the captivitie of the land, as at the first, saith the Lobd. 
Thus saith the Lord of hostes; Againe in this place which is 
desolate without man and without beast, and in all the cities 
thereof shalbe a habitation of shepheards causing their flockes to 
lie downe. In the cities of the mountaines, in the cities of the 
vale, and in the cities of the South, and in the land of Beniamio, 
aod in the places about lerusalem, and in the cities of ludah, 
shall the tlockes passe againe under the hands of him that telleth 
them, saitb the Lord. Behold, the dayes come, saith the Lord, 
that I will performc that good thing which I have promised onto 
the house of Israel, and to the house of ludah. 

In those dayes, and at that time will 1 cause the branch of 

righteousnesse to grow up unto David, and he shall execute 

' iudgement and righteousnesse in the land. In those dayes shall 

ludah be saved, and lerusalem shall dwell safely, and this is the 

name wherewith she shall be called, The Lord our righteousnesse. 

MoUDOuice For thus saith the Lord ; David shall never want a man to sit 

inngdome upon the throne of the house of Israel. Neither shall the priests 

d Priaithood. j|j^ Levites want a man before me to offer burnt offrings, and to 

kindle meate offrings, and to doe sacrifice continually. 

ilaiubilitie And the word of the Lord came unto I e re miah, saying. Thus 

■ bleated saith the Lord ; If you can breake my covenant of the day, and 

^ my covenant of the night, and that there should not be day, and 

night in their season: then may also my covenant bee broken 

with David my servant, that he should not have a sonne to reigne 

upon his throne ; and with the Levites the priests my ministers. 

As the hoate of heaven cannot be numbred, neither the sand of 
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so trill I multiply the Beetle of David my 
servant, and the Levites that minister unto me. Moreover, the 
word of the Lord came to leremiah, saying; Considerest thou not 
what this people have spoken, saying; The two families, which 
the Lord bath chosen, he hath even cast them off? thus they have 
dispised my people, that they should be no more a nation before 
them. Thus saith the Lord; If my covenant be not with day 
and night, and if I have not appointed the ordinances of heaven 
and earth: then will I cast away the seede of lacob and David 
my servant, so that i will not take any of his seede to be rulers 
over the seede of Abraham, Isaac and lacob : for I will cause their 
captivitie to retume, and have mercie on them. 
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CHAPTER XXXim 

THE word which came unto leremiah from the Lord (when ler«mi>bpro- 
Nebuchad-nezzar king of Babylon and all his armic, and P^'^}^ "•" 
all the kingdomes of the earth of his dominion, and all zSeldahpluid 
the people fought against lerusalem and against all the cities tbe Citle. 
thereof) saying. Thus saith the Lord, the God of Israel, Go, and 
speake to Zedekiah king of ludah, and tell him. Thus saith the 
Lord, Behold, I will give this citie into the hand of the king of 
Babylon, and he shal bume it with fire. And thou shalt not 
escape out of his hand, but shalt surely be taken, and delivered 
into his band, and thine eyes shall behold the eyes of the king of 
Babylon, and he shall speake with thee mouth to mouth, and 
thou shalt goe to Babylon, Yet heare the word of the Lord, O 
Zedekiah king of ludah : Thus saith the Lord of thee. Thou shalt 
not die by the sword ; but thou shalt die in peace, and with the 
burnings of thy fathers the former kings which were before thee, 
BO shall they bume odours for thee, and they will lament thee, 
saying, Ah Lord ; for I have pronounced the word, saith the Lord. 
Then leremiah the Prophet spake all these words unto Zedekiah 
king of ludah in lerusalem; when the king of Babytons armie 
fought against lerusalem, and against all the cities of ludah that 
were left, against L^chish, and against Azekali : for these defenced 
cities remained of the cities of ludah. The PHimm 

This is the word that came unto leremiah from the Lord, afler »nJ the people 
that the king Zedekiah had made a covenant with all the people „i^^ ,i,^ 
which were at lerusalem to proclaime liberty unto them, that bondHrruU, 
every man should let his man servant, and every man his maide «>D"»ry to the 
servant, being an Hebrewe, or aji Hebrevfesse, goe free, that none God!"" 
should serve himselfe of them, to wit, of a lew his brother. Now then. 
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wheD all the princes and ull the people which had eiitred into the 
covenant, heard that every one should let his man servant, and 
every one his maid servant goe free, that none should serve them- 
selves of them any more, then they obeyed and let them goe. 
But afterwards they turned, and caused the servants and the 
handmaids whom they had let goe free, to retume, and brought 
them into subiection for servants and for handmaids. 

Therefore the worde of the Lord came to leremiah, from the 
Ldru, saying. Thus saith the Lord the God of Israel, I made a 
covenant with your fathers in the day that I brought them forth 
out of the land of Egypt, out of the house of bondmen, saying, 
At the end of seven yeeres, let ye go every man his brother an 
Hebrew which hath bene sold unto thee: and when he hath 
served thee sixe yeeres, thou shalt let him goe free from thee, 
but your fathers hearkened not unto me, neither inclined their 
eare. And ye were now turned, and had done right in my sight, 
in proclaiming libertie every man to his neighbour, and ye had 
made a covenant before me in the house, which is called by my 
Name. But yee turned and polluted my Name, and caused every 
man his servant, and every man his bandmaide, whome yee had set 
at libertie at their pleasure, to returne ; and brought them into 
subiection, to bee unto you for servants and for handmaids. 
Therfore thus saith the Lord, Ye have not hearkened unto me, 
in proclaiming libertie every one to his brother, and every man 
to his neighbour : behold, I proclaime a libertie for you, saith the 
Lord, to the sword, to the pestilence, and to the famine, and I 
wil make you to be removed into all the kingdomes of the earth. 
And 1 wil give the men that have transgressed my covenant, 
which have not performed the wordes of the covenant which 
they had made before mee, when they cut the calfe in twaine, 
and passed betweene the parts thereof, the princes of ludah and 
the princes of lerusalem, the eunuches,and the priests, and all 
the people of the land which passed betweene the parts of the 
ealfe, I will even give them into the hande of their enemies, and 
into the hand of them that seeke their life, and their dead bodies 
shall bee for meate unto the foules of the heaven, and to the 
beasts of the earth. And Zedekiah king of ludah, and his Princes 
will 1 give into the hand of their enemies, and into the hand of 
them that seeke their life, and into the hand of the king of Baby- 
Ions armie, which are gone up from you. Behold, t will command, 
saith the Lord, and cause them to retume to this citie, and they 
shall fight against it, and take it, and hume it with fire, and I will 
make the cities of ludah a desolation without an inhabitant 
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CHAPTER XXXV "^^Sv" 

THE word which came unto leremiah from the Lord, in the Bj the obedl- 
daies of lehoiakiin the sonite of losiah King of ludah, '"""'^tli" 
saying, Goe unto the house of the Rechabites, and speake K«**"'^ 
unto them, and bring them into the house of the Lord, into one 
of the chambers, and give them wine to drinke. Then 1 tooke 
laazaniah the sunne of leremiah the sonne of Habazlniah and 
his brethren, and all his sonnes, and the whole house of the 
Rechabites. And I brought them into the house of the Lord, 
into the chamber of the sonnes of Hanati, the sonne of Igdaliah 
■ man of God, which was by the chamher of the Princes, which 
was above the chamber of Maaseiah, the sonne of Shallum, the 
keeper of the doore. And 1 set before the sonnes of the house 
of the Rechabites, pottes, full of wine, and cups, and I said unto 
them, Drinke ye wine. But they said. We will drinke no wine : 
for lonadab the sonne of Rechab our father, commanded us, 
saying ; Ye shall drinke no wine, neither ye, nor your sonnes for 
ever. Neither shall ye build house, nor sow seed, nor plant Vine- 
yard, nor have any: but all your tlayes ye shall dwell iu tents, 
that ye may live many dayes in the land where ye be strangers. 
Thus have we obeyed the voice of lonadab the sonne of Rechab 
our father, in alt that he hath charged us, to drinke no wine all 
our dayes, we, our wives, our sonnes, nor our daughters : nor to 
build houses for us to dwel in, neither have we Vineyard, nor 
field, nor seed. But wee have dwelt in tents, and have obeyed, 
and done according to all that lonadab our father commanded us. 
But it came to passe when Nebuchadrezzar king of Babylon came 
up into the land, that we said. Come, and let us goe to lerusalem 
for feare of the armie of the Cildeans, and for feare of the armie 
of the Syrians: so we dwell at lerusalem. 

Then came the word of the Lord unto leremiah, saying. Thus Iwemiah mo- 
saith the Lord of hosts, the God of Israel, Goe and tel the men ^•'"°"^ "" 
of ludah, and inhabitants of Jerusalem, Will yce not receive oi^j,* I well 
instructiou to hearken to my words, saith the Lord ? The wordes 
of lonadab the sonne of Rechab, that hec commanded his sonnes, 
not to drinke wine, are performed ; for unto this day they drinke 
none, but obey their fathers commandement : notwithstanding 
I have spoken unto you, rising early, and speaking, but ye 
hearkened not unto me. I have sent also unto you all my 
servants the Prophets, rising up early and sending them, saying, 
Rcturne ye now every man from his evil way, and amend your 
doings, and goe not after other gods to serve them, and ye shall 
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dwell in the land, which 1 have given to you, and to 
but yee have not enclined your eare, nor hearkoed unto me. 
Because the sonnes of lonadab, the sonne of Rechab, have per- 
formed the commaundement of their father, which he com maun ded 
them, but this people hath not hearkened unto me ; therefore 
thus saith the Lord God of hostes, the God of Israel, Behold, I 
will bring upon ludah, and upon nil the inhabitants of lerusalero, 
all the evil! that I have pronounced against them : because I have 
spoken unto them, but they have not heard, and I have called 
unto them, but they have not answered. 

And leremiah sayd unto the house of the Rechabites, Thus 
> sayth the Lord of hosts the God of Israel, Because ye have 
obeyed the commandement of lonadab your father, and kept all 
his precepts, and done according unto all that he hath com- 
manded you : therefore thus sayth the Lord of hostes, the God of 
Israel, lonadab the son of Rechab shall not want a man to stand 
before me for ever. 

CHAPTER XXXVI 
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to passe in the fourth yeere of lehoiakim the 
Sonne of losiah king of ludah, that this word came unto 
leremiah from the Lord, saying; Take thee a roule of a 
booke, and write therein all the words that I have spoken unto 
thee against Israel, and against ludah, and against all the nations, 
from the day I spake unto thee, from the dayes of losiah, even 
unto this day. It may be that the house of ludah will heare all 
the evil which I purpose to doe unto them ; that they may retume 
every man from his evill way, that I may forgive their iniquitie, 
and their sinne. Then leremiah called Baruch the sotuie of 
Neriah, and Baruch wrote from the mouth of leremiah all the 
words of the Lord, which he had spoken unto him, upon a roule 
and publilulj of a booke. And leremiah commanded Baruch, saying, 1 am shut 
toradait. yp^ J pannQt g^g juto the house of the Lord. Therefore goe thou 
and reade in the roule, which thou hast written from my mouth, 
the wordes of the Lord in the eares of the people in the Lords 
house upon the fasting day: and also thou shalt reade them in the 
eares of all ludah, that come out of their cities. It may bee they 
will present their supplication before the Lord, and will retume 
every one from his evill way ; for great is the anger and the furie 
that the Lord hath pronounced against this people. And Baruch 
the Sonne of Neriah did according to all that leremiah the 
Prophet commanded him, reading in the booke the wordes of 
the Lord, in the Lords house. And it came to passe is the fifth 
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yeere of lehoiakim the Sonne of losiab king of ladah, in the ninth 
moneth, that they proclaimed a fast before the Lord to all the 
people in ieruialem, and to all the people that came from the 
cities of ludah unto lerusalem. Then read Baruch in the booke, 
the wordes of leremiah in the house of the Lord, in the chamber 
of Gemariah the sonne of Shaphaii the scribe, in the higher court 
at the entry of the aewe gate of the Lords house, in the eares of 
all the people. 

When Michaiah the sonne of Gemariah the sonne of Shaphan 
had heard out of the booke, all the words of the Lord ; then hee 
went (lawne into the kings house into the scribes chamber, and 
loe, all the princes sate there, even Elishama the scribe, and 
Delalah the sonne of Sbemaiah, and Elnathan the sonne of 
Achbor, and Gemariah the sonne of Shaphan, and Zedekiah the 
sonne of Hananiah, and all the princes. Then Michaiah declared 
unto them all the words that hee had heard when Baruch read 
the booke in the eares of the people. Therefore all the princes 
Bent lehudi the sonne of Nethaniah, the sonne of Shelemiah, the 
tonne of Cushi, unto Baruch, saying ; Take in thine hand the 
route wherein thou hast read in the eares of the people, and come. 
So Baruch the sonne of Neriah took the rouje in his hand, and 
came unto them. And they sayde unto him, Sit downe now and 
read it in our eares. So Baruch read it in their eares. Now it 
came to passe when they had heard all the words, they were 
afraid both one and other, and sayd unto Baruch, Wee will surely 
tell the King of all these words. And they asked Baruch, saying, 
Tell us now. How diddest thou write all these words at his mouth? 
Then Baruch answered them, Hee pronounced all these words 
unto me with his mouth, and I wrote them with inke in the 
Booke. Then said the Princes unto Baruch, Go hide thee, thou 
and leremiah, and let no man know where yec bee. 

And they went in to the King into the Court, but they layed 
up the roule in the chamber of Elishama the Scribe, and told all 
the words in the eares of the king. So the king sent lehudi to 
fet the roule, and hee tooke it out of Elishama the scribes 
chamber, and lehudi read it in the eares of the king, and in the 
cares of all the princes which stood beside the king. Now the 
king sate in the winter house, in the ninth moneth, and there was 
a'fire on the hearth burning before him. And it came to passe 
that when lehudi had read three or foure leaves, he cut it with 
the penknife, and cast it into the fire that was on the hearth, 
untill all the roule was consumed in the fire that was on the 
hearth. Vet they were not afraid, nor rent their garments, 
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neither the king, nor any of his servants that heard all these 
words. Neverthelesse Elnathan, and Delaiah and Geroariah had 
made intercession to the king that he would not bume the roule, 
but he would not heare them. But the king commaunded lerah- 
meel the sonne of Hammelech, and Seraiah the sonne of Azriel, 
and Sheleraiah the sonne of Abdiel, to take Baruch the scribe, 
and leremiah the Prophet : but the Lord hid them. 

Then the word of the Lord came to leremiah (after that the 
king had burnt the roule and the words which Baruch wrote at 
the mouth of leremiah) saying ; Take thee againe another roule, 
and write in it all the former words that were in the first roule, 
which lehoiakim the king of ludah hath burnt. And thou shalt 
say to lehoiakim king of ludah. Thus sayth the Lord, Thou hast 
burnt this roule, saying. Why hast thou written therein, saying. 
The king of Babylon shall cei-tainely come and destroy this land, 
and shall cause to cease from thence man and beast P Therefore 
thus saith the Lord of lehoiakim king of ludah ; He shall have 
none to sit upon the throne of David, and his dead body shall be 
cast out in the day to the heate, and in the night to the frost. 
And 1 will punish him and his seede, and his servants for their 
iniquitie, and I will bring upon them, and upon the inhabitants of 
lerusatem, and upon the men of ludah all the evill that 1 hare 
pronounced against them : but they hearkened not. 
vriteth Then tooke leremiah another roule, and gave it to Baruch the 
<»?"- scribe the sonne of Neriah, who wrote therein from the mouth 
of leremiah, all the words of the booke which lehoiakim king of 
ludah had burnt in the fire, and there were added besides unto 
them, many like words. 
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CHAPTER XXXVII 

A ND king Zedekiah the sonne of losiah reigned in stead of 
A^k Coniah the son of lehoiakim, whom Nebuchad-rezsar king 
■*■-*- of Babylon made king in the land of ludnh. But neither 
he, nor his servants, nor the people of the land, did hearken unto 
the words of the Lord, which he spake by the prophet leremiah. 
And Zedekiah the king sent lehucal the sonne of Shelemiah, and 
Zephantah the son of Maaseiah the priest to the prophet leremiah, 
saying. Pray now unto the Lord our God for us. Nowe leremiah 
came in and went out among the people: for they had not put 
him into prison. Then Pharaohs armie was come forth out of 
Egypt: and when the Caldeans that besieged lerusalem, 
tidings of them, they departed from lerusalem. 
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Then came the word of the Lord unto the Prophet leremiah, CHAPTER 
saying, Thus s&ith the Loud, the God of Israel, Thus shall ye say XXXVIi 
to the king of ludah, that sent you unto me to enquire of me, lenmiab pio- 
Behold, Pharaohs armie which is come forlh to heipe you, shall pluMieth "le 
returne to Egypt into their owne land. And the Caldeans shall StoVJi^Q^.' 
come againe, and fight against this citie and take it, and bumc and viototj. 
it with fire. Thus saith the Lord, Deceive not your selves, say- 
ing. The Caldeans shall sui-ely depart from us: for they shall not 
depart. For though yee had smitten the whole armie of the 
Caldeans that fight against you, and there remained but wounded 
men among them, yet should they rise up every man in his tent, 
and bume this eitie with fire. 

And it came to passe that when the armie of the Caldeans was He ii taken for 
broken up from lerusalem for feare of Pharaohs armie, then JVj"*'''™', 
leremiah went forth out of lerusalem to goe into the lande of p^^ i^p^jon. 
Beniamin, to separate himselfe thence in the mids of the people. 
And when he was in the gate of Beniamin, a captaine of the 
ward WHS there, whose name was Irijah, the son of Shelcmiah, 
the Sonne of Hananlah, and he tooke leremiah the Prophet, say- 
ing, Thou fallest away to the Caldeans. Then said leremiah. It 
is false, 1 fall not away to the Caldeans : but he hearkened not to 
him: so Irijah tooke leremiah, and brought him to the princes. 
Wherfore the princes were wroth with leremiah, and smote him, 
and put him in prison, in the house of Jonathan the scribe, for 
they had made that the prison. 

When leremiah was entred into the dungeon, and into theHeauureih 
cabbins, and leremiah had remained there many dayes: then ^^"'"^ ?'. 
Zedekiah the king sent and tooke him out, and the king asked "*P '" '*■ 
him secretly in his house, and said. Is there any word from the 
Lord.* and leremiah said, There is: for, said he, thou shall be 
delivered into the hand of the king of Babylon. Moreover intreating for 
leremiah sayd unto king Zedekiah, What have I offended against ^ liberty, he 
thee, or against thy servants, or against this people, that yee have f,^^"' *""' 
put me in prison? Where are now your prophets, which pro- 
phecied unto you, saying. The king of Babylon shall not come 
against you, nor against this land ? Therefore heare now, 1 pray 
thee, O my Lord the king ; let my supplication, 1 pray thee, be 
accepted before thee, that thou cause me not to returne to the 
house of lonathan the scribe, lest I die there. Then Zedekiah 
the king commanded that they should commit leremiah into the 
court of the prison, and tliat they should give him daily a piece 
of bread out of the bakers streete, untitl all the bread in the citie 
were spent Thus leremiah remained in the court of the prison.

We beseech thee let 
this man be put to death ; for thus he weakeneth the hands of 
the men of warre that remaine in this citie, and the hands of all 
the people, in speaking such words unto them : for this man 
seeketh not the welfare of this people, but the hurt Then 
Zedekiah the king sayd. Behold, he is in your hand ; for the king 
is not he that can do any thing against you. Then tooke they 
leremiah, and cast him into the dungeon of Malebiah the Sonne 
of Hammelech that was in the court of the prison ; and they let 
downe leremiah with cords; and in the dungeon there was no 
water, but mire ; so leremiah sunke in the mire. 
Ebed-mslecb. Now when Ebed-melech the Ethiopian, one of the eunuches 
hfrn'^meln"'^ which was in the kings house, heard that they had put leremiah 
UrKonieDt. in the dungeoQ (the king then sitting in the gate of Beniamin) 
Ebed-melech went foorth out of the kings house, and spake to 
the king, saying. My lord the king, these men have done evill 
in all that they have done to leremiah the Prophet, whom they 
have cast into the dungeon, and he is like to die for hunger in 
the place where he is, for there is no more bread in the city. 
Then the king commanded Ebed-melech the Ethiopian, saying. 
Take from hence thirtie men with thee, and take up leremiah 
the Prophet out of the dungeon before he die. So Ebed-melech 
tooke the men with him, and went into the house of the king 
under the treasurie, and tooke thence old cast cloutes, and old 
rotten ragges, and let them downe by cordes into the dungeon to 
leremiah. And Ebed-melech the Ethiopian said unto leremiah, 
;se old cast clonics and rotten ragges under thine 
arme-holes, under the cordes. And leremiah did so. So they 
drew up leremiah with cordes, and tooke him up out of the 
dungeon, and leremiah remained in the court of the prison. 

Then Zedekiah the king sent, and tooke leremiah the Prophet 
unto him into the third entrie that is in the house of the Lord, 
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and the king said unto leremiah, 1 will aske thee a thing : hide CHAPT£R 

nothing from me. Then lereniiah said unto Zedekiah, If I XXXVIU 

declare it unto thee, wilt thou not surely put me to death ? and Upon >eer«t 

if I give thee counsel), wilt thou not hearken unto me ? So the eonforenct 

king sware secretly unto leremiah, saying, As the Lord liveth tho'kingby' 

that made us this soule, I wil not put thee to death, neither will I j-eclding to 

give thee into the hand of these men that seeke thy life. Then said "" '"'• '■'"■ 

leremiah unto Zedekiah, Thus saith the Lord the God of hostes, 

the God of Israel, If thou wilt assuredly goe foorth unto the king 

of Babylons Princes, then thy soule shall hve, and this Citie shall 

not be burnt with tire, and thou shalt live, and thine house. But 

if thou wilt not goe foorth to the king of Babylons Princes, then 

shall this City be given into the hand of the Caldeans, and they 

shall burne it with fire, and thou shalt not escape out of their 

hand. And Zedekiah the king said unto leremiah, 1 am afraid 

of the lewes that ore fallen to the Caldeans, lest they deliver mee 

into their hand, and they mocke me. But leremiah said, They 

shall not deliver thee : obey, 1 beseech thee, the voyce of the 

Lord, which 1 speake unto thee: so it shall be well unto thee, 

and thy soule shall live. But if thou refuse to go foorth, this is 

the word that the Loan hath shewed me. And behold, all the 

women that ore left in the king of ludah's house, shalbe brought 

forth to the king of Babylons Princes, and those women shall 

My. Thy friends have set thee on, and have prevailed against 

thee : thy feet are sunke in the mire, and they are turned away 

backe. So they shall bring out all thy wives, and thy children 

to the Caldeans, and thou shalt not escape out of their hand, 

but shalt be taken by the hand of the King of Babylon: and 

thou shalt cause this citie to he burnt with (ire. 

Then said Zedekiah unto leremiah, Let no man know of these By the liingi 
words, and thou shalt not die. But if the Princes heare that I }|"'''^^?!^\ 
have talked with thee, and they come unto thee, and say unto the mnfereaou 
thee. Declare unto us now what thou hast said unto the king ; from the 
bide it not from us, and wee wil not put thee to death ; also """**■ 
what the king said unto thee : then thou shalt say unto them, 
I presented my supplication before the king, that he would not 
cause me to retume to lonathans house to die there. Then 
came all the Princes unto leremiah, and asked him, and he told 
them according to all these words, that the king had commanded : 
80 they left off speaking with him, for the matter w 
ceivcd. So leremiah abode in the court of the prisot 
day that lerusalem was taken, and hee was there whe 
was taken. 
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CHAPTER XXXIX 

IN the ninth yeere of Zedekiah king of ludah, in the tenth 
moneth, came Nebuchad-rezEar king of Babylon, and all hi« 
armie against lerusalem, and they besieged it. And in the 
eleventh yeere of Zedekiah, in the fourth moneth, the ninth d«y 
of the moneth, the citie was broken up. And all the princes of 
the king of Babylon came in, and sate in the middle gate, even 
Nergal^Sharezer, Samgar-Nebo, Sarsechim, Rabsaris, Nergal-ShAr- 
ezer, Rabmag, with all the residue of the princes of the king o( 
Babylon. 

And it came to passe, that when Zedekiah the king of ludah 
saw them and all the men of warrc, then they fled and went forth 
out of the citie by night, by the way of the kings garden, by the 
gate betwixt the two walles, and hee went out the way of the 
plaine. But the Caldeans armie pursued after them, and over- 
tooke Zedekiah in the plaines of lericho: and when they had 
taken him, they brought him up to Nebuchad-nezzar king of 
Babylon to Riblah in the land of Hamatli, where he gave iudge- 
ment upon him. Then the king of Babylon slewe the sonnes oC 
Zedekiah in Riblah before his eyes : also the king of Babylon slew 
all the nobles of ludah. Moreover he put out Zedekiahs eyes, aad 
bound him with cbaines, to cary him to Babylon. 

And the Caldeans burnt the kings house, and the houses of the 
people with fire, and brake downe the wals of lerusalem. Then 
Nebuzaradan the captaine of the guard caried away captive into 
Babylon the remnant of the people that remained in the citie, and 
those that fell away, that fell to him, with the rest of the people 
that remained. But Nebuzaradan the captaine of the guard lefl of 
the poore of the people which bad nothing, in the land of ludah, 
and gave them vineyards and lieldes at the same time. 

Now Nebuchad-rezzar king of Babylon gave charge concerning 
leremiah to Nebuzaradan the captaine of the guard, saying ; Take 
him, and looke well to him, and doe him no harme, but doe unto 
him even as he shall say unto thee. So Nebuzaradan the captaine 
of the guard sent, and Nebushasban, Rabsaris, and Nergat-Share«er, 
Rabmag, and all the King of Babylons Princes: even they sent, 
and tooke leremiah out of the court of the prison, and committed 
him unto Gedaliah the son of Ahtkam, the sonne of Shaphan, that 
hee should carie him home : so hee dwelt among the people. 

Now the word of the Lord came unto leremiah, while hee was 
shut up in the court of the prison, saying; Goe and speake to 
Ebed-melech the Ethiopian, saying. Thus sayth the Loan of hostes 
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the God of Israel, Behold, I will bring my words upon this citie CHAPTER 

for evill, and not for good, and tlity sb&U be accomplished in that XXXIX 

day before thee. But 1 will deliver thee in that day, sayth the 

Lord, and thou fihalt not be given into the hand of the men of 

whom thou art afraid. For I wil surely deliver thee, and thou 

ahalt not fall by the sword, but thy life shall be for a pray unto 

thee, because thou hast put thy trust in me, sayth the Lord. 

CHAPTER XL 

THE word which came to leremiah from the LoRn after that leremith baing 
Nebuzaradan the captaine of the guard had let him goe ^'if'**,^ 
from Ramalh, when hee had taken him being bound in ™th'to ^"' 
chaines among all that were caried away captive of lerusalem and Qediliah. 
ludah, which were caried away captive unto Babylon. And the 
captaine of the gard took leremiah, and sayd unto him. The Lord 
thy God hath pronounced this evill upon this place. Now the 
Lord hath brought it, and done according as he hath sayd : 
because yee have sinned against the Lord, and have not obeyed 
his voyce, therefore this thing is come upon you. And now 
behold, 1 loose thee this day from the chaines which were upon 
thine hand : if it seeme good unto thee to come with me into 
Babylon, come, and 1 will looke well unto thee : but if it seeme 
ill unto thee to come with me into Babylon, forbeare : behold, all 
the land is before thee ; whither it seemeth good and convenient 
for thee to goe, thither goe. Now while he was not yet gone 
backe, he sayd, Goe backe also to Gedaliah the sonne of Ahikam 
the Sonne of Shaphan, whom the king of Babylon hath made 
govemour over all the cities of ludah, and dwell with him among 
the people: or goe wheresoever it seemeth convenient unto thee 
to goe. So the captaine of the gard gave him vitailes and a 
reward, and let him goe. Then went leremiah unto Gedaliah the 
Sonne of Ahikam to Mizpah, and dwelt with him among the 
people, that were left in the land. 

Now when all the captaines of the forces which were in the The dlipencd 
fields, even they and their men, heard that the king of Babylon l«*«rcpain. 
had made Gedaliah the sonne of Ahikam govemour in the land, 
and had committed unto him men, and women and children, and 
of the poore of the land, of them that were not carted away 
captive to Babylon ; then they came to Gedaliah to Mizpah, even 
Ishmael the sonne of Nethaniah, and lohanan, and lonathan the 
■onnes of Kareah. and Seraiah the sonne of Tanhumeth, and the 
■onoes of Ephai the Netophathite, and lezaniah the sonne of a 
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CHAPTER Maachathite, they and their men. And Gedaliah the BOnoe of 
XL Ahikani the sonne of Shaphon, sware unto them and to their 

men, saying, Feare not to serve the CaldeanE: dwell in the land 
and serve the king of Babylon^ and it shalbe well with you. As 
for me, behold, I will dwell at Mizpah to serve the Caldeans, 
which will come unto tis ; but yee, gather yee wine, and summer 
fruits, and oyle, iind put them in your vessels, and dwell in your 
cities, that yee have taken. Likewise when all the lewes that 
were in Moab, and among the Ammonites, and in Edom, and 
that were in all the countries, heard that the king of Babylon had 
left a remnant of ludah, and that he had set over them Gedaliah 
the Sonne of Ahikam the sonne of Shaphan; even all the lewes 
returned out of all places whither they were driven, and came to 
the land of ludah, to Gedaliah unto Mizpah, and gathered wine 
and summer fruits, very much. 
lobaiuui reveal- Moreover lohanan the sonne of Kareah, and all the captainea of 
ing Iihni«U the forces that were in the fields, came to Gedaliah to Mizpah, 
it qdc b«le«ved. ^^^ sayd unto him, Doest thou certainly know, that Baalis the 
king of the Ammonites hath sent Ishmael the sonne of Nethaniah 
to slay thee? But Gedaliah the sonne of Ahikam beleeved them 
not. Then lohanan the sonne of Kareah, spake to Gedaliah in 
Mizpah secretly, saying. Let me goe, 1 pray '.hee, and I will slay 
Ishmael the sonne of Nethaniah, and no man shall know it. 
Wherefore should he slay thee, that all the lewes which are 
gathered unto thee should be scattered, and the remnant in 
ludah perish? But Gedaliah the sonne of Ahikam sayd unto 
lohanan the sonne of Kareah ; Thou shalt not do this thing, for 
thou speakest falsely of Ishmael. 
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CHAPTER XLI 
OW it came to passe in the seventh moneth, that Ishmael 
ne of Nethaniah the sonne of Elishamah of the 
oyall, and the princes of the king, even tenne 
ith him, came imto Gedaliah the sonne of Ahikam to Miz- 
id there they did eate bread together in Miepah. Then 
shmael the sonne of Nethaniah, and the ten men that 
were with him, and smote Gedaliah the son of Ahikam the sonne 
of Shaphan with the sword, and slew him, wbome the king 
of Babylon had made govemour over the land. Ishmael also 
slew all the lewes that were with him, even with Ge<)aliah at '

of warre. And it came to passe the second day after he had 
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slaine Gedoliah, and no man knew it, that tfaere came certAJne CHAPTER 

from Shechem, from Shiloh, and from Samaria, even fourescore XLI 

men, having their beards shaven, and their clothes rent, and 

having cut themselves, with offerings and incense in their hand, 

to bring them to the house of the Lord. And Ishmael the Sonne 

of Nethsniah went foorth from Mtzpah to meete them, weeping 

all along as hee went ; and it came to passe as hee met them, be ' 

taid unto them. Come to Gcdaliah the sonne of Ahikam. And it 

was so when they came into the midst of the citie, that Ishmael 

the Sonne of Nethaniuh slew them, and cast them into the midst 

of the pit, he, and the men that were with him. But ten men 

were found among them, that said unto Ishmael, Slay us not; for 

we have treasures in the field, of wheate, and of barley, and of 

oyle, and of bony : so he forbare, and slewe them not among their 

brethren. Now the pit wherein Ishmael had cast all the dead 

bodies of the men (whom he had slaine because of Gedaliah) was 

it, which Asa the king had made, for feare of Baasha king of 

Israel, and Ishmael the sonne of Nethaniah filled it with them that 

were slaine. Then Ishmael caried away captive all the residue of , 

the people, that were in Mizpah, even the kings daughters, and 

si the people that remained in Mizpah, whom Nebuzaradan the 

captaine of the guard had committed to Gedaliah the sonne of 

Ahikam, and Ishmael the sonne of Nethaniah caried them away 

captive, and departed to goe over to the Ammonites. 

But when lohanan the sonne of Kareah, and all the captaines lohuikD ra- 
of the forces that were with him, heard of all the evill that ^"^"i ^^ 
Ishmael the sonne of Nethaniah had done, then tliey tooke all^£,Je^"flj 
the men, and went to fight with Ishmael the sonne of Nethaniah, into Egypt, 
and found him by the great waters that are in GibeotL Now it 
came to passe that when al the people which were with Ishmael, 
sawe lohanan the sonne of Kareah, and all the captaines of the 
forces, that were with him, then they were glad. So all the 
people that Ishmael had caried away captive from Mizpah cait 
about and returned, and went unto lohanan the sonne of Kareah. 
But Ishmael the sonne of Nethaniah escaped from lohanan with 
eight men, and went to the Ammonites, Then tooke lohanan 
the Sonne of Kareah, and all the captaines of the forces that 
were with him, all the remnant of the people whom he had 
recovered from Ishmael the sonne of Nethaniah, from Mizpah 
(after that he had slaine Gedaliah the sonne of Ahikam,) even 
mighty men of wiirre, and the women, and the children, and the 
euQuches whom he had brought againe from Gibeon. And they 
departed and dwelt in the habitatioo of Chimham, which is by 
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CHAPTER Bethlehem, to gae to enter into Egypt, because of the Caldeans : 
XLI for they were afraid of them, because Ishmael the sonne of 

Nethaniah had slaine Gedaliah the sonne of Ahikam, whoca the 
king of Babylon made governour in the land. 
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CHAPTER XLII 
HEN all the captaines of the forces, and lohanan the sonne 
~ Kareab, and lezaniah the sonne of Hoshaiah, and all 
the people from the least even unto the greatest, came 
neere, and said unto leremiah the prophet. Let, we beseedi 
thee, our supplication be accepted before thee, and pray for us 
unto the Loud thy God, even for all this remnant {for we are left 
but a few of many, as thine eies do behold us) that the Lord thy 
God may shew us the way wherein we may walke, and the tiling 
that we may doe. Then leremiah the prophet sayd unto them, 
I have heard you ; behold, I will pray unto the Lord your God, 
according to your words, and it shall come to passe that what- 
soever thing the Lord shall answere you, 1 will declare it unto { 
you : 1 will keepe nothing backe from you. Then they sayd to ' 
leremiah. The Lord be a true and faithfull witnesse betweene us, 
if we doe not, even according to all things for the which the Lord 
thy God shall send thee to us. Whether it be good, or whether it 
be evill, we will obey the voice of the Lord our God, to whom we 
send thee, that it may be well with us, when we obey the voice of 
the Lord our God. 

And it came to passe after tenne dayes, that the word of the 
Lord came unto leremiah. Then called hee iohanan the sonne 
of Kareah, and all the eaptaines of the forces which were with 
him, and all the people, from the least, even to the greatest, and 
said unto them. Thus saith the Lord, the God of Israel, unto 
whom ye sent me to present your supplication before him : If ye 
will still abide in this land, then will I build you, and not pull yon 
downe, and 1 will plant you, and not plucke you up : for 1 repent 
mee of the evill, that I have done unto you. Be not afraid of the 
king of Babylon, of whom yee are afraid : be not afraid of him, 
saith the Lord : for I am with you to save you, and to deliver you 
from his hand. And I will shew mercies unto you, that be may 
have mercy upon you ; and cause you to retume to your owne 
land.

remnant of ludah, Thus saith the Lord of hostes the God of 

Israel, If ye wholly set your faces to enter into Egypt, and goe 

to soioume there :) then it shall come to passe, that the sword 

which yee feared, shall overtake you there in the land of Egypt, 

and the famine whereof yee were afraid, shall follow close after 

you in Egypt, and there ye shall die. So shall it bee with all the 

men that set their faces to goe into Egypt to soiourne there, they

bring upon them. For thus saith the Lord of hosts the God of 

Israel, As mine anger and my furie hath bene powred foortb upon 

the inhabitants of lerusalem ; so shall my furie bee powred foorth 

upon you, when yee shall enter into Egypt ; and ye shall be an 

execration, and an asloni.shment, and a curse, and a reproch, and 

ye shall see this place no more.

A ND it came to passe that when leremiah had made an end lohanan,

them, even all these words; then spake Azariah the sonne of^neihlore-

men, saying unto leremiah. Thou speakest falsly : the Lord our Egypt. 
God hath not sent thee to say, Goe not into Egypt, to soioume 
there. But Banich the sonne of Neriah setteth thee on against us, 
for to deliver us into the hand of the Caldeans, that they might 
put us to death, and carie us away captives into Babylon. So 
lohanan the sonne of Kareah, and all the captaines of the forces, 
1 all the people, obeied not the voice of the Lord, to dwell in 
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CHAPTER the land of ludah. But lohanau tlie sonne of Kareah, and all the 

XLIll captaines of the forces, tooke all the remnant of ludah, that were 

returned from all nations whither they had bene driven, to dwell 

in the land of ludah, even men, and women^ and children, and the 

kings daughters, and every person that Nebuzaradan the captainc 

of the guard had left with Gedaliah the sonne of Ahikam, the 

Sonne of Shaphan, and leremiah the Prophet, and Barueh the 

Sonne of Neriah. So they came into the land of Egypt ; for they 

obeyed not the voyce of the Lord, thus came they even to 

Tahpanhes.

'-iaiu. Thus saieth the Lord of hosts the God of Israel; Beholde, 1 will 

send and take Nebuchadrezzar the king of Babylon my servant, 

and will set his throne upon these stones that 1 have hidde, and 

hee shall spread his royall pavilion over them. And when he 

Gommeth, hee shall smite the land of Egypt, and deliver such as 

are for death, to death ; and such as are for captivitie to captivitie ; 

and such as are for the sword, to the sword. And I wil kindle a 

fire in the houses of the gods of Egypt, and hee shall bume them, 

and carry them away captives, and hee shall aray hiraselfe with 

the land of Egypt, as a shepheard putteth on his garment, and 

hee shall goe forth from thence in peace. He shall breake also 

the images of Beth-shemesh that is in the land of E^^ypt, and the 

houses of the gods of the Egyptians shall he bume with fire.

IdoUti?. Pathros, saying, Thus saith the Lord of hosts, the God of Israel ; 

Ye have scene all the evill that I have brought upon lerusalem, 
and upon all the cities of ludah; and behold, this day they are 
a desolation, and no man dwelleth therein, because of their 
wickednes which they have committed, to provoke me to anger, 
in that they went to bume incense, and to serve other gnds, whom 
they knew not, neither they, you, nor your fathers, Howbeit I 
sent unto you all my servants the Prophets, rising early and send- 
ing them, saying. Oh doe not this abominable thing that I hate. 
But they hearkened not, nor enclined their eare to tume from 
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their wickednes, to burne no incense unto other gods. Wherefore 
my furie and mine &nger was j>owred forth, aad wtu kindled in 
the cities of ludsh, and in the streets of lerusalem, and they are 
wasted and desolate, as at this day. Therefore now thus saith 
the Lord the God of hostes, the God of Israel, Wherefore commit 
ye this great evill against your soules, to cut off from you man 
and woman, childe and suckling out of ludah, to leave you none 
to remaine, in that yee provoke mee unto wrath with the workes 
of your hands, burning incense unto other gods in the land of 
Egypt whither ye bee gone to dwell, that yee might cut your 
selves off, and that ye might be a curse, and a reproch among all 
the nations of the earth ? Have ye forgotten the wickednes of 
your fathers, and the wickednesse of the kings of ludah, and the 
wickednes of their wives, and your owne wickednesse, and the 
wickediiesse of your wives, which they have committed in the land 
of ludah, and in the streets of lerusalem ? They are not humbled 
even unto this day, neither have they feared, nor walked in my 
f Statutes that I set before you and before your 
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Therefore thus sayeth the LoHn of hostes, the God of Israel, Hee pro- 
Behold, I wil set my face against you for evill, and to cut off all pbMieth tli«tr 
ludah. And I will take the remnant .of ludah, that have set X «mSl 
their faces to goe into the land of Egypt to soioume there, and idolktiy ic 
they shall all be consumed and fall in the land of Egypt ; they ^syp^ 
shall even bee consumed by the sword, and by the famine : they 
shall die, from the least even unto the greatest, by the sword and 
by the famine ; and they shnlbe an execration and an astonishment, 
and a curse, and a reproch. For 1 will punish them that dwell in 
the land of Egypt, as I have punished lerusalem, by the sword, by 
the famine, and by the pestilence ; so that none of the remnant 
of ludah which are gone into the land of Egypt to soioume there, 
shall escape or remaine, that they should returne into the land of 
ludah to the which they have a desire to returue to dwell there : 
for none shall returne but such as shall escape. 

Then all the men which knew that their wives had burnt incense The obdinaoia 
unto other Gods, and all the women thai stood by, a great multi- "' ^" lewei. 
tude, even all the people that dwelt in the land of Egypt in 
Pathros, answered Icremiah, saying, As for the word that thou 
hast spoken unto us in the name of the Lord, we will not hearken 
unto thee. But we will certainly doe whatsoever thing goeth 
forth out of our owne mouth, to bume incense unto the queene 
of heaven, and to powre out drinke ofTrings unto her, as we have 

Ldone, we and our fathers, our kings and our princes in the cities 
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of ludah, and in the streetes of lerusalem: for then had we 
plentie of vitailes, aod were well, and saw no evill. But since we 
left off to btirne incense to the queene of heaven, and to powre 
out drinke offriQgs unto her, we have wanted all things, and have 
beene consumed by the sword, and by the famine. And when we 
burnt incense to the queene of heaven, and powred out drinke 
ofiiings unto her, did we make her cakes to worship her, and 
powre out drinke offrings unto her without our men ? 

Then leremiah sayd unto all the people, to the men and to the 
women, and to all the people which had given him that anawere, 
saying ; The incense that yee burnt in the cities of ludah, and ia 
the streetes of lerusalem, yee and your fathers, your kings and 
your princes, and the people of the land, did not the Loni> remem- 
ber them, and came it not into his minde? so that the Lord could 
no longer beare, because of the evill of your doings, and because 
of the abominations, which yee have committed : therefore is your 
land a desolation, and an astonishment, and a curse without an 
inhabitant, as at this day. Because you have burnt incense, and 
because yee have sinned against the Lord, and have not obeyed 
the voyce of the Lord, nor walked in his law, nor in his statutes, 
nor in his testimonies : therefore this evill is happened unto you, 
as at this day. Moreover leremiah sayd unto all the people, and 
to all the women ; Heare the word of the Lord, all ludah, that 
are in the land of Egypt. Thus saith the Lord of hostes the God 
of Israel, saying ; Yee and your wives have both spoken with your 
mouths, and fulfilled with your hand, saying ; We will surely pcr- 
forme our vowes that we have vowed, to bume incense to the 
queene of heaven, and to powre out drinke oifrings unto her : yee 
will surely accomplish your vowes, and surely performe your vowes. 
Therefore heare yee the word of the Lord, all ludah that dwell in 
the land of Egypt, Behold, I have sworne by my great Name, saith 
the Lord, that my Name shal no more be named in the mouth of 
any man of ludah, in all the land of Egypt, saying. The Lord God 
liveth. Behold, 1 will watch over them for evill, and not for good, 
and all the men of ludah that are in the land of Egypt shalbe 
consumed by the sword, and by the famin, until there be an end 
of them. Yet a small number that escape the sword, shall retume 
out of the land of Egypt into the land of ludah: and all the 
remnant of ludah that are gone into the land of Egypt to soioume 
there, shall know whose wordes shall stand, mine or theirs. 
A^'^'npw. And this shalbe a signe unto you, saith the Lord, that 1 will 
JJJ^JJ^^^ punish you in this place, that ye may knowe that my words shal 
^jpt surely stand against you for eWll. Thus saith the Lord, Behold, 
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I will give Pharaoh-Hophra king of Egypt into the hand of his CHAPTER 
enemies, and into the hande of them that seeke his life, as I gave XLIIII 
Zedekiah king of ludah into the hand of Nebucbad-rezzar king of 
Babylon his enemy, and that sought his life. 

CHAPTER XLV 

THE word that leremiah the Prophet spake unto Barach the Bkraoh beinc 
Sonne of Neriah, when he had written these words in a di.m»yed, 
booke at the mouth of leremiah, in the fourth yeere of 
lehoiakim the sonne of losiah king of ludah, saying. Thus saith the 
Lord the God of Israel unto thee, O Baruch, Thou didst say, Woe 
is me now, for the Lord hath added griefe to my sorow, I fainted 
in my sighing, and I find no rest. 

Tlius shait thou say unto htm. The Lord saith thus. Behold, leremiiji in- 
that which I have built will 1 breake downe, and that which I "^f*''''^^ 
have planted I will plucke up, even this whole land : and seekest E^n." 
thou great things for thy selfe P seeke them not: for behold, I 
wil bring evil] upon all flesh, saith the Lord : but thy life will I 
give unto thee for a pray in all places whither thou goest. 



CHAPTER XLVI 

THE word of the Lord which came to leremiah the Prophet, lBT«ml>b po- 
ftgainst the Gentiles, against Egypt, against the armie of l'''™*''' ™. 
Pharaoh Necho king of Egypt, which was by the river pharaohi »rmis 
Euphrates in Carchemish, which Nebuchad-rezzar king of Babylon ot EuphntM, 
smote in the fourth yeere of lehoiakim the son of losiah king of 
ludah. Order ye the buckler and shield, and draw neere to 
battell. Hamesse the horses, and get up ye horsemen, and stand 
forth with your helmets, furbish the speares, and put on the 
brigandines. Wherefore have 1 scene them dismaid, and turned 
away backe ? and their raightie ones are beaten downe, and are 
fled apace, and looke not back : for feare was round al>out, saith 
the Lord. Let not the swift flee away, nor the mightie man 
escape : they shal stumble and fall toward the North by the river 
Euphrates. W'^ho is this that commeth up as a flood, whose waters 
are moved as the rivers ? Egypt ri^eth up like a flood, and his 
waters are moved like the rivers, and he saith, I wil goe up, and 
will cover the earth, I will destroy the citie and the inhabitants 
thereof. Come up ye horses, and rage yee charets, and let the 
mightie men come forth, the Ethiopians and the Libyans that 
handle the shield, and the Lydians that handle and bend the 
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bow, For this is the day of the Lord God of hostes, a day of 
vengeance, that he may avenge him of bis adversaries : and the 
sword sbal devoure, and it shall be Batiate, and made drunke with 
their blood : for the Lord God of hosts hath a sacrifice ia the 
North countrey by the river Euphrates. Goe up into Gilead, and 
take balme, O virgine, the daughter of Egypt : in vaine shalt thou 
use many medicines: for thou shalt not be cured. The natioDS 
have heard of thy shame, and thy crie hath filled the land : for 
the mightie man hath stumbled against the mightie, and they are 
fallen both together. 

. The word that the Lord spake to leremiah the Prophet, how 

KNabuc^mi-'' Nebuchadrezzar King of Babylon should come and smite the land 
- of Egypt. Declare ye in Egypt, and publish in Migdol, and publish 

in Noph, and in Tahpanhes : say ye, Stand fast, and prepare thee ; 
for the sword ehal devoure round about thee. Why are thy valiant 
men swept away? they stood not, because the I-ord did drive 
them. He made many to fall, yea one fell upon another, and they 
said. Arise, and let us goe againe to our owne people, and to the 
land of our nativitie, from the oppressing sword. They did crie 
there, Pharaoh king of Egypt is but a noise, he hath passed the 
time appointed. As I live, saith the King, whose Name is the 
Lord of hostes, Surely as Tabor is among the mountaines, and as 
Carmel by the Sea, so shall hee come. Oh thou daughter dwelling 
in Egypt, furnish thy selfe to goe into captivitie : for Noph shalbe 
waste and desolate without an inhabitant. Egypt is like a very 
faire heifer, but destruction commetb : it commeth out of the 
North. Also her hired men are in the midst of her, like fatted 
bullocks, for they also are turned backe, and are fled away together ; 
they did not stand, because the day of their calamitie was come 
upon them, and the time of their visitation. The voice thereof 
shal goe like a serpent, for they shall march with an armie, and 
come against her with axes, as hewers of wood. They shall cut 
downe her forrest, saith the Lord, though it cannot be searched, 
because they are more then the grashoppers, and are innumerable. 
The daughter of Egypt shalbe confounded, she shalbe delivered 
into the band of the people of the North. The Lord of hastes 
the God of Israel saith. Behold, I will punish the multitude of No, 
and Pharaoh, and Egypt, with their gods, and their kings, even 
Pharaoh, and all them that trust in him. And I will deliver them 
into the hand of those that seeke their lives, and into the hand of 
Nebuchadrezsar king of Babylon, and into the hand of his servants, 
and afterwards it shalbe inhabited, as in the dayes of old, saith 
the Lord. 
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But feare not thou, O my servant lacob, and bt not diimsied, 
O Israel : for behold, I will save thee from afarre off*, and thy 
seed from the land of their captivitie, and lacob shall retume and 
be in rest and at ease, and none shall make him afraid. Feare 
thou not, O lacob my servant, saith the Lord, for 1 am with thee, 
for I will make a full end of all the nations whither I have driven 
thee, but I will not make a full end of thee, but correct thee in 
measure, yet wilt I not leave thee wholly unpunished. 

CHAPTER X1.V1I 

THE word of the Lord that came to leremiah the Prophet 
against the Philistines, before that Pharaoh smote Gaza. 
Thus saith the Lord, Behold, waters rise up out of the 
North, and shall be an overflowing flood, and shall overflow the land, 
and all that is therein, the citie, and them that dwell therein : 
then the men shall crie, and all the inhabitants of the land shall 
howle. At the noise of the stamping of the hoofes of his strong 
horses, at the rushing of his charets, and at the rumbling of his 
wheeles, the fathers shall not looke backe to their children for 
feeblencsse of handes. Because of the day that commeth to spoilc 
all the Philistines, and to cut off from Tyrus and Zidon every 
helper that remaineth : for the Lonn will spoile the Philistines, 
the remnant of the countrey of Caphtor. Baldnesse is come upon 
Gaza. Ashkelon is cut off with the remnnut of their valley; how 
long will thou cut thy selfe ? O thou sword of the Lord, how long 
will it be ere thou be quiet? put up thy selfe into thy scabberd, 
rest and be still. How can it bee quiet, seeing the Lord hath 
given it a charge against Ashkelon, and against the sea shoare ? 
there hath he appointed it. 

CHAPTER XLVm 
A GAINST Moab thus sayth the Lord of hostes. the God of T 
A% Israel, Woe unto Nebo, for it is spoiled : Kiriathaim is "' 
■^ -*■ confounded and taken. Misgab is confounded and dis- 
mayed. There shall bee no more prayse of Moab : in Heshbon 
they have devised eviti against it ; come and let us cut it off from 
being a nation ; also thou shalt bee cut downc, O Madmen, 
the sword shall pursue thee.

Therfore behold, the dajes 
come, sayth the Lord, that I will send unto him wanderers vut 
shall cause him to wander, and shall emptic his vessels, and breake 
their bottles. And Moab shall bee ashamed of Chemosh, as the 
house of Israel was ashamed of Bethel their confidence.

The calamitie of Moab is ne«*e to 
come, and his afttiction hasteth fast. All yee that are about him 
bemoane him, and all yee that know his Name, say, How is the J 
strong staffe broken, and the beautifull rod ! Thou daughter tb&t I 
doest inhabit Dibon, come downe from thy glory, and sit in thirst; ^ 
for the spoiler of Moab shall come upon thee, and he shall destroy 
thy strong holdes. O inhabitant of Aroer, stand by the way and 
espie, aske him that fleeth, and her that escapeth, and say. What 
is done ? Moab is confounded, for it is broken downe : howie and 
cry, tell ye it in Amon, that Moab is spoiled, and iudgement is 
come upon the plaine countrcy, upon Holon. and upon lahazah, 
and upon Mephaath, and upon Dibon, and upon Nebo, and upon 
Beth-diblathaim, and upon Kiriathaim, and upon Belh-Gamul, and 
upon Beth-meon, and upon Kerioth, and uiMn Boirah, and upon J 
all the cities of the land of Moab farre or neere.

Make ye him drunken : for hee magnified hiraselfe against the

derision. For was not Israel a derision unto thee ? was hee found 

among tbeeves P for since thou spakest of him, thou skippedst for 
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ioy. O ;ee that dwell in Moab, leave the cities and dwell in the 
rocke, and be like the dove that maketh her nest in the sides of 
the holes mouth. We have heurd the pride of Mosb, (he is 
exceeding proud) his loftinesse and his arrogancie, and his pride, 
and the hsutinesse of his heart. 1 knowe his wrath, sayeth the 
Lord, but it shall not be so, his lyes shall not so effect it. There- 
fore will I howle for Moab, and I will cry out for all Moab, mine 
heart shall moumc for the men of Kir-hercs. O vine of Sibmah, 
I wil weepe for thee, with the weeping of lazer ; thy plants are 
gone over the sea, they reach even to the sea of lazer, the spoiler 
is fallen upon thy summer fruits, and upon thy vintage. And ioy 
and gladnesse is taken from the plentiful! field, and from the land 
of Moab, and I have caused wine to failc from the winepresses, 
none shall tread with shouting, their showting shall be no showt- 
ing.

There shall be lamentation generally upon all the house 
toppes of Moab, and in the streetes thereof: for I have broken 
Moab like a vessell, wherin is no pleasure, saith the Lord. They 
shall howle, saying; How is it broken downe.' how hath Moab 
turned the backe with shame? so shall Moab be a derision, and a 
dismaying to all them about him. For thus saith the Lunn, 
Behold, hee shall fly as an eagle, and shall spread his wings over 
Moab. Kerioth is taken, and the strong holds are surprised, and 
the mighty mens hearts in Mosb at that day shall be as the heart 
of a woman in her pangs. And Moab shall be destroyed from 
being a people, because he hath magnified himselfe against the 
Lord. Feare, and the pit, and the snare shall be upon thee, O 
inhabitant of Moab, saith the Lord. Hee that fleeth from the 
feare shall fall into the pit, and he that getteth up out of 
the pit shall be taken in the snare : for I will bring upon it, 
even upon Moab, the yeere of their visitation, saith the Lord. 
They that fled, stood under the shadow of Heshbon, because of 
the force : but a fire shall come forth out of Heshbon, and a 
flame from the middest of Sihon, and shall devoure the comer of 
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Moab, and the crowne of the hetul of the tumultuous ones. Woe 
be unto thee, O Moab, the people of Chemosh perishetb : for thy 
sonnes are taken captives, and thy daughters captives. 

Yet will 1 bring againe the captivitie of Moab in the Iftter 
dayes, saith the Lohd. Thus farre is the iudgement of Moab.

t y^ONCERNING the Ammonites, thus sayth the Lord ; H*th 
1 Israel no sonnes? hath he no heire ? Why then doth their

Therfore behold, the dayes come, saith the Lord, that I will 
cause an alarme of warre to be heard in Rabbah of the Ammonites, 
and it shall be a desolate heupe, and her daughters shall be burnt 
with fire : then shall Israel be heire unto them that were his 
heires, saith the Lord.

Wherfor« 
gloriest thou in the valleys, thy flowing valley, O backsliding 
daughter ^ that trusted in her treasures, saying ; Who shall come 
unto mee P Behold, 1 will bring a feare upon thee, saith the Lord 
Ciod of hostes, from all those that be about thee, and yee shall be 
driven out every man right forth, and none slial gather up hint 
that wandereth. And afterward I will bring againe the captivitie 
of the children of Ammon, Eaith the Lord, 

Concerning Edoni thus saith the Lord of hosts. Is wisedome no 
more in Tcman ? is counsell perished from the prudent > is their 
wisedom vanished ? Flee ye, turne backe, dwell deepe, O inhabi- 
tants of Dedan : for 1 will bring the calamitie of Esau upon him, 
the time that I will visite him. If grape gatherers come to thee, 
would they not leave some gleaning grapes ? If theeves by night, 
they will destroy till they have enough. But I have made &au 
bare, I have uncovered his secret places, and he shall not be able 
to hide hiraselfe ; his seed is spoiled, and his brethren and hia 
neighbours, and he is not. Leave thy fatherlesae children, 1 will 
preserve them alive : and let thy widowes trust in me. For thus 
saith the Loan, Behold, they whose iudgement was not to drinke 
of the cup, have assuredly drunken, and art thou he that shall 
altogether go unpunished.'' thou shalt not go unpunished, but 
thou shall surely drinke of it. For 1 have swome by my selfe, 
saith the Lord, that Bozrah shall become a desolation, a reproch, 
a waste, and a curse, and all the cities thereof shall be perpetual! 
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wastes. I have heard a rumor from the Lord, and an ambassodour 
is sent unto the heathen, saying. Gather ye together and come 
against her, and rise up to the battell. For lo, I wil make thee 
smal among the heathen, and despised among men. Thy terrible- 
nesse hath deceived thee, and the pride of thine heart, O thou 
that dwellest in the clefts of the rocke, that boldest the height of 
the hill : thogh thou shouldest make thy nest as high as the eagle, 
I will bring thee downe from thence, saith the Lord. Also Edom 
shalbe a desolation : every one that goeth by it shalbe astonished, 
and shall hisse at all the plagues thereof, as in the overthrow of 
Sodom and Gomorrah, and the neighbour cities thereof, saith the 
Loao: no man shall abide there, neither shall a sonne of man 
dwell in it. Behold, he shsl come up like a lyoa from the swelling 
of iordane against the habitation of the strong : but I wil suddenly 
make him runne away from her, and who is a chosen man that I 
may appoynt over her ? for who is like mee ? and who will appoint 
me the time ? who is that shepheard that will stand before mee ? 
Therfore heare the counsell of the Loud, that he hath taken 
against Edom, and his purposes that hee hath purposed against 
the inhabitants of Teman : surely the least of the llocke shall draw 
them out: surely hee shall make their habitations desolate with 
them. The earth is moved at the noise of their fall : at the crie, 
the noise thereof was heard in the red Sea. Behold, he shall come 
up and Hie ns the eagle, and spread his wings over Bozrah : and at 
that day shall the heart of the mightie men of Edom, be as the 
heart of a woman in her pangs. 

Concerning Damascus, Hamath is confounded, and Arpad, for of 
they have heard evil tidings, they are faint hearted, there is sorrow 
on the sea, it can not be quiet. Damascus is wnxed feeble, and 
tumeth her selfe to flee, and feare hath seised on her; anguish 
and sorrowes have taken her as a woman in travell. How is the 
citie of praise not left, the citie of my ioy ? Therefore her yong 
men shal fall in her streets, and all the men of warre shall bee 
cut off in that day, saith the Lord of hosts. And 1 will kindle a 
fire in the wall of Damascus, and it shal consume the palaces of 
Ben-hadad. 

Concerning Kedar, and concerning the kingdoms of Haior, ot 
which Nebuchad-rezzar king of Babylon shall smite. Thus saith 
the Lonn : Arise ye, goe up to Kedar, and spoile the men of the 
East. Their tents and their flocks shall they take away : they 
■bal take to themselves their curtaines and all their vessels, and 
their camels, and they shal crie unto them, Feare is on every side. 

Flee, get you farre off, dwell deepe, O ye mliabit«nts of Haaor, oi 
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saith the Lord : for Nebuchad-reszar king of Bftbylon hsth takes 
couosel agtunst you, aud hath conceived a purpose against you. 
Arise, get you up unto the wealthy nation that dwelleth without 
care, saith the Lord, which have neither gates nor barres, which 
dwell alone. And their camels shall be a bootie, and the multitude 
of their cattell a spoile, and I will scatter into all winds them that 
are in the utmost comers, and I will bring their calamitte from ail 
sides thereof, saith the Lord. And Hazor shall be a dwelling 
for dragons, and a desolation for ever; there shall no man abide 
there, nor acy sonne of man dwell in it. 

The word of the Lord that came to leremiah the Prophet 
against Elam in the beginning of the reigne of Zedekiah king of 
ludah, saying. Thus saith the Load of hosts. Behold, 1 will breake 
the bow of Elam, the chiefe of their might. And upon Elam will 
I bring the foure windes from the foure quarters of heaven, and 
will scatler them towards all those windes, and there shall be no 
nation, whither the outcasts of Elam shall not come. For I will 
cause Elam to bee dismayed before their enemies, and before them 
that aeeke their life : and 1 will bring evill upon them, even my 
fierce anger, saith the Lord, and 1 wUI send the sword after them, 
till I have consumed them, And I ivill set my throne in Elam, 
and will destroy from thence the king and the princes, saith the 
Lord. 

But it shall come to passe in the later dales, that I wil bring 
againe the captivitte of Elam, saith the Lord. 

CHAPTER L 
t ^ I ^HE word that the Lord spake against Babylon, and against 

I the land of the Caldeans by leremiah the Prophet. Declare 
yee among the nations, and pubUsh, and set up a standart, 
publish and conceale not : say, Babylon is taken, Bel is confounded, 
Merodach is broken in pieces, her idols are confounded, her Images 
are broken in pieces. For out of the North there commeth up a 
nation against her, which shall make her land desolate, and none 
shall dwell therein : they shall remove, they shall depart both man 
and beast. 

In those daies, and in that time, saith the Lord, the children of 
Israel shall come, they, and the children of ludah together, going 
and weeping : they shall goe, and seeke the Lord their God. 
They shall aske the way to Zion with their faces thitherward, 
uying, Come, and let us ioyne our selves to the Lord, in a per- 
petuall Covenant that shall not be forgotten. My people hath 
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bene lost aheepe : their shepheards have caused them to goe astray, CHAPTER 
they have turned them away on the mountoines : they have L 

gone from mountaine to hill, they have forgotten their resting 
place. All that found them have devoured them, and their 
adversaries said. We otfend not, because they have sinned against 
the LoBo, the habitation of iustice, even the Lobe, the hope of 
their fathers. IJemove out of the midst of Babylon, and goe 
foorth out of the land of the Caldeans, and be as the hee goats 
before the flocks. 

For loe, I will raise and cause to come up against Babylon, an The indremeni 
assembly of great nations from the North countrey, and they shall "^ Btbjloii. 
■et themselves in aray against her, from thence shee shalbe taken ; 
their arrowesshalbe asof a migh tie expert man : none shall returne 
in vaine. And Caldea shall bee a spoile : all that spoile her shall 
be satisfied, saith the Lobd. Because ye were glad, because yee 
rcioyced, O ye destroyers of mine heritage, because ye are growen 
fat, as the heifer at grasse, and bellow ai bulles: your mother 
shalbe sore confounded, she that bare you shalbe ashamed : beholde, 
the hindermost of the nations shalbe a wildemes, a dry land, and 
a desert. Because of the wrath of the Lord, it shall not be in- 
habited, but it shalbe wholly desolate : every one that goeth by 
Babylon shall be astonished, and hisse at all her plagues. Put 
your selves in aray against Babylon round about : all ye that bend 
the bow, shoot at her; spare no arrows; for she hath sinned 
against the Lord. Shout against her round about: shee hath 
given her hand : her foundations are fallen, her walls are throwen 
downe : for it is the vengeance of the Lono : take vengeance upon 
her; as she hath done, doe unto her. Cut off the sower from 
Babylon, and him that handjeth the sickle in the time of harvest : 
for feare of the oppressing sword, they shall tume every one to 
his people, and they shall flee every one to his owne lande. 

Israel is a scattered sheepe, the lyons have driven him away : The r«demptii] 
first the king of Assyria hath devoured him, and last this Nebu- "^ I"™*', 
cbad-rezzar king of Babylon hath broken his bones. Therefore 
thus saith the Lord of hostes the God of Israel ; Behold, 1 will 
punish the king of Babylon and his land, as 1 have punished the 
king of Assyria. And I will bring Israel againe to his habitation, 
and he shal feed on Carmel and B.ishan, and his soule shall be 
satisfied upon mount Ephraim and Gilead. In those dayes, and 
in that time, sayth the Lobo, the iniquitie of Israel shall be sought 
for, and there shall be none; and the sinnes of ludab, and they 
shall not be found : for I will pardon them whom I reserve. xh* iadfamcD 

Goe up against the land of Merathaim, even against it, and of Bkb^oo. 
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CHAPTER against the inhabitants of Pekod : waste and utterly destroy after 
L them, sayeth the Lord, and doe according to all that I have com- 

manded thee. A sound of battell is in the land, and of great 
destruction. How is the hammer of the whole earth cut asunder 
and broken ? how is Babylon become a desolation among the 
nations? 1 have laide a snare for thee, and thou art also taken, 
O Babylon, and thou wast not aware : thou art found and also 
caught, because thou hast striven against the Lord. The Lord 
hath opened his armorie, and hath brought foorth the weapons of 
his indignation : for this is the worke of the Lord God of hosts, 
in the liuid of the Caldeans. Come against her from the utmost 
border, open her store-houses ; cast her up as heupes, and destroy 
her utterly : let nothing of her be left. Slay all her bullocks : let 
them goe downe to the slaughter : woe unto them, for their day 
is come, the time of their visitation. The voice of them that flee 
and escape out of the land of Babylon to declare in Zion the 
vengeance of the Lorh our God, the vengeance of his Temple. 
Call together the archers against Babylon : all yee that bend the 
bow, cainpe against it rounil about ; let none thereof escape : 
recompense her according to her worke; according to all that shee 
hath done, due unto her : for shee hath bene proud against tlie 
Lord, against the Holy one of Israel. Therefore shall her yong 
men fall in the streets, and ail her men of war shall be cut off in 
that day, saith the Loud. Behold, I am against thee, O thou most 
proud, sayth the Lord Con of hostes : for thy day is come, the time 
that I will visit thee. And the most proude shall stumble and fall, 
and none shal raise him up : and I will kindle a fire in his cities, 
and it shall devoure all round about him. 
in Thus saith the Lord of hosts ; The children of Israel and the 
children of ludah were oppressed together, and all that tooke 
them captives, held them fast, they refused to let them goe. 
Their Redeemer is strong, the IJohd of hosts is his Name, he shall 
throughly pleade their cause, that hee may give rest to the land, 
and disquiet the inhabitants of Babylon. 
The iudgement A sword is upon the Caldeans, saith the Lord, and upon the 
ofBkbjIoii. inhabitants of Babylon, and upon her princes, and upon her wise 
men. A sword is upon the lyers, and they shall dote : a sword is 
upon her mighty men, and they shalbe dismayed. A sword is 
upon their horses, and upon their charets, and upon all the mingled 
people that are in the middest of her, and they shall become as 
women ; a sword is upon her treasures, and they shall be robbed. 
A drought is upon her waters, and they shalbe dried up: for it is 
the land of graven images, and they are madde upon their idoles, 
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Therefore the wi]de beasts of the desert with the wilde beasts of CHAPTER 

the Hands shall dwel there, and the owles shall dwell therein : 

and it shalbe no more inhabited for ever : neither shall it bee 

dwelt in from generation to generation. As God overthrew Sodom 

and Gomorrah, and the neighbour cities thereof, sayth the Lorh : 

so shall no man abide there, neither shal any sonne of man dwell 

therein. Behold, a people shall come from the North, and a great 

nation, and many kings shall bee raised up from the coasts of the 

earth. They shall holde the bow and the lance : they are cniell 

and will not shewe mercy : their voice shall roare hke the sea, and 

they shall ride upon horses, every one put in aray like a man to 

the battel!, against thee, O daughter of Babylon. The king of 

Babylon hath heard the report of them, and his hands waxed 

feeble ; anguish tooke hold of him, and pangs as of a woman in 

travcll. Behold, he shall come up like n lyon from the swelling of 

Ionian, unto the habitation of the strong; but 1 will make them 

suddenly runne away from her : and who is a chosen man that I 

may appoint over her? for who is like me, and who will appoint 

me the time .' and who is that shepheard that will stand before 

me ? Therefore heare yee the counsell of the Lord that bee hath 

taken against Babylon, and his purposes that he hath purposed 

against the land of the Caldeans ; surely the least of the flocke 

shall drawe them out ; surely he shall make their habitation 

desolate with them. At the noise of the taking of Babylon the 

earth is moved, and the cry is heard among the nations. 
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CHAPTER LI 

HUS saith the Loan ; Behold, I will raise up against Babylon, Th« KTsr* 
:d against them that dwell in the middest of them that '^'',^^™'i 
" up against me, a destroying wind ; and will send unto BBbyloDTln 



Babylon fanners, that shall fanne her, and shall emptie her land 
for in the day of trouble they shall be against her round about. 
Against him that bendeth let the archer bend his bow, and against 
him that lifleth himsclfe up in his brigandine ; and spare yee not 
her young men, destroy yee utterly all her hoste. Thus the slaine 
shall fall in the land of the Caldeans, and they that are thrust 
through in her streetes. For Israel hath not becne forsaken, nor 
ludah of his God, of the Lonn of hostes; though their land was 
filled with sinne against the holv one of Israel. Flee out of the 
middest of Babylon, and deliver every man his soule ; bee not cut 
off in her iniquitie : for this is the time of the Lords vengeance : 
he will render unto her a recompence. Babylon hath beene a 
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CHAPTER golden cup in the Lonos hand, that made all the earth drunkeo : 
LI the nations have drunken of her wine, therefore the nations are 

mad. Babylon is suddenly fallen and destroyed : howle for her. 
take balme for her paine, if so be she may be healed. We would 
have healed Babylon, but she is not healed : forsake her, and let 
us goe every one into his owne counlrey : for her Judgement 
reacheth unto heaven, and is lifted up even to the skies. The 
Lord hath brought forth our righteousnesse : come and let us 
declare in Zion the worke of the Lord our God. Make bright the 
arrowes : gather the shields : the Lord hath raised up the spirit 
of the kings of the Medes : for his device is against Babylon, to 
destroy it ; because it is the vengeance of the Lord, the vengeance 
of his temple. Set up the standart upon the walles of Babylon, 
make the watch strong : set up the watchman : prepare the 
ambushes : for the Lord hath both devised and done that, which 
hee spake against the inhabitants of Babylon. O thou that 
dwellest upon many waters, abundant in treasures; thine end is 
come, and the measure of thy covetousnesse, The LoHn of hostea 
hath swome by himselfe, saying, Surely I will fill thee with men, 
as with caterpillers ; and they shall lift up a shoute against thee. 
Hee hath made the earth by his power, he hath established the 
world by his wisedome, and hath stretched out the heaven by his 
understanding. When he uttereth his voyce, there is a multitude 
of waters in the heavens, and he causeth the vapours to ascend 
from the ends of the earth, he maketh lightnings with raine, and 
bringeth forth the wind out of his treasures. Every man is brutish 
by his knowledge: every founder is confounded by the graven 
image: for his moultcn image is falsehood, and there is no breath 
in them, They are vanitie, the worke of errours ; in the time of 
their visitation they shall perish. The portion of lacob is not like 
' them, for he is the former of all things, and Israel is the rod of his 
inheritance : the Lord of hastes is his Name. Thou art my battel- 
axeand weapons of warre : for with thee will I breake in pieces 
the nations, sDd with thee will 1 destroy kingdomes ; and with 
thee will I breake in pieces the horse and his rider, and with thee 
will I breake in pieces the charet, and his rider ; with thee also 
will I breake in pieces man and woman, and with thee will I breake 
in pieces old and yong, and with thee will I breake in pieces the 
yong man and the maide. 1 will also breake in pieces with thee, 
the shepheard and his flocke, and with thee will 1 breake in pieces 
the husbandman, and his yoke of oxen, and with thee will I breake 
in pieces Captaines and rulers. And I will render unto Babylon, 
and to all the inhabitants of Caldea, all their evil that they have 
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done in Zion in your siglit, saitli the Loru. Behold, I am against CHAPTER 

thee, O deslroyiDg mountaine, saith the Lord, which destroiest 

all the earth, and 1 wil stretch out mine hand upon thee, and 

roule thee downe from the rockes, and will make thee a burnt 

mountaine. And they shall not tnke of thee a stone for a comer, 

nor I stone for foundations, but thou shall be desolate for ever, 

soith the Lord. Set ye up a standart in the land, blow the 

trumpet among the nations; prepare the nations against her: 

call together against her the kingdomes of Ararat, Minni, and 

Ashchenaz : appoint a captaine against her : cause her horses to 

come up as the rough caterpillers. Prepare against her the 

nations with the kings of the Medes, the captaines thereof, and 

all the rulers thereof, and all the land of his dominion. And the 

land shall tremble and sorrow : for every purpose of the Lord 

shalbe performed against Babylon, to make the land of Babylon 

a desolation without an inhabitant The mightie men of Babylon 

have forborne to fight : they have remained in their holdes : their 

might hath failed, they became as women : they have burnt their 

dwelling places: her barres are broken. One poste shall runne 

to meet another, and one messenger to meete another, to shew 

the king of Babylon that his citie is taken at one end, and that 

the passages are stopped, and the reedes they have burnt with 

fire, and the men of warre are afrighted. For thus saith the 

Lord of hostes, the God of Israel ; The daughter of Babylon is 

like a threshing floore ; it is time to thresh her : yet a little while, 

and the time of her harvest shall come. Nebuchadrezzar the king 

of Babylon hath devoured me, he hath crushed me ; he hath made 

me an emptie vessell : hee hath swallowed mee up like a dragon ; 

he hath filled his betlie with my delicates, he hath cast me out. 

The violence done to me and to my fiesh, be upon Babylon, shall 

the inhabitant of Zion say ; and my blood upon the inhabitants of 

Caldea, shall lerusalem say. Therefore thus saith the Lord, 

Behold, I wil plead thy cause, and take vengeance for thee, and 

I will drie up her sea, and make her springs drie. And Babylon 

shal become heaps, a dwelling place for dragons, an astonishment, 

and an hissing without an inhabitant. They shall roare together 

like lions; they shall yell as lions whelps. In their heat I wiU 

make their feasts, and 1 will make them drunken, that they may 

reioyce, and sleepe a perpetunll sleepe, and not wake, saith the 

Lord. I will bring them downe hke lambcs to the slaughter, 

like rammes with hee goates. How is Sheshach taken ? and how 

u the praise of the whole earth surprised ? how is Babylon become 

an astonishment among the nations ? The sea is come up upon 
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Babylon : she is covered with the multitude of the waves thereof. 
Her cities are a desolation, a dry land and a wildemes, a. land 
wherein do man dwelleth, neither doeth any sonne of man passe 
thereby. And 1 will punish Bel in Babylon, and 1 will bring forth 
out of his mouth that which he hath swallowed up, and the 
nations shall not flow together any more unto him, yea, the wall 
of Babylon shall fall. My people, goe ye out of the midst of ber, 
and deliver ye every man his soule from the fierce anger of tJie 
Lord, and lest your heart faint, and ye feare for the rumour that 
shall be heard in the land : a rumour shall both come one yeere, 
and after that in another yeere shall come a rumour, and violence 
in the land, ruler against ruler. Therefore behold, the dayes 
come, that I will doe iudgment upon the ^aven images of Babylon, 
and her whole land shall bee confounded, and all her slaine shall 
fall in the midst of her. Then the heaven and the earth, and aU 
that is therein, shall sing for Babylon : for the spoilers shall come 
unto her from the North, saith the Lord. As Babylon hath 
caused the slaine of Israel to fall : so at Babylon shall fall the 
slaine of all the earth. Ye that have escaped the sword, go away, 
stand not still: remember the Lord afarre ofT: and let lerusalem 
come into your mind. We are confounded, because wee have 
heard reproch, shame hath covered our faces : for strangers are 
come into the Sanctuaries of the Lords house. Wherfore behold, 
the dayes come, saith the Lord, that I will do iudgment upon her 
graven images, and through all her land the wounded shall grone. 
Though Babylon should mount up to heaven, and though shee 
should fortifie the height of her strength, yet from me shall 
spoilers come unto her, saith the Lord. A sound of a crie 
commeth from Babylon, and great destruction from the land of 
the Caldeans. Because the Lord hath spoiled Babylon, and 
destroyed out of her the great voyee when her waves doe roare 
like great waters, a noise of their voice is uttered. Because the 
spoiler is come upon her, even upon Babylon, and her mightie 
men arc taken, every one of their bowes is broken, for the Lord 
God of recompenses shall surely requite. And I will make drunke 
her princes and her wise men, her captaines and her rulers, and 
her mightie men : and they shall sleepe a perpetuall sleepe, and 
not wake, saith the king, whose Name is the Lord of hosts. Tlius 
saith the Lord of hosts, The broad walles of Babylon sbalbe utterly 
broken, and her high gates shal be burnt with fire, and the people 
shall labour in vaine, and the foike in the fire, and they shall be 
weary. 
The word which leremiab the prophet commanded Seraiah the 
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Sonne of Neri&h, the aonne of MaaseiKh, when he went with CHAPTER 
Zedekiah the king of luduh into Babylon, in the fourth yeere of LI 

his reigne, and this Seraiah was a quiet prince. So leremiah leiomUh de- 
wrote in a booke all the evill that should come upon Babylon : liv«™Ui ibo

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even all these wonles that are written against Babylon. And pcophecde to 
leremiah said to Seraiah, When thou commest to Babylon, and SbcFaish, to 
shall see, and shalt read all these words, then shalt thou say, O E^X^awi!' 
Lord, thou hast spoken against this place, to cut it off, that none in tokead 
shall reraamc in it, neither man nor beast, but that it shalbe tLo perpetuaU 
desolate for ever. And it shall bee when thou hast made an end iJ^byl^iT 
of reading this booke, that thou shalt binde a stone to it, and cast 
it into the midst of Euphrates. And thou shalt say. Thus shall 
Babylon sinke, and shall not rise from the evil! that 1 will bring 

J DO her : and they shall be wearie. Thus farre are the words 
leremiah. 

CHAFTEB UI 

ZEDEKIAH was one and tweutie yeere otde when he began Zeilekith 
to reigne, and he reigned eleven yeerea in lerusalem, and re*«"""'- 
his mothers name was Haniutal the daughter of leremiah 
of Libnah. And hee did that which was evill in the eyes of the 
Lord, according to all that lehoiakim had done. For through the 
anger of the Lord it came to passe in lerusalem and ludah, tUI 
hee had cast them out from his presence, that Zedekiah rebelled 
against the king of Babylon. 

And it came to passe in the ninth yere of his reigne, in the iBnualent in 
tenth moneth, in the tenth day of the moneth. that Nebuchad- j™^""! 
reszar king of Babylon came, hee, and all his orraie against 
lerusalem, and pitched against it, and built fortes against it 
round about. So the citie was besieged unto the eleventh yeere 
of king Zedekiah. And in the fourth moneth, in the ninth day 
of the moneth, the famine was sore in the citie, so that there 
was no bread for the people of the land. Then the city was 
broken up, and all the men of warre Hed, and went foorth out of 
the citie by night, by the way of the gate between the two wals, 
which was by the kings garden (now the Caldeans were by the 
city round about) and they went by the way of the plaine. 

But the armie of the Caldeans pursued after the king, and over- Zedckistu 
tooke Zedekiah in the plaines of lericho, and all his armie was "nnet kiU«l, 
scattered from him. Then they tooke the king, and caried him *° *^''",^ 
up onto the king of Babylon to Biblah in the land of Hamath : 
where he gave iudgement upon him. And the king of Babylon 
slew the sonnes of Zedekiah before his eyes : he slewe also all the

CHAFT&R princes of tudoh in Riblah. Tlien he put out the eyes of Zedekiah, 
LSI and the king of Bubylon bound him in chaines, and caried bim 

to Babylon, and put him in prison till the day of his death, 

Now in the fiflh moneth, in the tenth day of the moneth (which 
was the nineteenth yeere of Nebuchod-rezzar king of Babylon] 
came Nebuzaradan captaine of the guard, which served the king 
of Babylon, into Jerusalem ; and burnt the house of the Lord, and 
the kings house, and all the houses of lenisalem, and all the 
bouses of the great men burnt he with fire. And all the armie of 
the Caldeaus that were with the captaine of the guard, brake 
downe all the walles of lerusalem round about. Then Nebuzaradan 
the captaine of the guard, caried away captive certaine of the 
poore of the people, and the residue of the people that remained 
in the citie, and those that fell away, that fell to the king of 
Babylon, and the rest of the multitude. But Nebuzaradan the 
captaine of the guard, left certaine of the poore of the land for 
Vine-dressers and for husbandmen. Also the pillars of brasse 
that were in the house of the Lord, and the bases, and the bmsen 
sea that was in the house of the Lonu, the Caideans brake, and 
caried all the brasse of them to Babylon. The cauldrons also, 
and the shovels, and the snuffers, and the holies, and the spoones, 
and all the vessels of brasse wherewith they ministred, tooke they 
away. And the basons, and the firepans, and the bolles, and the 
cauldrons, and the candlestickes, and the spoones, and the cuppes ; 
that which was of goldc, in golde, and that which was of silver, in 
silver, tooke the captaine of the guard away : the two pillars, one 
Sea, and twelve brasen bulles, that were under the bases, which 
king Solomon had made in the house of the Loro : the brasse of 
all these vessels was without weight. And concerning the pillars, 
the height of one pillar was eighteene cubites, and a fillet of 
twelve cubites did compasse it, and the thickenesse thereof was 
fuure fingers : it was hollow. And a chapiter uf brasse was upon 
it, and the height of one chapiter was five cubites, with networke 
and pomegranates upon the chapiters round about, all of brasse : 
the second pillar also and the pomegranates were like unto these. 
And there were ninetie and sixe pomegranates on a side, and all 
the pomegranates upon the networke were an hundreth round 
about. 

And the captaine of the guard tooke Seraiah the chiefe Priest, 
and Zephaniah the second Priest, and the three keepers of the 
doore. Hee tooke also out of the citie an Eunuch, which had the 
charge of the men of warre, and seven men of them that were 
neere the kings person which were found in the citie, and the 
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principal] Scribe of the host, who muBtered the people of the land, CHAPTER 

and threescore men of the people of the land, that were found in LIl 

the middest of the citie. So Nebiutar'-adan the captaine of the 

guard tooke them, and brought them to the king of Babylan to 

Riblah. And the king of Itabylon smote them, and put them to 

death in Riblah, in the land of Hamath : thus ludah was caried 

away captive out of his owne land. This is the people whom 

Nebuchad-rezzar caried away captive in the seventh yeere, three 

thousand lewes and three and twentie. In the eighteenth yeere 

of Nebuchad - rezzar hee carieil away captive from lerusalem 

eight hundretb, thirtie and two persons.

his prison garments : and hee did continually eate bread before 

him all the dayes of his life.

CHAPTER I 




OW it came to passe in the thirtieth yeere, in The Urns of 
the fourth moneth, in the fifth day of the '^^ 
moneth, ^as 1 was among the captives by the chobar. ' " 
river of Chebar) that the heavens were opened, 
and I saw visions of God. In the fifth day of 
the moneth, (which was the fifth yeere of king 
lehoiakins captivitie,) the word of the Lord 
came enpresly unto Ezekiel the Priest, the 
Sonne of Buzi, in the land of the Caldeans, by 
the river Chebar, and the hand of the Lord was there upon him. 

And I looked, and behold, a whirlewinde came out of the North, Bii Tuioa 
a great cloude, and a fire infoulding it selfe, and a brightuesse was o*'*"™ 
abflut it, and out of the midst thereof as the colour of amber, out 
of the midst of the fire. Also out of the midst thereof came the 
likenesse of foure liviDg creatures, and this was their appearance : 
they had the likenesse of a man. And every one had foure faces, 
and every one had foure wings. And their feet were straight feet, 
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and the sole of their feet was like the sole of a calves foot, and 
they sparkled like the colour of bumjehed brasse. And they bad 
the bandes of a man under their wiogs on their foure eidei, and 
they foure had their faces and their wings. Their wings were 
ioyned one to another, they turned not when they went : they 
went every one straight forward. As for the likenesse of their 
faces, they foure had the face of a man, and the face of a lyon on 
the right side, and they foure had the face of an oxe on the lef^ 
side : they foure also had the face of an eagle. Thus were their 
faces: and their wings were stretched upward, two wiogs of every 
one were ioyned one to an other, and two covered their bodies. 
And they went every one straight forward : whither the spirit was 
to goe, they went : and they turned not when they went As for 
the likenesse of the living creatures, their appearance was like 
burning coles of fire, and like the appearance of lamps : it went up 
and downe among the living creatures, and the fire was bright, 
and out of the fire went foorth lightning. And the living 
creatures ranne, and returned as the appearance of a flash of 
lightning. 

Now as 1 behelde the living creatures: behold one wheele 
upon the earth by the living creatures, with his foure faces. The 
appearance of the wheeles, and their worke was like unto the 
colour of a Berill : and they foure had one likenesse, and their 
appearance and their worke was as it were a wbeele in the middle 
of a wheele. When they went, they went upon their foure sides : 
and they returned not when they went. As for their rings, they 
were so high, that they were dreadful, and their rings were ftiU 
of eyes round about them foure. Ajid when the living creatures 
went, the wheeles went by them : and when the living creatures 
were lift up from the earth, the wheels were lift up. Whitherso- 
ever the spirit was to goe, they went, thither was their spirit to 
goe, and the wheeles were lifted up over against them : for tbc 
spirit of the living creature was in the wheeles. When those 
went, these went, and when those stood, these stood ; and when 
those were lifted up from the earth, the wheeles were lifted up 
over against them : for the spirit of the living creature was in the 
wbeeles. And the likenesse of the fimtament upon the beads of 
the living creature was as the colour of the terrible chrystalt, 
stretched foorth over their heads above. And under the lirmanient 
were their wings straight, the one toward the other, every one had 
two which covered on this side, and every one had two, which 
covered on that side their bodies. And when they went, 1 heard 
the noise of their wings, like the noise of great waters, as the voice 
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of the Almigbtie, the voice of speech, as the noise of an hoste : CUAPTEF 
when they stood, they let dowDe their wings.

And 
thou shalt speake my words unto them, whether they will heare or 
whether they will forbeare, for they are most rebellious. But thou, 
Sonne of man, heare what 1 say unto thee; Be not thou rebellious 
like that rebellious house r open thy mouth and eate that I give thee. 

And when I looked, behold, an hand was sent unto mee, and loe. The roulo ol 
a roule of a booke was therein. And he spread it before me, and ''''^'j'* 

I it wu written within and without, and there was written therein P'°>^^ '- 
lameatations, and mourning, and woe. 
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CHAPTER III 
OREUVER he said unto me, Sonne of man, eate that thou 
findest : eate this roule, and goe, speake unto the bouse 
of Israel. So 1 opened my mouth, and hee caused me to 
eate that roule. And he said unto mee ; Sonne of man, cause thy 
belly to eate, and fill thy bowels with this roule that 1 give thee. 
Then did I eate it, and it was in my mouth as honie for sweetnesse. 
And he said unto me, Sonne of man, goe, get thee unto the 
house of Israel, and speake with my words unto them. For thou 
art not sent to a people of a strange speach, and of an hard 
language, but to the house of Israel. Not to many people of a

are impudent and hard hearted. Behold, 1 have made thy face 
strong against their faces, and thy forehead strong against their 
foreheads. As an adamant harder then flint have I made thy 
forehead : feare them not, neither be dismayed at their lookes, 
though they be a rebellious house. Moreover he said unto me, 
Sonne of man, all my words that 1 shall speake unto thee, receive 
in thine heart, and heare with thine eores. And goe, get thee to 
them of the captivity, unto thy people, and speake unto them and 
tell them. Thus saith the Lord God, whether they will heare, or 
whether they will forbeare. Then the spirit tooke me up, and I 
heard behind me a voyce of a great rushing, saying ; Blessed be the 
glory of the 1-obd from his place.

Againe, when a righteous man 
doth turne from his righteousnesse and commit iniquity, and t lay 
a stumbling blocke before him, he shall die : because thou hast 
not given him warning, he shall die in his sinne, and his righteous- 
nesse which he hath done shal not be remembred : but his blood 
wilt 1 require at thine hand. Neverthelcsse if thou wame the 
righteous man, that the righteous sinne not, and he doth not sinne ; 
he shall surely live, because he is warned : also thou hast delivered 
thy Eoule, 

And the hand of the Lohd was there upon me, and he said unto Ood ihnttetli 
me ; Arise, goe forth into the plaine, and I will there talke with '"'' "penoth 
thee. Then I arose and went forth into the plaine, and behold, the at<^^*'^ 
glory of the Lord stood there as the glory which 1 saw by the river 
of Chebar, and 1 fell on my face. Then the spirit entred into me, 
and set me upon my feet, and spake with me, and said unto me, 
Goe shut thy selfe within thine house. But thou, O sonne of man, 
behold, they shall put bands upon thee, and shall bind thee with 
them, and thou shalt not goe out among them. And I will make 
thy tongue cleave to the roofe of thy mouth, that thou shalt be 
dumme and shalt not be to them a reprover: for they arc a 
rebellious house. But when I speake with thee, I will open thy 
mouth, and thou shalt say unto them ; Thus saith the Lord God, 
He that heareth, let him heare, and he that forbeareth, let him 
forbeare : for they are a rebellious house. 
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HOU also Sonne of man, take thee a tile, and lay it before Undar the 
thee, and pourtray upon it the citie, even lerusalem, and '^'^^A'!?''' 
lay siege against it, and build a fort against it, and cast a time from the 
mount against it : set the campe also against it, and set battering doteetioii of 
rammes against it round about. Moreover Uke thou unto thee an ^!^j|^ " "" 
yron panne, and set it for u wall of yron betweene thee and the 
city, and set thy face against it, and it shalbe besieged, and thou 
shalt lay siege against it : this shalbe a signe to the house of Israel. 
Lie thou also upon thy lefl side, and lay the iniquitie of the house of 
Israel upon it : according to the number of the dayes that thou 
shalt lie upon it, thou shalt beare their ioiquitie. For I have layed 
upon thee the yeeres of their iniquitie, according to the number of 
the dayes, three hundreth and ninetie dales.

Tuion ot the lentils, and millet, and fitches, and put them in one vessell, and 
So hardDtaie make thee bread thereof according to the number of the dayes 
of tha famine, that thou shalt tie upon thy side; three hundreth and ninetie 
dayes shalt thou eate thereof. And thy meate which thou shalt 
eiLt, shalbe by weight twentie shekels a day : from time to time 
shalt thou eat it. Thou shalt drinke also water by measure, the 
sist part of an hin : from time to time shalt thou drinke. And 
thou shalt eate it as barley cakes, and thou shalt bake it with doung 
that comraeth out of man in their sight. And the Lord said; 
Even thus shall the children of Israel eat their defiled bread among 
the Gentiles, whither I will drive them. Then said I, Ah Lord 
God, behold, my soule hath not bene polluted : for from my youth 
up even til now, have I not eaten of that which dieth of it selfe, 
OF is torne in pieces, neither came there abominable flesh into my 
mouth. Then he said unto me, Loe, I have given thee cowes doung 
for mans doung and thou shalt prepare thy bread therewith. 
Moreover he said unto me, Sonne of man, behold, I wil breake the 
staffe of bread in lerusalem. and they shall eat bread by weight, 
and with care, and they shal drinke water by measure, and with 
astonishment : that they may want bread and water, and be 
astonied one with an other, and consume away for their iniquitie.

A third part of thee shall die with the pestilence, and with by ftmine.

them. Thus shall mine anger be accomplished, and I will cause 
my fury to rest upon them, and I will be comforted : and they shal 
know that I the Lord have spoken it in my zeale, when I have 
accomplished my fury in them. Moreover I will make thee waste, 
and a reproch among the nations that are round about thee, in the 
sight of all that passe by. So it shall bee a reproch and a taunt, an 
instruction and an astonishment unto the nations that are round 
about thee, when i shall execute iudgments in thee in anger and 
in furie, and in furious rebukes: I the Lord have spoken it. When 
I shall send upon them the evill arrowes of famine, which shall be 
for their destruction, and which I will send to destroy you : and I 
wil increase the famine upon yon. and will breake your staffe of 
bread. So will I send upon you famine, and evill beasts, and they 
shall bereave thee, and pestilence and blood shal passe through 
thee, and I will bring the sword upon thee: I the Lord have

man, set thy face tow»rdcs the mountaines of Israel, *n<l 
prophecie against them, and say, Ye mountainea of Israel, 
Heare the word of the Lord God, Thus saith the Lord God to 
the mountaines and to the failles, to the rivers and to the valleys. 
Behold, I, even I will bring a sword ujmd you, and I will destroy 
your high places. And your altars shalbe desolate, and your images 
Bhall be broken : and I will cast downe your slaine men before your 
idoles.

Aa for the beautie of his ornament, he set it in maiestie : but 
tbey made the images of their abominations, and of their detest- 
able things therein : therefore have I set it farre from them. And 
1 will give it into the hands of the strangers for a pray, and to 
the wicked of the earth for a spoile, and they shall pollute it My 
face will I tume also from them, and they shall pollute my secret 
place : for the robbers shall enter into it and defile it. 
Ki Make a chaine : for the land is full of bloody crimes, the citie is 
full of violence. Whcrfore 1 will bring the worst of the heathen, 
and they shall possesse their houses ; I will also make the pompe 
of the strong to cease, and their holy places shall be defiled. 
Destruction commeth, and they shall seeke peace, and there shall 
be none. Mischiefe shall come upon mischiefe, and rumour shall 
be upon rumour, then shall they seeke a vision of the prophet : 
but the law shall perish from the priest, and counsell from the 
ancients. The king shall moume, and the prince shall be clothed 
with desolation, and the hands of the people of the land shall be 
troubled : I will doe unto them after their way, and according to 
their deserts will I iudge them, and they shaU know that I am 
the Lord.

And behold, sixe men came from the way of the higher gate, 
which lycth toward the North, and every man a slaughter weapon 
in his hand ; and one man among them was clothed with linneo, 
with a writers inkehorne by his side, and they went in and stood 
beside the brasen altar. And the glory of the God of Israel was 
gone up from the Cheruh whereupon he was, to the threshold of 
the house, and he called to the man clothed with linnen, which 
had the writers inkehorne by his side.

MOREOVER the Spirit lift me up, and brought me unto tbe 
East gate of the Lords house, which looketh Eastward : 
and behold at the doore of the gate five and twenty 
men ; among whom I saw laazaniah the sonne of Aznr, and 
Pelatiah the sonne of Benaiah, Princes of the people. Then said 
he unto me ; Sonne of man, these are the men that devise mi»- 
chiefe, and give wicked counsel in this city. Which say. It is not 
neere, let us build houses: this citie is the caldron, and we be 
the flesh. 

Therefore prophecie against them, prophecie, O sonne of man. 
And the Spirit of the Lord fell upon me, and said unto me, Speake, 
thus saitb the Lord ; Thus have ye said, O house of Israel : for I 
know the things that come into your minde, every one of them. 
Ye have multiplyed your slaine in this citie, and yee have filled the 
streetea thereof with the slaine. Therefore thus sayth the Lord 
God ; Your slaine whom ye have laid in the middest of it, they are 
tbe flesh, and this citie is the cauldron : but I wil bring yon foortfa 
out of the middest of it. Ye have feared the sword, and ! will bring 
a sword upon you, saith the Lord God. And I will bring you out 
of the middest thereof, and deliver you into the hands of strangers, 
and will execute judgements among you. Yee shall fall by the 
iworcl, I will iudge you in the border of Israel, and ye shall know 
that I am the Lord. This citie shall not be your cauldron, neither 
shall ye be the flesh in the middest thereof, but I wilt Judge you in 
tbe border of Israel. And ye shall know that I am the Loan: for 
yee have not walked in my statutes, neither executed my Judge- 
ments, but have done after the maners of the heathen that are 
round about you. 

And it came to passe, when I'prophecied, that Pelatiah the sonne 
of Benaiah died: then fell I downe upon my face, and cried with a 
loud voice, and said ; Ah Lord God, wilt thou make a (all end of

tne, spying ; Sonne of man, thy brethren, even thy brethren, the XI 

men of thy kinred, and all the house of Israel wholly are they, unto Eieldel oom-

the Lord : unto us is this land given in possession. I hercfore say, hw purpoM in 
Thus sayth the Lord God; Although I have cast them farre olTMvmgK 
among the heathen, and although I have scattered them among "°>''^'- 
the countreys, yet will I be to them as a litle Sanctuarie in the 
countreys where they shall come. Therefore say. Thus saith the 
Lord God ; I will even gather you from the people, and assemble 
you out of the countreys where ye have beene scattered, and I 
will give you the land of Israel. And they shall come thither, and 
they shall take away all the detestable things thereof, and all the 
abominations thereof from thence. And I wil give them one heart, 
and I wil put a new spirit within you ; and I will take the stonie 
heart out of their flesh, and will give them an heart of flesh, that 
they may walke in my statutes, and keepe mine ordinances, and 
doe them : and they shall be my people, and I will be their God. 
But as for them whose heart walketh after the heart of their mil puniihing 
detestable things, and their abominations, I wil recompense their *'"' '""'"«*- 
way upon their owne heads, saith the Lord Gon. 

Then did the Cherubims lift up their wings, and the wheeles The Glory of 
besides them, and the glory of the God of Israel was over them ^c"""" 
above. And the glory of the Lord went up from the middest of 
the citie, and stood upon the mountaine, which is on the East side 
of the citie. 

Afterwards the spirit toolte me up, and brought me in vision by E«kiel ii 
the spirit of God into Caldea to them of the captivity: so the [J'J'™^j^y, 
vision that I had scene, went up from me. Then I spake unto 
them of the captivity, all the things that the Lord had shewed me. 

CHAPTER XII

The ■pcedinsnc 
behold, they of the house of Israel say ; The vision that he seeth "' ""^ ^'"'™- 
is for many dayes to come, and he propbecieth of the times that 
are far off. Therefore say unto them. Thus saith the Lord Gon, 
There sbal none of my words be prolonged any more, but the 
worde which I have spoken, shall be done, saytb the Lord God.

The Lord sayth 
it, albeit I have not spoken } Therefore thus saith the Lord God ; 
Because ye have spoken vanity and seene lyes, therefore behold, 
I am against you, saitb the Lord Got). And mine hand shall be 
upon the prophets that see vanitie, and that divine lyes : they shall 
not bee in the assembly of my people, neither shall they be written 
in the writing of the house of Israel, neither shall they enter into 
the land of Israel, and ye shall know that I am the Lord God. 

Because, even because they have seduced my people, saying ; uid tbair 
Peace, and there was no peace : and one built up a wall, and loe, u"**™!'*''*! 
others dawbed it with untempered morter, say unto them which 
dawbe it with untempered morter, that it shall fall : there shall bee 
an overflowing showre, and yee, O great haile stones, shal fall, and 
a Btormie wind shal rent it. Loe, when the wall is fallen, shall it

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CHAPTER have dawbed it ? Therefore thus say th the Lord God ; I will even 
XllI rent it with a atormie wind in my fury : and there shall be &□ over- 

flowing showre in mine anger, and great hailestones in my fury, to 
consume it. So wil I breake downethe wali that ye have dawbed 
with untempered raorter, and bring it downe to the ground, so 
that the foundation thereof shall be discovered, nnd it shall fall, 
and ye shall be consumed in the middest thereof: and ye shall 
know that I am the Lord. Thus will I accomplish my wrath 
upon the wall, and upon them that have dawbed it with un- 
tempered morter, and will say unto you ; The wall is no more, 
neither they that dawbed it : to wit, the Prophets of Israel which 
prophecie concerning lerusalem, and which see visions of peace for 
her, and there is no peace, sayth the Lord God. 
Of Prapbeteaiei Likewise thou sonne of man, set thy face against the daughters 
ud th«ir Qf thy people ; which prophecie out of their owne heart, and pro- 

P'"'^"- phecie thou against them, and say, Thus saith the Lord God ; Woe 

to the women that sow pillowes to all arme holes, and make 
kerchiefes upon the head of every stature to hunt souies : Will ye 
hunt the souies of my people, and will yee save the souies alive 
that come unto you ? And will yee pollute me among my people 
for handfuls of barley, and for pieces of bread, to slay the souies 
that should not die, and to save the souies alive that should not 
live, by your lying to my people that heare your lyes? Wherefore 
thus sayth the Lord God, Behold, I am against your pillowes, 
wherewith yee there hunt the souies to make them flie, and I will 
teare them from your armes, and will let the souies goe, even the 
Boules that ye hunt to make them flic. Your kerchiefes also will 
I teare, and deliver my people out of your hand, and they shalbe 
no more in yoiu- hand to be hunted, and yee shall know that I am 
the Lord. Because with lyes yee have made the heart of the 
righteous sad whom I have not made sad ; and strengthened the 
hands of the wicked, that hee should not retume from bis wicked 
way by promii^ing him life ; therefore yee shall see no more vanitte, 
nor divine divinations, for 1 will deliver my people out of yowt 
hand, and ye shaU knowe that 1 am the Lord. 
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CHAPTER Xini 

THEN came certaine of the Elders of Israel unto me, and sate 
before me.

Repent, and tume your selves from your idoles, and tume away "^^J^foJ" 
your faces from all your abomioatioos. For every one of the feweof iadgt- 
houie of Israel, or of the stranger that soiourneth in Israel, vhich ■°«d'^ ^ 
separateth himsetfe from me, and setteth up his idols in his heart, ^j^^ 
and putteth the stumbling blocke of his iniquitie before his face, prophcu. 
and commeth to a prophet to enquire of him concerning me, 1 the 
Lord will answere him by my selfe. And I wil set my face against 
that man, and will make him a signe and a proverbe, and I will 
cut him off from the midst of my people, and yee shall know that 
I am the Lord. And if the prophet bee deceived when bee hath 
spoken a thing, I the Lord have deceived that prophet, and I wUI 
stretch out my hand upon him, and will destroy him from the 
midst of my people Israel. And they shall beare the punishment 
of their iniquitie : the punishment of the prophet shall bee even | 

as the punishment of him that seeketh unto him : that the house 
of Israel may goe no more astray from me, neither be polluted 
any more with all their transgressions ; but that they raay be my 
people, and I may bee their God, sayeth the Lord God. 

The word of the Lord came againe to me, saying, Sonne of man, Go'l" irtevoo- 
when the land sinneth against mee by trespassing grievously, then J( ^^i^** 
will ! stretch out mine hand upon it, and will breake the staBe 
of the bread thereof, and will send famine upon it, and will cut off 
man and beast from it. Though these three men, Noah, Daniel 
ond lob were in it, they should deliver but their owne soules by 
their righteousnes, saith the Lord God. 

If I cause noisome bcastes to passe thrungh the land, and they of noiiome 
spoile it, so that it bee desolate, that no man may passe through **••'■■ 
IJecause of the beasts : though these three men were in it, as 1 live, 
saith the Lord Goo, they shall deliver neither sonnes nor daughters : 
they onely shalbe delivered, but the land shalbe desolate. 

Or if I bring a sword upon that land, and say. Sword, goe through of tbeivord. 
the lande, so that 1 cut off man and beast from it : though these 
three men were in it, as 1 live, saith the Lord God, they shall 
deliver neither tonnes nor daughters, but tfaej onely shall bee 
delivered themselves. 
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Or if I send a pestilence into that land, and powre out my fiiry 
upon it in blood, to cut off* Irom it man and beast : though Noah, 
Daniel and lob were in it, as I live, saith the Lord God, they 
shal deliver neither son nor daughter : they shall but deliver their 
owne Goules by their righteousnes. For thus saith the Lord God, 
How much more when I send my foure sore iudgements upon 
lerusalem ; the sword, and the famine, and the noisome beast, 
and the pestilence, to cut off from it man and beast P 
A remouit ^^^ behold, therein shalbe letl a remnant that shalbe brought 

Bhalbo reserved foorth, both sonnes and daughters : behold, they shall come foorth 
ir aiamplo unto you, and ye shall see their way and their doings : and ye 
shalbe comforted concerning the evill that I have brought upon 
lerusalem, even concerning all that I have brought upon it. And 
they shall comfort you when yee see their wayes and their doings ; 
and ye shal know that I have not done without cause, all that [ 
have done in it, saith the Lord Goo. 

CHAITER XV 

ND the word of the Loro came unto me, saving ; Sonne of 

man. What is the Vine tree more then any tree, or then a 

branch which is among the trees of the forrest ^ Shall 

wood bee taken thereof to doe any worke ? or, will men take a pin 

of it, to hang any vessell thereon ? Behold, it is cast into the fire 

for fewell : the fire devoureth both the ends of it, and the middest 

of it is burnt. Is it meete for any worke ? Behold, when it was 

whole it was meete for no worke : how much lesse shall it be meete 

yet for any worke, when the lire hath devoured it, and it is burned? 

Therefore thus saith the Lord God ; As the Vine tree among 

the trees of the forrest, which I have given to the (ire for fewell, so 

will I give the inhabitants of lerusalem. And 1 will set my face 

against them, they shall goe out from one lire, and another fire 

shall devoure them, and ye shall know that I am the Loan, when I 

set my face against them. And I will make the land desolate, 

because they have committed a trespasse, saith the Lord God. 

CHAPTER XVr 

AGAINE the worde of the Lonn came unto me, saying; Son 

/-\ of man, cause lerusalem to know her abominations, and 

say, Thus saith the Lord God unto lerusalem ; Thy birth 

and thy nativitie is of the land of Canaan, thy father ^ 

Aniorite, and thy mother an Hittite. And as for thy nativity in 

the day thou wast borne, thy navel! was nut cut, neither wast thou 
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washed in water to supple thee : thou wast not salted at all, nor CHAPTER 
swadled at all. None eye pitied thee to doe any of these unto thee, XV] 

to have compassion upon thee, but thou wast cast out in the open 
field, to the lothing of thy person, in the day that thou wast borne. 

And when 1 passed by thee, and saw thee polluted in thine Ood» e\tn- 
owne blood, I said unto thee when thou wast in thy blood. Live : J!^^'!,''"* 
yea 1 said unto thee when thou wast in thy blood. Live. I have 
caused thee to multiply as the bud of the Held, and thou hast 
increased and waxen great, and thou art come to excellent orna- 
ments : thy breasts are fashioned, and thine haire is growen, 
whereas thou wast naked nnd bare. Now when 1 passed by thee, 
and looked upon thee, behold, thy time was the time of love, and 
I spread my skirt over thee, and covered thy nakednesse : yea, I 
sware unto thee, and entred into a covenant with thee, sayth the 
Lord God, and thou becamest mine. Then washed 1 thee with 
water: yea, 1 throughly washed away thy blood from thee, and I 
anointed thee with oyle. I clothed thee also with broidred worke, 
and shod thee with badgers skin, and I girded thee about with 
fine linen, and I covered thee with silke, I decked thee also with 
ornaments, and 1 put bracelets upon thine hands, and a chaine on 
thy necke. And I put a iewell on thy forehead, and eare-rings in 
thine eares, and a beautifull crowne upon thine head. Thus wast 
thou decked with gold and silver, and thy raiment was of fine linen 
and silke, and broidered worke, thou didst eatc fine floure and 
honie and oyle, and thou wast exceeding beautiful, and thou didst 
prosper into a kingdome. And thy renowme went foorth among 
the heathen for thy beautie : for it was perfect through my corae- 
linesse which I had put upon thee, sayth the Lord God. 

But thou diddest trust in thine owne beauty, and playedst the Her moiuirout 
harlot, because of thy renowne, and powredst out thy fornications "torcdomc. 
on every one that passed by ; his it was. And of thy garments 
thou diddest take, and deckedst thy high places with divers colours, 
and playedst the harlot thereupon : the like things shall not come, 
neither shall it be so. Thou hast also taken thy faire iewels of 
my gold and of my silver, which I had given thee, and madest to 
thy selfe images of men, and diddest commit whorcdome with 
them, and tookest thy broidered garments and coveredst them : 
and thou hast set mine oyle and mine incense before them. My 
meate also which 1 gave thee, fine flowre, and oyle, and honie 
wherewith I fed thee, thou hast even set it before them for a 
eweele savour : and thus it was, saith the Lord God. Moreover 
thou hast taken thy sonnes and thy daughters, whom thou bast 
borne unto me, and these hast thou sacrificed unto them to be 
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devoured : is this of thy whoredomes a small matter, that thou 
hast filaine my children, and delivered them to cause them to passe 
through the fire for them 't And in all thine abomioatioDS and 
thy whooredomes, thou hast not rcmembred the dayes of thy youth, 
when thou wast naked and bare, ajid wast polluted io thy blood. 
And it came to passe after all thy wickednesse (woe, woe unto 
thee, saith the Lord Gon) that thou hast also built unto thee an 
eminent place, and hast made thee an high place in every streete. 
Thou liftst built thy high place at every head of the way. and hast 
made thy beauty to be abhorred, and hast opened thy feete to every 
one that passed by, and multiplied thy whooredomes. Thou hast 
also committed fornication with the Eg'yptlans thy neighbours 
great of flesh, and hast increased thy whooredomes, to provoke me 
to anger. Behold therefore, I have stretched out my hand over 
thee, and have diminished thine ordinarie foode, and dehvered 
thee unto the will of them that hate thee, the daughters of the 
Philistines, which are ashamedof thy lewd way. Thou hast played 
the whoore also with the Assyrians, because thou wast unsatiable : 
yea thou hast played the harlot with them, and yet couldest not be 
satisfied. Thou hast moreover multiplied thy fomicatioii in the 
land of Canaan unto Caldea, and yet thou wast not satisfied heere- 
with. How weake is thine heart, saith the Lord Goo, seeing thou 
doest all these things, the worke of an imperious whorish wodud? 
in that thou buildest thine eminent place in the head of every 
way, and raakest thine high place in every streete, and hast not 
beene as an harlot, in that thou scomest hire : but as a wife that 
committeth adulterie, which taketh strangers in steede of her 
husband. They give gifts to all whores, but thou givest thy gifts 
to all thy lovers, and hyrest them, that they may come unto thee 
on every side for thy whoredome. And the contrary is in thee 
from other women in thy whoredomes, whereas none followeth 
thee to commit whoredomes : and in that thou givest a reward, 
and no reward is given unto thee : therefore thou art contrary. 

Wherefore, O harlot, heare the word of the Lohd. Thus saith 
the Lord God ; Because thy filthinesse was powred out, and thy 
nakednesse discovered through ttiy whoredomes with thy lovers, 
and with all the idols of thy abominations, and by the blood of thy 
children, which thou diddest give unto them, behold therefore, I 
will gather all thy lovers, with whom thou hast taken plej 
and all them that thou hast loved, with all them that thou hast 
hated : I will even gather them round about against thee, and will 
discover thy nakednesse unto them, that they may see all thy 
nakednesse. Aad I will iudge thee, as women that breake wed- 
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locke and shead blood are iudged.and 1 will gire thee blood in CHAPTKR 

finy and iealousie. And 1 will also give Ihee into their hand, and XVI 

tiiey shal throw downe thine eminent place, and shall breake 

downe thy high places: they shall strip thee also of thy clothea, 

and shaU take thy faire iewels, and leave thee naked and bare. 

They shall also bring up a companie against thee, and they shall 

stone thee with atones, and thrust thee thorough with their swords. 

And they shall bume thine houses with fire, and execute iudge- 

raents upon thee in the sight of many women : and I wil cause 

thee to cease from playing the harlot, and thou also shalt give 

no hire any more. So will I make niy fury towards thee to rest, 

and my iealousie shall depart from thee, and 1 will be quiet, and 

will be no more angry. Because thou hast not remcmbred the 

dayes of thy youth, but hast fretted raee in all these things ; 

behold therefore, 1 also will recompence thy way upon thine head, 

saith the Lord Gon : and thou shalt not commit this lewdnesse, 

above all thine abominations. 

Behold, every one that useth proverbs, shall use this proverbe Horrinne, 
against thee, saying, As is the mother, so is her daughter. Thou SISth«!«" 
art thy mothers daughter, that lotheth her huslund and herexcmdlngber 
children, and thou art the sister of thy sisters which lothed their *'''5^i,?°5^ 
husbands, and their children : your mother was an Hittite, and J^He^'f^^ 
your father an Amorite, And thine elder sister is Samaria, she Indgemcnu. 
and her daughters, that dwell at thy left hand ; and thy younger 
sister that dwelleth at thy right hand, is Sodom and her daughters. 
Yet hast thou not walked after their wayes, nor done afler their 
abominations; but as if that were a very title thing, thou wast 
corrupted more then they in all thy wayes. As I live, saith the 
Lord God, Sodom thy sister hath not done, she nor her daughters, 
as thou hast done, thou nnd thy daughters. Behold, this was the 
iniquitle of thy sister Sodom; Pride, fulnesse of bread, and abound- 
ance of idlcnesse was in her and in her daughters, neither did she 
strengthen the hand of the poore and needy. And they were 
hautie, and committed abomination before me ; therefore I tooke 
n away, as I saw good. Neither hath Samaria committed halfe 
of thy sinnes, but thou hast multiplied thine abominations more 
then they, and hast iustified thy sisters in all thine abominations, 
which thou hast done. Thou also which hast iudged thy sisters, 
beare thine owne shame for thy sinnes, that tbou hast committed 
more abominable then they : they are more righteous then thou :

mayest beare thine owne shame, and mayest be confounded in all 
that thou hast done, in that thou art a comfort unto them. When 
thy sisters, Sodom and her daughters shal retume to their former 
estate, and Samaria and her daughters sha!) retume to their 
former estate, then thou and thy daughters shall retume to your 
former estate. For thy sister Sodom was not mentioned by thy 
mouth in the day of thy pride ; before thy wickednesse w»s 
discovered, as at the time of thy reproch of the daughters of Syria, 
and all that are round about her, the daughters of the Philistines 
which despise thee round abouL Thou hast borne thy lewdaesse, 
and thine abominations, saith the LoRn. For thus saith the Lord 
Goo ; 1 will even deale with thee as thou hast done, which hast 
despised the oath in breaking the covenant. 

Neverthelease I will remember my covenant with thee in the 
clayes of thy youth, and 1 will establish unto thee an everlasting 
covenant. Then thou shalt remember thy wayes and be ashamed, 
when thou shalt receive thy sisters, thine elder and thy younger, 
and f will give them unto thee for daughters, but not by thy 
covenant. And I will establish my covenant with thee, and thou 
shalt know that I am the Loro; that thou mayest remember, 
and bee confounded, and never open thy mouth any more: 
because of thy shame, when I am pacified toward thee, for all that 
thou hast done, say eth the Lord God. 
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CHAPTER XVII

In thee have they discovered their fathers 
nakednesse : in thee have they humbled her that was set apart 
for pollution. And one hath committed abomination with his 
neighbours wife, and an other hath lewdly defiled his daughter in 
law, and an other in thee hath humbled his sister, his fathers 
daughter. In thee have they taken gifts to shead blood : thou 
hast taken usury and increase, and thou hast greedily gained of 
thy neighbours by extortion, and hast forgotten me, saith the Lord 
God. 
Oodwillbumo Behold therefore, 1 have smitten mine hand at thy dishonest 
ShTiTu^JIS^ gaine which thou hast made, and at thy blood which hath bene in 
the midst of thee. Can thine heart indure, or can thine hands be 
strong in the dayes that I shall deale with thee ? I the Lord have 
spoken it, and will doe it. And I will scatter thee among the 
heathen, and disperse thee in the countreys, and will consume thy 
filthinesse out of thee. And thou shalt take thine inheritance in 
thy selfe in the sight of the heathen, and thou shalt know that I 
am the Lord.

Her princes in the 
midst thereof are like wolves ravening the praye, to shed blood, and 
to destroy soules, to get dishonest gaine. And her prophets have 
dawbed them with untempered morter, seeing vanity, and divining 
lies unto them, saying. Thus saith the Lord God, when the Lord 
hath not spoken. The people of the land have used oppression, 
and exercised robbery, and have vexed the poore and needie ; yea, 
they have oppressed the stranger wrongfully. And I sought for a 
man among them, that should make up the hedge, and stand in the 
gap before me for the land, that I should not destroy it ; but I found 
none. Therefore have 1 powred out mine indignation upon them,

CHAPTER XXIII 

THE word of the Lord came againe onto me, saying, Sonne The whoro- 
of man, there were two women, the daughters of one ^"^"^^ 
mother. And they committed whordomes in Egypt, they AboUlwfa. 
committed whordomes in their youth : there were their brests 
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presaed, and there they bruised the teats of their virginitie. And 
the names of them were Aholah the elder, and Aholibah her sister : 
and they were mine, and they bare sonnet and daughters: thus 
were tbeir names : Samaria is Aholah, and leruialem Aholibaha 
And Aholah played the harlot, when she was mine, and she doted 
on her lovers, on the Assyrians her neighbors, which were clothed 
with blew, captaiaes and rulers, all of them desireable yong men, 
horsemen riding upon horses. Thus she committed her whordomes 
with them, with all them that were the chosen men of Assyria, and 
with all on whom she doted, with all their idoles she defiled her 
selfe. Neither left she her whoredomes brought from Egypt : for 
in her youth they lay with her, and they bruised the breasts of 
her virginitie, and powred their whoredome upon her. Viliereforc 
I have delivered her into the hand of her lovers, into the hand 
of the Assyrians, upon whom she doted. These discovered her 
oakednes, they tooke her sonnes and her daughters, and slew her 
with the sword : and she became famous among women, for they 
bad executed iudgement upon her. And when her sister Abolibafa 
saw this, she was more corrupt in her inordinate love then she, and 
in her whoredoms more then ber sister in her whoredomes. She 
doted upon the Assyrians her neighbours, captaines and rulers 
clothed most gorgeously, horsemen riding upon horses, all of them 
desireable young men. Then I saw that she was defile, that they 
tooke both one way ; and that she increased her whoredomes : for 
when shee saw men pourtrayed upon the wall, the images of the 
Caldesns pourtrayed with vermilion, girded with girdles upon their 
loynes, exceeding in dyed attire upon their heads, all of them princes 
to looke to, after the maner of the Babylonians of Caldea, the land 
of their nativitie : and assoone as shee saw them with her eyes, she 
doted upon them, and sent messengers unto them into Caldea. 
And the Babylonians came to her into the bed of love, and they 
defiled her with their whoredome, and shee was polluted with them, 
and her mind was alienated from them. So shee discovered her 
whoredomes, and discovered her nakedncsse ; then my mind was 
alienated from her, like as my minde was alienated from her sister. 
Yet shee multiplied her whoredomes, in calling to remembrance 
the daycs of her youth, wherein she had played the harlot in the 
land of Egypt For she doted upon their paramours, whose flesh 
is as the flesh of asses, and whose issue is like the issue of horses. 
Thus tfaou callcdst to remembrance the lewdnesse of thy youth, in 
bruising thy teates by the Egyptians, for the paps of thy youth. 

Therefore, O Aholibah, thus saith the Lord God, Behold, 1 will 
raise up thy lovers against thee, Irom whom thy minde is alienated. 
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and 1 will bring them ftgainst thee on every side ; the Babylonians, CHAPTER 
and bU the Caldeans, Pekod, and Shoah, and Koa, all the Assyrians XXIll 
with them, all of them desireablc young men, captaines and rulers, 
great lords and renowmed, all of then) riding upon horsea. And 
they shall come against thee with charets, wagons and wheelesj and 
with an assemblie of people which shall set against thee buckler, 
and shield, and helmet round about : and I will set iudgement be- 
fore them, and they shal iudge thee according to their iudgements. 
And I will set my ielousie against thee, and they shall deale furiously 
with thee : they shall take away thy nose and thine eares, and thy 
remnant shall fall by the sword : they shall take thy sonnes and 
thy daughters, and thy residue ahal be devoured by the fire. They 
shall also strippe thee out of thy clothes, and take away thy faire 
iewels. Thus will 1 make thy lewdnesse to cease from thee, and 
thy whoredome brought from the land of Egypt : so that thou shalt 
not lift up thine eyes unto them, nor remember Egypt any more. 
For thus saith the Lord Gon; Beholde, 1 will deliver Uiee into the 
hand of them whom thouhatest ; into the hand of them from whom 
thy mind is alienated. And they shall deale with thee hatefully, 
and shall take away all thy labour, and shall leave thee naked and 
bare, and the nakednesse of thy whoredomes shall bee discovered, 
both thy lewdnesse and thy whoredomes. I wil doe these things 
unto thee, l>ecause thou hast gone a whoring after the heathen, and 
because thou art polluted with their idoles. Thou hast walked in 
the way of thy sister, therefore will 1 give her cup into thine hand. 
Thus sayth the Lord God, Thou shalt drinke of thy sisters cuppe 
deepe and large : thou shalt be laughed to scome and had in 
derision; it containeth much. Thou shalt be filled with drunken- 
nesse and sorrow, with the cup of astonishment and desolation, with 
the cup of thy sister Samaria. Thou shalt even drinke it and sucke 
it out, and thou shalt breake the sheards thereof, and plucke off 
thine owne breasts: for 1 have spoken it, saith the Lord God. 
Therefore thus sayth the Lord Gon, Because thou hast forgotten 
me, and cast me behinde thy backe, therfore beare thou also thy 
lewdnesse, and thy whoredomes. 

The LoHn said moreover unto mee ; Sonne of man, wilt thou Tht Praphei 
iudge Aholah and Aholibah ? yea declare unto them their abomi- ^^JjlJ^^i^^* 
nations ; that they have committed adulterie, and blood is in their u,,q, i^^ 
handes, and with their idoles have they committed adulterie, and 
have also caused their sonnes, whom they bare unto me, to passe 
for them through the iire to devoure them. Moreover this they 
have done unto me : they have defiled my Sanctuarie in the same 
day, and have profaned my Sabbaths. For when they had alaine 
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their children to their idoles, then they came the same day into 
my Sanctuarie to profane it, and loe, thus have they done in the 
middest of mine house. And furthermore that yee have sent for 
men to come from farre, unto whom a messenger was sent, and loe 
they came ; for whom thou didst wash thy selfe, paintedst thy eyes, 
and deckedst thy selfe with ornaments, and satest upon a stately 
bedde, and a table prepared before it, whereupon thou hast set 
mine incense and mine oile. And a voice of a multitude being at 
ease was with her, and with the men of the common sort were 
brought Sabeans from the wildemesse, which put bracelets upon 
their hands, and beautiiull crownes upon their heads. Then said 
I unto her that was olde in adulteries; Will they now commit 
whoredomes with her, and she with them ? Yet they went in unto 
her, as they goe in unto a woman that playeth the harlot : so went 
they in unto Aholah and unto Aholibah the lewd women.

CHAPTBR 
or her blood is in the tniddeat of her : she set it upon the toppe XXIIII 
of a rocke, she powred it not upon the ground to cover it with 
dust : that it might cause furie to come up to take vengeance : I 
have set her blood upon the top of a rocke, that it should not be 
covered. Therefore thus Aith the Lord Goo ; Woe to the bloody 
citie, I will even make the pile for fire, great. Heape on wood, 
kindle the fire, consume the flesh, and spice it well, and let the 
bones be burnt Then set it empty upon the coales thereof, that 
the brasse of it may be hot and may burne, and that the filthinesse 
of it may be molten in itj that the scum of it may be consumed. 
She hath wearied herselfe with lies, and her great scumme went 
not forth out of her : her scumme shall be in the fire. In thy filthi- 
nesse is lewdneGse, because 1 have purged thee, and thou wast not 
purged, thou shatt not be purged from th; flithinesse any more, 
till 1 have caused my fury to rest upon thee. I the Lord have 
spoken it, it shall come to passe, and 1 will doe it, I will not goe 
backe, neither will I spare, neither will 1 repent, according to thy 
wayes and according to thy doings, shall they Judge thee, saith 
the Lord God, 

Also the word of the Lord came unto me, saying; Sonne ofBvt 
man, behold, I take away from thee the desire of thine eyes v "' " " 
a stroke ; yet neither shalt thou moume, nor weepe, neither shall tho <_ _ _ 
thy teares runne downe. Forbeare to crie, make no mourning for hi* wife, 
the dead, bind the tire of thine head upon thee, and put on thy 
shooes upon thy feete, and cover not Uiy lips, and eatc not the 
bread of men. So I spake unto the people in the morning, and 
at even my wife died, and I did in the morning as I was com- 
manded. 

And the people said unto me ; Wdt thou not tell us what these ii ibowed the 
things are to us, that thou doest so? Then I answered them, JjJ^^^^ ""b 
The word of the Loro came unto me, saying ; Speake unto the beyond all 
house of Israel ; Thus saith the Lord God ; Behold, I will pro- •orow. 
phane my sanctuarie, the excellencie of your strength, the desire 
of your eyes, and that which your soule pitieth ; and your sonnes 
and your daughters, whom yee have left, shall fall by the swoitt. 
And yee shall doe as 1 have done : yee shall not cover your lips, 
nor eate the bread of men. And your tires shaU he upon your 
heads, and your shooes upon your feet : yee shall not n 
weepe, but yee shall pine away for your iniquities, ar 
one towards an other. Thus Ezekiel is unto you a signe : accord- 
ing to all that he hath done, shall yee doe : and when this 
commeth, yee shall know that I am the Lord God. Also tbon 
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Botme of man, shall it dqI be in the day when I take &om tbem 
their strength, the ioy of their gloiie, the desire of their ejex, 
and that whereupon they set their mindi, their sonnes and their 
daughters; that he that escapeth in that day, shall come onto 
thee, to cause thee to heare it with thine eares ? In that day shall 
thy mouth be opened to him which is escaped, and thou shalt 
speake and be no more dumbe, and thou sbalt be a signe unta 
them, and they shall know that I am the Loro. . 

CHAPTER XXV 

THE word of the Lonn came againe unto me, saying ; Sonne 
of man, set thy face against the Ammonites, and prophecie 
against them, and say unto the Ammonites ; Heare the 
e word of the Lord God, Thus saith the Lord God ; Because tbou 
saidst, Aha, against my sanctuarie, when it was piophaned, and 
against the land of Israel, when it was desolate, and against the 
bouse of ludah, when they went into captivitie ; behold therefore, 
I will deliver thee to the men of the East for a possession, and 
they shall set their palaces in thee, and make their dwellings in 
thee : they shall eate thy fruit, and they shall drinlce thy milke.

Behold, the house of ludah is like unto all the heathen : therefore 
behalde, 1 will open the side of Moab from the cities, from hie 
cities which are on his frontiers, the glory of the eouotrer Beth- 
iethimoth, Baal-meon and Kiriathaim, unto the men of the East 
with the Ammonites, and will give them in possession, that the 
Ammonites may not be remerobred among the nations.

Thus saith the Lord God, Because that Edom hath dealt against

Thus saith the Lord God to Tynis ; Shall not the lies shake at 
the sound of thy fall, when the wounded crie, when the slaughter 
' is made in the midst of thee ? Then all the Princes of the sea 
shall come downe from their thrones, and lay away their robes, 
and put off their broidred garments : they shall cloth themselves 
with trembling, they shall sit upon the ground, and shall tremble 
at every moment, and be astonished at thee. And they shall take 
up a lamentation for thee, and say to thee, How art thou destroyed 
that wast inhabited of Sea-faring men, the renowned citie, wiiich 
wast strong in the sen, she and her inhabitants, which cause their 
terrour to he on all that haunt it? Now shall the lies tremble in 
the day of thy fall, yea the lies that are in the sea, shall bee 
troubled at thy departure. For thus saith the Lord God ; When 
I shal make thee a. desolate citie, like the cities that are not in- 
habited, when I shall bring up the deepe upon thee, and great 
waters shall cover thee ; when 1 shall bring thee downe, with them 
that descend into the pit, with the people of old time, and shall 
set thee in the low parts of the earth, in places desolate of olde, 
with them that goe downe to the pit, that thou bee not inhabited, 
and I shall set glorie in the land of the living : 1 will make thee a 
terrour, and thou shalt bee no more : tliough thou be sought for, 
yet shalt thou never bee found ogaine, saith the Lord God.

■*■ say unto Tyrus, O thou that art situate at the entrie of the 
sea, which art a merchant of the people for many lies, Thus saith 
the Lord God ; O Tyrus, thou hast said, 1 am of perfit beautie. 
Thy borders are in the midst of the seas, thy builders have per- 
fected thy beautie. They have made all thy shippe bonis of firre 
trees of Senir : they have taken Cedars from Lebanon, to make 
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maates for thee. Of the okes of Bashan have they made thine CHAPTER 

mpanie of the Ashurites have made thy benches of XXVI] 
Yvorie, brought out of the Ilea of Chittim. Fine linnen with 
broidred worke froro Egypt, was that which thou spreddest forth 
to be thy saile, blew and purple from the lies of Etishah was that 
which covered thee. The inhabitants of Zidon and Arvad were 
thy mariners : thy wise men, () Tyms, that were in thee, were thy 
pilots. The ancients of Gebal, and the wise men thereof were in 
thee thy calkers, all the ships of the sea with their mariners were 
in thee, to occupie thy merchandise. They of Persia, and of Lud, 
and of Phut were in thine army, thy men of wurre : they hanged 
the ahield and helmet in thee : they set forth thy comelines. i"he 
men of Arvad with thine armie were upon thy wats round about, 
and the Ganunadims were in thy towres : they hanged their shields 
upon thy wals round about : they have made thy beautie perfect. 
Tarshish was thy merchant by reason of the multitude of all kinde 
of riches; with silver, yron. tinne, and lead they traded in thy 
faires. lavan, Tubal and Meshech, they were thy merchants: 
they traded the persons of men, and vessels of brasse in thy 
market. They of the house of Togarmah traded in thy fairei 
with horses, and horsemen, and mules. The men of Dedan were 
thy merchants, many lies were the merchandise of thine hand ; 
they brought thee for a present, homes of Ivorie, and Ebenie- 
Syria was thy merchant by reason of the multitude of the wares 
of thy making : they occupied in thy faires with Emeraulds, 
purple, and broidered worke, and line linen, and Corall, and 
Agate, ludah and the land of Israel they were thy merchants : 
they traded in thy market wheate of Minnith, and Pannag, and 
honie, and oyle, and balme. Damascus was thy merchant in the 
multitude of the wares of thy making, for the multitude of all 
riches : in the wine of Helbon, and white wooU. Uao also and 
lavan going to and fro, occupyed in thy faires ; bright yron. Cassia 
and Calamus were in thy market. Uedan was thy merchant in 
precious clothes for charets. Arabia and all the princes of Kedar, 
they occupied with thee in lambes and ramnies and goats : iu these 
were they thy merchants. The merchants of Shebah and Raamah, 
they were thy merchants : they occupied in thy faires with chiefe 
of alt spices, and with all precious stones and golde. Haran, and 
Canneh, and Eden, the merchants of Shebah, Asahur and Chitmad 
were thy merchants. These were thy merchants in all sorts of 
things, in blewe clothes and broidered worke, and in chests of rich 
apparell, bound with cordes and made of Cedar among thy mer- 
chandise. The ships of Tarshish did sing of thee in thy market, 
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CHAPTER and thou wast replenished, and made very gloriou) in the middest 

XXVII of the seas, 
llie great and Thy rowers have brought thee into great waters : the East wiiide 
nnraioYBrable hath brokeu thee in the middest of the Seas. Thy riches and thy 
oroo . faircB, thy merchandise, thy mariners, and thy pilots, thy calkere, 
and the occupiers of thy merchandise, and all thy men of warre 
that are in thee, and in all thy company, which is in the midst of 
thee, shall fall into the middest of the seas, in the day of thy ruine. 
The suburbs shall shake at the sound of the crie of thy pilots. 
And all that handle the oare ; the mariners, and all the pilots of 
the Sea, shal come dowue from their ships, they shall stand upon 
the land ; and shall cause their voice to be heard against thee, 
and shall crie bitterly, and shall cast up dust upon their beads, 
they shall wallow themselves in the ashes. And they shall make 
themselves utterly balde for thee, and ginle them with sackecloth, 
and they shall weepe for thee with bittemesse of heart and bitter 
waiUng. And in their wailing, they shall take up a lamentation 
for thee, and lament over thee, saying ; What citie is like Tyrus, 
like the destroyed in the middest of the sea ? When thy wares 
went foorth out of the seas, thou filledst many people, thou didst 
enrich the kings of the earth, with the multitude of thy riches, 
and of thy merchandise. In the time when thou shalt be broken 
by the seas in the depths of the waters, thy merchandise and all 
thy companie In the middest of thee shal fall. Alt the inhabitants 
of the lies shall bee astonished at thee, and their kings shall be 
sore afraid, they shall be troubled in their countenance. The 
merchants among the people shall hisse at thee, thou shalt bee a 
terrour, and never shalt be any more. 
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CHAPTER XXVIII 

'HE word of the Lord came againe unto me, saying, Soonc of 
raan, say unto the prince of Tyrus. Tlius saith the Lord 
~*~ God ; Because thine heart is lifted up, and thou hast said, 
I am a God, I sit in the seate of God in the middest of the seas; 
yet thou art a man and not God, though thou set thine heart as 
the heart of God. Behold, thou art wiser then Daniel ; there is 
no secret that they can hide from thee. With thy wisedome and 
with thine understanding thou host gotten thee riches, oud bast 
gotten gold and silver into thy treasures. By thy great wisedome, 
and by thy traffique host thou increased thy riches, and thine heart 
is lifted up because of thy riches. Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God ; Because thou hast set thine heart as the heart of God ; be- 
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hold therefore, I will bring strangers upon thee, the terrible of the CHAP' 
nations ; and they shall draw their swords against the beautie of XXV 
thy wiseilome, and they shall defile thy brightnesse. They shall 
bring thee downe to the pit, and thou shall die the deaths of them, 
that are slaine in the middest of the seas. Wilt thou yet say 
before him that slayeth thee, 1 am God ? but thou shalt be a mim, 
and no God in the hand of him that slayeth thee. Thou shalt die 
the deaths of the uncircumeised, by the hand of strangers : for I 
have spoken it, saith the Lord God. 

Moreover the word of the Lord came unto me, saying ; Sonne A loroentatioii, 
of man, take up a lamentation upon the king of Tynis, and say "j '''' B™*' . 
unto him. Thus saith the Lord God ; Thou seolest up the summe, |y ^,^7"'' 
full of wisedome and perfect in beautie. Thou hast beene in Eden 
the garden of God; every precious stone was thy covering, the 
Sardius, Topaze, and the Diamond, the Beril, the Onyx, and the 
lasper, the Saphir, the Emeraude, and the Carbuncle and gold : 
the workmanship of thy tabrets and of thy pipes vas prepared in 
thee, in the day that thou wast created. Thou art the annointed 
Cherub that covereth ; and 1 have set thee so ; thou wast upon the 
holy inountaiiie of God ; thou hast walked up and downe in the 
middest of the stones of Rre. Thou wast perfect in thy wayea 
from the day that thou wast created, till iniquitie was found in 
thee. By the multitude of thy merchandise they have filled the 
middest of thee with violence, and thou hast sinned : therefore I 
will cast thee as prophane out of the mountainc of God : and I wil 
destroy thee, O covering Cherub, from the middest of the stones 
of fire. Thine heart was lifted up because of thy beautie, thou 
host corrupted thy wisedome by reason of thy brightnesse r I will 
cast thee to the ground : I will lay thee before kings, that they 
may behold thee. Thou hast defiled thy sanctuaries by the multi- 
tude of thine iniquities, by the luiquitie of thy traffique: therefore 
will 1 bring forth a fire from the middest of thee, it shall devoure 
thee : and I will bring thee to ashes upon the earth in the sight 
of all them that behold thee. All they that know thee among the 
people, shall be astonished at thee : thou shalt be a terrour, and 
never shalt thou be any more. 

Againe the wonl of the Lonn came unto me, saying ; Sonne of The lodgemeoi 
man, set thy face against Zidon, and prophecie against it, and say, *"' Zidon. 
Thus saith the Lord God ; Behold, i am against thee, O Zidon, 
and I will be glorified in the middest of thee : and they shall know 
that I am the Lobd, when I shall have executed iudgements in her, 
and shall be sanctified in her. For I will send into her, pestilence, 
and blood into her streetea, and the wounded shall be iudged in

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CHAPTER XXIX 

IN the tenth yeere, in the tenth 'moneth, in the twelft day of 
the moneth, the word of the Lord came unto me, saying, 
Sonne of man, set thy face against Pharaoh king of Egypt, 
and prophecie against him, and against all Egypt. Speake and 
say, Thus saith the Lord God, Behold, 1 am against thee, Pharaoh 
king of Egypt, the great dragon that lietb in the middest of his 
rivers, which hath saide. My river is mine owne, and I have made 
it for my selfe. But 1 will put hookes in thy ehawes, and 1 will 
cause the fish of thy rivers to sticke unto thy scales, and I will 
bring thee up out of the middest of thy rivers, and all the fish of 
thy rivers shall sticke unto thy scales.

When they tooke 
hold of thee by thy hand, thou didst breake, and rent all their 
shoulder : and when they leaned upon thee, thou brakcst, and 
madest all their loynes to be at a stand. 

Therefore thus saith the Lord God, Behold, I will bring a sword 
upon tliee, and cut off man and beast out of thee. And the land 
of Egypt shalbe desolate and waste, and they shall knowe that I 
am the Lord: because he hath saide, The river is mine, and I 
have made it. Beholde therefore, I am against thee, and against 
thy rivers, and ! wil make the land of Egy|»t utterly waste and 
desolate, from the towre of Syene even unto the border of 
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Ethiopia. No foot of man shal passe through it, nor foote of beast CHAPTER 
shall pnsse through it, neither shall it bee inhabited fourtie yeeies. XXIX 

And I will make the land of Egypt desolate in the midst of the 
countreys that are desolate, and her cities among the cities that 
are layed waste, shall be desolate fourtie yeeres : and 1 will scatter 
the Egyptians among the nations, and wil disperse them through 
the countreys. 

Vet thus E&ith the Lord God, At the end of fourtie yeeres The rcgtAura- 
will 1 gather the Egyptians from the people whither they were ^™ thereof, 
scattered. And I will bring againe the captivitie of Egypt, and yeeres*"" '* 
will cause them to returne into the land of Pathros, into the land 
of their habitation, and they shall be there a base Idngdome. 
It shall be the basest of the kingdoraes, neither shall it exalt it 
selfe any more above the nations: for I will diminish them, that 
they shall no more rule over the nations. And it shall be no more 
the confidence of the house of Israel, which bringeth their iniquity 
to remembrance, when they shall looke after them ; but they shall 
know that 1 am the Lord Gon. 

And it came to passe in the seven and twentieth yeere, in the Egypt the 
first moneth, in the first day of the moneth, the worde of the Lord JJ"."^!/^. 
came unto me, saying, Sonne of man, Nebuchad-rezzar king of reiar, 
Itabylon caused his armie to serve a great service against Tyrus : 
every head was made balde, and every shoulder was peeled : yet 
had he no wages, nor his ormie for Tyrus, for the service that 
he had served against it. Therefore thus saith the Lord Goo, 
Dehold, 1 wOl give the land of Egypt unto Nebuchad-reiiar 
king of Babylon, and he shall take her multitude, and take 
her spoile, and take her praye, and it shall be the wages for 
his armic. I have given him the land of Egypt for his labour 
wherewith he served against it, because they wrought for me, saith 
the Lord God. 

In that day will 1 cause the home of the house of Israel to budde lirwt iholl 
forth, ami 1 will give thee the opening of the mouth in the midst '""•'o^- 
of them, and they shal know that I am the Lord. 



CHAPTER XXX 

THE wonl of the Lord came againe unto me, saying, Sonne Thp dnmLaion 
of man, prophecie and sny. Thus saith the I.onl f '*"'■ h',*^*/™ ""' 
Howie ye, woe worth the day. For the dny is ncere, even 
the day of the Lonn is neere. n cloudie day ; it shalbe the time of 
the heathen. And the sword shall come upon Egypt, and great 
painc shalbe in Ethiopia, when the slaine shall fall in Egypt, and 
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CHAPTER they shall take away her multitude, and heryoun^iations shalbe 
XXX broken downe. Ethiopia, and Libya, and Lydia, and ali the 

mingled people, and Chub, and the men of the land that is in 
league, .shal fal with them by the sword. Thus saith the Lord, 
They also that uphold Egypt shall fall, and the pride of her power 
shall come downe : from the towre of Syene shall they fall in it by 
the sword, saith the Lord God. And they shall bee desolate in 
the midst of the countries that are desolate, and her cities shalbe 
in the midst of the cities that are wasted. And they shall know 
that 1 am the I^ord, when I have set a tire in Egypt, and when all 
her helpers shall be destroied. In that day shall messengers goe 
foorth 6vm me in shippea, to make the carelesse Ethiopians airaid, 
and great paine shall come upon them, as in the day of Egypt ; 
for loe, it commeth. Thus saith the Lord God, I will also make 
the multitude of Egypt to cease by the hand of Nebuchad-rezzar, 
king of Babylon. He and his people with him, the terrible of the 
nations shall be brought to destroy the land : and they shall draw 
their swords against Egypt, and fill the land with the slaine. And 
I wil make the rivers drie, and sell the land into the hand of the 
wicked, and I wil make the land wast, and all that is therein, by 
the hand of strangers : I the Lord have spoken it. Thus saith 
the Lord God, I will also destroy the idoles, and i will cause their 
images to cease out of Noph : and there shalbe no more a Prince 
of the land of Egypt, and 1 will put a feare in the land of Egypt. 
And I wil make Pathros desolate, and wil set fire in Zoan, and 
will execute iudgements in No. And 1 wil powre my furie upon 
Sin, the strength of Egypt, and I wil cut off the multitude of No. 
And 1 will set fire in Egypt, Sin shall have great paine. and No 
shall be rent asunder, and Noph shall have distresses daily. The 
yong men of Aven and of Phiheseth, shall fall by the sword : and 
these cities shall goe into captivitie. At Tehaphnehes also the 
day shalbe darkened when 1 shall breake there the yokes of Egypt ; 
and the pompe of her strength shall cease in her : as for her, a 
cloud shall cover her, and her daughters shall goe into captivitie. 
Thus will 1 execute iudgements in Egypt, and they shall know 
that I am the Lord. 

And it came to passe in the eleventh yeere, in the first monetb, 

' in the seventh day of the moneth, that the word of the Loan came 

unto me, saying, Sonne of man, I have broken the arme of Pharaoh 
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which was broken ; and I wil cause the eword to fall out of his CHAPTER 
band. And I wU scatter the Egyptians among the nations, and XXX 

wil disperse them through the countries. And I wil strengthen 
the amies of the king of Babylon, and put my sword in his hand : 
but I will breake Pharaohs armes, and he shall grone before him, 
with the groaning! of a deadly wounded man. But I wil strengthen 
the armea of the king of Babylon, and the armes of Pharaoh shall 
fall downe, and they shall knowe that 1 am the Lord, when 1 shall 
put my sword into the hand of the king of Babylon, and be shall 
stretch it out upon the land of Egypt. And I wil scatter the 
Egyptians among the nations, and disperse them among the 
countreys, and they shall know that 1 am the Loud. 

CHAPTER XXXI 

AND it came to passe in the eleventh yeere, in the third A rotation imt 
A\ moneth, in the first day of the moneth, that the word of '"''"**■ 
^ -*■ the LoKD came unto mee, saying ; Sonne of man, speake 
unto Pharaoh king of Egypt, and to his multitude. Whom art thou 
like in thy greatnesse ? 

Behold, the Assyrian was a Cedar in Lebanon with faire of iho glorj 
branches, and with a shadowing shrowd, and of an hie stature,"**")'"'' 
and his top was among the thicke boughes. I'he waters made him 
great, the deepe set him up on high with her rivers running round 
about his plants, and sent out her little rivers unto all the trees of 
the field. Therefore his height was exalted above all the trees 
of the field, and his boughes were multiplied, and his branches 
became long because of the multitude of waters, when he shot 
foorth. All the foules of heaven made their nests in his bougbes, 
and under bis branches did all the beastes of the field bring foorth 
their yong, and under his shadow dwelt all great nations. Thus 
was bee faire in his greatnesse, in the length of his branches : for 
his roote was by great waters. The Cedars in the garden of God 
could nut hide him ; the Firre trees were not like his boughes, and 
the chesnut trees were not like his branches: not any tree in the 
garden of God, was like unto him in his bcantte. I have made 
him faire by the multitude of his branches: so that all the trees 
of Eden, that were in the garden of Go<l, envied him. 

Therefore thus saith the Lord God, Because thou hast lifted up and the fall 
thy selfe in height, and hee hath shot up his top among the *'jf^'' '"' 
thicke boughes, and his heart is lifted up in his height ; I have 
therefore delivered him into the hand of the roightie one of the 
heathen : hee ahall surely deale with him, 1 have driven him out 
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for hia wickedneise, And strangers, the terrible of the oani 
have cut him off, and have left him : upon the niountaines and Jn 
all the valleys his branches are fallen, and his boughes are broken 
by all the rivers of the land, and all the people of the earth are 
gone downe from his shadow, and have left him. Upon his mine 
sh«t all the foules of the heaven remaine, and alt the beasts of 
the Held shalbe upon his branches, to the ende that none of all the 
trees by the waters exalt themselves for their height, neither 
shoot up their top among the thicke boughes, neither their trees 
stand up in their height, all that drinkc nater : for they are all 
delivered unto death, to the nether ports of the earth in the 
middest of the children of men, with them that go downe to the 
pit. Thus saith the Lord God, In the day when hee went downe 
to the grave, I caused a mourning, I covered the deepe for him, 
and I restrained the floods therof, and the great waters were 
stayed ; and I caused Lebanon to moume for him, and all the 
trees of the field fainted for him. I made the nations to shake at 
the sound of his fall, when I cast him downe to hell with them 
that descend into the pit : and all the trees of Eden, the choice 
and best of Lebanon, all that drinke water, shall be comforted in 
the nether parts of the earth. They also went downe into hell 
with him unto them that be slaine with the sword, and they that 
were his arme, that dwelt under his shadow in the middest of the 
heathen. 

To whom art thou thus like in glory and in greatnesse among 
the trees of Eden? yet shalt thou be brought downe with the 
trees of Eden unto the nether parts of the earth : thou shatt lie in 
the middest of the uncircumcised, with them that be slaine by tlie 
sword : this is Pharaoh and all his multitude, saith the Lord God. 
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CHAPTER XXXII 
^ND it came to ]>asse in the twelfth yeere, in the twelft 
moncth, in the first day of the moneth, that the word at 
the LoHn came unto me, saying ; Sonne of man, take up 
a lamentation for Pharaoh king of Egypt, and say unto him ; ThoD 
art like a young lyou of the nations, and thou art as a whale in 
the seas ; and thou camest forth with thy rivers, and troubledst 
the waters with thy feet, and fouledst their rivers. Thus saith 
the Lord Goo ; I will therefore spread out my net over thee, with 
a company of many people, and they shall bring thee up in my 
net. Then will 1 leave thee upon the land, I will cast tbee forth 
upon the open field, and will cause all the foules of the heaven to

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e upon thee, and I will fill the beasts of the whole earth CHAPl'ER 
with thee. And i will lay thy flesh upon the mountaines, aiid fill XXXi] 
the valleis with thy height. 1 will also water with thy blood the 
laud wherein thou swimmest, even tu the mouotaines, and the 
rivers shall be full of thee. And when I shall put thee out, 1 wil 
uover the heaven, and make the starres thereof darke : I will cover 
the Bunne with a cloud, and the moone shall not give her light. 
All the bright lights of heaven will I make darke over thee, and 
set darkenease upon thy land, saith the Lord God. I wil also vex 
the hearts of many people, when I abalj bring thy destruction 
among the nations, into the countries which thou hast not knowen. 
Yea I will make many people amazed at thee, and their kings 
shall be horribly afruidc for thee, when I shall braiutisli my bword 
before them, and they shall tremble at every moment ; everie man 
fur his owne hfe, in the day of thy fall. 

For thus saith the Lord God, The sword of the king of Itabylon Thu awunl uf 
shal come upon thee. By the swords of the mighty will 1 cause J^^'^J^"";''"" 
thy multitude to fall, the terrible of the nations all of them : aud 
they shall spoile the pompe of Egypt, and all the multitude therof 
shall be destroyed. 1 will destroy also all the beasts thereof from 
besides the great waters, neither shall the foote of man trouble 
tiiem any more, nor the hoofes of b<:asts trouble them. Tlien will I 
make their waters deepe, and cause their rivers to runnc like oyle, 
saith the LortI God, When 1 shall make the land of Egypt deso- 
late, and the countrey shall l>e destitute of that wherof it was 
full; when I shall smite all them that dwell therein, then shal 
they know that I am the Lord. This is the lamentation where- 
with they shall lament her: the daughters of tht: nations shall 
lament her : they shall lament for her, even for Egyjtt and for al 
her multitude, saith the l4>rd God. 

It came to passe also in the twelfth yeere, in the fifteenth day itBhaUtw 
of the moneth, that the word of the Lohd came unto me, saying ; ''"["Bhi Aowna 
Sonne of man, waile for the multitude of Egypt, and cast them ^ubl'mlSt"* 
downe, even her, and the daughters of the famous nations, untu oumoiwd 
the nether parts of the earth, with them that got downe into the NMiou*, 
pit. Whom doest thou passe in beautic? goe downe, and l)e thou 
iiyed with the uncircumcised. They shall fall in the middest of 
them that are slaine by the sword : she is delivered to the sword ; 
draw her and all her multitudes. The strong among the mighty 
shall speake to him out of the middest of hell with them that 
helpe him : they are gone downe, they lie uncircumcised, slaine by 
the sword. Ashur is there, and all her compauie : his graves are 
about him ; al of them slaine, fallen by the sword. Whose graves 
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sre set m the sides of the pit, and her company b round aboot ber 
grave : all of them tlaine, fallen by the sword, which caused termur 
in the Jaod of the Jiving. There is £lam and all her multitude 
round about her grave, all of them slaiae, fallen by the swotd, 
which are gone downe uncircumcised into the nether parts of the 
earth, which caused their terronr in the lande of the liviag, jet 
have they borne their shame with them that goe downe to the piL 
They have set her a bed in the midst of the sUine with all her 
multitudes : her graves are round about him, all of them uncirciun- 
cised, sUine by the aword : though their teirour was caused in the 
land of the living, yet have they borne their shame with them 
that goe downe to the pit : he is put in the midst of them that be 
blaine. There is Meshech, Tubal, and all her multitude : her 
graves are round about him : all of them uncircumcised, slaine by 
the sword, though they caused their terrour in the land of the 
living. And they shall not lie with the mightie, tliat ore fiUlen of 
the uncircumcised, which are gone downe to hell with their 
weapons of warre : and they have laid their swords under their 
heads, but their iniquities shalbe upon their bones, though they 
were the terrour of the migbtie in the land of the hviog. Vea 
thou shah be broken in the midst of the uncircumcised, and shalt 
lie with them that are slaine with the sword. There is Edom, faer 
kings and all her princes, which with their might are laid by them 
that were slaine by the sword : they shall tie with the uncireum- 
cised, and with them that go downe to the pit There be the 
princes of the North all of them, and all the Zidonions : which are 
gone downe with the slaine, with their terrour they are ashamed 
of their might, and they lie uncircumcised with them that be slaine 
by the sword, and beare their shame with them that goe downe to 
the pit. Pharaoh shall see them, and shall bee comforted over all 
his multitude, even Pharaoh and all his armie slaine by the sword, 
saith the Lord Goo. For I have caused my terrour in the laud uf 
the living . and he shHll bee laid in the midst of the uncircumcised 
with them that are staioe with the sword, even I'haraoh and all 
his multitude, saith the Lord Goo. 



CHAPTER XX XII I 

^GAINE the worde of the Lord came unto mee, saying, Sonne 
m, speake to the children of thy people, and say unto 
,, When I bring the sword upon a land, if the people 
of the land take a man of their coasts, and set him for their watch- 
man, if when he seeth the sword come upon the land, bee blow the 
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trumpet, and wame the people, then whosoever heareth the sound CHAPTER 

of the trumpet, and taketh not warning, if the sword come, and XXXIll 

take him away, his blood shall be upon his owne head. Hee heard 

the sound of the trumpet, and tooke not warning, his blood shall 

be upon him : but he that taketh warning, shall deliver his soule. 

But if the watchman see the sword come, and blow not the trumpet, 

and the people be not warned : if the sword come and take any 

person from among them, he is taken away in his iniquitie : but 

his blood will 1 require at the watchmans hand. 

So thou, O Sonne of man, I have set thee a watchmau unto the Eiekiel i> 
house of Israel : therefore thou shalt lieare the worde at mv mouth, »^'n™''«lie^ 
and wame them from me. When I say unto the wicked, 6 wicked " "* ' """"■ 
man, thou shall surely die, if thou doest not speake to wame the 
wicked from his way, that wicked man shall die in his iniquitie : but 
his blood will 1 require at thine hand. Neverthetesse if thou wame 
the wicked of his way to tume from it : if he do not tume from his 
way, he shal die in his iniquitie : but thou hast delivered thy soule. 
Therefore, O thou sonnc of man, speake unto the house of Israel, Qod,j,o„pU, 
Thus ye speake, saying. If our transgressions and our sinnes be the imtico of 
upon us, and we pine away in them, how should we then live ? Say ^ 'Y'V 
unto them, As I live, saith the Lord God, I have no pleasure in the puaitoDt. and 
death of the wicked, but that the wicked tume from his way and ti>*«rd> 
live : tume ye, tume ye from your evill wayes, for why wil ye die, "™'*"- 
O house of Israel .' Therefore thou sonne of man, say unto the 
children of thy people. The righteousnes of the righteous shal not 
deliver him in the day of his transgression ; as for the wickednes of 
the wicked, he shall not fall thereby in the day that hee tumeth from 
his wickednes, neither shall the righteous bee able to live for his 
righteousnes in the day that he sinneth. When I shal say to the 
righteous, that he shall surely live ; if he trust to his owne righteous- 
nes and commit iniquitie, all his righteousnesses shall not be re- 
membred ; but for his iniquitie that he hath committed, he shall die 
for it. Againe, when I say unto the wicked. Thou shalt surely die, 
if hee tume from his sinne, and do that which is lawful) and right ; 
if the wicked restore the pledge, give againe that he had robbed, 
walke in the Statutes of life without committing iniquitie, hee shall 
surely live, hee shall not die. None of his sinnes that hee hnth 
committed, shall be mentioned unto him : he hath done that which 
is lawfull and right; he shall surely live. 

Yet the children of thy people say. The way of the Lord is not Hm main- 
equnll : but as for them, their way is not equall. When the J""*!' h" 
righteous tumeth from his righteousnes, and committcth iniquitie, 
he shall even die thereby. But if the wicked tume from his 
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wickednes, and doe that which is lawfnll and right, he ihall live 
thereby. 

Yet yee flay, The way of the Lord is oot equall, O yee boose 
of Israel ; f will iudge you every one after his wayes. 

And it came to passe in the twelfth yeere of our captivitie, in 
the tenth moneth, in the fifth day of the moneth, that one that hmd 
escaped out of lerusalcm, came unto mee, saying, The city is 
smitten. Now the hand of the Lord was upon mee in the eveniDg', 
afore hee that was escaped came, and had opened my mouth untill 
Iiee came to mee in the morning-, and my mouth was opened, and 
1 was no more dumbe. Then the word of the Lord came unto me, 
saying, Sonne of man, they that inhnbite those wastes of the land 
of Israel, speake, saying, Abraham was one, and he inherited the 
land : but we are many, the land is given us for inheritance. 
Wherefore say unto them. Thus saith the Lord God, Ye eate with 
the blood, and lift up your eyes toward your idotes, and shed blood ; 
and shal ye poisesse the land ? Yee stand upon your sword ; yee 
worke abomination, and ye defile every one his neighbours wife, and 
shall ye possesse the land ? Say thou thus unto them. Thus aaitfa 
the Lord God, As I live, surely they that ore in the wastes, shall fall 
by the sword, and him that is in the open field wiU I give to the 
beasts to be devoured : and they that be in the forts and in the 
caves, shall die of the pestilence. For 1 will lay the land most 
desolate, and the pompe of her strength shall cease : and the 
mountaines of Israel shall bee desolate, that none shall fMsse 
through. Then shall they know that [ am the Lorp. when 1 have 
layed the land most desolate, because of all their abominations 
which they have committed. 

Also thou Sonne of man, the children of thy people stit) are talking 
against thee by the walles, and in the doores of the bouses, and 
speake one to another, every one to his brother, saying, Come, I 
pray you, and heare what is the word that commeth foorth from the 
Lord. And they come unto thee as the people commeth, and tbey 
sit before thee as ray people, and they heare thy words, but they 
will not doe them : for with their mouth they shew much love, but 
their heart goeth after their covetousnesse. And loe, thou art unto 
them as a very lovely song of one that hath a pleasant voyce, and 
can play well on an instrument : for they heare thy wordes, but 
they doe them not. And when this commeth to passe, (loe it will 
come) then shall they know that a Prophet hath bene 
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CHAPTER XXXIIII 

AND the word of the Lord came unto me, saying ; Sonne of A ranroofo of 
/A man, propheeie against the shepheards of Israel, prophecie '^" ">«?!»«•"]■ 
^ ^' and say unto them. Thus saith the Lord God unto the 
shepheards. Woe be to the shepheards of Israel that doe feede them- 
selves : should not the shepheards fecde the flockes ? Yee eate the 
fat, and ye clothe you with the wooll, yee kill them that are fed : 
but ye feede not the flocke. The diseased have ye not strengthened, 
neither have yee healed that which was sicke, neither have ye 
bound up that which was broken, neither liave yee brought againe 
that which was driven away, neither have yee sought that which 
wa« lost ; but with force and with crueltie have yee ruled them. 
And they were scattered because there is no shepheard : and they 
became meate to all the beasts of the field, when they were 
scattered. My sheepe wandered through all the mountaines, and 
upon every high hill: yea my flocke was scattered upon all the 
face of the earth, and none did search or seeke after them. 

Therefore, yee shepheards, heare the word of the Lohk. As I Rwt» iuil^p 
live, saith the Lord God, surely because my flocke became a pray, I?*"' '«*"'*' 
and my Hocke became meate to every beast of the field, because 
there was no shepheard, neither did my shepheards search for my 
Hocke, but the shepheards fed themselves, and fed not my flocke : 
therefore, O yee shepheards, heare the word of the Ijann. Thus 
saith the Lord Goo, Behold, I am against the shepheards, and I 
will require my flocke at their hand, and cause them to cease from 
feedin)> the Hocke, neither shall the shepheanls feede themselves 
any more : for I will deliver my flock from their mouth, that they 
may not be meat for them. 

For thus saith the Lord Con, Behold, I, even 1 will boUi search Hi- providone.^ 
my shee[>e, and seeke them out. As a shepheard seeketh out bis '"' *''" ^'^'^■ 
flocke in the day that hee is among his sheepe that are scattered : 
so wil i seeke out my sheep, and will deliver them out of all places, 
where they have bene scattered in the cloudie and darke day. 
And 1 will bring them out ^m the people, and gather them from 
the countreys, and will bring them to their owne land, and feede 
them upon the mountaines of Israel by the rivers, and in all the 
inhabited places of the countrey, I will feede them in a good 
pnsture, and upon the high mountaines of Israel shaj] their folde 
he : there shall they tie in a ftood folde, and in a fat pasture shall 
they feede upon the mountaines nf Israel. I will feed my flocke, 
and I will cause them to lie downe, saith the Lord God. I will seeke 
that which was lost, and bring againe that which was driven away. 
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CHAPTER and will bind up that which was broken, and wilt strengthen that 
XXXIIII which was sicke : but I will destroy the fat and the strong, I will 
feed them with iudgement. And as for you, O my flocke, thui 
saith the Lord God, Behold, I iudge betweene cattell and cattell, 
betweene the rammes and the hee goates.

Because yee have thrust with side and with shoulder, and pushtall 
the diseased with your homes, till yee have scattered them abroad : 
therefore will I save my flocke, and they shall no more be a pray, 
and I will iudge betweene cattell and cattell. And I will set 
up one shephcard over them, and hee shall feede them, even my 
servant David ; he shall feede them, and hee shall be their 
fihepheard. And 1 the Lord will be their God, and my servant 
David a prince among them, I the L<>hd have spoken it. And I will 
make with them a covenant of peace, and will cause the evill beasts 
to cease out of the land ; and they shall dwell safely in the wilder- 
nesse, and sleepe in the woods. And I will make them and the 
places round about my hill, a blessing ; and I will cause the sfaowre 
to come downe in his season : there shall bee showres of blessing. 
And the tree of the field shal yeeld her fruite, and the earth shall 
yeeld her increase, and they shall be safe in their land, and shall 
know that I am the Lord, when I have broken the bands of their 
yoke, and delivered them out of the hand of those that served 
themselves of them.

MOREOVER the word of the Lord came unto mec, saying ; Tlia indgmant 
Sonne of man, set thy face aiiainst mount Seir, and ?' "v^V^^'j 
prophecie against it, and say unto it, 1 bus saith the Lord g[ bnel.

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Lorit God, Because they have made you desolate, and swallowed 
you up on every side, that ye might be a possession unto the 
residue of the heathen, and ye are taken up in the lips of talkers, 
and are su infamy of the people : therefore ye mountaines of Israel, 
beare the word of the Lord Goo, Thus saith the liord God to the 
mouDtaines and to the hilles, to the rivers and to the valleys, to 
the desolate wastes, and to the cities that are forsaken, which 
became a pray and derision to the residue of the heathen that are 
round about : therefore thus saith the Lord Goo, Surely in the fire 
of my ielousie have 1 spoken against the residue of the heathen, 
and against a) Idumea, which have appointed my land into their 
possession, with the ioy of all their heart, with despiteful! minds 
to cast it out for a praye.

And when they eotred unto 
the heathen whither they went, they prophaned my holy Name, 
when they said to them, These arc the people of the Lord, and 
lire gone forth out of his land. 

But 1 had pitie for mine holy Name, which the house of Israel amlHtukUbe 
had prophaned among the heathen, whither they went. Therefore '""«'i^ 
say unto the house of Israel, Thus saith the Lord God, 1 doe not J^"' """^ 
this for your sakes, O house of Israel, but for mine holy Names 
sake, which ye have prophaned among the heathen, wUther ye 
went. And I will sanctifie my great Name which was prophaned 
among the heathen, which ye have prophaned in the midst of 
them; and the heathen shall know, that 1 am the Lord, saith the 
Lord God, when I shall be sanctified in you before their eyes. 
For I will take you from among the heathen, and gather you out 
of all countreys, and will bring you into your owue land. 

Then will I sprinckle cleaue water upon you, and ye shalbe The bleviiiga 
cleane : from all your hithinesse, and from ail your idoles wil 1 of Chriato 
cleanse you.

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CHAPTER XXXVIII 

ND the word of the Lord came unto me, BBfing; Sonne of 
man, set thy face against Gog, the land of Magog the 
chiefe prince of Meshcch snd Tubal, and prophecie 
against him, and say. Thus saith the Lord God ; Behold, I am 
against thee, O Gog, the chiefe prince of Meshech and Tubal. 
And I will tume thee backe, and put hookes into thy cfaawes, and 
I will bring thee foorth, and all thioe armie, horses and horsemen, 
all of them clothed with all sorts of armour, even a great company 
with bucklers and shields, all of them handling swordes. Persia, 
Ethiopia and Libya with them; all of them with shield and 
helmet: Gomer and all his bandes, the house of Togamiah of 
the North quarters, and all his bands, and many people with thee. 
Be thou prepared, and prepare for thy selfe, thou and all thy 
company, that are assembled unto thee, and be thou a guard unto 
them. 

After many dales thou shalt be visited ; in the latter yeeres 
thou shalt come into the land, that is brought back from the 
■word, and is gathered out of many people against the mountaines 
of Israel, which have beene alwayes waste : but it is brought forth 
out of the nations, and they shall dwell safely all of them. Thou 
shalt ascend and come like a storme, thou shalt be like a cloud to 
cover the land, thou and all thy bands, and many people with 
thee. Thus saith the Lord God ; It shall also come to passe, that 
at the same time shall things come into thy minde, and thou shalt 
thinke an evill thought.

Therefore, sonne of man, prophecie and say unto Gog, Thus 
saith the Lord God ; In that day when my people of Israel 
dwelleth safely, shalt thou not know it ? And thou shalt come 
from thy place out of the North parts, thou and many people with 
thee, all of them riding upon horses, a great company, and a 
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mighty armie- And thou shalt come up against my people of CHAPTER 
Israel, as a cloud to cover the land; it shall be in the Utter XXXVIII 
dayes, and i will bring thee against my land, that the heathen 
may know me, when I shall be aaiictiiied in thee, O Gog, before 
their eyes. Thus saith the Lord God ; Art thou hee, of whom I 
have spoken in old time by my servants the prophets of Israel, 
which prophecied in those dayes many yeerei, that 1 would bring 
thee against them ? And it shall come to passe at the same time, 
when Gog shal come against the land of Israel, saith the Lord 
God, that my furie shall come up in my face. For in my ienlousie, 
and in the 6re of my wrath have I spoken : surely in that day, 
there shall be a great shaking in the land of Israel. So that the 
fishes of the sea, and the foules of the heaven, and the beasts of 
the field, and all creeping things that creepe upon the earth, and 
all the men that are upon the face of the earth, shall shake at 
my presence, and the mountaines shall be throwen downe, and 
the steepe places shall fall, and every wall shall fall tu the ground.

And I will tume thee backe, and leave but the sixt part of thee, 
and will cause thee to come up from the North parts, and will 
bring thee upon the mountaines of Israel : and I will smite thy 
bow out of thy left hand, and will cause thine arrowes to fall out 
of thy right hand. Thou shalt fall upon the mountaines of Israel, 
thou and all thy bands, and the people that is with thee : I will 
give thee unto the ravenous birds of every sort, and to the beasts 
of the field to he devoured. Thou shalt fall upon the open field, 
for I have spoken it, saith the Lord God. And I will send a fire 
on Magog, and among them that dwell carelesly in the yies, and 
they shall know that 1 am the Loro. So will I make my holy 
Name knowen in the midst of my people Israel, and I will not let 
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CHAPTER them pollute my holy Name any more, snd the heathen shall 
XXXIX know that I am the Lord, the holy One in Israel. 

iBsela Tiotoif . Behold, it is come, and it is done, saith the Lord God, this is 
the day whereof I have spoken. And they that dwell in the 
cities of Israel, shall goe forth, and shall set on fire, and bume 
the weapons, both the shields and the bucklers, the bowes and 
the arrowes, and the handstaves and the speares, and they shall 
bume them with fire seven yeeres. So that they shall take no 
wood out of the field, neither cut downe any out of the forrests : 
for they shall bume the weapons with fire, and they shall spoile 
those that spoiled them, and rob those that robbed them, saith 
the Lord God. 

And it shal come to passe at that day, that 1 will give unto 
Gog a place there of graves in Israel, the valley of the passengers 
on the East of the Sea : and it shall stop the noses of the pas- 
sengers, and there shall they burie Gog, and all his multitude, 
and they shal call it, the valley of Hamon-gog.* And seven 
moneths shall the house of Israel bee burying of them, that they 
may cleanse the land. Yea all the people of the land shall burie 
them, and it shall be to them a renowne the day that 1 Khali be 
glorified, saith the Lord Goi>. And they shall sever out men of 
continual emploiment, passing through the laud, to burie with 
the passengers those that remaine upon the face of the earth to 
dense it ; after the end of seven moneths shall they search. 
And the passengers that passe through the lande, when any seeth 
a mans bone, then shall he set up a signe by it, till the buriers 
have buried it in the valley of Hamon-gog. And also the name 
of the citie shall be Hamonah : ^ thus shal they dense the land. 

And thou sonne of man. Thus saith the Lonl God, Speake unto 
every feathered foule, and to every beast of the field, Assemble 
your selves, and come, gather your selves on every side to my 
sacrifice that I doe sacrifice for you, even a great sacrifice upon 
the mountaines of Israel, that ye may eat flesh and drinke blood. 
Ye shall eate the flesh of the mightie, and drinke the blood of 
the princes of the earth, of rammes, of larabes and of goats, of 
bullocks, all of them fatlings of Bashan. And yee shall eate fat 
till yee be full, and drinke blood till yee be drunken, of my 
sacrifice which I have sacrificed for you. Thus yee shall be filled 
at my table with horses and charets, with mightie men, and with 
all men of warre, saith the I^ord God. And I will set my glory 
iimong the heathen, and all the heathen shal see my iudgement 
that I have executed, and my hande that I have laid upon tfaem. 

' Thai is, Ihe multilude of Gog. ' Thai is, the moltilude. 
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So the house of Israel shall know that I am the Lord their God CHAPTER 
from that Jay and forward. XXXIX 

Aiid the heathen shall knowe that the house of Israel went lanuil having 
into captivitie for their iniquitie : because they trespassed against ^"^S p'^'** 
me, therefore hid 1 my face from them, and gave them into the g^lii be ^th- 
hand of their enemies ; so fell they uU by the sword. According erail ngaine 
to their uncleannesse, and according to their transgressions have J^^ oWniall 
I done unto them, and hid my face from them. Therefore thus 
saith tJie Lord God, Now will I bring againe the captivitie of 
lacob, and have mercie upon the whole house of Israel, and will 
be ielous for my holy Name: after that they have borne their 
shame, and all their trespasses, wherby they have trespassed 
against me, when they dwelt safely in their lande, and none made 
them afraid. When I have brought them againe from the people, 
and gathered them out of their enemies lands, and am sanctified 
in them in the sight of many nations ; then shall they know that 
I am the Lord their God, which caused them to be led into 
captivitie among the heathen : but I have gathered them unto 
their ownc land, and have left none of them any more there. 
Neither will 1 hide my face any more from them ; for 1 have 

Cwred out my Spirit upon the house of Israel, saitb the 
ird God. 

CHAPTER XL 

IN the five and twentieth yeere of our captivitie, in the beginning Tho time 
of the yere, In the tenth day of the moneth, ui the fourteenth "^"J fj''' 
yeere after that the citie was smitten, in the selfe same day, tiiioB. * 
the hand of the Lord was upon mee, and brought me thither. 
In the visions of God brought he me into the land of Israel, and 
set mee upon a very high mountaine, by which was as the frame 
of a citie on the South. And he brought mee thither, and behold, 
there was a man, whose appearance was like the appearance of 
brasse, with a line of flaxe in his hand, and a measuring reed ; 
and he stood in the gate. And the man saide unto mee ; Sonne 
of man, behold with thine eyes, and heare with thine eares, and 
set thine heart upon all that I sltoll shew thee : for to the intent 
that I might shew them unto thee, art thou brought hither : 
declare all that thou seest. to the house of Israel. And behold 
a wall on the outside of the house round about .- and in the mans 
hand a measuring reed of size cubites long, by the cubite, and an 
hand breadth : so bee measured the breadth of the building, one 
reed, and the height one reed. 

Then came bee unto the gate which looketh toward the East, 
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CHAPTER and went up the staires thereof, and measured tlie threshold of 
XL the gate, which was one reed broad, and the other threshold of 

Tbo douirlptiaa the gate, which WHS one reed broad. And every tittle chamber 
Df the But was one reed long, and one reed broad, and betweeue the title 
*"*• chambers were five cubites, and the threahold of the gate, by the 

porch of the gate within wag one reed. He measured also the 
porch of the gate within, one reed. Then measured hee the porch 
of the gate, eight cubites, and the postes thereof two cubits, and 
the porch of the gate was inward. And the litle chambers of the 
gate Eastward, were three on this side, and three on that side, 
they three were of one measure, and the postes had one measure 
on this side, and on that side. And hee measured the breadth of 
the entrie of the gate, ten cubits, and the length of the gate, 
thirteene cubites. The space also before the litle chambers was 
one cubite on this side, and the space was one cubite on that side, 
and the litle chambers were sixe cubites on this side, and sixe 
cubits on that side. Hee measured then the gate from the roofe 
of the one litle chamber to the roofe of another : the breadth was 
five and twentie cubits, doore against doore. He made also 
postes of threescore cubites, even unto the poste of the court 
round about the gate. And from the face of the gate of the 
entrance, unto the face of the porch of the inner gate, were 
fiftie cubites. And there were narrow windows to the litle 
chambers, and to their posts within the gate round about, and 
likewise to the arches : and windowes were round about inward : 
and upon ech post were palme-trees. Then brought he me into 
the outward court, and loe there were chambers, and a pavement, 
made for the court round about : thirtie chambers were upon the 
pavement. And the pavement by the side of the gates over 
against the length of the gates, was the lower [uvement. Then 
hee measured the breadth from the forefront of the lower gate, 
unto the forefront of the inner court without, an hundred cubits 
Eastward and Northward. 

And the gate of the outward court, that looked toward the 
North, he measured the length thereof, and the breadth thereof. 
And the little chambers thereo/ were three on this side, and three 
on that side, and the postes thereof, and the arches thereof were 
after the measure of the first gate : the length thereof was fiftie 
cubites, and the breadth five and twentie cubites. And their 
windowes, and their arches, and their pahne trees, were after the 
measure of the gate that looketh towards the East, and they went 
up unto it by seven steps, and the arches thereof were before 
them. And the gate of the inner court was over against the 
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gate toward the North and toward the East, and hee measured CHAITER 
from gate to gate an hundreth cubites. XL 

After that hee brought me toward the South, and behold a gate of tho South 
toward the South, and he measured the postes thereof, sad the e^>^- 
arches thereof according to these measures. And there were 
windowes in it, and in the arches thereof round about, like those 
windowes, the length was fiftie cubites, and the breadth five and 
twentie cubites. And there were seven step to goe up to it, and 
the arches thereof were before tliem, and it had palme trees, one 
on this side, and another on that side upon the postes thereof. 
And there was a gate in the inner court toward the South, and he 
measured from gate to gate toward the South an hundred cubites. 
And hee brought me to the inner court by the South gate, and he 
me.isured the South gate according to these measures, and the 
little chambers thereof, and the postes thereof, and the arches 
thereof according to these measures, and there were windowes in 
it, and in the arches thereof round about : it was fiftie cubites 
long, and five and twentie cubites broad. And the arches round 
about were five and twenty cubits long, and five cubites broad. 
And the arehes thereof were toward the utter court, and palme 
trees were upon the postes thereof, and the going up to it had 
eight steps. 

And hee brought me into the inner court toward the East, and of the EMt 
hee measured the gate according to these measures. And the *""*• 
little chambers thereof, and the postes thereof, and the arches 
thereof were according to these measures, and there were windowes 
therein, and in the arches thereof round about, it was fiftie cubites 
long, and five and twentie cubits broad. And the arches thereof 
were toward the outward court, and palme trees were upon the 
postes thereof on this side, and on that side, and the going up to 
it had eight steps. 

And hee brought me to the North gate, and measured it accord- xid uf ihr 
ing to these measures. The little chambers thereof, the postes ""'"' »•«■ 
thereof, and the arches thereof and the windowes to it round 
alKiut: tlie length wns fifUe cubites, and the breadth five and 
twentie cubites. And the postes thereof were toward the utter 
court, and palme trees were upon the posts thereof on this side, 
and on that side, and the going up to it had eight stepK. And 
the chamberB, and the entries thereof were by the postes of the 
gates, where they washed the burnt offering. 

And in the poreh of the gate were two tables on this side, and Ki«hiTililni. 
two tables on that side, to slay thereon the burnt offering, and the 
Binne offering, and the trespaue offering. And at the side without, 
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as one gocth up to the entry of the North gate, were two tables, 
and on the other side, which was at the porch of the gate, were 
two tables. Foure tables were on this side, and foure tables oa 
that side, by the side of the gate; eight tables, whereupon they 
slew their sacrifices. And the foure tables were of heweu stone 
for the burnt offering, of a cubite and an halfe long, and a cubite 
and a halfe broad, and one cubit high : whereupon also they Iside 
the instruments wherewith they slewe the burnt offering and the 
sacrifice. And within were hooks, an hand broad, fastened round 
about, and upon the tables was the flesh of the offering. 
'■ And without the inner gate were the chambers of the singers in 
the inner court, which was at the side of the North gate : and 
their prospect was toward the South, one at the side of the East 
gate, having the prospect toward the North. And hee said unto 
me ; This chamber whose prospect is toward the South, is for the 
priests, the keepers of the charge of the house. And the chamber 
whose prospect is toward the North, is for the priests the keepers 
of the charge of the altar : these are the sonnes of 2^dok among 
the sonnes of Levi, which come neere to the Loud to minister 
unto him. So he measured the court, an hundreth cubites long, 
and an hundreth cubites broad foure square, and the altar that 
was before the house. 

And he brought me to the porch of the house, and measured 
each post of the porch, five cubites on this side, and five cubites 
on that side : and the bredth of the gate was three cubites on this 
side, and three cubites on that side. The length of the porch was 
twentie cubites, and the bredth eleven cubites, and he brought 
tne by the steps, whereby they went up to it, and there were 
pillars by the posts, one on this side, and another on that side. 

CHAITER XLI 

A FTERWARD he brought me to the Temple, and measured 
J part«, chaniUcra /.\ the posts, six cubites broad on the one side, and sixt 
L "tlioToniij" cubites brood on the other side, which was the bredth 

' of the Tabernacle. And the bredth of the doore was tenne 

cubites, and the sides of the doore were five cubites on the one 
side, and five cubites on the other side, and he measured the 
length thereof fortie cubites, and the bredth twentie cubttes. 
Then went he inward, and measured the post of the doore two 
cubites, and the doore sixe cubites, and the bredth of the doore 
seven cubites. So he measured the length therof twentie cubites, 
and the bredth twentie cubites liefore the temple, and he said 
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uDto me; This is the most holy place. After he measured the 
wall of the house sixe cubites, and the brcdth of everie side- 
chamber foure cubites round about the house on every side. And 
the side-chambers were three, one over an other, and thirtJe in 
order, and they entred into the wall which was of the house for 
the side chambers round about, that the; might have hold, but 
they had not hold in the wall of the house. And there was an 
enlarging and a winding about still upward to the side-chambers, 
for the winding about of the house went still upward round about 
the house : therefore the bredth of the house was still upward, 
and so increased from the lowest chamber to the highest by the 
middest I saw also the height of the house round about ; the 
foundations of the side-chambers were a full reede of sixe great 
cubites. The thicknesse of the wall which was for the aide 
chamber without, was live cubites, and that which was left, was 
the place of the side-chambers that were within. And betweene 
the chambers was the widenesse of twentie cubites round about 
the house ou every side. And the doores of the sidc'chambers 
were toward the place that was left, one doore toward the North, 
and an other doore toward the South, and the bredth of the place 
that was left, was five cubites round about. Now the building 
that was before the seperate place, at the end toward the West, 
was seventy cubites broad, and the wall of the building wai five 
cubites thicke round about, and the length thereof ninety cubites. 
So he measured the house, an hundreth cubites long, and tbe 
separate place and the building with the walles thereof, an hun- 
dreth cubites long. Also the bredth of the face of the house, and 
of the separate place toward the East, an hundreth cubites. And 
he measured the length of the building over against the separate 
place which was behind it, and the galleries thereof on the one 
side, and on the other side an hundreth cubites with the inner 
temple, and the porches of the court. Tlie doore-posts and the 
narrow windows, and the galleries round about on their three 
stories, over against the doore sieled with wood round about, and 
from the ground up to the windows, and the windows were 
covered. To that above tbe doore, even unto the inner house and 
without, and by all the wall round about within and without by 
measure. And it was made with Cherubims and Palme trees, so 
that a Palme tree was betweene a Cherub and a Cherub, and every 
Cherub had two faces. So that the face of a man wms toward the 
Palme-tree on the one side, and the fnce of a yong lyon toward 
the Palme-tree on the other side : it was made through all the 
house round about. From the ground unto above the doore were 
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Cherubims and Palme-trees made, and on the wall of the temple. 
The postes of the Temple were squared, and the face of the 
Sanctuary, the appearance of the one as the appearance of the 
other. The altar of wood was three cubits high, and the length 
thereof two cubits ; and the comerB thereof and the length thereof 
and the walles thereof were of wood : and hee said unto me ; This 
is the Table that is before the Lord. And the Temple and the 
Sanctuarie had two doores. And the doores had two leaves a 
piece, two turning leaves, two leaves for the one doore, and two 
leaves for the other doore. And there were made on them, on 
the doores of the Temple, Cherubims and Palme-trees, like as 
were made upon the walles, and there were thicke planckes upon 
the face of the porch without. And there were narrow windowes 
and Palme-trees on the one side and on the other side, on the 
sides of the porch, and upon the side chambers of the house, and 
thicke plankes. 

CHAPTER XLII 

THEN he brought me foorth into the utter court, the way 
toward the North, and hee brought mee into the chamber, 
that was over a^nst the separate place, and which was 
before the building toward the North. Before the length of an 
hundreth cubites was the North doore, and the breadth wns fiftie 
cubits. Over against the twentie cubites which were for the 
inner court, and over against the pavement which was for the 
utter court, was gallerie nf^ainst gallery in three stories. And 
before the chambers was a waike of ten cubites breadth inward, 
a way of one cubite, and their doores toward the North, Now 
the upper-chambers were shorter : for the galleries were higher 
then these, then the lower, and then the middlemost of the 
building. For they were in three stories, but had not pillars as 
the pillars of the courts ; therefore the building w.ta straitned 
more then the lowest, and the middlemost from the ground. And 
the wall that was without over against the chambers towanls the 
utter court on the forepart of the chambers, the length thereof 
was fiftie cubites. For the length of the chambers that were in 
the utter court was fifUe cubites : and loe, before the Temple 
were an hundreth cubites. And from under these chambers was 
the entrie on the East side, as one goeth into them from the utter 
court The chambers were in the thickenes of the wall of the 
court toward the East, over against the separate place, and over 
against the building. And the way before them was like the 
appearance of the chambers, which were toward the North, as 
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long u they and u brood &s they, and aU their goings out were CHAPTER 
both according to their fashions, and according to their doores, XUI 

And according to the doores of the chambers that were toward 
the South, was a doore in the head of the way, eren the way 
directly before the wail toward the East, as one entreth into them. 

Then sayd bee unto mee. The North chambers, and the South Tbe cm therof. 
ch&mbers, which are before the separate place, they be holy 
chambers, where the Priests that approach uoto the Lord shall 
eate the most holy things ; there shall they lay the most holy 
things, and the meat offering, and the sinne ofTering, and the 
treapasse oilring, for the place is holy. When the Priests ent«r 
therein, then shall they not goe out of the holy place into the 
utter court, but there they shall lay their garments, wherein they 
minister: for they are holy, and shall put on other garments, and 
shall approch to those things which are for the people. Now 
when hee had made an end of measuring the inner house, hee 
brought mee foorth toward the gate, whose prospect is toward the 
East, and measured it round about. He measured the East side 
with the measuring reede, live hundreth reedes, with the measur- 
ing reed round about. Hee measured the North side five hundreth 
reedes, with a measuring reed round about. Hee measured the 
South side five hundreth reedes, with the measuring reede. 

Hee turned about to the West side, and measured five hundreth Tho neaniTM 
reedes with the measuring reed. He measured it by the foure ^j^'"**'™ 
sides: it had ;i wall round about five hundreth reedes long, and 
five hundreth broad, to make a separation bctweene the Sanctuary 
and the prophane place. 

CHAPTER XUII 
A FTERWARD he brought me to the gate, even the gate that The retnraing 
/A looketh toward the East. And behold, the glory of the ^f^fl'^e"' 

God of Israel came from the way of the East : and his Tomplo. 
voice was like a noise of many waters, and the earth shined with 
his glory. And it was according to the appearance of the vision 
which 1 saw, even according to the vision that I saw, when I came 
to destroy the citie : and the visions were like the vision that I 
saw by the river Chebar : and I fell upon my face. And the glorie 
of the Lord came into the house by the way of the gate, whose 
prospect is toward the East. So the Spirit tooke me up, and 
brought mee into the inner court, and behold, the glory of the 
t^Rn filled the house. And I heard him speaking unto me out 
of the house, and the man stood by me. 
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CHAPTER And he said unto me, Sonne of man, the place of my throne, 
XLIII and the place of the Boles of my feete, where I will dwell in the 
The linne of midst of the children of Israel for ever, and my holy Name, shall 
bnd hindered the house of Israel no more defile, neither they, nor their kings, 
pteooEioe. j^y their whoredome, nor by the carkeises of their kings in their 
high places. In their setting of their threshold by my thresholds, 
and their post by my postes, and the wall betweene me and them, 
they have even defiled my holy Name by their abominations that 
they have committed : wherefore I have consumed them in mine 
anger. Now let them put away their whoredome, and the carkeises 
of their kings farre from me, and I wi] dwell in the middest of 
them for ever. 
Tha Prophet Thou Sonne of man, shew the house to the house of Israel, that 

eihorteth them they may be ashamed of their iniquities, and let them measure the 
and otaarvBtion patteme. And if they be ashamed of all that they have done; 
of the Iaw of shew them the forme of the house, and the fashion thereof, and 
the goings out thereof, and the commings in thereof, and all the 
formes thereof, and all the ordinances thereof, and all the formes 
thereof, and all the lawes thereof; and write it in their sight, 
that they may keepe the whole forme thereof, and all the Ordi- 
nances therof, and doe them. This is the law of the house ; 
Upon the top of the mountaine, the whole limit thereof round 
about shall be most holy : behold, this is the law of the house. 

And these are the measures of the Altar after the cubites; the 
cubite is a cubite and an hand breadth, even the bottom shalbe 
A cubite, and the breadth a cubite. and the border thereof by the 
edge therof round about shalbe a spaune, and this shalbe the 
higher place of the Altar. And from the bottom upon the ground, 
even to the lower settle, shalbe two cubits, and the breadth ooe 
cubite, and from the lesser settle even to the greater settle shalbe 
foure cubites, and the breadth one cubite. So the Altar shalbe 
foure cubites, and from the altar and upward shalbe foure homes. 
And the altar shalbe twelve cubites long, twelve broad, square in 
the foure squares thereof And the settle shall bee fourteene 
cubites long, and fourteene broad in the foure squares thereof, 
and the border about it shalbe halfe a cubite, and the bottome 
thereof shall be a cubite about, and his staires shall looke toward 
the East 

And he said unto me, Sonne of man, thus saith the Lord God, 
These are the ordinances of the Altar in the day when they shall 
make it to offer burnt oSrings thereon, and to sprinkle blood 
thereon. And thou shalt give to the Priests the Levites that be 
of the seede of Zadok, which approch unto me, to minister unto 
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tne, saith the Lord God, a yong tiullocke for a sione offering. And CHAPTER 
thou shalt take of the blood thereof, and put it on the fourc XLIll 
homes of it, and on the foure comers of the settle, aud upon the 
border round about : thus shalt thou cleanse and purge it. Thou 
sholt take the bullocke also of the sinue offering, and he shall 
bume it in the appointed place of the house without the Sanctuary'. 
Aud on the second day thou shalt offer a kidde of the goatti 
without blemish for a sinne offering, and they shall cleanse the 
Altar, as they did cleanse it with the bullocke. When thou hast 
made an ende of cleansing it, thou shalt offer a yong bullocke 
without blemish, and a rarome out of the flocke, without blemish. 
And thou shalt offer them before the Lohd, and the Friests shall 
cast salt upon them, and they shall offer them up for a burnt 
offering unto the Lord. Seven dayes shalt thou prepare every 
dny a goate for a sinne offering : they shall also prepare a yong 
bullocke, and u ramme out of the tlocke, without blemish. Seven 
dayes shal they purge the Altar and purifie it, and they shall con- 
secrate themselves. And when these dayes are expired, it shall 
be that upon the eight day aod so forward, the Priests shall 
make your burnt offerings upon the Altar, and your peace offer- 
ings ; and I will accept you, saith the Lord God. 

CHAPTER XLIin 

THEN he brought me backe the way of the gate of the out- The &m gUe 
ward Sanctuarie which looketh toward the East, and it ■^p»d««lj' 
was shut. Then said the Lord unto me. This gate shall *° "" ""^^ 
be shut, it shall not be opened, and no man shall enter in by it; 
because the Lohu the God of Israel hath entred in by it, there- 
fore it shall be shut, it is for the Prince ; the Prince, bee shall 
sit in it to eate bread before the Lord : hee shall enter by the 
way of the porch of that gate, and shall goe out by the way of 
the same. 

Then brought he me the way of the North gate before the Thu ivivUo 
house, and I looked, and behold," the glory of the Lord filled the "^r"^'' '" 
house of the Lohd, and 1 fell upon my face. And the Lord said ^^ sa^^y. 
unto me ; Sonne of man, roarke well, and behold with thine eyes, 
and heart with thine eares, all that I say unto thee, concerning 
all the ordinances of the house of the Lord, and all the lawes 
thereof, and marke well the entring in of the house, with every 
going foorth of the Sanctuary. And thou shalt say to the re- 
bellious, even to the house of Israel, Thus sayth the Lord Gon ; 
O yee house of Israel, let it suffice you, of all your abominations ; 
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CHAPTER in that ye have brought into my Sknctimrie strangers uncircum- 
XLlill cised in heart, and uncircumciseU in Hesh, to be in my Sanctu«ne 
to pollute it, even my House, when ye offer my bread, the fat and 
the blood, and they have broken my Covenant, because of all your 
abominations. And yee have not kept the charge of mine holy 
things : but ye have set keepers of my charge in my Sanctuarie 
for your selves. 
IdobrtontuD- Thus sayth the Lord GoD, No stranger uncircumcised in heart, 

"P**^* 9*. '""* nor uncircumcised in flesh, shall enter into ray Sanctuarie, of any 
stranger that is among the children of Israel. And the Levites 
that are gone away farre from me, when Israel went astray, which 
went astray away from me ai'tcr their idoles, they shall even 
beare their iniquitie. Yet they shall be ministers in my Sanctuary, 
having charge at the gates of the house, and miiiistring to the 
house : they shall slay the burnt offring, and the sacrifice for the 
people, and they shall stand before them to minister unto them : 
because they ministred unto them before their idoles, and caused 
the house of Israel to fall into iniquitie ; therefore have I bft up 
mine hand against them, saith the Lord God, and they shall beare 
their iniquitie. And they shall not come neere unto me to doe 
the office of a priest unto me, nor to come neere to any of my 
holy things, in the most holy place ; hut they shall beare their ' 
shame, and their abominations which they have committed. But 
[ will make them keepers of the charge of the house for all the 
service thereof, and for all that shalbe dope therein. 
Tlie w>niics of But the priests the Levites, the sonnes of Zadok, that kept the 
^'^wdS* "' charge of my sanctuarie, when the children of Israel went astray 
from me, they shall come neere to me to minister unto me, and 
they shall stand before me to offer unto me the fat and the blood, 
saith the Lord God. They shall enter into my sanctuarie, and 
they shall come neere to my table to minister unto me, and they 
shall keepe my charge, 
OnllnBDoea for And it shall come to passe that when they enter in at the gates 
thePriwU. of the inner court, they shall be clothed with linneu garraenU, 
and no wooll sh.ill come upon them, whiles they minister in the 
gates of the inner court and within. They shall have linnen 
bonets upon their heads, and shall have linnen breeches upon 
their loynes : they shall not gird themselves with any thing Uiat 
causeth sweat. And when they goe forth into the utter court, 
even into the utter court to the people, they shall put off their 
garments wherein they ministred, and lay them in the holy 
chambers, and they shall put on other garments, and they shall 
not sanctifie the people with their garments. Neither shidl they 
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their heads, nor suffer their lockes to grow long, they CHAPTER 
■hall only polle their heads. Neither shaU any priest drinke XLIIll 
wine, when they enter into the inner court Neither shall they 
take for their wives a widow, or her thftt is put away : but they 
shall take maidens of the scede of the house of Israel, or a widow 
that had a priest before. Ajid they shaJI teach my people the 
ditference bctweene the holy and prophane, and cause men to 
discerae betweene the uncleane and the cteuie. And in eon- 
troversie they shall stand io iudgement, and they shall iudge it 
according to my iudgements : and they shall keepe my lawes and 
my statutes in all mine assemblies, and they shall halow my 
Sabbaths. And they shall come at no dead person to defile 
themselves : but for father or for mother, or for sonne or for 
daughter, for brother or for sister, that hath had no husband, 
they may de6]e themselves. And alter he is cleansed, they shot 
reckon unto him seven dayes. And in the day that he goeth 
into the sanctuarie, unto the inner court to minister in the 
sanctuarie, he shall offer his sinne oSring, saith the Lord Goo. 
And it shall be unto them for an inheritance ; 1 am their inherit- 
ance : and yee shall give them no ]>o8seEsioii in Israel ; 1 am their 
possession. They shal eate the meate oSring, and the sinne 
ofTring, and the trespasse ofTring, and every dedicate thing in 
Israel shall be theirs. And the first of all the first fruits of all 
things, and every oblation of all of eveiy sort of your oblations 
shall be the priests: yee shall also give unto the priest the first 
of your dough, that he may cause the blessing to rest in thine 
house. The priests shall not eate of any thing that ia dead of it 
•elfe or tome, whether it be foule or beast. 

CHAPTER XLV 

MOREOVER, when yee shall divide by lot the land for Tha ponkn of 
inheritance, yee shall offer an oblation unto the Lord, '""^ '"' ""* 
an holy portion of the land: the length shall be ,he '*"''*"^'' 
lenfjth of five and twentie thousand reedes, and the bredth shalbe 
ten thousand : this shall be holy in all the borders thereof round 
about. Of this there shal be for the Sanctuarie five hundrelh 
in length, with five hundretb in bredth, square round about, 
and fiftie cubites round about, for the suburbs thereof. And of 
thi« measure shall thou measure the length of five and twentie 
thousand, and the bredth of ten thousand : and in it shall be the 
Sanctuarie and the most holy place. The holy portion of the 
ind shal bee for the priests the ministers of the Sanctuarie, 
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which shall come neere to minister UDto the Lord, and it sliall 
be a place for their houses, and an holy place for the Sutctuani'. 
And the five and twenty thousand of length, and the tenne 
thousand of breadth, shall also the Levites the ministers of the 
house have far themselves, for a possession for twentie charohers. 
And ye shall appoint lihe possession of the citie Bve thousand 
broad, and five and twentie thousand long over ag&inst the 
oblation of the holy portion : it shall be for the whole bouse of 

And a portion shalbe for the prince on the one side, and on 
the other side of the oblation of the holy portion, and of the 
possession of the citie, before the oblation of the holy portion, 
and before the possession of the citie from the West side West- 
ward, and from the East side Eastward, and the length shalbe 
over against one of the portions from the West border unto the 
East border. In the land shall be his possession in Israel, and 
my princes shall no more oppresse ray people, and the rest of the 
land shall they give to the house of Israel according to Uieir 
tribes, 
r Thus saith the Lord God, Let it suffice you, O princes of Israel ; 
remove violence and spoile, and execute iudgement and iustice, 
take away your exactions from my people, saith the Lord God. 
Ye shall have lust ballances, and a lust Ephah, and a iust Bath. 
The Ephah and the Bath shal be of one measure, that the Bath 
may containe the tenth part of an Homer, and the Ephah the 
tenth part of an Homer; the measure thereof shall be after 
the Homer. And the shekel! shall be twentie Gerahs : twenty 
shekels, five and twentie shekels, fifteene shekels shall be your 
Maneh. This is the oblation that ye shal offer, the sizt part of 
an Ephah of an Homer of wheat, and ye shal give the sixt part 
of an Ephah of an Homer of barley. Concerning the ordinance 
of oile, the Bath of oyle, ye shall offer the tenth part of a Bath 
out of the Cor, which is an Homer of ten Baths, for ten Baths are 
an Homer. And one lambc out of the flocke, out of two hundred, 
out of the fat pastures of Israel for a meate offering, and for a 
burnt offering, and for peace offerings to make reconciliation for 
them, saith the Lord God. All the people of the land shall give 
this oblation for the prince in Israel. And it shall be the princes 
part to give burnt offerings, and meat offrings, and drinke offer- 
ings, in the feasts, and in the new moones, and in the Sabbaths, 
in all solemnities of the house of Israel : he shall prepare the 
sinne offering, and the meate offering, and the burnt offering, and 
the peace offnngs, to make reconciliation for the house of Israel. 
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Thus with the Lord God, In the first moneth, in the first d*y CHAPTER 
of the moaeth, thou shalt Uke a yong bullock without blemish, XLV 

and clense the SaiictuarJe. And the priest shall take of the blood 
of the sinne offering, and put it upon the postes of the house, and 
upon the foure comers of the settle of the Altar, and upon the 
postes of the gate of the inner court. And so thou shalt doe the 
seventh day of the moneth, for every one that erreth, and for him 
that is simple: so shall ye reconcile the house. In the first 
moneth, in the fourteenth day of the moneth, ye shall have the 
passeover a feast of seven dayes, unleavened bread shall be eaten. 
And upon that day shall the prince prepare for himselfe, and for 
all the people of the land, a buUocke for a sinne offering. And 
seven dayes of the feast he shall prepare a burnt offering to the 
Lord, seven bullockes, and seven rammes without blemish dayly 
the seven dayes, and a kidde of the goats daily for a sinne offer- 
ing. And hee shall prepare a meat offering of an Ephali for a 
bullocke, and an Ephah for a ramme, and an Hin of oyle for an 
Ephah. In the seventh moneth, in the fifteenth day of the 
moneth shall he doe the like in the feast of the seven dayes, 
according to the sinne offring, according to the burnt offering, 
and according to the meat ofiering, and accordiag to the oile. 

CHAPTER XLVI 

THUS saith the Lord God, The gate of the inner court, that OrdiunoMfor 
looketb toward the East, shalbe shut the sixe workuig "" Prinoe. in 
dayes : but on the Sabbath it shall be opened, and in the '''' ""*'?■ 
day of the New moone it shulbe opened. And the Prince shall 
enter by the way of the porch of that gate without, and shall 
stand by the post of the Rate, and the Priests shall prepare his 
burnt offering, and his peace offerings, and he shall worship at the 
threshold of the gate : then he shall goe foortb, but the gate 
shall not be shut until the evening. Likewise the people of the 
land shall worship at the doore of this gate before the Lord, in 
the Sabbaths, and in the New moones. And the burnt offering 
that the Prince shall offer unto the Loan in the Sabbath day, 
shall be sixe lambes without blemish, and a ramme without 
blemish. And the meat offring shalbe an Ephah for a ramme, 
and the mcate offering for the lambes as he shalbe able to give, 
knd an Hin of oile to an Ephah, And in the day of the New 
moone it shall be a yong bullocke without blemish, and sixe 
lambes, and a ramme : they shalbe without blemish. And hee 
shall prepare a meat offering, an Epbah for n bullocke, and an 
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CHAPTER Kptiah for a ramme, and for the lambs, according as his hand shall 

XLVI attaine unto, and an Hin of oile to an Ephah. And when the 

Prince shall enter, he shall goe in by the way of the porcfa of that 

gate, and he shall goe foorth by the way thereof. 

andforUiB But when the people of the land shall come before the Lord, 

V^f^'- in the solemne feasts, he that entreth in by the way of the North 

gate to worship, shall goe out by the way of the South gate : and 

he that entreth by the way of the South gate, shall goe forth by 

the way of the North gate ; he shall not retume by the way of 

the gate whereby he came in, but shall goe foorth over against it. 

And the Prince in the midst of them when they goe in, shal goe 

in, and when they goe foorth, shall goe forth. And in the feasts. 

and in the solemnities, the meat offering shalbe an Ephah to a 

bullocke, and an Ephah to a ramme, and to the lambes, as he is 

able to give, and an Hin of oile to an Ephah. Now when the 

Prince shall prepare a voluntary burnt offering or peace ofTerings, 

voluntarily unto the Lonn, one shall then open him the gate that 

lookelh toward the East, and he shall prepare his burnt offering, 

and his peace otferings, as hee did on the Sabbath day, then he 

shall goe foorth, and after his going foorth, one shall shut the 

gate. Thou shall daily prepare a burnt offering unto the LoitD, 

of a lambe of the first yeere, without blemish thou shalt prepare 

it every morning. And thou shalt prepare a meat offering for it 

every morning; the sixt part of an Ephah, and the third part of 

an Hin of oyle, to temper with the fine floivre ; a meat ofiering 

continually, by a perpetual ordinance unto the Lord. Tlius shall 

they prepare the lambe, and the meat offering, and the oyle, 

every morning, for a continuall burnt offering. 

An order for Thus saith the Lord Gon, If the prince give a gift unto any 

l^erib^ of his sonnes, the inheritance thereof shall be his sonnes, it shall 

be their possession by inheritance : but if hee give a gift of his 

inheritance to one of his servants, then it shalbe his to the yeere 

of libertie : after, it shall retume to the Prince, but his inheritance 

shalbe his sonnes for them. Moreover, the Prince shall not take 

of the peoples inheritance by oppression, to thrust them out of 

their possession : but hee shall give his sonnes inheritance out of 

his owne possession, that my people be not scattered every man 

from his possession. 

The court! for After, he brought me through the entry, which was at the side 

bo^nguid of the gate, into the holy chambers of the Priests which looked 

^' toward the North : and behold, there was a place on the two sides 

Westward. Then said hee unto me, This is the place where the 

Priests shall boyle the trespasse offring, and the sinne oSerios, 
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where they shall bake the meate offering : that they beare them CHAP 
not out into the utter court, to sanctifie the people. Then hee XL^ 

brought me foorth into the utter court, and caused me to passe 
by the foure comers of the court, and behold, in every comer of 
the court there was a court. In the foure comers of the court 
there were courts ioyned of fourtie cubits long, and thirtie broad : 
these foure comers were of one mcAsure. And there was n new 
building round about in them, round about them foure; and it 
wfts mride with boyling places under the rowes round about. 
Then said he unto me. These are the places of them that boyle, 
where the ministers of the house shall boyle the sacrifice of the 
people. 

CHAPTER XLVII 

AFTERWARD hee brought me againe unto the doore of the The viaion 
AX house, and behold, waters issued out from under the '*"'*'oly'" 
■*■ threshold of the house Eastward : for the forefront of 

the house stood toward the East, and the waters came downe 
from under from the right side of the house, at the South side of 
the Altar. Then brought hee me out of the way of the gate 
Northward, and ledde me about the way without unto the utter 
gate by the way that looketh Eastward, and behold, there ranne 
out waters on the right side. And when the man that had the 
line in his hand, went forth Eastward, he measured a thousand 
cubites, and he brought me through the waters : the waters were 
to the ancles. Againe he measured a thousand, and brought me 
through the waters ; the waters were to the knees : againe he 
measured a thousand, and brought mee through ; the waters were 
to the loynes. Afterward hee measured a thousand, and it was 
n river, that I could not passe over : for the waters were risen, 
waters to swimme in, a river that could not be passed over. 

And hee said unto me, Sonne of man, hast thou scene this ? The vertai 
Then hee brouRht me, and caused me to retume to the brinke of "' "'""■ 
the river. Now when I had returned, behold, at the banke of 
the river were very many trees on the one side and on the other. 
Then said he unto me, These waters issue out toward the East 
country, and go downe into the desert, and goe into the sea : 
which being brought foorth into the sea, the waters sbalbe healed. 
And it shall come to passe, that every thing that liveth, which 
mooveth, whithersoever the rivers shall come, shall live, and there 
shall be a very great multitude of fish, because these waters shall 
come thither : for they shall be healed, and every thing shall live 
whither the nver commeth. And it shall come to passe that the

fishers shall stand upon it, from En-gedi even unto Kn-eglaim ; 
they shall be a place to spread foorth nets, their fish shall bee 
according to their kindes, as the tish of the great Sea, exceeding 
many. But the myrie places thereof, and the marishes thereof, 
shall not be healed, they shall be given to salt. And bj the river 
upon the banke thereof on this side, and on that side, shall grow 
ail trees for meat, ivhose leafe shal not fade, neither sbal the frail 
thereof be consumed : it shall bring forth new fruit, according to 
his moneths, because their waters they issued out of the Sanetuarie, 
and the fruite thereof shall be for meate, and the leafe tbeieof 
for medicine. 

Thus sayth the Lord God, This shall be the border, wherry 
yee shall inherite the land, according to the twelve tribes of 
Israel: loseph shall have two portions. And yee shall inherite 
it, one as well as an other: concerning the which 1 lifted up mine 
hand to give it unto your fathers, and this land shal fall unto yon 
for inheritance. And this shall be the border of the land toward 
the North side from the great Sea, the way of Hethlon, as men 
goe to Zedad : Hnmath, Berothah, Sibraim, which is betweene 
the border of Damascus, and the border of Hamath : Haiar 
Hatticon, which Ls by the coast of Hauran. And the border from 
the Sen shall be Hazar-enan, the border of Damascus, and the 
North northward, and the border of Hamath: and this 19 tfae 
North side. And the East side yee shall measure from Hauran, 
and from Damascus, and from Gilead, and from the land of Israel 
by Ionian, from the border unto the East sea : and this is the 
^st side. And the South side Southward from Tamar, even to 
the waters of strife in Kndesh, the river, to the great Sea ; and 
this is the South side Southward. The West side also shall be 
the great Sea from the border, till a man come over against 
Hamath : this is the West side. So shall yee divide this land 
unto you according to the Tribes of Israel. 

And it shall come to passe, that yee shall divide it by lot for an 
inheritance unto you, and to the strangers that soioume among 
you, which shall beget children among you, and they shall be 
unto you as borne in the countrey among the children of Israel ; 
they shall have inheritance with you among the Tribes of Israel. 
And it shall come to passe that in what Tribe the straoffer 
soiournctb, there shall yee give him his inheritance, saith the 
Lord Goo. 
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CHAPTER XLVIII 

NOW these are the names of the Tribes, from the North end T 
to the coast of the way of Hathlon, ns one goeth to i' 
Hamath, Hazar-enan, the border of Damascus Northward, 
to the coast of Hamath (for these are his aides East and West) a 
portion for Dan. And by the border of Dan, from the East side 
unto the West, a portion for Asher. And by the border of Asber, 
from the East side even unto the West side, a portion for 
Naphtali. And by the border of Naphtali, from the East side 
unto the West side, a portion for Manasseh. Aiid by the border 
of Manasseh, from the East side unto the West side, a portion for 
Ephraim. And by the border of Ephraim, from the East side 
even unto the Weat side, a portion for Reuben. And by the 
border of Reuben, from the East side unto the West side, a 
portion for ludah. 

And by the border of ludah, from the East side unto the Weat oi 
side, shall be the oftring which they shall oifer of five and twentie '" 
thousand reedes in bredlh, and in length as one of the other 
parts, from the East side unto the West side, and the Sanctuarie 
shall be in the midst of it. The oblation that yee shall offer unto 
the Lord, shall be of five and twentie thousand in length, and of 
ten thousand in bredth. And for them, even for the priests shall 
be this holy oblation, toward the North, five and twentie thousand 
in length, and toward the West ten tbousand in bredth, and 
toward the East ten thousand in bredth, and toward the South 
five and twentie thousand in length, and the sanctuarie of the 
Lord shall be in the midst thereof. It shall be for the Priesta 
that are sanctified, of the sonnes of Zadok, which have kept tny 
charge, which went not astray when the children of Israel went 
astray, as the Levites went astray. And this oblation of the land 
that is ofired. shalbe unto them a thing most holy by the border 
of the Levites. And over against the border of the Priests, the 
Levites shall have five and twentie thousand in length, and tenne 
thousand in bredth : .ill the length shalbe five and twentie 
thousand, and the bredth tenne thousand. And they shall not 
sell of it, neither exchange, nor alienate the first fruits of the 
land : for it is holy unto the LoRO. 

And the five thousand that .-ire left in the breadth over against nt 
the five and twentie thousnnd, shall bee a prophane place for the *' 
citie, for dwelling, and for suburbs, and the eitie shall be in the 
midst thereof. And these sbnll bee the measures thereof, the 
North side foure thousand and five hundred, and the South 
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side foure thousand and five hundred, and on the East side foure 
thousand, and five hundred, and the West side foure thousaad 
and five hundred. And the suburbs of the cit^ shall be toward 
the North two hundred and fiftie, and toward the South two 
hundred and fifty, and toward the East two hundred and fiftie, 
and toward the West two huudred and fiftie. And the residue 
in length over against the oblation of the holy portion, shalbe 
ten thousand Eastward, and ten thousand Westward : and it shall 
be over against the oblation of the holy portion, and the incre&se 
thereof shall bee for food unto them that serve the citie. And 
they that serve the citie, shall serve it out of all the tribes of 
Israel. All the oblation shall bee five and tweutie thousand, by 
five and twentie thousand : ye shall offer the holy oblation on 
foure square, with the possession of the citie. 

And the residue shall bee for the prince on the one aide, and 
on the other of the holy oblation, and of the possession of the 
citie over against the five and twentie thousand, of the oblation 
toward the East border, and Westward over against the five and 
twentie thousand toward the West border, over against the 
portions for the prince, and it shall be the holy oblation, and the 
Sanctuarie of the house shall be in the niiddest thereof. More- 
over, from the possession of the Levites, and from the possession 
of the citie, being in the midst of that which is the princes, 
betweene the border of ludah, and the border of Beniainin, shall 
bee for the prince, Aa for the rest of the tribes, from the Bast 
side unto the West side, Beniamin shall have a portion: and 
by the border of Beniamin, from the East side unto the Wert 
side, Simeon shall have a portion : and by the border of Simeon, 
from the East side unto the West side, Issachar a portic 
by the border of Issachar, from the East side unto the West side, 
Zebulutt a portion : and by the border of Zebulun from the Bast 
side unto the West side. Gad a portion : and by the border of 
Gad, at the South side Southward, the border shall be even from 
Tamar, unto the waters of strife in Kadesh, and to the 
toward the great Sea. This is the land which ye shal divide by 
lot unto the tribes of Israel for inheritance, and these are their 
portions, saith the Lord God. 
The dimeiuicinv And these are the goings out of the citie, on the North side 
and gsttn of tlia fgu^g thousand and five hundred measures. And the gates of the 
citie shall bee after the names of the tribes of Israel, three gates 
Northward, one gate of Reuben, one gate of ludah, one gate of 
Levi. And at the East side foure thousand and five hundred : 
and three gates; and one gate of loseph, one gate of Beniamin, 
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one gate of Dan. And at the South side foure tliousand and CHAPTER 

live hundred measurea, and three gates : one gate of Simeon, XLVIll 

one gate of Issachar, one gate of Zebulun. At the West side 

foure thousand and five hundred, with their three gates : one 

gate of Gad, one gate of Asher, one gate of Naphtali. It 

was round about eighteene thousand measures, and 

the name of the citie from that day shall be, 

The LoHo is there. 
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CHAPTER I 

N the thirde yere of the reigne of lehoiakim 
King of ludah, camt; Nebuchad-nezzar King 
of Babylon, unto Jerusalem, and besieged it. 
And the Lord gave lehoiakim king of ludah 
into his hand, with part of the vessel* of the 
house of God, which he caried into the land 
of Shinar to the bouse of bis god, and he 
brought the vessels into the treasure house 
of his god. 

And the king .spake unto Ashpenas the master of his Eunuches, 
that he should brinj; certaine of the children of Israel, and of the 
kingn seed, and of the Prineea: children in whom was no blemish, 
but well favoured, and skilfull in all wisedome, and cunning in 
knowledge, and understanding science, and such as bad abilitje 
in them to stand in the Kings palace, and whom they might 
teach the learning, and the tongue of the Caldeans. And the 
King appointed them a daily provision of the kings meat, and 
of the wine which he dranke ; so nourishing them three yeeres, 
that at the eude thereof they might stand before the king. Now 
ftmong these were of the children of ludah, Daniel, Hananiah, 
Mishnci, and Asariah : unto whom the Prince of the Eunuches 
gave names : for he gave unto Daniel the name of Belteshnziar ; 
and to Hananiah, of Shadrach ; and to Mishnel, of Meshach ; and 
to Azariah of Abednego. 

But Daniel purposed in his heart, that he would not defile 

blmKlfe with the portion of the kings meat, nor with the wine 
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whidi tie dnnke: tberefore hec reqnestei! of the Prince of the 
Eanacbci) that bee migbt not defile himselfe. Now Cod tuul 
Imrngbt Daniel into faTour and tender love with the Prince of 
the Eonnches. And the Prince of tb« Eunucjies said unto 
Daniel, I feare my lord the king, who hath appointed jour meat. 
and yoar drinke: for why ahoold be see your faces worse likini: 
then the children which are of yoai t<xir then shall yee make 
mee indaoger my head to the King. Then said Daniel to Melzar, 
whom the Prince of the Eunuches had set over Daniel, Haoaniah, 
Mishael, and Asariah, Prove thy senrants, I heseech thee, ten 
dayes, and let them give pulse to eat, and water to drinke. Then 
let our countenances be looked upon before thee, and the coun- 
tenance of the children that eat of the portion of the Kings 
meate : and as thou seest, deale with thy servants. So hee cod- 
sented to them in this matter, and proved them ten dayes. And 
at the end of ten dayes, their countenances appeared fairer, and 
fatter in flesh, then all the children, which did eate the portion 
of the kings meat Thus Melsar tooke away the portion of their 
meat, and the wine that they should drink : and gave them pulse. 
As for these foure children, God gave them knowledge, and 
skil in all learning and wisedome, and Daniel had noderstanding 
in all visions and dreames. Now at the end of the dayes that 
the King had said he should bring them in, then the Prince of 
the Eunuches brought them in before Nebitchad-neKzar. And the 
King communed with them : and among them all was found none 
like Daniel, Haiianiah, Mishael, and Azariah: therefore stood 
they before the King. And in all matters of wisedome and 
understanding that the king enquired of them, hee found them 
ten times better then all the Magicians and Astrologers that 
were in all his Reatme. And Daniel continued even unto the 
tirst yeere of King Cyrus. 
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CHAPTER II 
^ND in the second yeere of the reigne of Nebuchad- 
Nebuchad-nez7^r drenmed dreames, vcherewitb his 
, troubled, and his sleepe brake from him. Then 
King commanded to cull the Magicians, and the Astrologers, 
the Sorcerers, and the Caldeans, for to shew the King his 
BO they came and stood before the king. And the King said 
them, I have dreamed a dreame. and my spirit was troubled 
know the dreame. Then spake the Caldeans to the King in 
Syriatke ; O king, live for ever : tell thy servants the dreame, and 
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we will shew the interpretation. The King answered, and said CHAPTER 
to the Caldeans, The thing is gone from mee : if ye will not make 11 

knowen unto me the dreame, with the interpretation thereof, yee 
shall be cut in pieces, and your houses shalbe made a dunghill. 
But if yee shewe the dreame, and the interpretation thereof, yee 
shall receive of me giftes and rewards, and great honour : there- 
fore shewe me the dreame, and the interpretation thereof. They 
answered ogaine, and said. Let the King tell his servants the 
dreame, and we will shew the interpretation of it. The King 
answered, and said, I know of certeinty that ye would gaine the 
time, because ye see the thing is gone from me. But if yee will 
not make knowen unto me the dreame. there is but one decree 
for you : for ye have prepared lying, and corrupt words to speake 
before me, till the time be changed ; therefore tell me the dreame, 
and I shall know that yee can shewe mee the interpretation 
thereof. 

The Caldeans answered before the King, and said, There is not Tbuy aoknow- 
a man upon the earth that can shew the kings matter : therefore !"*P",8,^*'' 
there is no King, lord, nor ruler, that asked such things at any j^j^j'^'jio. 
Magician, or Astrologer, or Caldean. And it is n rare thing that 
the king requireth, and there is none other that can shew it before 
the King, except the gods, whose dwelling is not with flesh. For 
this cause the King was angry and very furious, and commanded 
to destroy all the wise men of Babylon. And the decree went 
foorth that the wise men should be slaine, and they sought 
Daniel and his fellowes to be slaine. 

Then Daniel answered with counsell and wisedome to Arioch Daaiol obtain, 
the captaine of the Kings guard, which was gone foorth to slay ''^|r'?*i'",V 
the wise men of Babylon. Hee answered and said to Arioch the J^ drJune. 
K ings captaine. Why is the decree so hastie from the King ? Then 
Arioch made the thing knowen to Daniel. Then Daniel went in 
and desired of the King, that hee would give him time, and that 
he would shew the king the interpretation. Then Daniel went 
to his house, and made the thing knowen to Hananiah, Mishael, 
and Azariah his companions : that they would desire mercies of 
the God of heaven concerning this secret, that Daniel and his 
fellowes should not perish with the rest of the Wise men of 
Babylon. 

Then was the secret revealed unto Daniel in n night vision : He blsuetli 
then Daniel blessed the God of heaven, Daniel answered and '3™'- 
said ; Blessed be the name of God for ever and ever : for wisedome 
and might are his : and he changeth the times and the seasons : 
he removeth Kings, and setteth up Kings : he giveth wisedome 
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CHAPTER unto the wise, and knowledge to them that know undei 

II He revealeth the deepe and secret things ; hee knoweth what U 

in the darknes, and the light dwelleth with him. I thanke thee 
and praise thee, O thou God of my fathers, who bast given me 
wisedome and might, and hast made knowen unto me now what 
we desired of thee : for thou hast now made knowen unto us the 
kings matter. 

Therefore Daniel went in unto Arioch whom the king had 
ordained to destroy the wise men of Babylon : he went and said 
thus unto him, Destroy not the wise men of Babylon : bring me 
in before the king, and I will shew mito the king the interpreta- 
tion. Then Arioch brought in Daniel before the king in haste, 
and said thus unto him, I have found a man of the captives of 
ludah, that will make knowen unto the king the interpretation. 
The King answered and said to Daniel whose name was Belle- 
shazzar, Art thou able to make knowen unto me the dreame which 
I have seene, and the interpretation thereof? Daniel answered 
in the presence of the King, and said, The secret which the 
King hath demanded, cannot the wise men. the astrologians, the 
magicians, the southsaiers shew unto the king : but there is a 
God in heaven that revealeth secrets, and maketh knowen to the 
king Nebuchad-nezzar, what shalbe in the latter dayes. Thy 
dreame, and the visions of thy head upon thy bed, are these. As 
for thee, O King, thy thoughts came into thy minde upon thy 
bed, what should come to passe hereafter : and he that revealeth 
secrets, maketh knowen to thee, what shall come to passe. But 
as for me, this secret is not revealed to roe, for any wisdome that 
I have more then any living, but for their sakes that shall make 
knowen the interpretation to the King, and that thou migbtcst 
know the thoughts of thy heart. 

Thou, O King, sawest, and behold a great image : this great 
image whose brightnesse was excellent, stood before thee, and the 
forme thereof was terrible. This images head was of 6ne gold, 
hia breast and his armes of silver, his belly and his thighcs of 
brasse : his legs of yron, his feete part of yron, and part of clay. 
Thou sawest till that a stone was cut out without hands, which 
smote the image upon his feete that were of yron and clay, ami 
brake them to pieces. Then was the yron, the clay, the brasse. 
the silver, and the golde broken to pieces together, and became 
like the chafTe of the summer threshing floores, and the wind 
caried them away, that no place was found for them ; and the 
stone that smote the imago became a great mountaine, and filled 
the whole earth. 
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This is the dre&me, and we will tell the interpretation thereof CHAPTER 
before the King. Thou, O King, art a king of Kings : for the God U 

of heaven hath given thee a kingdome, power, and strength, and The iaierpre- 
glory. And wheresoever the children of men dwel, the beasts of '**''"'' 
the field, and the foules of the heaven hath he given into thine 
hand, and hath made thee ruler over them all : thou art this head 
of gold. And after thee shall arise an other kingdome inferiour 
to thee, and another thiird kingdome of brasse, which shall beare 
rule over all the earth. And the fourth kingdome shall be strong 
as yron : forasmuch as yron breaketh in pieces and subdueth all 
things ; and as yron that breaketh all these, shall it breake in 
pieces and bruise. And whereas thou sawest the feete and toes, 
part of potters clay, and part of yron: the kingdome shalbe 
divided, but there shalbe in it of the strength of the yron, foras- 
much as thou sawest the yron mist with myrie clay. And as 
the toes of the feete were part of yron, and part of clay ; so the 
kingdome shall be partly strong, and partly broken. And whereas 
thou sawest yron mixt with rayric clay, they shall mingle them- 
selves with the seede of men : but they shall not cleave one to 
an other, even as yron is not mixed with clay. And in the daies 
of these Kings shall the God of heaven set up a kingdome, which 
shall never be destroyed : and the Kingdome shall not be left to 
other people, but it shall breake in pieces, and consume all these 
kingdomes, and it shall stand for ever. Forasmuch as thou sawest 
that the stone was cut out of the mountoine without hands, and 
that it brake in pieces the yron, the brasse, the clay, the silver, 
and the gold : the great God hath made knowen to the King what 
shall come to passe hereafter, and the dreame is certaine, and the 
interpretation thereof sure. 

Then the King Nebuchad-nexzar fell upon his face, and wor- Dsnieli »d- 
shipped Daniel, and commanded that they should offer an oblation, 
and sweet odours unto him. The King answered unto Daniel and 
said, Of a trueth it is, that your God is a God of gods, and a Lord 
of Kings, and a revealer of secrets, seeing thou couldest reveale 
this secret. Then the King made Daniel a great man, and gave 
him many great gif^, and made him ruler over the whole province 
of Itabylon, and chiefe of the govemours over all the wise men 
of Babylon. Then Daniel requested of the King, and he set 
Shadrach, Meshach, and Abednego over the affaires of the pro- 
vince uf Babylon : but Daniel sate in the gate of the King. 
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NEBUCHAD NEZZAR the king made 
whose height was three-score cubits, 
thereof siie cubites : he set it up in the pli 
the province of Babylon. Then Nebuchad-nezzar the king sent to 
gatber together the Princes, the Govemoors, and the Captaines, 
the ludges, the Treasurers, the Counsetlers, the Sherifes, and all 
the rulers of the Provinces, to come to the dedication of the image 
which Nebuchad-nezzar the King bad set up. Then the Princes, 
the Govemours and Captaines, the ludges, the Treasurers, the 
Counsellers, the Sherifes, and all the rulers of the Provinces were 
gathered together unto the dedication of the image, that Nehuehad- 
nezEar the King had set up, and they stood before the image that 
Nebuchad-nezzar had set up. Then an herauld cryed aloud. To 
you it is commaunded, O people, nations, and languages, that st 
what time yee heare the sound of the comet, flute, harpe, sackbut, 
psalterie, dulcimer, and all kinds of musicke, yee fall downe, and 
worship the golden image that Nehuchad-nezzar the King hath 
set up: and who so falteth not down and worshippeth, shall the 
houre bee cast into the middest of a burning Gerie furnace. 
Therefore at that time, when all the people heard the sound of 
the cornet, flute, harpe, sackbut, psalterie, and all kindes of 
musicke, all the people, the nations, and the languages fell downe 
and worshipped the golden image, that Nebuchad-nezzar the 
King had set up. 

Wherefore at that time certaine Caldeans came neere, and 
accused the lewes. They spake and sayd to the King Nebuchad- 
■, O King, live for ever. Thou, O King, hast made a decree, 
that every man that shal heare the sound of the comet, flute, 
harpe, sackbut, psalterie, and dulcimer, and all kinds of musicke, 
shall fall downe and worship the golden image : and who so fidletb 
not downe and worshippeth, that he should be cast into the midst 
of a burning fierie furnace. There are certain lewes whom thou 
hast set over the affaires of the province of Babylon, Shadrseh, 
Meshach, and Abednego: these men. O King, have not regarded 
thee, they serve not thy gods, nor worship the golden image, 
which thou hast set up. 

Then Nebuchad-nczear in his rage and furie commaunded to 
bring Shadrach, Meshach, and Abednego : then they brought 
these men before the King. Nebuchad-nezzar spake and said 
unto them. Is it true, O Shadrach, Meshach and Abednego ? doe 
not yee serve my gods, nor worship the golden image which I have 
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setup? Nowif ye be ready thatut whattimeyee hearethe sound CHAPTER 
of the coraet, flute, harpe, sackbut, psalterie, and dulcimer, and all 111 

kindes of rousicke, ye fall downe, and worship the image which 1 
have madC] well ; but if yee worship not, ye shall be cast the same 
houre into the midst of a fierie furnace, and who is that God that 
shall deliver you out of my handes? Shadrach, Meshach, and 
Abednego answered and said to the king; O Nebuchad-nezzar, 
we are not carefull to answere thee in this matter. If it be so, 
our God whom wee serve, is able to deliver us from the burning 

Ifierie furnace, and he wdl deliver us out of thine hand, O king. 
But if not, bee it knowen uoto thee, O king, that we will not 
serve thy gods, nor worship thy golden image, which thou hast 
set up, 

Then was Nehuchad-nezzar full of furie, and the forme of his (lod dcUvotMh 
visage was changed against Shadrach, Meshach and Abednego:'''""""'''"'" 
therefore he spake and commanded, that they should heat the 

I furnace one seven times more then it was wont to be heat. And 
bee commaunded the most mighty men that were in his armie, to 
bindc Shadrach, Meshach and Abednego, and to cast them into 
the burning fierie furnace. Then these men were bound in their 
coates, their hosen, and their hats, and their other garments, and 
were cast into the midst of the burning fierie furnace. Therefore 
because the Kings commandement was urgent, and the furnace 
exceeding hot, the flame of the fire slew those men that tooke 
up Shadrach, Meshach and Abednego. And these three men, 
Shadrach, Meshach, and Abednego, fell downe bound into the 
midst of the burning fierie furnace. Then N'ebuchad-neixar the 
king was astonied, and rose up in haste, and spake and said unto 
his counsellers, Did not wee cast three men bound into the midst 
of the fire ? They answered and said unto the king ; True, O king. 
He answered and said, Loe, I see foure men loose, walking in the 
midst of the fire, and they have no hurt, and the forme of the 
fourth is like the sonne of God. 

Then Nebtichad-ncEzar came neere to the mouth of the burning Nebuebwl- 
fierie furnace, and spake and said. Shadrach, Meshach and Abeil- n<«»^ •«■""(: 
nego, ye servants of the most High God, come forth, and come y^^,^^^ 
hither. Then Shadrach, Meshach, and Abednego came forth of 
the midst of the fire. And the princes, govcmours, and captaines, 
and the kings counsellers, being gathered together, saw these men, 
upon whose bodies the fire had no power, nor was an haire of their 
head singed, neither were their coats changed, nor the smell of 
fire had passed on them. Then Nebuchad-nezzar spake and said ; 
■ Blessed bee the God of Shadrach, Meshach, and Abednego, who 
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hath sent his Angel, and delivered his servants that trusted io htm, 
and have changed the Kings word, and yeelded their bodies, tbat 
they might not serve nor worship any God, except their oime 
God- llierefore I make a decree, That every people, DatJon, and 
language, which speake any thing amisse against the God of 
Shadrach, Meshacb, and Abednego, shall be cut in pieces, and 
their bouses shall be made a duDghiU, because there is no other 
God, that can deliver after this sorL Then the King footnoted 
Shadrach, Meshach, and Abednego in the province of Babylon. 

CHAPTER im 

NEBUCHA£)-NEZZAR the king, unto all people, oatioiu.and 
languages that dwell in alt the earth. Peace be multipUed 
,^„^gm unto you. I thought it good to shew the signee, and 

wonders, that the high God hath wrought toward rae. How gteat 
are his signes.' and bow mighty are his wonders? his kiogdome 
is an everlasting kingdome, and his dominion is (rota genenttion 
to generation, 
maketbrelatioa 1 Nebuchadnezzar was at rest in mine house, and flourishing 
^v^ll^?"'*^ "D ™y palace. I saw a dreame which made me afraid, and the 
thoughts upon my bed, and the visions of my head troubled me. 
Therefore made I a decree, to bring in all the wise men of Babylon 
before mee, that they might make knowen unto me the interpreta- 
tion of the dreame. Then came in the Magicians, the Astrologers, 
the Caldeans, and the Southsayers : and I tolde the dreame before 
them ; but they did not make knowen unto mee the interpreta- 
tion thereof. 
Daniel hcareth But at the last Daniel came in before me, (whose name was 
thailreame. Belteshazzar, according to the name of my God, and in whom is 
the spirit of the holy Godsj and before him 1 told the dreame, 
saying, O Belteshazzar, master of the Magicians, because 1 kno« 
that the spirit of the holy Gods is in thee, and no secret troubleth 
thee, tell me the visions of my dreame that I have seene, and the 
interpretation thereof. Thus were the visions of mine head in my 
bed : 1 saw, and behold, a tree in the middest of the earth, and 
the height thereof was great. The tree grew, and was strong, and 
the height thereof reached unto heaven, and the sight thereof to 
the end of all the earth. The leaves thereof were faire, and the 
fruite thereof much, and in it was meate for all : the beasts of the 
field had shadow under it, and the foules of the heaven dwelt in 
the boughes thereof, and all flesh was fed of iL I sawe in the 
visions of my head upon my bed, and behold, a watcher and an 
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hoty one came dowiie from heftven. He ciyed aloude, and said CHAPTER 

thus ; Hew downe the tree, and cut ofT his branches ; shake off his IIII 

leaves, and scatter his fruite ; let the beasts get away from under 

it, and the foulea from his branches. Neverthelesae leave the 

Gtumpe of his rootes in the earth, even with a baud of yron and 

brasse, in the tender grasse of the field, and let it be wet with the 

dew of heaven, and let his portion be with the beastes in the grasse 

of the earth. Let his heart bee changed from mans, and let a 

beasts heart be given unto him, and let seven times passe over him. 

This matter is by the decree of the watchers, and the demaund by 

the word of the Holy ones; to the intent that the living may 

know, that the most High ruleth in the kingdome of men, and 

givcth it to whomsoever hee will, and setteth up over it the basest 

of men. This drearae, I king Nebuchad-nezzar have scene : Now 

thou, O Belteshazzar, declare the interpretation thereof, forasmuch 

as all the Wise men of my kingdome are not able to make knowen 

unto mee the interpretation : but thou art able, for the spirit of 

the holy Gods is in thee. 

Then Daniel (whose name was Belteahazxar) was astonied for Heo inter- 
one houre, and his thoughts troubled him : The King spake, and P^""" '*■ 
said, BelteshaEzar, let not the dreame, or the interpretation thereof 
trouble thee. Belteshazzar answered ; and said ; My lord, the 
dreame be to them that hate thee, and the interpretation thereof 
to thine enemies. The tree that thou sawest, which grew, and 
was strong, whose height reached unto the heaven, and the sight 
thereof to all the earth: whose leaves were faire, and the fruit 
thereof much, and in it was meate for all, under which the beasts 
of the field dwelt, and upon whose branches the foules of the 
heaven had their habitation : it is thou, O King, that art growen 
and become strong : for thy greatnesse is growen and reacheth 
unto heaven, and thy dominion to the end of the earth. And 
whereas the King saw a watcher, and an holy one comming downe 
from heaven, and saying. Hew the tree downe, and destroy it, yet 
leave the stumpe of the rootes thereof in the earth, even with a 
band of yron and brasse in the tender grasse of the field, and let 
it be wet with thedewe of heaven, and let his portion be with the 
beasts of the field, till seven times passe over him : this is the 
interpretation, O king, and this is the decree of the most Hie, 
which is come upon my lord the king : that they shall drive thee 
from men, and thy dwelling shall be with the beasts of the field, 
and they shall make thee to eate grasse as oxen, and they shall 
wet thee with the dew of heaven, and seven times shall passe over 
tbee, till thou know that the most high nileth in the kingdome of 
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men, and giveth it to whomsoever he will. And whereas they com- 
manded to leave the Btumpe of the tree rootes ; thy kingdopie 
shall be sure unto thee, after that thou shalt have knowen that 
the heavens doe rule.

And at the end of tlie dayes, I Nebuchad-nezzar lii^ up 
mine eyes unto heaven, and mine understanding returned unto 
me, and 1 blessed the most high, and 1 praised, and honoured him 
that liveth for ever, whose dominion is an everlasting dominion, 
and his kingdome is from generation to generation. And all the 
inhabitants of the earth are reputed as nothing : and hee doth 
according to his will in the armie of heaven, and among the in- 
habitants of the earth : and none can stay his hand, or say imto 
him, What doest thou? At the same time my reason returned unto 
me, and for the glory of my kingdome, mine honour, and brightncs 
returned unto me, and my counsellers, and my Lords sought unto 
me, and I was established in my kingdome, and excellent Maiestie 
was added unto me. Now 1 Nebuchad-nezzar praise, and extoU 
and honour the King of heaven, all whose workes are truth, and 
his waies iudgement, and those that waike in prii' 
to abase. 
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CHAPTER V 

BELSHAZZAR the King innde a great feast to a thousand of Belshrumn 
his Lords, and dranke wine before the thousand. Bclshax- impious font. 
xar, whiles he tasted the wine, commaunded to bring the 
golden and silver vessels, which his father Nebuchad-nezzar had 
taken out of the temple whieh was in ierusalem.that the king and 
his princes, his wives, and his concubines might drinke therein. 
Then they brought the golden vessels that were taken out of the 
temple of the house of God, which was at Jerusalem, and the king 
and his princes, bis wives, and his concubines dranke in them. 
They drunke wine, and praised the gods of gold and of silver, of 
brasse, of yron, of wood, and of stone. 

In the same houre came forth fingers of a mans hand, and wrote A bancl writing, 
over against the candlesticke upon tlie plaister of the wall of the I'u*^!™*^ "" 
Kings palace, and the king saw the part of the hand that wrote, tranbletli the' 
Then the kings countenance was changed, and his thoughts king, 
troubled him, so that the joints of his toines were loosed, and his 
knees smote one against another. The king cried aloud to bring 
in the Astrologers, the Caldeans, and the soothsayers: and the 
king spake and said to the wise men of Babylon, Whosoever shall 
reade this writing, and shewe me the interpretation thereof, shall 
bee clothed with scarlet, and have a ehaine of gold about his 
necke, and shall be the third ruler in the kingdome. Then came 
in all the kings wise men, but they could not reade the writing, 
nor make knowen to the king the interpretation thereof Then 
was King Belshazzar greatly troubled, and his countenance was 
changed in him, and his lordes were astonieil. 

Now the queene, by reason of the wordes of the king and his At the nmi- 
lords, came into the banquet house, and the queene spake and ?i"Vr'"'" 
said, O king, live for ever : let not thy thoughts trouble thee, nor Dunivl i* 
let thy countenance be changed. There is a man in thy kingdom, brought, 
in whome is the spirit of the holy gods, and in the dayes of thy 
father light and understanding and wisednme like the wisedome 
of the gods, was found in him : whom the king Nebuchad-ncTzar 
thy father, the king, I say, thy father made master of the magicians, 
astrologers, Caldeans, and soothsayers, forasmuch as an eicellent 
spirit and knowledge and understanding, interpreting of dreamei, 
and shewing of hard sentences, and dissolving of doubts were found 
in the same Daniel, whom the king named Beltesliazzar : now let 
Daniel be called, and he will shewe the interpretation. Then was 
Daniel brought in before the king, and the king spake and said 
tmto Daniel, Art thou that Daniel, which art of the children of 
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the captivity of ludah, whom the king my father brought out of 
iewrie ? I have even heard of thee, that the spirit of the gods is 
in thee, and that light, and understanding, and excellent wisedoroe 
Is found in thee. And now the wise men, the astrolt^ers have 
bene brought in before me, that they should reade this writing, 
and make knowen unto me the interpretation thereof: but they 
could not shewe the interpretation of the thing. And I have heard 
of thee, that thou canst make interpretations, and dissolve doubts : 
now if thou canst read the writing, and make knowen to mee the 
isterpretation thereof, thou shalt be clothed with scarlet, and have 
a chaine of gold about thy necke, and shalt bee the third ruler in 
the kingdonie. 

Then Daniel answered and said before the king. Let thy gifts 
be to thy selfe, and give thy rewards to an other, yet I will reade 
the writing unto the king, and make knowen to him the interpre- 
tation. O thou king, the most high God gave Nebuchad-nenor 
thy father a kingdome, and maiestie, and glory, and honour. And 
for the maiestie that hee gave him, all people, nations, and lan- 
guages trembled and feared before him i whom he would, he slew, 
and whom he would, he kept alive, and whom he would hee set 
up, and whom he would hee put downe. But when his heart was 
lifted up, and his minde hardened in pride : hee was deposed from 
his kingly throne, and they tooke his glory from him. And bee 
was driven from the sonnes of men, and his heart was made like 
the beasts, and his dwelling was with the wiJde asses : they fed 
him with grasse like oien, and his body was wet with the dew 
of heaven, till hee knew that the most high God ruled in the 
kingdome of men, and that hee nppointeth over it whomsoever he 
will. And thou his sonne, O Belshazzar, hast not humbled thine 
heart, though thou kncwest all this ; but hast lifted up thy selfe 
against the I^rd of heaven, and they have brought the vessels of 
his house before thee, and thou and thy lords, thy wives and thy 
concubines have drunke wine in them, and thou hast prised the 
gods of silver, and golde, of brasse, yron, wood and stone, which 
see not, nor heare, nor knowe : and the God in whose hande thy 
breath is, and whose are all thy wayes, bast thou not glorified. 
Then was the part of the hand sent from him, and this writing 
was written. 

And this is the writing that was written, MENE, MENE, 
TEKEL UPHARSIN. This is the interpretation of the thing, 
MF.NE, God hath numbred thy kingdome, and finished it. 
TEKEL, thou art weighed in the balances, and art found want- 
ing. PERES, thy kingdome is divided, and given to the Mcdes 
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and PenUn*. Then commanded BeUhazzar, Mid they clothed CHAPTER 
Daniel with icarlet, and put a chaine of gold about his necke, V 

and made a Proclamation concerning him, that he should be the 
third ruler in the kingdome. 

In that night was Belshaazar the king of the Caldeans glaine. The Monn 
And Darius the Median tooke the kingdome, being about three- [I'^u'^j 
score and two ye ere old. 
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CHAPTER VI 

T pleased Darius to set over the kingdome an hundred and Daniel iinikd 
twenty Princes, which should be over the whole kingdome. ^'^j"' JJ* 
And over these, three Presidents, (of whom Daniel was first) 
that the Princes might give accompts unto them, and the King 
should have no damage. Then this Daniel was preferred above 
the Presidents, and Princes, because an excellent spirit was in 
him, and the king thought to set him over the whole realme. 

Then the Presidents and Princes sought to finde occasion against ThejooiiBpiriiij 
Daniel concerning the kingdome, but they could finde none occa- ff'^ '""'' 
sion, nor fault: forasmuch as he was faithfull, neither was there i.iol»troQii 
any errour or fault found in him. Then said these men. We shall dooreo. 
not finde any occasion against this Daniel, except wee Unde it 
against him eoneeming the Law of his God. Then these Pre- 
sidents and Princes assembled together to the king, and said thus 
unto him. King Darius, live for ever. All the Presidents of the 
kingdome, the govemours, and the Princes, the counsellers and 
the captaines have consulted together to establish a royall statute, 
and to make a firme decree, that whosoever shall aske a petition 
of any God or man for thirty tlayes, save of thee, O King, bee 
shall be cast into the denne of Lions. Now, O king, establish the 
decree, and signe the writing, that it be not changed, according . 
to the law of the Medes and Persians, which attercth not. Where- 
fore King Darius signed the writing and the decree. 

Now when Daniel knew that the writing was signed, bee went Danld aoeowJ 
into his house, and his windowes being open in his chamber toward "^ "•* f'*J^^, 
Jerusalem, bee kneeled upon his knees three times a day, and jqio the Liwu 
prayed, and gave thankes before his God, as hee did afore time, deano. 
Then these men assembled, and found Daniel praying, and making 
supplication before his God. Then they came neere, and spake 
before the king concerning the kings decree; Hast thou not 
signed a decree, that every man that shall aske a petition of any 
God or man, within thirty dsyes, save of thee, O king, shalbe cast 
into the denne of Lions ? The king answered and said. The thing 
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CHAPTER is true, according to the law of the Medes and Persians, which 
altereth not. Then answered they and said before the king; 
That Daniel which is of the captivity of the children of ludah, 
regardeth not thee, O king, nor the decree that thou hast signed, 
but maketh his petition three times a day. Then the king, when 
hee heard these wordes, was sore displeased with himaelfe. and 
set his heart on Daniel to deliver him ; and he laboured till the 
going downe of the sunne, to deliver him. Then these men 
assembled unto the king, and said unto the king. Know O king, 
that the law of the Medes and Persians is, that no decree nor 
statute which the king establisheth, may bee changed. Then the 
king commanded, and they brought Daniel, and cast him into 
the denne of Lions : now the king spake and saide unto Daniel ; 
Thy God, whom thou servest continually, he will deliver thee. 
And a stone was brought and laid upon the mouth of the denne, 
and the Ring sealed it with his owne signet, and with the signet 
of his lords ; that the purpose might not be changed concerning 
Daniel. 
i. Then the king went to his palace, and passed the night fasting : 
neither were instruments of musicke brought before him, and his 
sleepe went from him. Then the king arose very early in the 
morning, and went in haste unto the den of Lyons. And when he 
came to the den, he eryed with a lamentable voice unto Daniel, 
and the king spake and said to Daniel ; O Daniel, servant of the 
living God, Is thy God whom thou servest continually, able to 
deliver thee from the Lyons ? Then said Daniel unto the king, 
O king, live for ever. My God hath sent his Angel, and hath shut 
the lyons mouthes that they have not hurt me : forasmneh as before 
him, innocencie was found in me ; and also before thee, O king, 
have I done no hurt. Then was the king exceeding glad for him, 
and commanded that they should take Daniel up out of the denne; 
so Daniel was taken out of the den, and no maner of hurt was found 
upon liim, because he beleeved in his God. 
Hii »dTer»ario8 And the king commanded, and they brought those men which 
davoured, jjaj accused Daniel, and they cast them into the den of Lyons, 

them, their children, and their wives : and the Lyons had the 
mastery of them, and brake all their bones in pieces or ever they 
came at the bottome of the den. 

Then king Darius wrote unto all people, nations, and languages 
that dwell in all the earth ; Peace be multiplied unto you. I make 
a decree. That in every dominion of my kingdome. men tremble 
and feare before the God of Daniel : for he is the living God, and 
stedfast for ever, and his kingdome that, which shal not be de- 
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stroyed, uid his dominion Eh&ll be even unto the end. He 
delivereth and rcBcueth, and he worketh tignes and wonders in 
heaven and in earth : who hath delivered Daniel from the power 
of the lyons. So this Daniel prospered in the reigne of Darius, 
and in the reigne of Cyrus the Persian. 

CHAPl-ER VII 

IN the first yeere of BeUhazear king of Babylon, Daniel had a D>aielii ti* 
dreame, and visions of his head upon his bed : then he wrote <>' foufol'oa 
the dreame, and tolde the summe of the mattere. Daniel 
spake, and said, 1 saw in my vision by night, and behold, the foure 
windes of the heaven strove upon the great Sea. And foure great 
beastes came up from the sea, divers one from another. The first 
was like a Lyon, and had Eagles wings : I beheld til] the wings 
thereof were pluckt, and it was lifted up from the earth, and made 
stand upon the feete as a man, and a mans heart was given to it. 
And behold, another beast, a second, like to a Beare, and it raised 
up it selfe on one side, and it had three ribbes in the mouth of it 
betweene the teeth of it, and they said thus unto it. Arise, devoure 
much flesh. After this 1 beheld, and loe, another like a Leopard, 
which had upon the backe of it foure wings of a foule, the beast 
hiul also foure heads, and dominion was given to it. After this I 
saw in the night visions, and behold, a fourth beast, dreadful! and 
terrible, and strong exceedingly ; and it had great yron teeth : it 
devoured and brake in piece;, and stamped the residue with the 
feete of it, and it was divers from all the beasts that were before 
it, and it had ten homes. I considered the homes, and behold, 
there came up among them another Uttle home, before whom 
there were three of the first homes pluckt up by the roots: and 
behold, in this home were eyes like the eyes of man, and a mouth 
speaking great things. 

I beheld till the thrones were cast downe, and the -Ancient of Of God> 
dayes did sit, whose garment was white as snow, and the haire of kuw***""- 
his head like the pure wool! : his throne was like the fierie flame, 
and his wheeles as burning fire. A fierie streaine issued, and came 
foorth from before him : thousand thousands ministred unto him, 
and tea thousand times ten thousand stood before him : the iudge- 
ment was set, and the bookes were opened. 1 beheld then, because 
of the voice of the great words which the home spake : I beheld 
even till the beast was slaine, and his body destroyed, and given 
to the burning flame. As concerning the rest of the beasts, they 
had their dominion taken away : yet their lives were prolonged for 
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a season and time. I saw in tte night visions, and behold, o 
like the sonne of man, came with the clouds of heaven, aad car 
to the Ancient of daies, and they brought him neere before bim. 
And there was given hira dominion and glory, and a kingdome, 
that all people, nations, and languages should serve bim : his 
dominion is an everlasting dominion, which shall not passe away; 
and his kingdome that, which shall not be destroyed. 
>- I Daniel was grieved in my spirit in the midst of my body, and 
the visioas of my head troubled me, 1 came neere unto one of 
them that stood by, and asked him the truth of all this : bo he 
told mee, and made me know the interpretation of the things. 
These great beasts, which are foure, are foure Kings, which shall 
arise out of the earth. But the Saints of the most high shall take 
the kingdome, and possesse the kingdome for ever, even for ever 
and ever. Then I would know the truth of the fourth beast, 
which was diverse from al the others, exceeding dread ful, who»e 
teeth were of yron, and his nailes of brasse, which devoured, brake 
in pieces, and stamped the residue with his feete, and of the ten 
homes that were in his head, and of the other, which came up, and 
before whom three fell, even of that home that had eyes, and • 
mouth that spake very great things, whose looke was more stout 
then his fellowes. I beheld, and the same home made waire « 
the Saints, and prevailed against them ; untill the Ancient of daies 
came, and judgment was given to the Saints of the most high : and 
the time came that the Saints possessed the kingdome. Thus he 
said, The fourth beast shall be the fourth kingdome upon earth, 
which shall be diverse from all kingdomes, and shall devoure the 
whole earth, and shall tread it downe, and breake it in pieces. 
And the tenne homes out of this kingdome are tenne Kings thai 
shall arise: and an other shall rise after them, and he shall be 
diverse from the first, and he shall subdue three Kings. And he 
shall speake great words against the most high, and shall weare 
out the Saints of the most high, and thinke to change times, and 
lawes: and they shall be given into his band, untill a time and 
times, and the dividing of time. But the iudgement shall sit, and 
they shall take away his dominion, to consume, and to destroy it 
unto the end. And the kingdome and dominion, and the great- 
nesse of the kingdome under the whole heaven, shall be given to 
the people of the Saints of the most high, whose kingdoi 
everlasting kingdome, and all dominions shall serve and obey him. 
Hitherto is the end of the matter. As for me Daniel, my cogita- 
tions much troubled me, and my countenance changed in me : but 
I kept the matter in my heart. 
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CHAPTER VIII ^"J!]^^'^ 

IN the third yeere of the reigne of King Belshazzar, a vision Dnniel* Tuion, 
appeared unto mee, even unto me Daniel, after tliat which "f '■■" IJj""- 
appeared unto me at the first. And I saw in a vision (and it ""* *" '^"■ 
came to passe when 1 saw, that I was at Shushan in the palace, 
which is in the province of Elam) and i saw in a vision, and I was 
by the river of Ulai, Then 1 lifted up mine eyes, and saw, and 
behold, there stood before the river, n ramme which had two 
homes, and the two homes were high : but one was higher then 
the other, and the higher came up last. I saw the ramme pushing 
Westward, and Northward, and Southward : so that no beasts 
might stand before him, neither was there any that could deliver 
out of his hand, but he did according to his will, and became great. 
And as I was considering, behold, an he goat came from the west on 
the face of the whole earth, and touched not the ground : and the 
goate had a notable home betweene his eyes. And he came to 
the ramme that had two homes, which I had seene standing before 
the river, and ranne unto him in the furie of his power. And 1 
saw him come close unto the ramme, and he was mooved with 
choler against him, and smote the ramme, and brake his two 
homes, and there was no power in the ramme to stand before him, 
but he cast him downe to the ground, and stamped upon him, and 
there was none that could deliver the ramme out of his hand. 
Therefore the hee goate waxed very great, and when he w»s 
strung, the great home was broken : and for it came up faure 
notable ones, toward the foure windes of heaven. And out of one 
of them came forth a litle home, which waxed exceeding great, 
toward tlie South, and toward the East, and toward the pleasant 
land. And it waxed great even to the hoste of heaven, and it 
cost downe some of the hoste, and of the starres to the ground, 
and stamped upon them. Yea he magnified himselfe even to the 
prince of the hoste, and by him the dayly sacrifice was taken away, 
and the place of his Sanctuary was cast down. And an hoste was 
given him against the daily sacrifice by reason of transgression, and 
it cast downe the trueth to the ground, and it practised, and 
prospered. 

Then I heard one Saint speaking, and another Saint saide unto The iSOOdkiea 
that certaine Saint which spake. How long shall bee the vision "f i»ariflor. 
concerning the daily sacrifice, and the transgression of desolation, 
to give both the Sanctuary, and the hoste to be troden under 
Foot ? And he said unto me. Unto two thousand and three 

L hundred dayes: then shall the Sanctuary be clensed. 
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iAPTER And it came to passe, when I, even I Daniel had seenr tite 

VllI vision, and sought for the meaning, then beholde, there stood 

Gshridoom- before me as the appearance of a man. And I heaitl a maus 
lorwih Dftnioi, yoyce betweene the bankes of Ulai, which called and said, 
trtb'rtioTOton. Gabriel, make this man to understand the vision. So he caine 
neere where I stood : and when he came, 1 was afraid, and fell 
upon my face : but he said unto mee, Understand, O soone of 
man : for at the time of the end shalbe the vision. Now as be 
was speaking with me, 1 was in a deepe sleepe on ray face toward 
the ground; but he touched me, and set me uprighL And he 
said. Behold, I wil make thee know what shall be in the last end 
of the indignation ; for at the time appointed the end shalbe. 
The ramme which thou sawest having two homes, are the ktng$ 
uf Media, and Persia. And the rough goat is the king of Grecia, 
and the great home that is betweene his eyes, is the first king. 
Now that being broken, whereas foure stood up for it, foure 
kingdomes shall stand up out of the nation, but not in his power. 
And in the latter time of their kingdome, when the transgressours 
are come to the full, n king of fierce countenance, and under* 
standing darke sentences, shall stand up. And his power shall 
be mighty, but not by his owne power : and hee shall destroy 
wonderfully, and shall prosper, and practise, and shall destroy the 
mightie, and the holy people. And through his polieie also bee 
shall cause craft to prosper in his hand, and hee shall magnifie 
himselfe in his heart, and by peace shal destroy many : he shall 
also stand up against the prince of princes, but he shalbe broken 
without hand. And the vision of the evening, and the momiog. 
which was tolde, is true : wherfore shut thou up the vision, for it 
shalbe for many dayes. And I Daniel fainted and was sickc 
certaine dayes : afterward 1 rose up and did the kings business, 
and 1 was astonished at the vision, but none understood it. 
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CHAPrER IX 



IN the first yuerc of Dariu> 
seede of the Medes, which v 



Sonne of Ahasuerus, of the! 
i made King over the reajiae i 
of the Caldcans, in the first yeere of his reigne, I Daniel 1 
understood by bookes the number of the yeeres, whereof the word T 
of the Lord came to leremiah the Prophet, that he wo 
plish seventie yeeres in the desolations of lenisalem. 

And I set my face unto the Lord God to seeke by prayer, and I 
supplications, with fasting, and Eackloth,and ashes, And I prayed 
unto the Lord my God, and made my confession, and said, O 
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Lord, the great and dreadful! God, keeping the covenant, and CHAFTE 
mercy to them that love him, and to them that keepe his Com- IX 

mandements ; we have sinned, and have committed iniquitie, and 
have done wickedly, and have rebelled, even by departing from 
thy precepts, and from thy iudgements. Neither have we 
hearkened unto thy servants the Prophets, which spake in thy 
Name to our kings, our princes, and our fathers, and to all the 
people of the land. O Lord, righteouanes belongeth unto thee, 
but unto us confusion of faces, as at this day ; to the men of 
ludoh, and to the inhabitants of lerusalem, and unto all Israel 
that are neere, and that are farre off, through all the countreye 
whither thou hast driven them, because of their trespasse, that 
they have trespassed against thee. O Lord, to us belongeth con- 
fusion of face, to our kings, to our princes, and to our fathers ; 
because we have sinned against thee. To the Lord our God 
belong mercies and forgivenesses, though we have rebelled against 
him. Neither have we obeyed the voice of the Lord our God, 
to walke in his Lawes which he set before us, by his servants the 
Prophets, Yea, all Israel have transgressed thy Law, even by 
departing, that they might not obey thy voice, therefore the curse 
is powred upon us, and the othe that is written in the Law of 
Moses the servant of God, because we have sinned against him. 
And he hath confirmed his words which he spake against us, and 
against our ludges that iudged us, by bringing upon us a great 
evill : for under the whole heaven hath not bene done, as hath 
bene done upon lerusalem. As it is written in the Law of Moses, 
alt this evill is come npon us : yet made we not our prayer 
before the Lonn our God, that we might tume from our iniquities, 
and understand thy trueth. Therefore hath the Lord watched 
upon the evil, and brought it upon us : for the Lord our God is 
righteous in all his workes, which he doeth : for we obeyed not 
bis voice. Anil now O Lord our God, that hast brought thy 
people forth out of the land of Bgypt with a mighty hand, and 
hast gotten thee renonne, as at this day. wee have sinned, wee 
have done wickedly. 

O Lord, according to all thy righteousnes, I beseech thee, let utd pajcth 
thine anger and thy furiebce turned away from thycitie lerusalem, '?''z^"' 
thy holy Mountaine : becanse for our siimes, and for the iniquitie.i of iBniBOMo. 
of our fathers, lerusalem and thy people are become a reproch 
to all that are about us. Now therefore, O our God, hcare the 
prayer of thy servant, and his supplications, and cause thy face 
to shine upon thy Sanctuary that is desolate, for the Lords sake. 
O my God, encline thine enrc and heare : open thine eyes, and 
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behold our desolations, and the city, which is called by thy naiiie : 
for we do not present our supplications before thee for our right- 
eousnesses, but for thy great mercies. O Lord heare, O Lord for- 
give, O Lord hearken and doe : deferre not for thine owne s»ke, 

my God ; for thy citie, and thy people are called by thy Name. 
And whiles I was speaking, and praying, and confessing my 

sinne, and the sinne of my people Israel, and presenting my suppli- 
cation before the Lord my God, for the holy Mountaine of my 
God : yea whiles ! was speaking in praier, even the man Gabriel, 
whom I had seene in the vision at the beginning, being caused to 
flie swiftly, touched me about the time of the evening oblation. 
And he informed mee, and talked with mee, and said ; O Daniel, 

1 am now come foorth to give thee skill and understanding. At 
the beginning of thy supplications the commandement came 
forth, and I am come to shew thee t for thou art greatly beloved : 
therefore understand the matter, and consider the vision. Seventie 
weekes are determined upon thy people, and upon thy holy citie, 
to finish the transgression, and to make an ende of sinnes, and to 
make reconciliation for iniquitie, and to bring in everlasting right- 
eousnes, and to seale up the vision and prophecie, and to anoynt 
the most Holy. Know therefore and understand, that from the 
going foorth of the commandement to restore ' and to build 
lerusalem, unto the Messiah the Prince, shall be seven weekes ; 
and threescore and two weekes, the street shall be built againe, 
and the wall, even in troublous times. And after threescore and 
two weekes, shall Messiah be cut off, but not for himselfe, and 
the people of the Prince that shall come, shall destroy the citie, 
and the Sanctuarie, and the ende thereof shall be with a flood, 
and unto the ende of the warre desolations are determined. And 
hee shall confimie the covenant with many for one weeke: and in 
the midst of the weeke he shall cause the sacrifice and the obla- 
tion to cease, and for the overspreading of abominations hee shall 
make it desolate, even until) the consummation, and that deter- 
mined, shalbc powred upon the desolate. 

CHAPTER X 

IN the third yere of Cyrus King of Persia, a thing was revealed 
unto Daniel (whose name was called Itelteshazzar) and the 
thing was true, but the time appointed was long, and he 
understood the thing, and had understanding of the vision. In 
those dayes, I Daniel was mourning three full weekes. I ate no 
pleasant bread, neither came flesh, nor wine in my mouth, neither 
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did I anoynt my selfe at all, till three whole weekes were ful- 
filled. And ID the foure and twentieth day of the first moneth, 
as I was by the side of the fp-eat river, which is Hiddekel ; then 
I lift up mine eyes and looked, and behold, a certaine man clothed 
in linen, whose loynes were girded with fine gold of Uphaz. His 
body also was like the Berill, and his face as the appearance of 
lightning, and his eyes as lampes of fire, and his armes, and his 
feete like id colour to polished brasse, and the voice of hia words 
like the voice of a multitude. And I Daniel alone saw the vision : 
for the men that were with mee saw not the vision : but a great 
quaking fell upon them, so that they fled to hide themselves. 
Therefore I was left alone, and saw this great vision, and there re- 
mained no strength in me ; for ray coroelinesie was turned in me 
into corruption, and I retained no strength. Yet heard 1 the voice 
of his words : and when 1 heard the voice of his wordes, then was 
1 in a deepe sleepe on my face, and my face toward the ground. 

And behold, an hand touched roe, which set me upon my knees, 
and upon the palmes of my hands. And hee said unto me, O 
Daniel, a man greatly beloved, understand the wordes that I 
speake unto thee, and stand upright : for unto thee am I now sent ; 
and when he had spoken this word unto me, I stood trembling. 
Then sayd hee unto mee ; t-'earc not, Daniel : for from the first day 
that thou diddest set thine heart to understand, and to chasten 
tliy selfe before thy God, thy wordes were heard, and I am come 
for thy words. But the prince of the kingdome of Persia with- 
stood mee one and twentie dayes : but loe, Michael one of the 
ehiefe Princes came to lieipe mee, and 1 remained there with the 
Kings of Persia. Now 1 am come to make thee understand what 
shall befall thy people, in the latter itayes ; for yet the vision in 
for many dayes. And when hee had spoken such wonts unto me, 
I set my face toward the ground, and I became dumbe. And 
behold, one like the similitude of the sonnes of men touched my 
lippes: then I opened my mouth, and spake, and sayd unto him 
that stoode before me ; O my Lord, by the vision my sorrowes 
are turned upon me, and I have retained no strength. For how 
can the servant of this my I^rtl, talke with this my Lord '! for m 
for me, straightway there remained no strength in mee, neither 
is there breath left in me. Then there came againe and touched 
me one like the appearance of a man, and he strengthned me, and 
said ; O man greatly beloved, feare not : peace be unto thee, be 
strong, yea be strong ; and when he had spoken unto me, I was 
strengthened, and said ; Let my Lord speake ; for thou hast 
strengthened me. Then said hee, Knowcst thou wherefore I 
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come unto thee f and now will t retume to fight with the prince 1 
of Persia : and when I am gone forth, loe, the prince of Grecu 
shall come. But I will shew thee that which is noted in thi 
Scripture of trueth : and there is none that holdeth with me ij 
these things, but Michael your prince. 
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CHAPTER XI 
the first ye»re of Darius the Mede, even I stood 
to confinne and to strengthen him. And now will I shew 
thee the trueth. Behold, there shall stand up yet three 
King^ in Persia, and the fourth shalbe farre richer then they aU : 
and by his strength through his riches he shall stirre up all against 
the realme of Grecia. And a mighty King shal stand up, that 
ahall rule with great dominion, and doe according to his will. And 
when he shall stand up, his kingdome shall be broken, and shall 
be divided toward the foure winds of heaven; and not to his pos- 
teritie, nor according to his dominion which he ruled : for hii 
kingdome shall be pluckt up, even for others besides those. 

And the King of the South shall be strong, and one of his princes, 
and he shall be strong above him, and have dominion : his domioion 
shall be a great dominion. And in the end of yeeres they shall 
ioyne themselves together: for the Kings daughter of the South 
shall come to the King of the North to make an agreement, but 
she shall not retaine the power of the arme, neither shall he stand, 
nor his arme : but she shall be given up, and they that brought 
her, and he that begate her, and he that strengthened her in these 
times. But out of a branch of her rootes shall one stand up in 
his estate, which shall come with an armie, and shall enter into 
the fortresse of the King of the North, and shall deale against 
them, and shall prevaile : and shall also carie captives into Egypt 
their gods with their princes, and with their precious vessels of 
silver and of gold, and he shall continue moe yeeres then the King 
of the North. So the King of the South shall come into his king- 
dome, and shall rctumc into his owne land. But his sonnes shall 
be stirred up, and shall assemble a multitude of great forces : and 
one shall certainly come and overflow and passe through : then 
shall he retume, and be stirred up even to his fortresse. And the 
King of the South shall be moved with choler, and shall come forth 
and fight with him, even with the King of the North : and hee 
shall set forth a great multitude, but the multitude shall be given 
into his hand. And when he hath taken away the multitude, his 
heart shall be lifted up: and he shall cast downe many tenoe 
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thousands ; but he shall not be strengthened by it. For the King CHAPTER 
of the North shall returne, and shall set forth a multitude greater XI 

then the former, and shall certainly come (after certaine yeeres) 
with a great armie and with much riches. And in those times 
there shall many stand up against the King of the South : also the 
robbers of thy people shall exalt themselves to establish the vision, 
but they shall fall. So the Kingof the North shall come, and cast 
up a mount, and take the most fenced cities, and the armes of the 
South shall not withstand, neither his chosen people, neither shall 
there be any strength to withstand. But be that commeth against 
him, shall doe according to his owne will, and none shall stand 
before him ; and he shall stand in the glorious land, which by his 
hand shall be consumed. He shall also set his face to enter with 
the strength of his whole kingdome and upright ones with him : 
thus shall he doe, and he shall give him the daughter of women 
corrupting her: but she shall not stand on his side, neither be for 
him. After this shall he tume his face unto the yles, and shall 
take many, but a prince for his own bchalfe shall cause the reproch 
olfred by him to cease without his owne reproch ; he shall cause 
it to turne upon him. Then he shall tume his face towards the 
fort of his owne lande : but he shall stumble and fall, and not bee 
found. Then shall stand up in his estate a raiser of taxes in the 
glory of the kingdome, but within few dayes he shall be destroyed, 
neither in anger, nor in battell. And in his estate shall stand up 
a vile person, to whom they shal not give the honour of the king- 
dome : but bee shall come in peaceably, and obtoine the kingdome 
by flatteries. And with the armes of a Hood shall they bee over- 
floweo from before him, and shall be broken : yea also the prince 
of the covenant. And after the league made with him he shall 
worke deceitfully, for hee shall come up, and shall become strong' 
with u small people. He shall enter peaceably even upon tlic 
tutteat places of the province, and he shall doe that which hi» 
fathers have not done, nor his fathers fathers, he shall scatttr 
among them the praye anil spoile, and riches : yea and be shall 
forecast his ilevices against the strong holdes, even for a time. 
And he shall stirre up his power, and his courage against llie king 
of the South with a great army, and the king of the South shall 
bee stirred up to batlell with a very great and mightie armie : 
but ho shall not stand; for they shall forecast devices against 
him. Yea they that feede of the portion of his meate. shall destroy 
him, and his armie shall overflow : and many shall fall downe slaine. 
And both these kings hearU shall be to doe miscbiefe, and they 
shall speake lies ;it one table : but it shall not prosfier: for yet the 
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CHAPTER end shall bee at the time appointed. Then shall hee returae into 
XI bis land with great richeE, and his heart shall be against the holy 

covenant: and he shall doe exploits, and retume to his owne land. 
At the time appointed he shall returne, and come toward the South : 
but it shall not be as the former, or as the latter. 
The inmioii For the ships of Chittim shall come against him : therefore he 

So Bflo™™. ^^*" ^^ grieved and returne, and hawe indignatiou against the 
holy Covenant : so shal he doe, he shall even retume, and bare 
intelligence with them that forsake the holy Covenant. And 
armes shal stand on his part, and they shall pollute the Sanctoarie 
of strength, and shall take away the daily sacrifice, and tbey shal 
place the abomination that maketh desolate. And such as doe 
wickedly against the covenant, shall he corrupt by flatteries : but 
the people that do kuow their God, shall be strong and doe 
exploits. And they that understand among the people shall 
instruct many: yet they shall fall by the sword, and by flame, by 
captivitie, and by spoile many dayes. Now when they shall &11, 
they shalbe holpen with a litle help: but many shall cleave to 
them with flatteries. And some of them of understanding shall 
fall, to trie them, and to purge, and to make them white, even to 
the time of the end : because it is yet for a time ap|K>inted. And 
the king shall doc according to his will, and he shall exalt bim- 
selfe, and magnifle himselfe above every god, and shall speake 
marvellous things against the God of gods, and shall prosper till 
the indignation be accomplished : for that that is determined, shall 
be done. Neither shall hee regard the god of his father 
desire of women, nor regard any god : for he shall magnifie him- 
selfe above all. But in his estate shall he honour the god of 
forces : and a God whome his fathers knew not, shall hee honour 
with gold, and silver, and with precious stones, and pleasant things. 
Thus shall hee doe in the most strong holds with a strange god, 
whom he shall acknowledge and increase with glory : and he shall 
cause them to rule over many, and shall divide the land for gaine. 
And at the time of the end shall the king of the South push at 
him, and the king of the North shal come against him like a 
whirlewind with charets, and with horsemen, and with many ships, 
and he shall enter into the countreys, and shall overHow and passe 
over. He shall enter also into the glorious land, and many coun- 
treys shall be overthrowen : but these shall escape out of his hand, 
even Edom, and Moab, and the chiefe of the children of Ammon. 
He shall stretch foorth his hand also upon the countreys, and the 
land of Egypt shall not escape. But he shall have power over the 
treasures of gold and of silver, and over all the precious things of 
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Egypt : and the LibyfUis and the Ethiopians shalbe at his steps. CHAPTER 
But tidings out of the East, and out of the North shall trouble XI 

him .* therefore he shall goe foorth with great fiiry to destroy, and 
utterly to make away many. And hee shall plant the tabernacles 
of hia palace betweene the seas in the glorious holy mountaine, 
yet he shall come to his end, and none shall heipe him. 

CHAPTER Xn 

AND at that time shall Michael stand up, the great Prince MicbMl iludi 
A\ which stnndelh for the children of thy people, and there J'^'^^i^- 
■*■ ■*• shalbe a time of trouble, such as never was since there was tJ^Sile*. 
a nation, even to that same time : and at that time thy people 
shalbe delivered, every one that sholbe found written in the booke. 
And many of them that sleepe in the dust of the earth shall awake, 
some to everlasting life, and some to shame and everlasting con- 
tempt. And they that be wise shall shine as the brightnesse of 
the firmament, and they that turne many to righteousnesse, as 
the starrca for ever and ever. But thou, O Daniel, shut up the 
wordeS] and scale the booke even to the time of the ende : many 
shall runne to and fro, and knowledge shall bee increased. 

Then 1 Daniel looked, and behold, there stood other two, the DwJol U 
one on this side of the banke of the river, and the other on that jj^™™"' 
side of the banke of the river. And one said to the man clothed 
in linnen, which was upon the waters of the river; How long shall 
it bee to the t^nd of these wonders ? And I heard the man clothed

^ dayes. Blessed is he that waiteth, and commeth to the thousand, 
H three hundred and five and thirtie dayes. But goe thou thy 

H way till the end be : for thou shalt rest, and stand in 

H the tot at the end of the dayes. 
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CHAPTER I 

HE word of the Lord that came unto Hosea, 
the soone of Beeri, in the dayes of Vzz'iMh, 
lotham, Ahaz, and Hezekiah kings of lud&b, 
and in the dayes of Jeroboam the sonne of 
loash king of Israel. The begimiing of the 
word of the Lord by Hosea ; and the Loud 
sayd to Hosea, Goe, take unto thee a wife of 
whoredomes, and children of whoredomes: for 
the land hath committed great whoredoinc, 
departing from the Lord.

And it shall come to piisse at that day, that I will breake 
the bow of Israel in the valley of lezreel. 

And shee conceived againe and bare a daughter, and God sayd 
unto him. Call her name Lo-ruhamah : ' for I will no more have 
mercy upon the house of Israel: but I will utterly take them 
away. But I will have mercy upon the house of ludab, and will 
save them by the Lord their God, and will not save them by bow, 
nor by sword, nor by battell, by horses nor by horsemen. 

Now when shee had weaned Lo-ruhamah, she conceived and 
bare a sonne. Then sayde God, Call his name Lo-ammi : • for yee 
are not my people, and I will not be your God. 

Yet the number of the children of Israel shall be as the sand of 
the sea, which cannot bee measured nor numbred, and it shall 
come to passe, that in the place where it was said unto them, Yee 
are not my people, there it shall be said unto tliem, Ye are the 
sonnes of the living God. Then shall the children of ludah and 
the children of Israel be gathered together, and appoint them- 
selves one head, and they shall come up out of the land : for great 
shalbe the day of lezreel.

' plead with your mother, plead r for she is not my "' »l>« pnople. 
wite, neither am I her husband : let her therefore put away 
her whordomes out of her sight, and her adulteries from betweene 
her breasts ; lest I strip her naked, and set her as in the day that 
shee was borne, and make her as a, wildemesse, and set her like a 
drie land, and slay her with thirst. And I will not have mercy 
upon her children, for they be the children of whordomes. For 
their mother hath played the harlot : shee that conceived them 
hath done shamefully: for shee sayd, I will goe after my lovers, 
that give me my bread and my water, my wool! and my flaxe, 
mine oyle, and my drinke. 

Therefore behold, I wil hedge up thy way with thomes, and Godi indge- 
make a wall, that she shall not find her pathes. And she shall [J^ '«'"'"* 
follow after her lovers, but she shall not overtake them, and she 
shall seeke them, but shall not find them : then shnll she say, I 
will goe and retume to my first husband, for then was it better 
with me then now. For she did not know that I gave her corne, 
and wine, and oyle, and multiplied her silver and gold, which they 
prepared for Baal. Therefore will I retume, and take away tny 
Come in the time thereof, and my wine in the season thereof, and 
wi) recover my wooU and my fiaxe given to cover her nakednesse. 
And now will I discover ber lewdnesse in the sight of her lovers, 
and none shall deliver her out of mine hand. 1 will also cause all 
her mirth to cease, her feast dales, her new rooones, and her 
Sabbaths, and all her solemne feasts. And I will destroy her 
vines and her figge trees, whereof she hath said ; These are my 
rewards that my lovers have given me : and I will make them a 
forrest, and the beasts of the field shall eate them. And 1 will 
visite upon her the daies of Baalim, wherein she burnt incense to 
them, and she decked her selfe with her eare-rings, and her lewels, 
and she went after her lovers, and folate me, saith the Lord. 

Therefore behold, I will allure her, and bring her into the Hii promin* 
wildemesse, and speake comfortably unto her. And 1 wil g'*c j'oJ^^JJJh '£«». 
her, her vineyards from thence, and the valley of Achor for a 
doore of hope, and she shall sing there, as in the dayes of her 
youth, and as in the day when she came up out of the land of 
Fgypt. And It shall be at that day, saith the LoRn, that thou 
shalt call mee Ishi;' and shaltcall mee no more Baali.* For I will

in righteouBnesse, and in judgement, and in loving kindnesse, and 
in mercies. I will even betroth thee unto me in faith fulnesse, and 
thou shalt know the Lonn. And it shall come to passe in that 
day, I will heare, saitb the Lord, I will heare the heavens, and 
they shall heare the earth, and the earth shall heare the come, 
and the wine, and the oyle, and they shall heare lezreel. And I 
will sow her unto me in the earth, and I will have meroy upon 
her that had not obtained mercy, and I will say to them which 
were not my people; Thou art my people, and they shall «ay, I 
Thou art my God. I 

CHAPTER III 

THEN said the Lord unto me, Goe yet, love a woman (beloved 
of her friend, yet an adulteresse) according to the love of 
the Lord toward the children of Israel, who looke to other 
gods, and love flagons of wine. So 1 bought her to me for fideene 
pieces of silver, and for an homer of barley and an halfe homer of 
barley. And 1 said unto her. Thou shalt abide for me many dayes, 
thou shalt not play the harlot, and thou shalt not be for an other 
man, so will I also be for thee. For the children of Israel shall 
abide many clayes without a King, and without a Prince, and 
without a sacrifice, and without an image, and without an Ephod. 
and without Teraphim. Afterward shall the children of Israel 
retume, and sceke the Lord their God, and David their King, 
and shall feare the Lord, and his goodnesse in the latter dayes. 

CHAPTER IIII 
fEARE the worde of the Lord, yee children of Israel : for 
the Lord hath a controversie with the inhabitants of tbe 
, because there is no trueth, nor mercie, nor know- 
ledge of God in the land. By swearing, and lying, and killing, 
and stealing, and committing adulterie, they breake out, and 
blood toucheth blood. Therefore shall the land moume, and 
every one that dwelleth therein shall languish, with the beastes 
of the field, and with the foules of heaven, yea the fishes of the 
Sea also shall be taken away. Yet let no man strive, nor reprove 
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another; for this people are as they that strive with the priest. CHAPTER 
Therefore shalt thou fall in the day, and the prophet also shall HII 

fall with thee in the night, and I will destroy thy mother. 

My people are destroyed for lacke of knowledge : because thou tad of the 
hast reiected knowledge, I will also reject thee, that thou shalt prl^iti. 
be no priest to me ; seeing thou hast forgotten the lawe of thy 
God, I wil also forget thy children. Aa they were increased, so 
they sinned against me : therfore wil 1 change their glory into 
shame. They eate up the sinne of my people, and they set their 
heart on their iniquitie. And there shall be like people, like 
priest : and I will punish them for their wayes, and reward them 
their doings. For they shall eate, and not have enough: they 
shall commit whordome, and shall not increase, because they have 
left off to take heed to the Loro. Whoredome, and wine, and 
newe wine take away the heart. 

My people aske counsel at their stocks, and their staffe dcclareth and apiot 
unto them : for the spirit of whordomes hath caused them to erre, *•**" idolaW«. 
and they have gone a whoring from under their God. They 
sacrifice upon the tops of the roountaines, and bume incense upon 
the hilles under okes and poplars, and elmes, because the shadowe 
thereof is good : therefore your daughters shall commit whore- 
dome, and your spouses shall commit adulterie. I will not punish 
your daughters when they commit whordome, nor your spouses 
when they commit adulterie: for themselves are separated with 
whores, and they sacrifice with harlots : therfore the people that 
doth not understand, shall fall. 

Though thou Israel play the harlot, yet let not ludah offend, tu<l*h ii bi- 
and come not ye unto Gilgal, neither goe ye up to Beth-aven, nor ™^^bT * 
ewcare. The Lonn liveth : for Israel slideth backe, as a backe inul«oal^ 
sliding heifer : now the I«rd will feede them as a lambe in a uiiUe. 
large place. Ephraim is ioyned to idoles : let him alone. Their 
drinke is sowre: they have committed whordome continually: 
her rulers with shame doe love. Give ye. The wind hath bound 
her up in ber wings, and they shall be ashamed because of their 
sacrifices. 

CHAPTER V 

TEARE yee this, O priests, and hearken, ye house of Israel, ^^"^ lodge- 
and give yee eare, O house of the king: for iudgement is Si™Pri«M?UiB 
toward you, because yee have beene a snare on Mizpah, paofile. ud 
a net spread u[wn Tabor. And the revolters ore profound to J*"" '',"?"'i"^ 
make slaughter, though I have bene a rcbukcr of them all. I n^fou 
' Ephraim, and Israel is not hid from me; for now, O nanea. 
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Ephraim, thou committest whonlome, ood Israel is defiled. Hiey 
will not frame their doings to tume unto their God : for the Bpirit 
of whoredomes is in the midst of them, snd they have not knnwen 
the Lord. And the pride of Israel doth testifie to his face: 
therefore shall Israel and Ephraim fall in their iniquity; ludoh 
also shall fall with them. They shall goe with their flocks, and 
with their heards to seeke the Lobd : but they shall not Dnde 
him, he hath withdrawen himselfe from them. They have dealt 
treacherously against the Lonn : for they have hegotten atnuige 
children, now shall a moneth devoure them with their portions. 
Blow yee the comet in Gibeah, and the trumpet in Ramah : cry 
alowd at Beth-aven : after thee, Beniamin, Ephraim shall be 
desolate in the day of rebuke : among the tribes of Israel have I 
made knowen that which shall surely be. The Princes of ludah 
were like them that remoove the bound : therefore I will powre 
out my wrath upon them like water, Ephraim is oppressed, an<I 
broken in iudgement : because he willingly walked aAer the 
commandement. Therefore wil 1 he unto Ephraim as a moth : 
and to the house of ludah as rottennesse. When Ephraim saw 
his sicknesse, and ludah saw his wound : then went Ephraim to 
the Assyrian, and sent to king lareb ; yet could he not heale you, 
nor cure you of your wound. For I will bee unto Ephraim as a 
Lion, and as a yong Lion to the house of ludah : I, even 1 wil 
teare and goe away : I will take away, and none shall rescue him. 
I will goe and tetume to my place, till they acknowledge their 
offence, and seeke my face: in their affliction they will seeke 

CHAPTER VI 
a y^OME, and let us retume unto the Lord : for hee hath 
I . tome, and hee will heale us : he hath smitten, and he 
^""^ will binde us up. After two daies will he revive us, in 
the third day he will raise us up, and we shall live in his sight. 
Then shal we know, if we follow on to know the Lord ; his going 
forth is prepared, as the moming ; and he shall come unto us, as 
the raine ; as the latter and former raine unto the earth. 

O Ephraim, what shal! I doe unto thee ? O ludah, what shall 
I do unto thee ? for your goodnesse is as a moming cloud, and as 
the early dew it goeth away. Therefore have I hewed them by 
the Prophets : I have slaine them by the wordes of my mouth, 
and thy iudgements are as the Hght that goeth foorth. For I 
desired mercie, and not sacrifice ; and the knowledge of God, 
more then bumt oSerings. But they like men have traDsgrcssed 
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the Covensnt: there have they dealt treacherously against me. 
Gilead is a city of them that worke iniquitie ; and ta polluted 
with blood. And as troupes of robbers waite for a man, so the 
company of priests murther in the way by consent : for they 
commit lewdnesse. I have seeoe aii horrible thing in the house 
of larsel : there is the whoredome of Ephraim, Israel is defiled. 
Also O ludah, hee hath set an harvest for thee, when 1 returned 
the captivitie of my people. 
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CHAPTER VII 
HEN I would have healed Israel, then the inii^ujtie of Arepnwfe 
Ephraim was discovered, and the wickednesse of*/™*^'*^ 
Samaria : for they commit falsehood : and the thiefe 
commeth in, and the troupe of robbers spoileth without. And 
they consider not in their hearts that 1 remember al their wicked- 
nesse: now theirowne doinf^ have beset them about, they are before 
my face. They make the king glad with their wickednesse, and the 
princes with their lies. They are al adulterers, as an oven heated 
by the baker: who ceaseth from raising afler he hath kneaded 
the dough, until! it be leavened. In the day of our King, the 
princes have made him sicke with bottels of wine, he stretched 
out his hand with scomers. For they have made ready their 
heart like an oven, whiles they lie in wait : their baker sleepeth 
all the night, in the morning it bumeth as a flaming fire. They 
are all hot as an oven, and have devoured their ludges ; all their 
Kings are fallen, there is none among them that calleth unto me. 
Ephraim, he hath mixed himselfe among the people, Ephraim is 
a cake not turned. Strangers have devoured his strength, and 
hee knoweth it not : yea, gray haires are here and there upon 
him, yet he knoweth not. And the pride of Israel testifieth to 
his face, and they doe not returne to the Loun their God, nor 
seeke him for all this. 

Ephraim also is like a silly dove, without heart: they call toOodiwnth 
Egypt ; they goe to Assyria. When they shall goe, I wil spread •«ain«t ""em 
my net upon them, 1 will bring them downe as the foules of the hj^poOTiLe, 
heaven: 1 will chastise them as their congregation hath heard. 
Woe unto them, for they have fled from me : destruction unto 
them, because they have transgressed against me, though I have 
redeemed them, yet they have spoken lies against me. And 
they have not cryed unto me with their heart, when they howled 
upon their beds : they assemble themselves for come and wine, 
and they rebell against me. Though I have bound, and 
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CHAPTER strengthened their armes, yet doe they imagine mischiefe «_ 

VII me. They retume, but not to the most High : they are like »M 

deceitful! bow : their princes shall fall by the sword, for the nge j 
of their tongue : this shall be their derision in the land of Bgypt 
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£T the Trumpet to thy mouth : hee shall come as an Eagle 
against the house of the Lord, because they have trans- 
gressed my Covenant, and trespassed against my Lawe. 
Israel shall crie unto me. My God, we know thee. Israel hath 
cast off the thing that is good : the enemie shall pursue him. 
They have set up Kiugs, but not by me : they have made Princes, 
and I knew it not : of their sUver and their golde have they made 
them idoles, that they may be cut off. 
and idolotrle. Thy calfe, O Samaria, hath cast thee off: mine anger is kindled 
against them : how long will it bee ere they attaine to innocencie ? 
For from Israel was it also, the workemaii made it, therefore it is 
not God: but the calfe of Samaria shall be broken in pieces. 
For they have sowen the winde, and they shall reape the whirle- 
winde : it hath no stalke : the budde shall yeeld no meale : if so 
be it yeeld, the strangers shall swallow it up. Israel is swallowed 
up, DOW shal they be among the Gentiles, as a vessell wherein is 
no pleasure. For they are gone up to Assyria, a wilde Asse alooe 
by hiraselfe ; Ephraim hath hired lovers. Yea, though they have 
hired among the nations, now will I gather them, and they shall 
sorrow a little for the burden of the King of princes. Because 
Ephraim hath made many altars to sinnc, altars shall be unto him 
Destrnotjon 1b to sinne. I have written to him the great things of my Law, but 
(hrtHSSiSe ^^^y "^'^ counted as a strange thing. They sacrifice Besh for the 
sacrifices of mine offerings, and eate it; but the Lord accepteth 
them not : now will he remember their iniquitie, and visite their 
sinnes : they shal retume to Egypt. For Israel hath forgotten his 
maker, and buijdeth temples ; and ludah hath multiplied fenced 
cities : but I will send a fire upon his cities, and it shall devoure 
the palaces thereof.

They shall not oSer wine oflfrings to the Loud : neither shall they IX 

he pleasing unto him : their sacrifices shalbe unto them aa the 

bread of mourners : all that eate thereof shall be polluted : for 

their bread for their soule shall not come into the house of the 

Lord. What will yee doe in the solenme day, and in the day 

of the feast of the Lohd ? For loe they are gone, because of 

destruction ; Egypt shall gather them up, Memphis shall burie 

them : the pleasant places for their silver, netles shat possesse 

them : thomes shall be in their Tabernacles. The dayes of 

visitation are come, the dayes of recompence are come, Israel 

shall know it ; the Prophet is a fuole, the spirituall man is madde, 

for the multitude of thine iniquitie and the great hatred. The 

watchman of Ephraim was with my God : but the Prophet is a 

snare of a fouler in all his wayes, and hatred in the house of hi»i 

God. They have deeply corrupted themselves as in the dayes of 

Gibeah ; therefore he will remember their iniquitie, he will visite 

their sinnes. I found Israel like grapes in the wildemesse : I saw 

your fathers as the first ripe in the fig tree at her first time : but 

they went to Haalpeor, and separated themselves unto that shame, 

und their abominations were according as they loved. As for 

Ephraim, their glory shall flee away like a bird; from the birth 

and from the wombe, and from the conception. Though they 

bring up their children, yet wil 1 bereave then) that there shall 

not he a roan left : yea, woe also to them when I depart from 

them. Ephraim, as I saw I'yrus, is planted in a pleasant place : 

but Ephraim shall bring foorth his children to the murderer. 

Give them, O Lord ; what wilt thou give .'' give them a miscary- 

ing wombe, and drie breasts. All their wickednesse is in GilgaJ : 

fur there 1 hated them : for the wickednesse of their doings I 

will drive them out of mine house, I will love them no more : all 

their princes are revolters.

It shall be also 
caried unto Assyria for a present to King lareb : Ephraim shaJl 
receive shame, and Israel shall be ashamed of his owne counsell. 
As for Samaria, her King is cut off as the fome upon the water. 
The high places also of Aven, the sinne of Israel, shall be 
destroyed : the thorne and the thistle shall come up on their 
altars ; and they shaU say to the mountaines. Cover us ; and to 
the hilles. Fall on us. O Israel, thou hast sinned from Uie dayes 
of Gibeah : there they stood : the battell in Gibeah against the 
children of iniquitie did not overtake them.

Therefore shall a tumult arise among thv 
people, and all thy fortresses shall bee spoiled, as Shalman spoiled 
Beth-arbel in the day of battell : the mother was dashed in pieces 
upon her children. So shall Bethel doe unto you, because of your 
great wickednesse : in a morning shaU the king of Israel be 
utterly cut off. 
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CHAPTER XI 

HEN Israel was a childe, then I loved him, and called my 

Sonne out of Egypt. As they called them, so they went 

from them : they sacrificed unto Baalim, and burnt 

incense to graven images. I taught Ephraim also to goe, taking 

them by their armes : but they knew not that I healed them. I 

drew them with cords of a man, with bands of love, and I was to 
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them as they that take off the yoke on their iawes, and I laid CHAPTER 
meat unto them. XI 

He shall not retume into the land of Egypt; but the Assyrian Hii iadgoment.

heart is turned within mee, my repentings are kindled together. 
1 will not execute the fiercencs of mine anger, 1 will not retume 
to destroy Ephraim, for I am God, and not man, the Holy One in 
the midst of thee, and I will not enter into the citie. They shal 
walke after the I^iiD : he shall roare like a tyon : when he shai) 
roare, then the children shall tremble from the West. They shall 
tremble as a bird out of Egypt, and as a dove out of the land of 
Assyria: and I will place them in their houses, saith the Loan. 
Ephraim compasseth mee about with lies, and the house of Israel 
with deceit: but ludah yet ruleth with God, and is faithfuU with 
the Saints. 

CHAITER XII 

EPHRAIM feedeth on winde, and followeth after the East A reproafa of 
winde: bee daily increaseth lies and desolation, and they?^JJ'"^. 
doe make a covenant with the Assyrians, and oyle is carietl boob.' 
into Egypt The Lord hath also a controversie with ludah, and 
will punish lacob according to his wayes, according to his doings 
will he recompense him. 

Hee tooke his brother by the heele in the wombe, and by his By fonnw 
strength he had power with God. Yea, he had power over the ''[."^thin 
Angel and prevailed ; hee wept and made supplication unto him : tepcDtBDoe. 
he found him in Bethel, and there he spake with us. Even the 
Lord God of hosts, the Lori> is his memorialL Therefore tume 
thou to thy God : keepe mercie and iudgement, and wait on thy 
I God continually. 

I He is a merchant, the balances of deceit are in his hand : hee Bphniou 

H loveth to opprcsse. And Ephraim said, Yet I am become rich, I ''"^"nj!^ 
H have found mee out substance : in all my labours they shall finde 
H none iniquitie in mee, that were sinne. And I that am the Lord 
H thy God from the lande of Egypt, will yet make thee to dwell in 
K tabernacles, as in the dayes of the sotemne feast. I have also 
H spoken by the proi)het5, and I have multiplied visions, and used 
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CHAPTER similitudes, by the ministerie of the prophets. Is there iniquttje 
XII in Gilead ? surely they are vanitie, they sacrifice bullocks in Gilgsl, 

yea their altars are as heapes in the furrowes of the fields. And 
locob fled into the countrey of Syria, and Israel served for a wife, 
and for a wife he kept sheepe. And by a Prophet the Lord 
brought Israel out of Egypt, and by a Prophet was he preaerved. 
Ephraim provoked him to anger, most bitterly : therefore shall he 
leave his blood upon him, and his reproch shall his hard retume 
unto him. 

CHAPTER XIII

durkenesse, as the morning spread upon the mountaines : a great 
people and a strong, there hath not beene ever the like, neither 
shall be any more after it, even to the yeres of many generations.

the land is as the garden of Eden before them, and behind them a 
desolate witdemes, yea and nothing shall escape them.

^M clime the wall like men of warre, and they shall march every one 
^M on his wayes, and they shall not breake their rankes. Neither

^K They shall runne to and fro in the citie ; they shall runne upon the 
H wall : they shall clime up upon the houses : they shall enter in at 
H the windowes, like a theefe.

Therefore also now, saith the Lord, turne yee even to me with 
all your heart, and with fasting, and with weeping, and with 
mourning. And rent your heart and not your garments; and 
tume unto the Lord your God : for he is gracious and niercifull, 
slow to anger, and of great kJndnesae, and repenteth him of the 
evill.

And I will shew 
wonders in the heavens, and in the earth, blood and fire, and pillars 
of smoke. The Sunne shall be turned into darkenesse, and the 
Moone into blood, before the great and the terrible day of the 
Lotto come.

Thus saith the 

Lord ; For three transgressions of Damascus, and for fourc I wil 

not tume away the punishment thereof because they have threshed 
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Gilead, with threshing instruments of 3rroii. But I will Bend a fire CHAPTER 
into the house of Hazael, which shall tlevoure the palacet of I 

Benhadad. I wil forealce also the barre of OamascuB, and cut off 
the inhabitant from the plaine of Aven : and him that holdeth the 
scepter from the house of Eden, and the people of Syria shall goe 
into captivitie, unto Kir, saith the Lord, 

Thus saith the Lord, For three transgressions of Gasa, and ibr upon the 
foure 1 will not tume away the punishment thereof: because they ""■"tine*, 
caried away captive the whole captivitie, to deliver them up to 
Edom.

fall to the ground. And 1 will smite the winter house with the 
summer house ; and the houses of yvorie shall perish, and the great 
houses shall have an end, saith the Lord. 

CHAPTER nil

taine of Samaria, which opprcsse the poore, which crush l»rael, (or op. 
the needy, which say to their masters ; Bring, and let us '""'*"*• 
drinke. The Lord Goo hath swome by his holtnesse, that loe, 
the dayes shall come upon you, that he will take you away with 
hookes, and your posteritie with fisfa-hookes. And yee shall goc 
out at the breaches, every Cow at that which is before her, and 
yee shall cast them into the palace, saith the Lord. 

Come to Bethel and transgresse, at Gilgal multiplic transgres- for <doUtrf , 
■ioQ ; and bring your sacrifices every morning, and your tithes sfter 
three yceres. And offer a sacnRce of thanksgiving with leaven, 
and proclaime and publish the free ofirings ; for this liketh you, O 
yee children of Israel, saith the Lord God. 

And I also have given you cleannesse of teeth in all your cities, 
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CHAFIVR and want of bread iu all your ptaces : yet hare yee not retnTsed 
I1I[ unto me, saith the Lord. And also 1 have vithholden the raine 

khiI for their from you, when there were yet three moneths to the harvest, and 
inoortigihle- j caused it to raine upon one citie, and caused it not to raine upon 
an other city : one piece was rained upon, and the piece wherupon 
it rained not, withered. So two or three cities wandered unto one 
citie, to drinke water; but they were not satisfied : yet have yee 
not returned unto me, saith the Lord. 1 have smitten yon with 
blasting and mildew ; when your gardens and your vineyards, and 
your &g trees, and your ohve trees increased, the palmer worme 
devoured them : yet have yee not returned unto me, saith the 
Lord. I have sent among you the pestilence, after the naaner of 
Egypt : your yongmen have 1 slain with the sword, and have taken 
away your horses, and I have made the stinke of your campes to 
come up unto your nostrils, yet have ye not returned unto me, 
saith the Lord. I have overthrowen some of you, as God overthrew 
Sodome and Gomorrah, and yee were as a firebrand pluckt out of 
the burning : yet have yee not returned unto me, saith the Lord. 
Therefore thus will I doe unto thee, O Israel : and because I will 
doe this unto thee, prepare to meete thy God, O Israel. For loe, 
he that formeth the mountaines, and createtli the wind, and 
declareth unto man, what is his thought, that maketh the morning 
darkenesse, and treadeth upon the high places of the earth : the 
Lord, the God of bostes is his Name.

[leace offerings of your fat beasts. Take thou away from mee the 
noise of thy songs: for f will not beare the melodic of thy violes. 
Ilut let iudgi'ment run downc as waters, and righteousnesse as a 
mightie streame. Have yee offered unto mee sacrifices and offer- 
ings in the wddemesse fourtie yeeres, O house of Israel f But yee 
have borne the tabernacle of your Moloch, and Chiun your images, 
the starre of your god, which ye made to your selves. Therefore 
wil I cause you to go into captivitie beyond Damascus, saith the 
Lord, whose Name is the God of hoBtes.

Now therefore heare thou the wnrde of the Lord ; Thou saycst, and Amuiahi

Behold, I have made 
thee small among the heathen : thou art greatlj 
despised. 

The pride of thine heart hath deceived thee : 
thou that dwellest in the clefts of the rocke. 
Whose habitation is high, that saith in his heart ; Who shall bring 
me downe to the ground ? Though thou exalt thy selfe as the 
eagle, and though thou set thy nest among the starres, thence 
wilt 1 bring thee downe, sEuth the Lohd. If theeves came to thee, ' 
if robbers by night (how art thou cut off?) would they not have 
stollen til they had enough ? if the grape gatherers came to thee, 
would they not leave some grapes ? How are the things of Esau 
searched out? how are his hid things sought up? All the men 
of thy confederacie have brought thee even to the border : the 
men that were at peace with thee, have deceived thee, and pre- 
vailed against thee : they that eate thy bread have laide a wound 
under thee : there is none understanding in him. Shal I not in 
that day, saith the Ixibd, even destroy the wise men out of Edom, 
and understanding out of the mount of Esau ? And thy mightie 
men, O Teman, shall be dismayed, to the end that every one of 
the mount of Esau may be cut olf by slaughter. 

For thy violence against thy brother lacob shame shall cover thee, 
and thou shalt be cut off for ever. In tbe day that thou stoodest on 
the other side, in the day that the strangers caried away captive 
his forces, and forreiners entred into his gates, and cast lots upon 
lerusalem, even thou wast as one of them. But thou shouldest 
not have looked on the day of thy brother in the day that hee 
became a stranger, neither shouldest thou have reioyced over the 
children of ludah in the day of their destruction : neither shouldest 
thou have spoken proudly in the day of distresse. Thou shouldest 
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not have entred into the gate of my people it) the day of their 
c&lamitie : yea, thou shouldeit not have looked on their aflliction 
in the day of their calamitie, nor have laid hands on their substance 
in the day of their calamitie. Neither shouldest thou have stood 
in the crosse way to cut ofT those of his that did escape, neither 
shouldcBt thou have delivered up those of his that did reniaine in 
the day of distresse. Far the day of the Lord is neere upon all 
the heathen ; as thou hast done, it shall bee done unto thee, thy 
reward shall returne upon thine owne head. For as ye have drunke 
upon my holy mountaine, so shall all the heathen drinke continu- 
ally : yea, they shall drinke, and they shall swallovi downe, and 
they shall bee as though they had not bene.

And the house of lacob shall bee a tire, and the house of loseph a 

flame, and the house of Esau for stubble, and they shall kindle in 

them and devoure them, and there shall not be any remaining of 

the house of Esau, for the Lobo hath spoken it.

llr^SBC^^c-3 *^^ ^^^ word of the Lord came unto lonah the 
Ninevoh, flcoth HK^f^SsS^i Sonne of Amittai, saying.

UT it displeased lonah exceedingly, and he was very angry. 
And he prayed unto the LoRo, and sayd, I pray thee, O 
Loud, was not this my saying, when 1 was yet in my 
countrey ? Therefore I fledde before unto Tarshish : for 1 knew 
that thou art a gracious God, and mercifull, slow to anger, and of 
great kindnesse, and repentest thee of the evill. Therefore now, 
O Lord, Take, I beseech thee, my life from me ; for it is better for 
me to die then to live. 

Then said the Lord, Doest thou well to be angry ? So lonah 
went out of the citie, and sate on the East side of the city, and 
there made him a boothe, and sate under it in the shadow, till hee 
might see what would become of the citie. And the Lord God 
prepared a gourd, and made it to come up over lonah, that it 
might be a shadow over his head, to deliver him from his griefe. 
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So lonah was exceeding glad of the gourd. But God prepared a 
worme when the morning rose the next day, and it smote the 
gourd that it withered. And it came to pusse when the Sunne did 
arise, that God prepared a vehement East wind ; and the Sunne 
beat upon the head of lonah, that hee fainted, and wished in him- 
selfe to die, and said, it is better for me to die, then to live. And 
God said to lonah, Doest thou well to be angry for the gourd f 
and he said, 1 doe well to be angry, even unto death. Then said 
the Lord, Thou hast had pitie on the gourde, for the which 
thou hast not laboured, neither madest it grow, which came 
up in a night, and perished in a night : and should not 1 spare 
Nineveh that great citie, wherein are more then sixscore 
thousand persons, that cannot disceroe betweene their 
right hand and their left hand, and also 
much cattell .'

CHAPTER I 

HE word of the Lord that came to Micah the Mioah iheweth 
Morasthite in the dayes of lotham, Ahas, and JK'"'^'^ 
Hexekiah Kings of ludah, which hee saw con- iMobJ^oI" 
ceming Samaria and lerusalem. Heore all ye iilolatry. 
people, hearken O earth, and ail that therein 
is, and let the Lord God be wiluesse against 
you, the Lord from his holy temple. For 
behold, the Lord commeth forth out of hia 
place, and will come downe and tread upon the 
high places of the earth. And the mountaines shall be rooltc-n 
under him, and the valleis shall be clefl : as waxe before the fire, 
and as the waters that are powred downe a steepe place. For the 
transgression of lacob is all this, and for the sinnes of the houiic 
of Israel : What is the transgression of lacob ?

Therfore I will make Samaria as an heape of the field, and as 
plantings of a vineyard ; and I will powre downe the stones therof 
into the valley, anil I will discover the foundations thereof. And 
all the graven images thereof shall he beaten to pieces, and all the 
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hires thereof shall be burnt with the fire, and all the idoles therof 
will 1 lay desolate : for she gathered it of the hire of an harlot, and 
they shall returne to the hire of an harlot. Therfore 1 wil waile 
and houle, 1 will goe stript and naked : I will make a wailing like 
the dragons, and mourning as the owles. For her wound is incur- 
able, for it is corae unto Iiidah : he is come unto the gate of my 
people, even to lerusalem. 
I Declare yee it not at Gath, weepe yee not at all : Id the bouse 
of Aphrah ' rowie thy selfe in the dust. Passe yee away thou 
inhabitant of Saphir, having thy shame naked ; the inhabitant of 
Zaauan came not forth in the mourning of Beth-eael, he shall 
receive of you his standing. For the inhabitant of Maroth waited 
carefully for good, but evill came downe from the Lord unto the 
gate of lerusalem. O thou inhabitant of I^chish, bind the charet 
to the swift beast : she is the beginning of the sinne to the daughter 
of Zion : for the transgressions of Israel were found in tbee. Ther- 
fore ahalt thou give presents to Moresheth-Gath : the houses of 
Achzib^ shalbe a lie to the kings of Israel. Yet wil 1 bring an 
heire unto thee, O inhabitant of Mareshah : he shall come unto 
Adullam. the glory of Israel. Make thee bald, and poUe thee for 
thy delicate children, enlarge thy baldnesse as the Eagle, for they 
are gone into cnptivitie from thee.

The women J^VfJliJ? "^ 

of my people have ye cast out from their pleasant houses, from 

their children have ye taken away my glory for ever. Arise ye 

and depart, for this is not your rest: because it is polluted, it 

shall destroy you even with a sore destruction. If a man walking 

in the spirit ami falshood, doe lie, saying, 1 will prophecie unto 

thee of wine and of strong drinke, he shall even bee the prophet 

of this people. 

I will surely assemble, O lacob, all of thee : I will surely gather A promiw of 
the remnant of Israel, I will put them together as the aheepe of ">"»"°8 !«>«'''■ 
Bozrah, as the flocke in the midst of their fold : they shall make 
great noise by reason of the multitude of men. The breaker is 
come up before them : they have broken up and have passed 
through the gate, and are gone out by it, and their king shal passe 
before them, and the Lord on the head of them. 

CHAPTER III 

AND I said. Heare, I pray you, O heads of lacob, and ye Tho eniottie of 
/-\ princes of the house of Israel : is it not for you to know ""^ I'rinoen, 
^ -*■ iudgement? who hate the good and love the evill, who 
plucke otr their skinne from off* them, and their tlesh from off their 
bones. Who also eate the flesh of my people, and flay their skinne 
from off them, and they breake their bones, and chop them in 
pieces, as for the pot, and as flesh within the cauldron. Then shall 
they crj' unto the Lohd, but he will not heare them : he will even 
hide his face from them at that time, as they have behaved them- 
selves ill in their doings.

CHAPl'ER I 

HE burden which Habakkuk the Prophet did Unto Habak- 
see, O Lord, howe long shall I crie, and thou ''"H ^'"' , 
wilt not heare! even cry out unto thee of 'ho jniqnUio 
violence, and thou wilt not save ? Why doeat of the Uml, 
thou shew me iniquity, and cause me to behold 
grievance ? for spoiling and violence are before 
me : and there are that raise up strife and con- 
tention. Therefore the Lawe is slacked, and 
iudgement doeth never goe foorth : for the 
wicked doeth compasse about the righteous: therfore wrong 
iudgement proceed eth. 

Behold ye among the heathen, and regnrd, and wonder n 
ously : for I wil worke a worke in your dales, which yee will not '""" 
beleeve, though it be tolde you. For loe, I raise up the Caldeans, ^de 
that bitter and hastie nation, which shall march through the 
breadth of the land, to possesse the dwelling places that are not 
theirs. They are terrible and dreadful!: their iudgement and 
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their dignity shal proceed of themselves. Their horses also are 
8wift«r then the leopards, and are more fierce then the evening 
wolves : and their horsemen shall spread themselves, and their 
horsemen shall come from farre, they shall flie as the Eagle that 
hasteth to eate. They shall come all for violence r their faces 
shall sup up as the East winde, and they shall gather the captiritie 
as the sand. And they shal scoffe at the Kings, and tfae Princei 
shall bee a scome unto them : they shall deride every strong 
holde, for they shall lieape dust and take it. Then shall his 
minde change, and he shall passe over, and offend, imputing this 
his power unto his God. 

Art thou not from everlasting, O Lord my God, mine Holy 
one ? we shall not die : O Loan, thou hast ordained them for 
iudgement, and O mightie God, thou hast established them for 
n correction. Thou art of purer eyes then to beholde evill, and 
canst not looke on inlquttie : wherefore lookest thou upon thera 
that deale treacherously, and holdest thy tongue when the wicked 
devoureth the man that is more righteous then hee ? and makest 
men as the fishes of the Sea, as the creeping things, that have 
no ruler over them. They take up all of them with the angle: 
they catch them in their net, and gather them in their dragge; 
therefore they reioyce and are glad. Therefore they sacrifice imto 
their net, and burne incense unto their drag : because by them 
their portion is fat, and their meat plenteous. Shall they therefore 
emptie their net, and not spare continually to slay the nations ? ■ 

CHAPTER II I 

I WILL stand upon my watch, and set mee upon the towre, and 
will watch to see what he will say unto me, and what I shall 
[ answere when I am reproved. And the Lord answered me 

' and said. Write the vision, and make it plaine upon tables, that he 
may runne that readeth it. For the vision is yet for an appointed 
time, but at the end it shall speak, and not lie: though it tary, 
wait for it, because it will surely come, it wil not tary. Behold, 
his soule which is lifted up, is not upright in him ; but the iust 
shall live by his faith. 

t Yea also, because he transgresseth by wine, he is a proud man, 
neither keepeth at home, who enlargeth his desire as helt, and 
is as death, and cannot be satisfied, but gathereth unto him all 
nations, and heapeth unto him all people : shal not all these take 
up a parable against him, and a tanting proverbe against him, and 
say ; Woe to him that increaseth that which is not his : how long ? 
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and to him that ladeth himselfe with thicke clay. Shall they not CHAPTI 
rise up suddenly that shall bite thee ? and awake, that shall vexe U 

theei* and thou shall be for booties unto them? Because thou 
hast spoiled many nations, all the remnant of the people shal 
spoile thee : because of mens blood, and for the violence of the 
land, of the citie, and of all that dwell therein. 

Woe to him that coveteth an evill covetousnesse to his house, tor oovotauB- 
that he may set his nest on high, that hee may be delivered from "b"'- 
the power of evill. Thou bast consulted shame to thy house, by 
cutting oiF many people, and hast sinned against thy soule. For 
the stone shall crie out of the wall, and the beame out of the 
timber shall answere it. 

tWoe to him that buildeth a towne with blood, and stabhshetli for onwlUe, 
B citie by Iniquitie. Behold, is it Dot of the Lord of hostes, that 
the people shall labour in the very (ire, and the people shal wearie 
themselves for very vanitie .' For the earth shall be filled with the 
knowledge of the gloiy of the Lord, as the waters cover the Sea. 

Woe unto him that giveth his neighbour drinke : that puttest for ilninlmi- 
thy hottell to him, and makest him drunken also ; that thou "*■"■ 
mayest looke on their nakednesse. Thou art filled with shame 
for glory ; drinke thou also, and let thy foreskin bee uncovered : 
the cup of the Lords right hand shall be turned unto thee, and 
shamefull spewing shalbe on thy glory. For the violence of 
Lebanon shall cover thee ; and (he spoile of beasts, which made 
them afraide, because of mens blood, and for the violence of the 
land, of the city, and of al tbat dwel therin. 

What profiteth the graven image, that the maker thereof hath and for 
graven it; the molten image, and a teacher of lies, that the maker '^''''*^ 
of his worke, trusteth therin, to make dumbe idoles. Woe unto 
him that saith to the wood, Awake : to the dumbe stone. Arise, 
it shall teach ; behold, it is layed over with gold and silver, and 

1 there is no breath at all in the middest of it But the Lord is 
in hii holy temple ; let all the earth keepe silence before him.

HE wonle of the LoHu which came unto Zepha- QodtHiverc 
Riah the son of Ciuhi, the eon of Gedaliah, indgement 
the «>nne of Amariah, the lonne of Hiikiah, ^"," '"'" 
in the dayes of losiah, the sonne of Amon liiuM*. 
king of ludah. 1 will utterly consume all 
thiugs from olf the land, saith the Lord. 1 
will consume man and beast ; 1 will consume 
the foules of the heaven and the (ishps of the 
sea, and the stumbling blocks with the wicked, 
and I will cut off man from off the land, saith the Louu. I will 
also stretch out mine hand upon ludali, and upon all the in- 
habitants of lerusalem, and 1 will cut off the remnant of BaaJ 
from this place, and the name of the Chemarims with the priests : 
and them that worship the haste of heaven upon the house tops, 
ind them that worship, and that sweare by the Loud, and that 
weare by Malcbam : and them that are turned backe from the 



Lord, and those that have not sought the Lord, nor enquired for 
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hini. Hold thy peace at the presence of the Lord God : for the I 
day of the Lord is at hand : for the Lohd hath prepared a ssicrifice ; 1 
he hath bid his ghests. And it shall come to passe in the day of ' 
the Lords Sacrifice, that I will punish the princes, and the kings 
children, and al such as are clothed with strange apfiareU. In 
the same day also wii I punish alt those that leape on the 
threshold, which lill their masters houses with violence and 
deceit.

CHAITER VII l.H*Kri!B 

A ND It came to passe in the fourth yeere of King DariuB, that Tho oapUves 
/-\ the word of the Lord came unto Zechariah in the fourth enquire of 
■*■ ■*■ day of the ninth moneth, even in Chisleu. When they '**""*■ 
had sent unto the house of God, Sherezer and Hegeni-melech, and 
their men to pray before the Lokd, and to speake unto the priestes, 
which were in the house of the Lonn of hosts, and to the prophets, 
saying, Should I weepe in the fift moneth, separating my eelfe, as 
I have done these so many yeeres f 

Then came the word of the Lord of hosta unto me, saying, Zoobwiah re- 
Speake unto all the people of the land, and to the priests, saying, p™''uth iheir 
When ye fasted and mourned in the lift and seventh moneth, even '"""*- 
those seventy yeeres; did ye at all fast unto me, even to me? 
And when ye did eat, and when ye did drinke, did not ye eat lor 
your selves, and drinke for your selves ? Should yee not heare tlie 
wordes, which the Lord hath cried by the former Prophets, when 
Jerusalem was inhabited, and in prosperitie, and the cities thereof 
round about her, when men inhabited the South of the plaine * 

And the word of the Lord came unto Zechariah, saying ; Thus Slnne the 
speaketh the Loh» of hostes, saying. Execute true iudgement, and """'^d"'' 
shew mercie and compassions every man to his brother. And 
oppresse not the widow, nor the fntherlesse, the stranger, nor the 
poore, and let none of you imagine evill against his brother in your 
heart. But they refused to hearken, and pulled away the shoulder, 
and stopped their eares, that they should not heare. Yea, they 
made their hearts as an adamant stone, lest they should heare the 
Law, and the wordes which the Lord of hostes hath sent in his 
spirit by the former Prophets : therefore came a great wrath from 
the Lord of hostes. Therefore it is come to passe, that as he cried, 
and they would not heare, so they cried, and 1 would not heare, 
Mith the Lord of hostes. But I scattered them with a whirlewinde 
among nil the nations, whom they knew not ; thus the land was 
desolate after them, that no man passed through, nor returned : 
for they layed the pleasant land desolate. 
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CHAPTER VIII 

GAINE the word of the Lord of hostes came to me, saying ; Tha n 
Thus sayeth the Lord of hostes, 1 was iealous for Zion. with ^^ ■»"'■ 
great iealousie ; and 1 was iealous for her with great furie. 
ith the Lord, I am returned unto Zion, and will dwell in 
1st of lerusalcm, and [erusalem shall be called a Citie of 
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truetfa, and the MouDtaine of the Lord of hostes, the holy Moud- 
taine. Thus saith the Lord of hosts; There shall yet old men. 
and old women, dwell in the streets of lerusalem, and every man 
with his sttiffe in his hand for very age. And the streets of the 
citie shall be full of boyes and girles playing in the streets thereof. 
Thus saith the Lord of hosts. If it bee marvellous in the eyes of 
the remnant of this people in these dayes, should it also bee 
marvellous in my eyes, saith the Lord of hostes? Thus saith the 
Lord of hosts, Beholde, 1 will save my people from the East 
couQtrey, and from the West countrey. And 1 will bring them, 
and they shall dwell in the midst of lerusalem, and they shalbe 
my people, and 1 will bee their God, is Trueth and in Righteous- 
nesse. 

Thus saith the Lord of hostes, Let your handes be strong, ye 
that heare in these dayes, these wordes by the mouth of the 
IT Prophets, which were in the day that the foundation of the house 
of the Lord of hosts was laied, that the Temple might be built. 
For before these daies there was no hire for man, nor any hire for 
beast, neither was there any peace to him that went out, or came 
in, because of the nlltiction : for I set all men, every one against 
his neighbour. But now I will not bee unto the residue of this 
people, as in the former daies, saith the Lord of hostes. For the 
seed shalbe prosperous: the Vine shall give her fruit, and the 
ground shall give her increase, and the heavens shall give their 
dew, and 1 will cause the remnant of this people to possesse all 
these things. And it shall come to passe, that as yee were a curse 
among the heathen, O house of ludah, and house of Israel ; so will 
I save you. and ye shalbe a blessing : feare not, but let your handes 
bee strong. For thus saith the Lord of hostes, As I thought to 
punish you, when your fathers provoked mee to wrath, saith the 
Lord of hostes, .ind I repented not : so againe have I thought in 
these dayes to doe well unto lerusalem, aud to the house of ludah: 
feare ye not. 

These are the things that yee shall doe ; Speake yee every man 
the truth to his neighbor: execute the iudgment of trueth and 
peace in your gates. And let none of you imagine evlU in your 
hearts against his neighbour, and love no false oath : for all these 
are things that 1 hate, saith the Lord. 

And the word of the Lord of hostes came unto me, saying. Thus 
saith the Lord of hosts ; The fast of the fourth moneth, and the 
fast of the fift, and the fast of the seventh, and the fast of the tenth 
shall be to the house of luilnh loy and gladnesse, and cheerefull 
feasts: therefore love the trueth and peace. Thussnith theLoBoof 
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hosts. It shall yet come to passe, that there shall come people, and 
the inhabitnnt* of muny cities. And the inhabitants of one citie 
shall goe to nnathcr, saying. Let us goc speedily to pray before the 
Lord, and to seeke the Lord of hostes : I will goe also. Yea many 
people and strong nations shall come to seeke the Lord of hostes 
in lemsalem, and to pray before the Lord. Thus saith the Lohd 
of hosts. In those daies it shall come to passe, that ten men shall 
take holde out of all languages of the nations, even shall take hold 
of the skirt of him that is a lew, saying. Wee will goe with you : 
for we have heard that God is with you. 

CHAPTER IX 

THE burden of the word of the Lord in the Ituid of Hadraeh, a 
and Damascus shall bee the rest thereof: when the eyes''' 
of man, as of all the tribes of Israel shalbe toward the Lord. 
And Hamath also shall border thereby ; Tyrus and Zidon, though 
it be very wise. And Tyrus did builde her selfe a strong bold, and 
heaped up silver as the dust, and fine golde ah the myre of the 
streets. Behold, the Lord wil cast her out, and he will smite her 
power in the sea, and she shalbe devoured with fire. Ashketon 
shall see it, and feare, Gazn also shall see it and be very sorrowfull, 
and Ekron : for her expectation shalbe ashamed, and the kin^ 
shall perish from Gam, and Ashkelon shal not be inhabited. And 
a bastard shall dwell in Ashdod. and I will cut off the pride of the 
' Philistines. And 1 wil take away his blood out of his mouth, and 
his nbominations from betweenc his teeth ; but he that remaineth, 
even hee shalbe for our God, and he shall be as a govemour in 
ludah, and Ekron as a lebusite. And I will encampe about mine 
house because of the armie, because of him that passeth by, and 
because of him that retumeth : and no oppressour shall passe 
through them any more : for now have I secne with mine eyes. 

Iteioyce greatly, O daughter of Zion ; shout O daughter ofzi 
ferusalem: beholde, thy King commeth unto thee: hee is iust, | 
and having salvation, lowly, and riding upon an asse, and upon n 
colt, the foalc of an asse. And I wil cut off the charet from " 
Ephraim, and the horse from lerusalem : and the battell bow shalbe ^ 
cut off, and he shall speake peace unto the heathen, and his 
dominion shalbe from sea even to sea, and from the River, even 
to the ends of the earth. Ai for thee also, by the blood of thy 
Covenant, I have sent foorth thy prisoners out of the pit, wherein 
is no water. 

Tunie ye to the strong hold, ye prisoners of hope, even to day 
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doe 1 declare that 1 will render double unto thee : when I luive 
bent ludah for me, liUed the bow with Ephraim, and raised up thy 
sonnes O Zion, against thy sonnes, O Greece, and made thee as the 
Gword of 11 mightie man. And the Lord shalbe seene over tbem, 
and his .arrow shall goe forth as the lightning : and the Lord Gon 
shall blow the trumpet, and shall goe with whirlewinds of the 
South. The Lord of hostes shall ilefend them, and they shall 
devoure, and subdue with sling stones, and they shal drinke had 
make a noise, as through wine, and they shall bee filled like bowles, 
and as the corners of the Altar. And the Lord their God shall 
save them in that day as the flock of his people, for they shall be 
as the stones of a crowne lifted up as an ensigne upon his land. 
For how great is his goodnesse, and how great is his beautie ? come 
shal make the yong men cheerefull, and new wine the maides. 

CHAPTER X 

A SKE yee of the Lord raine in the time of the latter raine, so 
/-\ the Lord shal make bright clouds, and give them showies 
^ -*■ of raine, to every one grnsse in the field. For the idolea 
have spoken vanitie, and the diviners have seene a lye, and have 
told false drcames ; they comfort in vaine : therefore they went 
their way as a flocke, they were troubled because there was no 
shepheard. Mine anger was kindled against the shepheards, and 
I punished the goats : for the Lord of hostes hath visited his flocke 
the house of ludah, and hath made them as his goodly horse in the 
battell. Out of him came forth the corner, out of liim the naile, 
out of him the battell bow, out of him every oppressour together. 

And they shall bee as mightie men which tread downe their 
enemies in the myre of the streets in the battell, and they shall 
fight because the Lord is with them, and the riders on horses shall 
be confounded. And 1 will strengthen the house of ludah, and I 
will save the house of loseph, and I will bring them againe to place 
them, for I have mercie upon them : and they shall be as though 
I had not cast them off: for I am the Lord their God, and will 
heare them. And they of Ephraim shall be like a mightie man, 
and their heart shall reioyce as through wine : yea, their children 
shall see it, and be glad, their heart shall reioyce in the Lord. I 
will hisse for them and gather them, for I have redeemed them : 
and they shall increase as they have increased. And I will sow 
them among the people, and they shall remember me in farre 
countries, and they shall live with their children, and turue againe. 
I will bring them againe also out of the land of Egypt, and gather 
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them out of Assyria, and I will bring them iiitci the land of Gilead 
and Leboaon, and place shall not be found for them. And he sh&U 
passe through the sea with affliction, and shall smite the waves in 
the Sea, and all the deepes of the river shall dry up : and the pride 
of Assyria shall be brought downe, and the scepter of Egypt shall 
depart away. And t will strengthen them in the Loan, and they 
shall walke up and downe in his name, saith the Lohd. 

CHAPTER XI 

OPEN thy doores, O Lebanon, that the lire may devoure thy 
cedars. Howie firre tree, for the cedar is f^len; because 
all the mighty are spoiled ; howle O yee okes of Bashan, 
for the forrest of the vintage is come downe. 

There is a voyce of the howling of the shepheards ; for their 
glory is spoiled : a voyce of the roaring of young lyons ; for the ■ 
pride of lordan is spoiled. Thus saith the Lord my God ; Feede 
the flucke of the slaughter; whose possessours slay them, and hold 
themselves not guiltie : and they that sell them say. Blessed be the 
Lohd ; for I am rich : and their owne shepheards pitie them noL 
For I will no more pitie the inhabitants of the land, saith the Lord : 
but loe, 1 will deliver the men everyone into his neighbours hand, 
aiul into the hand of his King, and they shall smite the land, and 
out of their hand I will not deliver them. And I will feede the 
llocke of slaughter, even you, O poore of the flock : and 1 tooke 
unto me two staves; the one I called Beau tie, and the other I 
called Bandes, and I fed the llocke. Three shepheards also I cut 
oD' ill one moneth, and my soule loathed them, and their soule also 
abhorred mee. Then said 1, 1 \rill not feede you ; that that dieth, 
let it die : and that that is to be cut off, let it be cut off, and let 
the rest eate, every one the flesh of another. 

And 1 tooke my staffe, even Beautie, and cut it asunder, that 
1 might breake my covenant which I had made with all the 
people. And it was broken in that day ; and so the poore of 
the flocke that waited upon me, knew that it was the word of 
the Lord. And I said unto them, If yee thinke good, give me 
my price : and if not, forbeare : so they weighed for my price 
thirtie pieces of silver. And the Lord said unto mee. Out it 

Lunto the potter: a goodly price, that 1 was prised at of them. 
And I tooke the thirtie pieces of silver, and cast them to tile 
potter in the house of the Lord. Then 1 cut asunder mine other 
Btaffe, even Bands, that I might break the brotherhood betweene 
ludah and Israel.

CHAITER And the Lord said unto me. Take unto thee yet the iiistrumenU 

XI of B foolish shepheard. For loe, I wtl raise up a shepherd in the 

TlioT™»nd land, which shall not visit those that bee cut off, neither shall 
f^ThCh seeke the yong one, nor heale that that is broken, nor feed that 

b^i that standeth still : but he shal eate the flesh of the fat, and teare 

their clawes in pieces. Woe to the idoU shepheard thiat leavetli 
the flocke : the sword shall be upon his arme, and upon his right 
eye : his arme shall be cteane dryed up, and his right eye shall be 
utterly darkened. 

CHAPTER Xn 

THE burden of the word of the Lord for Israel, saith the 
LoiiD, which stretcheth foorth the Heavens, and laith the 
foundation of the earth, and formeth the spirit of man 
within him. Behold, I will make lerusalem a cup of trenibliag 
unto all the people rouod about, when they shall be in the siege 
both against ludah and against lerusalem. 

And in that day will I make lerusalem a burdensome stone for 
all people : all that burden themselves with it, shall be cut tn 
pieces ; though all the people of the earth bee gathered together 
against it. In that day, saith the Lord, I will smite every horse 
with astonishment, and his rider with madiiesse, and I will open 
mine eyes upon the house of ludah, and will smite every horse of 
the people with blindnesse. And the governours of ludah shall 
say in their heart, The inhabitants of lerusalem shall be my 
strength in the Lord of hostes their God. 

In that day will I make the governours of ludah like a harth of 
fire among the wood, and like a torch of fire in a sheafe ; and they 
shall devoure all the people round about, on the right hand and 
on the left : and lerusalem shall bee inhabited againe in her owne 
place, even in lerusalem. The Lord also shall save the tenia of 
ludah first, that the glory of the house of David, and the glory of 
the inhabitants of lerusalem do not magnifie themselves against 
ludah. In that day shall tlie Lord defend the inhabitants of 
lerusalem, and he that is feeble among them at that day shall be 
as David ; and the house of David shall be as God, as the Angel 
of the Lord before them. I 

And it shall come to passe in that day, that I will seeke to I 
destroy all the nations that come against lerusalem. And I wil I 
powre upon the house of David, and upon the inhabitants of I 
lerusalem the spirit of grace and of supplications, and they shall 
looke upon me whom they have pearced, and they shal moume for 
moumeth for his onely aonne, and shall be in bitter- 
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□esse for him, as one that is in bitternesse for his first borne. Id 
that day shall there bee a great mourning in lerusalem, as the 
mourning of HadBclrimmon in the vaJley of Megiddon. And the 
land slial niourne, every familie apart, the familie of the house of 
David apart, and their wives apart, the familie of the house of 
Nathan apart, nnd their wives apart : the familie of the house 
of Levi apart, and their wives apart: the familie of Shlmei apart, 
and their wives apart : all the families that remaine, everj- family 
apart, and their wives apart. 

CHAPTER XIII 

IN that day there shalbe a fountaine opened to the house of 
David, and to the inhabitants of lerusalem, for sinne, and for 

And it shal come to passe in that day, sailh the Lord of hostes, 
that I will cut off the names of the idolea out of the land : and 
they shol no more be remembred : and also I wil cause the 
prophets, and the uncleane spirit to passe out of the land. And 
it shal come to passe that when any shall yet prophecie, then his 
father and his mother that begate him, shall say unto him. Thou 
shalt not live : for thou speakest lies in the Name of the Lord ; 
and his father and his mother, that begate him, shall thrust him 
through when he prophecieth. And it shall come to passe in 
that day, that the prophets shalbe ashamed every one of hit 
vision, when hee hath prophecied : neither shall they weare a 
rough garment to deceive. But he shal say, I am no prophet, I 
am an husbandman ; for man taught me to Iceepe cattell from my 
youth. And one shal say unto him, What are these wounds in 
thine hands > Then hee shall answere : Those with which I wu 
wounded in the house of my friends. 

Awake, O sword, against my shepheard, and against the man 
that is my fellow, saith the Lord of hnstcs : smite the Shepheart), 
and the sheepe shalbe scattered ; and I wil turne mine hand upon 
the litle ones. And it shall come to passe, that in all the land, 
saith the Lord, two parts therein shall be cut off, and die, but the 
third .shall be left therein. And I will bring the thirde part 
through the lire, and wil refine them as silver is refined, and will 
try them as gold is tried : they shall call on my Name, and I wil 
hcarc them : 1 wil say, It is my people : and they shall say. The 
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CHAPTER Xim 
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" TJ EHOLDE, the day of the Lord commeth, and thy spoile 
r\ shall be divided in the midst of thee. For I wil gather 
"^"^ all nations against lerusalem to battel), and the citie shall 
be taken, and the houses rifeled, and the women ravished, and 
halfe of the citie shall goe forth into captivitie, and the residue of 
the people shal not be cut oiT from the citie. Then shall the 
Lord goe forth and fight against those nations, as when he fought 
in the day of battel. 

And his feet shall stand in that day upon the mount of Olives, 
which is before lerusalem on the East, and the mount of Olives 
shall cleave in the midst thereof toward the East, and toward the 
West, and there shall bee a very great valley, and halfe of the 
Mountaine shall remove toward the North, and halfe of it toward 
the South. And ye shal flee to the valley of the mountaines ; for 
the valley of the mountaines shal reach unto Azal : yea, ye shall 
flee like as yee fled from before the earthquake in the dayes of 
UzEtah king of ludah : and the Lord ray God shall come, and all 
the Saints with thee. And it shall come to passe in that day, 
that the light shall not be cleare, nor darke. But it shall be one 
day, which shalbe knowen to the Lord, not day nor night: but 
it shal corae to passe that at evening time it shalbe light And 
it shal be in that day, that living waters shall goe out from 
lerusalem : halfe of them toward the former Sea, and halfe of 
them toward the hinder Sea : in Summer and in winter shall it 
be. And the Lord shall be King over all the earth : in that day 
shal there be one Lord, and his Name one. All the land shall be 
turned as a plaine from Geba to Rimmon, South of lerusalem : and 
it shall be lifted up and inhabited in her place i from Beniamins 
gate unto the place of the first gate, unto the corner gate, and 
from the towre of Hananiel unto the Kings winepresses. And 
men shall dwell in it, and there shalbe no more utter destruction : 
but lerusalem shalbe safely inhabited. 

And this shall be the plague, wherewith the Lord will smite 
all the people, th.it have fought against lerusalem : their flesh 
■hall consume away, while they stand upon their feete, and their 
eyes shall consume away in their holes, and their tongue shall 
consume away in their mouth. And it shall come to passe in that 
day, that a great tumult from the Lord shalbe among them, and 
they shall lay holde every one on the hand of his neighbour, and 
his hand shall rise up against the hand of hit neighbour. And 
ludah also shall fight at Jerusalem ; and the wealth of all th« 
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heathen round about shall be gathered together, golde and silver, CHAPTER 
and apparell in great abundance. And so shaU be the plague of XIIII 

the horse, of the mule, of the camell, and of the asse, and of all 
the beasts that shall be in these tents, as this plague. 

And it shall come to passe that every one that is left of all the The nmiuDt 
nations which came against lerusalem, shall even goe up from 'u"','"/?"' 
yeere to yeere to worship the King the Loro of hostes, and to " ' 
keepe the feast of Tabernacles. And it shall be, that who so will 
not come up of all the families of the earth unto lerusalem, to 
worship the King the Loan of hostes, even upon them shall be no 
rainc. And if the family of Egypt goe not up, and come not, that 
have no rainc: there shall bee the plague wherewith the Lonn 
will smite the heathen that come not up to keepe the feast of 
Tabernacles. This shall be the punishment of Egypt, and the 
punishment of all nations that come not up to keepe the feast of 
Tabernacles. 

In that day shall there be upon the bels of the horses, Holines Ami thrlr 

Unto The Lord, and the pots in the Loans house shall bee like fP^j'w •b""'* 

the bowles before the Altar. Yea, every [Hit in Jerusalem and in 

ludah shall bee Holincsse unto the Loan of hostes, and all they 

that sacrifice, shall come and take of them, and seethe 

therein : and in that day there shall be no more the 

Canaantte in the house of the Lord of hostes. 



MALACH I 

CHAPTER I 
HE burden of the word of the Lord to Israel by MaUotLl ooo 
Malachi. I have loved you, saytb the Lord : pl^oetli "t 
yet yee say. Wherein hast thou loved us.' was fcindne^ 
^ not Esau lacobs brother, sayth the LoHO ? yet 
I loved lacob, and 1 hated Esau, and layde 
his mountaines, and his heritage waste, for 
the dragons of the wildemesse. Whereas 
Edom layth, Wee are impoverished, but we 
will retume and build the desolate places ; 
Thus uyth the Lonn of hostes. They shal build, but 1 will throw 
downe ; and they >h«l call them. The border of wickednesse, and 
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the people against whom the Lord hath indignation for ever. 
And your eyes shall see, and yee shall say ; The Lord will be 
magnified from the border of Israel. 

A sonne honoureth his father, and a servant his Master. If 
then I be a father, where is mine honour? and if I be a Master, 
where is my feare, saith the Lord of hostes, unto you O priests, 
that despise my name ? and yee say. Wherein have we despised 
thy name? Yee offer polluted bread upon mine attar; and yee 
say. Wherein have we polluted thee ? In that yee say. The table 
of the Lord is contemptible. And if yee offer the bliad for 
sacrifice, is it not evill? and if yee offer the lame and .slcke, is it 
notevill? offerit now unto thy governour ; will he be pleased with 
thee, or accept thy person, saith the Lord of hostes ? And now 
I pray you, beseech God, that hee will be gracious unto us: this 
hath beene by your meanes : will he regard your persons, saith 
the Lord of hostes ? Who is there even among you that would 
shut the doores for nought? neither doe 3'ee kindle fire on mine 
altar for nought. I have no pleasure in you, saith the Lord of 
hostes, neither will I accept an oflring at your hand. For from 
the rising of the Sunne, even unto the going downe of the same 
my name shall be great among the Gentiles, and in every place 
incense shall be offered unto my name, and a pure oSring : for 
my name shall be great among the heathen, saith the Lord of 
hostes. 

But yee have prophaned it, in that yee say ; The table of the 
Lord is polluted, and the fruite thereof, even his meate, is con- 
temptible. Yee said also ; Behold what a wearinesse is it, and yee 
have snuffed at it, saith the Lord of hostes, and yee brought that 
which was tome, and the lame, and the sicke : thus yee brought 
an offring : should I accept this of your hand, saith the Lord ? 
But cursed be the deceiver, which hath in his flocke a male, and 
voweth and sacrificeth unto the Lord a corrupt thing: for I am a 
great King, saith the Lord of hostes, and my name is dreadfall 
among the heathen. 

CHAPTER II 

V, O yee Priests, this commaundement is for you. If 
will not hcare, and if yee will not lay it to heart, to 
; glory unto my name, saith the Lord of hostes; I will 
even send a curse upon you, and will curse your blessings: yea, I 
have cursed them already, because yee doe not lay it to heart. 
Behold, I wilt corrupt your seed, and spread doung upon yoor 
faces, even the doung of your solemne feasts, and one shall take 
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you away with it. And yce shall know that I have sent this CHAPTER 

comnDaundemeiit unto you, that my covenant might be with Levi, II 

ssith the Lord of hostes. My covenant was with him of life and 

peace, and 1 gave them to him, for the feare, wherewith he feared 

mee, and was afraid before my name. The law of truth wns in 

his mouth, and iniquitie was not found in his lips : he walked with 

me in peace and equitie, and did turne many away from iniquitie. 

For the priests lips should keepe knowledge, and they should 

seeke the law at his mouth : for he is the messenger of the Lord 

of hostes. But yee are departed out of the way : ye have caused 

many to stumble at the law : ye have corrupted the covenant of 

Levi, saith the Lobd of hostes. Therefore have I also made you 

contemptible and base before al the people, according as yee have 

not kept my wayes, but have bin partiall in the law. Have we 

not all one father ? hath not one God created ub ? Why doe we 

deale treacherously every man against his brother, by prophaning 

the covenant of our fathers? 

ludah hath dealt treacherously, and an abomination is com- ind tbc peep) 
mitted in Israel and in lerusalem : for ludah hath prophaned the '"^ Wol»trie. 
holinesse of the Lono which he loved, and hath maried the 
daughter of a strange God. The I.onn will cut off the man that 
doth this : the Master and the scholler out of the tabernacles of 
laeob, and him that offereth an oflring unto the Lord of hostes. 
And this have yee done againe, covering the Altar of the Lord 
with teares, with weeping and with crying out, in so much that hee 
regardeth not the offering any more, or reeeiveth it with good will 
at your hand. 

Vet ye say. Wherefore ? Because the Lonti hath bene w itncs for odulurio, 
betweene thee and the wife of thy youth, against whome thou hast 
dealt treacherously : yet is she thy companion, and the wife of thy 
covenant. And did not he make one ? yet had he the residue of 
the spirit: and wherefore one.' that hee might seeke a godly seed : 
therefore take heed to your spirit, and let none deale treacheroasly 
against the wife of his youth. For the Lord the God of Israel 
saith, that he hateth putting away : for one covereth violence with 
his garment, saith the Lord of hosts, therfore take heed to your 
spirit, that ye deate not treacherously. 

Ye have wearied the Lord with your words: yet ye say. Wherein ■nd for 
have we wearied him * when ye say. Every one that doeth evill, is 'ofidelltis. 
good in the sight of the Lord, and he delighleth in them, or where 
is the God of iudgcroent ^ 
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CHAPTER III 
k EHOLDEj I will send my messenger, and he shal prep<u« 1 
the way before mee : and the Lord whom ye seeke, sh*U 
suddenly come to his Temple : even the messenger of the 
Covenant, whom ye delight in: behold, he shull come, saitb the 
LoRn of hosts. But who may abide the day of his comming } and 
who shall stand when he appeareth ? for he is like a refiners fire, 
and like fullers sope. And he shall sit as a refiner and purifier of 
silver : and he shall purifie the sonnes of Levi, and purge them as 
gold and silver, that they may ofTer unto the Lord an offiing in 
righteousnes. Then shall the offerings of ludah and lerusalem 
bee pleasant unto the Lord, as in the dayes of old, and as in former 
yeeres. And I will come neere to you to iudgement, and I will 
bee a swift witnesse against the sorcerers, and against the adul- 
terers, and against false swearers, and against those that oppresse 
the hireling in his wages, the widowe, and the fatherlesse, and th«t 
turne aside the stranger from his right, and feare not me, saith the 
Lord of hosts. For I am the Lord, I change not : therefore ye 
sonnes of lacob are not consumed. 

Even from the dayes of your fathers yee are gone away from 
mine ordinances, and have not kept them : retume unto me, and 
I will returne unto you, saith the Lord of hosts : But ye said. 
Wherein shall we retume .* 

Wil a man rob God .' yet ye have robbed me. But ye say. 
Wherein have we robbed thee ? In tithes and offerings. Ye arc 
cursed with a curse : for ye have robbed me, even thin whole 
nation. Bring ye all the tithes into the store-house, that there 
may be meate in mine house, and prove me now herewith, saith 
the Lord of hostes, if 1 will not open you the windowes of heaven, 
and powre you out a blessing, that there shall not be roome enough 
to receive it. And I wil rebuke the devourer for your sakes : and 
he shal not destroy the fruits of your ground, neither shal your 
vine cast her fruit before the time in the field, saith the Lord of 
hosts. And all nations shall call you blessed : for ye shall be a 
delightsome land, saith the Lord of hosts. 

Your words have bin stout against me, saith the Lord, yet ye 
say. What have we s;>oken so much against thee ? Ye have said. 
It is vaine to serve God : and what profit is it, that we have kept 
his ordinance, and that wee have walked mournfully before the 
Lord of hosts .^ And now we call the proud happy: yea, they 
that worke wickednes are set up, yea they that tempt God, are 
even delivered. 
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Then they that fe&red the Lord, spake often one to another, CHAPTER 
and the Lord hearkened and heard it, and a booke of remembrance 
was written before him, far them that feared the Lord, and that The pran 
thought upon his name. And they shall be mine, saith the Lord "' bleulogj^ 
of hosts, in that day when I make up my jewels, and 1 wil spare Jj^ ' 
them AS a man spareth his owne sonne that serveth him. Then 
shall yee retume and diaceme bet wee ne the righteous and the 
wicked, betweene him that serveth God, and him that serveth
